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PREFACE. 



The purpose of this book is to promote the historical study of the 
Apostolic Age. It aims to perform in respect to the early history of 
the Christian Church a service corresponding to that which the 
" Harmony of the Gospels," recently put out by Professor William 
Arnold Stevens and myself, sought to render in respect to the Life of 
Christ, like that book, it endeavors, not to indicate the solution of all 
the historical problems presented by the New Testament documents 
pertaining to the period under consideration, but to present the material 
in convenient form for historical study. 

The New Testament sources for the history of the Apostolic Age are 
of three kinds ; narrative, epistolary, and apocalyptic-* Of the first class, 
ve have but one work, the book of Acts ; of the third also there is but 
one example, the book of Revelation ; the letters are twenty-one in 
number. 

The task undertaken by the present work in reference to this male- 
rial is threefold. First, it aims to give to each of the several letters 
and the Revelation a position, in relation to one another and to the 
narrative of the Acts, corresponding to the point in the history at 
which each was written. Secondly, it seeks to glean from the letters, 
and from the speeches in the book of Acts, all the narrative material 
they contain, and to place this at the points corresponding to the time 
of the events narrated. Thirdly, it attempts to divide the whole 
history into its natural periods and divisions. 

Each of these portions of the task presents its own difficulties. 
Respecting the place of the several epistles in the history, there still 
remain some problems which must be regarded as in process of in- 
vestigation rather than as already solved. Among the most dilficult 
are those which involve the question of authorship and genuineness, 
as well as that of date. The plan of this work renders it impossible 
to avoid assuming some position upon these latter questions, yet it is 
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no part of its purpose to discuss them ; this task belongs to works 
on New Testament Introduction. For tlie purposes of this work it is 
assumed that the epistles of tlie New Testament and the book of 
Revelation are genuine writings of the Apostolic Age, and that the 
claims respecting authorship made in these books themselves are true. 
This course is indeed the one which is most congenial to my own 
opinions. While the evidence, or lack of evidence, in a few cases 
certainly justifies the treatment of the question of genuineness as an 
open one, such examination and estimation of it as 1 have been able to 
make has not led me to a positive conclusion against the genuineness 
of any of the books with which we here have to do- Yet 1 have con- 
structed the work on this basis not so much for the purpose of ' 
expressing an opinion on each of the points at issue as because, in my 
judgment, it best adapts the book to the uses for which it is intended. 
The ordinary student of the Bible, not specially trained in Biblical 
science, may well make the genuineness of the New Testament books 
his working hypothesis at least. The mature scholar, if he has reached 
the conclusion that all the New Testament books here under considera- 
tion are genuine, will of course desire them assigned to a place 
consistent with this conclusion. If he has reached a different conclu- 
sion in any case, the plan here adopted will at least furnish him a basis 
of criticism, in an arrangement whose faultiness he will be able to 

The general purpose of the work, to exhibit in a form convenient 
for study all the material (outside the gospels) furnished by the New 
Testament for the construction of the history of the Apostolic Age, 
requires that the general historical framework be based mainly upon 
the book of Acts, since this alone of our sources is adapted by its 
narrative character and consecutive arrangement to furnish such a 
framework. On the other hand, the valuable contributory narrative 
material furnished by the lettere, and the historical statements con- 
tained in the speeches preserved in the book of Acts, require also to be 
brought into relation with the narrative of Acts pertaining to the same 
period or event, and for practical convenience to be placed before the 
eye in immediate connection with it. This contributory material 
from the letters and speeches is in some instances printed at the bottom 
of the page, its general relation to the matter above being indicated by 
the use of superior letters. In other cases it is introduced into the 
body of the section, being printed in parallel columns with the direct 
narrative in Acts when there is such. 

Between those two groups of passages there is no sharp line of 
distinction in character. In general I have placed the material taken 
from the speeches and letters above the line, in flie body of the section, 
when such material has a definitely narrative form, so that it constitutes 
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a distinct account of the event. When the information is conveyed 
rather incidentally, by way of allusion or reminiscence, I have placed it 
below the line- The fact that a passage is thus employed twice, once 
at the point corresponding to the writing of the letter or the utterance 
of the speech, once in the position corresponding to the time of llie 
event narrated, is indicated, in the latter case, by printing the reference 
to it (but not the text itself) in brackets, provided the passage stands 
in the body of the section. If it is printed below the line, the brackets 
are omitted, the position sufficiently indicating that it is a repeated pas- 
sage. It should be distinctly observed that placing a passage below the 
line, or printing the reference to it in brackets, by no means marks it as 
of secondary importance or of inferior value. For the construction of 
the hbtory of this period many of these passages, being derived from 
the indisputably genuine letters of the New Testament, and hence in the 
strictest sense original sources, are of the highest historical value. 

In the division of the material and the history into parts, chapters, 
and sections, the aim has been to draw the dividing lines at the points 
of real transition in the history, so far as these can be discovered, and 
to give each part, chapter, and section a correct descriptive title. In 
this attempt no more than approximate success is possible. The 
meagreness of the material for some portions of the history forbids us 
to speak confidently concerning their real character as periods of 
Christian history. This is conspicuously true of the later years of the 
Apostolic Age, where the book of Acts fails us. The only practicable 
course is to base the division of the history and the titles of the sev- 
eral divisions on the existing material, interpreted in the light of such 
information as we possess. What, for example, the real character of 
Christian history in the last thirty years of the first century was, we 
have little means of knowing. From the point of view of the material 
which we possess, these years can perhaps hardly be described more 
exactly than as "the last years of the apostle John." In the determi- 
nation of the transition points, the division of the narrative as indicated 
in the book of Acts has been largely influential for the periods covered 
by that book. Vet in a few instances, especially where the narrative 
of the Acts is very condensed, it has been necessary to run the line 
separating sections, and in one instance the dividing line between 
chapters, through a paragraph of the book of Acts. In these cases 
a note is added at the end of the section showing where the remainder 
of the paragraph b to be found. See sections 47 and 48 ; also 51, 52, 
and 53. In a few cases it has also seemed necessary to repeat a 
transition sentence in part or in whole. Words thus repeated 
bracketed in the section in which they are detached from the paragraph 
to which they properly belong. I ' ' 
attempt has been made to indicate thi 
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structure most of these passages being in their nature detached 
excerpts. 

The version of 1881 has been chosen for its manifest superiority to 
any other English version in common use. Its translation, paragraph 
divisions, and marginal readings have been retained, not as incapable 
of improvement, but as on the whole better serving the interests of 
those who, it is thought, will use this book than any that could be 
substituted for them. 

The notes at the end of the volume are intended to facilitate the use 
of the book for historical study. Yet they by no means undertake to 
discuss all the questions necessarily raised by such study or to treat 
exhaustively those which are considered. Their aim is limited almost 
wholly to the endeavor to make more clear than can be done by the 
arrangement of the material upon the page, the relation between the 
different documents and events which that arrangement is intended to 
suggest, and to state briefly the reasons for the positions assigned 
to the several documents.

59. THE FIRST IMPRISONMENT OF PETER AND JOHN. 



I And as they spake unto the people, ^the priests and the captain 
of the temple and the Sadducees came upon them, 2 being sore troubled 
because they taught the people, and proclaimed in Jesus the resurrec- 
tion from the dead. 3 And they laid hands on them, and put them in 
ward unto the morrow : for it was now eventide. 4 But many of theni 
that heard the word believed ; and the number of the men came to be 
about live thousand. 

S And it came to pass on the morrow, that their rulers and elders 
and scribes were gathered together in Jerusalem ; 6 and Annas the high 
priest was there, and Caiaphas. and John, and Alexander, and as many 
as were of the kindred of the high priest. 7 And when they had set 
them in the midst, they inquired, By what power, or in what name, have 
ye done this? 8 Then Peter, tilled with the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them, Ye rulers of the people, and elders, 9 if we this day are examined 
concerning a good deed done to an impotent man, "by what means this 
man is 'made whole ; lo be it known unto you all, and to all the people 
of Israel, that in the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye cruci- 
fied, whom God raised from the dead, even in ^ him doth this man stand 
here before you whole. 11 He is the stone which was set at nought of 
you the builders, which was made the head of the corner. 12 And in 
none other is there salvation : for neither is there any other name under 
heaven, that is given among men, wherein we must be saved. 

13 Now when they beheld the boldness of Peter and John, and had 
perceived that they were unlearned and ignorant men, they marvelled ; 
and they took knowledge of them, that they had been with Jesus. 
14 And seeing the man which was healed standing with them, they 
could say nothing against it. 15 But when they had commanded them 
to go aside out orthe council, they conferred among themselves, 16 say- 
ing, What shall we do to these men? for that indeed a notable 'mira- 
cle bath been wrought through them, is manifest to all that dwell in 
Jerusalem; and we cannot deny it. 17 But that it spread no further 
among the people, let us threaten them, that they speak henceforth to 
no man in tnis name. iS And they called them, and charged them not 
to speak at all nor teach in the name of Jesus. 19 But Peter and John 
answered and said unto them. Whether it be right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you rather than unto God, judge ye ; 20 for we cannot 
but apeak the things which we saw and heard. 21 And they, when they 
had further threatened them, let them go, finding nothing how they 
might punish them, because of the people ; for all men glorified God 
for that which was done. 22 For the man was more than forty years 
old, on whom this * miracle of healing was wrought. 

23 And being let go, they came lo their own company, and reported 
all that the chief priests and the elders had said unto them. 24 And 
they, when they heard it, lifted up their voice to God with one accord. 
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and said, O ^ Lord, ' thou that didst make the heaven and the earth and 
the sea, and all that in them is : 25 * who by the Holy Ghost, by the 
mouth of our father David thy servant, didst say, 

Why did the Gentiles rage. 

And the peoples ^imagine vain things? 
26 The kings of the earth set themselves in array, 

And the rulers were gathered together, 

Afi;ainst the Lord, and against his ^ Anointed : 
27 for of a truth in this city against thy holy Servant Jesus, whom thou 
didst anoint, both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles and the 
peoples of Israel, were gathered together, 28 to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel foreordained to come to pass. 29 And now. Lord, 
look upon their threatenings : and grant unto thy ^servants to speak 
thy word with all boldness, 30 while thou stretchest forth thy hand to 
heal ; and that signs and wonders may be done through the name of 
thy holy Servant Jesus.

36 And Joseph, who by the apostles was siunamed Barnabas (which 
is, being interpreted. Son of ^ exhortation), a Levite, a man of Cyprus 
by race, 37 having a field, sold it, and brought the money and laid it at 
tne apostles^ feet. 

§11. ANANIAS AND SAPPHIRA. 

Acts 5 : i-ii. 

I But a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira his wife, sold a 
possession, 2 and kept back/^r/ of the price, his wife also being privy to 
it, and brought a certain part, and laid it at the apostles' feet. 3 But 
Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thy heart to * lie to the Holy 
Ghost, and to keep back part of the price of the land? 4 Whiles it

not in thy power? How is it that thou hast conceived this thing in thy 
heart? thou hast not lied unto men, but unto God. 5 And Ananias 
hearing these words fell down and gave up the ghost : and great fear 
came upon all that heard it. 6 And the 'young men arose ana wrapped 
him round, and they carried him out and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of three hours after, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came in. S And Peter answered unto her, 
Tell me whether ye sold the land for so much. And she said, Yea, for 
so much. 9 But Peter said unto her. How is it that ye have agreed 
together to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of them 
which have buried thy husband are at the door, and they shall carry thee 
out. 10 And she fell down immediately at his feet, and gave up the 
ghost: and the young men came in and found her dead, and they car- 
ried her out and buried her by her husband. 11 And great fear came 
upon the whole church, and upon all that heard these things. 



912. SIGNS AND WONDERS DONE BY THE APOSTLES. 

Acts 5 : 12-1G. 

12 And by the hands of the apostles were many signs and wonders 
wrought among the people ; and they were all with one accord in 
Solomon's porch. 13 But of the rest durst no man join himself to 
them: howbeit the people magnified them ; 14 'and believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and women ; ij inso- 
much that they even carried out the sicic into the streets, and laid them 
00 beds and couches, that, as Peter came by, at the least his shadow 
might overshadow some one of them. 16 And there also came together 
the multitude from the cities round about Jerusalem, bringing sick 
folk, and them that were vexed with unclean spirits : and they were 
healed every one. 



S13. THE SECOND IMPRISONMENT OF THE APOSTLES. 

Acts 5 ; 17-42. 

17 But the high priest rose up, and all they that were with him 
(which is the sect of the Sadducees), and they were iilled with jeal- 
ousy, iS and laid hands on the apostles, and put them in public ward. 
19 But an angel of the Lord by night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them out, and said, 20 Go ye, and stand and speak in the 
temple to the people all the words of this Life. 21 And when they 
heard this, they entered into the temple about daybreak, and taught. 
But the high priest came, and they that were with iiim, and called the 
council together, and all the senate of the children of Israel, and sent 
to the prison-house to have Ihem brought, zz But the officers that 
came found them not in the prison ; and they returned, and told. 
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23 saying, The prison-house we found shut in all safety, and the keep- 
ers standing at the doors : but when we had opened, we found no man 
within. 24 Now when the captain of the temple and the chief priests 
heard these words, they were much perplexed concerning them where- 
unto this would grow. 25 And there came one and told them, Behold, 
the men whom ye put in the prison are in the temple standing and 
teaching the people. 26 Then went the captain with the officers, and 
brought them, but without violence; for they feared the people, lest 
they should be stoned. 27 And when they had brought them, they set 
them before the council. And the high priest asked them, 28 saying. 
We straitly charged you not to teach in this name : and behold, ye have 
filled Jerusalem with your teaching, and intend to bring this man^s 
blood upon us. 29 But Peter and the apostles answered and said. We 
must obey God rather than men. 30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew, hanging him on a tree. 31 Him did God exalt 
1 with his rignt hand to be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repent- 
ance to Israel, and remission of sins. 32 And we are witnesses ^ of 
these ^ things ; * and so is the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to 
them that obey him. 

33 But they, when they heard this, were cut to the heart, and were 
minded to slay them. 34 But there stood up one in the council, a 
Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a doctor of the law, had in honour of all the 
people, and commanded to put the men forth a little while. 35 And 
he said unto them. Ye men of Israel, take heed to yourselves as touch- 
ing these men, what ye are about to do. 36 For before these days rose 
up Theudas, giving himself out to be somebody ; to whom a number of 
men, about four hundred, joined themselves: who was slain; and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were dispersed, and came to nought. 37 After 
this man rose up Judas of Galilee in the days of the enrolment, and 
drew away some of the people after him : he also perished ; and ail, as 
many as obeyed him, were scattered abroad. 38 And now I say unto 
you, Refrain from these men, and let them alone : for if this counsel or 
this work be of men, it will be overthrown : 39 but if it is of God, ye 
will not be able to overthrow them ; lest haply ye be found even to be 
fighting against God. 40 And to him they agreed : and when they had 
called the apostles unto them, they beat them and charged them not to 
speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. 41 They therefore de- 
parted from the presence of the council, rejoicing that they were counted 
worthy to suffer dishonour for the Name. 42 And every day, in the 
temple and at home, they ceased not to teach and to preach Jesus as 
the Christ. »

CHAPTER IV. 



51*. THE APPOINTMENT OF THE SEVEN. 

Now in these days, when the number of the disciples was multi- 
j, there arose a murmuring of the 'Grecian Jews against the 

Hebrews, because their widows were neglected in the daily ministration. 

And the twelve called the multitude of the disciples unto them, and 
said, It is not 'fit that we should forsake the word of God, and 'serve 
tables- 3 ' Look ye out therefore, brethren, fi-om among you seven men 
of good report, full of the Spirit and of wisdom, whom we may appoint 
over this business. 4 But we will continue stedfastly in prayer, and in 
the ministry of the word. 5 And the saying pleased the whole multi- 
tude : and they chose Stephen, a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Spirit, and Philip, and Prochoms, and Nicanor, and Timon, and Par- 
menas, and Nicolas a proselyte of Aniioch ; 6 whom they set before 
the apostles : and when they had prayed, they laid their hands on them. 
7 And the word of Cod increased ; and the number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem exceedingly; and a great company of the 
priests were obedient to the faith.

8 And Stephen, full of grace and power, wrought great wonders 
and signs among the people. 9 But there arose certain of them that 
were of the synagogue called the synagogue of the Libertines, and of the 
C^renians, and of the Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia and Asia, 
disputing with Stephen. 10 And they were not able to withstand the 
wisdom and the Spirit by which he spake, il Then they suborned 
men, which said, We have heard him speak blasphemous words against 
Moses, and against God.

£sither Abraham, when he was in Mesopotamia, betore he dwelt in 
Haran, 3 and said imto him.

7 And the nation to 
which they shall be in bondage will I jud^ie^ ssdd God : and after that 
shall they come forth, and serve me in this place. 8 And he gave him 
the covenant of circumcision : and so Abriiham bqgat Isaac, and cir- 
cumcised him the eighth day ; and Isaac begat Jacob, and Jacob the 
twelve patriarchs. 9 And the patriarchs, moved with jealousy against 

{oseph, sold him into Egypt : and God was with him, 10 and ddivered 
im out of all his afflictions, and gave him £ivour and wisdom before 
Pharaoh king of Egypt ; and he nuule him governor over Egypt and all 
his house.

15 And Jacob went down 
into Egypt ; and he died, himself and our Others ; 16 and they were 
carried over unto Shechem, and laid in the tomb that Abraham bought 
for a price in silver of the sons of ^ Hamor in Shechem. 17 But as the 
time of the promise drew nij^h, which God vouchsafed unto Abraham, 
the people grew and multiphed in Egpyt, 18 till there arose another 
king over Eg3rpt, which knew not Joseph. 19 The same aealt sub- 
lilly with our race, and evil entreated our £&thers, that ^they should 
cast out their babes to the end they mifht not * live. 20 At which 
season Moses was born, and was ^exceeoing £ddr; and he was nour- 
ished three months in his Other's house : 21 and when he was cast out, 
Pharaoh^s daughter took him up, and nourished him for her own son. 
22 And Moses was instructed in all the wisdom of the Eg3rptians ; and 
he was mighty in his words and works. 23 But when he was well-nigh 
forty years old, it came into his heart to visit his brethren the children 
of Israel. 24 And seeing one of them suffer wrong, he defended him, 
and avenged him that was oppressed, smiting the Egyptian : 25 and 
he supposed that his brethren understood how that God by his hand 
was giving them * deliverance ; but they understood not. 26 And the 
day following he appeared unto them as they strove, and would have

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set them at one again, saying, Sirs, ye are brethren ; why do ye wrong 
one to another? 27 But he that did his neighbour wrong thrust him 
away, saying, Who made thee a ruler and a judge over us? 28 WouldesC 
thou kill me, as thou killedst the Egyptian yesterday? 29 And Moses 
fled at this saying, and became a sojourner in the land of Midian, where 
he begat two sons. 30 And when forty years were fulfilled, an angel 
appeared to him in the wilderness of mount Sinai, in a flame of fire in 
a bush. 31 And when Moses saw it, he wondered at the sight : and as 
he drew near to behold, there came a voice of the Lord, 32 I am the 
God of thy fathers, the God of Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob. 
And Moses trembled, and durst not behold. 33 And the Lord said 
unto him. Loose the shoes from thy feet : for the place whereon thou 
staudest is holy ground. 34 I have surely seen the affiiction of my 
people which is in Egypt, and have heard their groaning, and I am 
come down to deliver tnem : and now come, I will send thee into Egypt. 
35 This Moses whom they refiised, saying. Who made thee a ruler and 
a judge? him hath God sent to be both a ruler and a 'deliverer with the 
hand of the angel which appeared to him in the bush. 36 This man 
led them forth, having wrought wonders and signs in Egypt, and in 
the Red sea, and in the wilderness forty years. 37 This is that Moses, 
which said unto the children of Israel, A prophet shall God raise up 
unto you from among your brethren, 'like unto me. 38 This is he 
that was in the 'church in the wilderness with the angel which spake 
to him in the mount Sinai, and with our fathers : who received living 
oracles to give unto us : 39 to whom our fathers would not be obe- 
dient, but thrust him from them, and turned back in their hearts unto 
Egypt, 40 saying unto Aaron, Make us gods which shall go before us : 
for as for this Moses, which led us forth out of the land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him. 41 And they made a calf in those 
days, and brought a sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their hands. 42 But God turned, and gave them up to serve the host 
of heaven ; as it is written in the book of the prophets. 

Did ye offer unto me slain beasts and sacrifices 

Forty years in the wilderness, O house of Israel? 
43 And ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, 

And the star of the god Rephan, 

The figures which ye made to worship them : 

And 1 will carry you away beyond Babjflon. 
44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of the testimony in the wilderness, 
even as he appointed who spake unto Moses, that he should make It 
according to the figure that he had seen. 45 Which also our fathers, 
in their turn, brought in with * Joshua when they entered on the 
possession of the nations, which God thrust out before the face of our 
fethers, unto the days of David \ 46 who found favour in the sight 
of God, and asked to find a habitation for the God of Jacob. 47 But 
Solomon built him a house. 4S Howbeit the Most High dwelleth not 
in housis made with hands ; as saith the prophet, 
49 The heaven is my throne, 

And the earth the footstool of my feet :

What manner of house wai ye buiid me ? saith the Lord : 
Or what is the place of my rest? 

SO Did not my hand make all these things? 

^1 Ye stiiFnecked and uncircumciaed in heart and ears, ye do always 
resist Ihe Holy Ghost : as yoor fethers did, so do ye. 52 Which of tne 
prophets did not your fathers persecute? and they killed them which 
shewed before of the coming of the Righteous One ; of whom ye have 
now become betrayers and murderers ; 53 ye who received the law ' as 
it was ordained by angels, and kept it not. 

54 Now when they heard these things, they were cut to the heart, 
and they gnashed on him with their teeth. 55 But he, being full of the 
Holv Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the glory of 
Goa, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God, 56 and s^d. Behold, 
I see the heavens opened, and the Son of man standing on the right 
hand of God. 57 But they cried out with a loud voice, and stopped 
their ears, and rushed upon him with one accord ; 5S and they cast 
him out of the city, and stoned him : and the witnesses laid down their 
garments at the feet of a young man named 'Saul. 59 And they 
stoned Stephen, calling upon the Lord, and saying. Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit. 60 And he kneeled down, and cried with a loud voice, Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge. And when he had said this, he fell 
asleep.

18 Now when Simon saw that through the laying on of the 
apostles' hands the ' Holy Ghost was given, he offered them money, 
19 saying. Give me also this power, that on whomsoever I lay my 
hands, he may receive the Holy Ghost. 20 But Peter said unto him, 
Thy silver perish with thee, because thou hast thought to obtain the 
gift of God with money. 21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in this 
'matter : for thy heart is not right before God. 22 Repent therefore 
of this thy wickedness, and pray the Lord, if perhaps the thought of thy 
heart shaj] be forgiven thee. 23 For I see that thou 'art in the gall of 
bitterness and in the bond of iniquity. 24 And Siraoa answered and 
said. Pray ye for me to the Lord, that none of the things which ye have 
spoken come upon me. 

a; They therefore, when they had testified and spoken the word of 
the Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and preached the gospel to many vil- 
lages of Che Samaritans.

CHAPTER VII. 

PETER IN LYDDA, JOPPA, AND C£SA£SA. 

§22. THE HEALING OF jENEAS. 

Acts 9 ; 32-35. 

32 And it came to pass, as Peter went throughout all parts, he came 
down also to the saints which dwelt at Lydda. 33 And there he found 
man named ^neas, which had kept his bed eight years ; for 
palsied. 34 And Peter said unto him, JE-asas., Jesus Christ 
>>ealeth thee : arise, and make thy bed. And straightway he arose. 
3; And all that dwelt at Lydda and in Sharon saw him, and they 
turned to the Lord. 

§23. THE RAISING OF DORCAS. 

Acts 9 ; 36-43. 

36 Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named Tabitha, which 
by interpretation is called ' Dorcas : this woman was full of good works 
and almsdeeds which she did. 37 And it game to pass in those days, 
that she fell sick, and died : and when they had washed her, they laid 
her in an upper chamber. 38 And as Lydda was nigh unto joppa, the 
disciples, hearing that Peter was there, sent two men unto him, inCreat- 
ing him. Delay not to come on unto us. 39 And Petet arose and went 
with them. And when he was come, they brought him into the upper 
chamber: and all the widows stood by him weeping, and shewing the 
coats and garments which Dorcas made, while she was with them. 
40 But Peter put them all forth, and kneeled down, and prayed ; and 

rning to the body, he said, Tabitha, arise. And she opened her eyes ; 

id when she saw Peter, she sat up. 41 And he gave her his hand, 
and raised her up ; and calling the saints and widows, he presented 
her alive. 42 And it became known throughout all Joppa: and many 
believed on the Lord. 43 And it came to pass, that he abode many 
days in Joppa with one Simon a tanner. 



£24. PETER'S VISIT TO CORNELIUS. 



Now there -was a certain man in Cssarea, Cornelius by name, a 
of the band called the Italian 'band, 3 a devout man, and 
that feared God with all his house, who ^ve much alms to the 
people, and prayed to God alway. 3 He saw m a vision openly, as it 
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were about the ninth hour of the day, an angel of God coming in 
unto him, and saying to him, Cornelius. 4 Ana he, fastening his eyes 
upon bim, and being affrighted, said. What is it. Lord? And he sajd 
unto him. Thy prayers and thine alms are gone up for a memorial be- 
fore God. 5 And now send men to Joppa, and fetch one Simon, who is 
surnamed Peter : 6 he lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, whose house 
is by the sea side. 7 And when the angel that spake unto him was 
departed, he called two of his household-servants, and a devout soldier 
of them that waited on him continually; 8 and having rehearsed all 
things unto them, he sent them to Joppa. 

9 Now on the morrow, as they were on their journey, and drew 
nigh unto the city, Peter went up upon the housetop to pray, about the 
sixth hour : 10 and he became hungry, and desired to eat : but while 
they made ready, he fell into a trance; 11 and he beholdeth the 
heaven opened, and a certain vessel descending, as it were a great 
sheet, let down by four corners upon the earth : iz wherein were all 
manner of fourfooted beasts and creeping things of the earth and 
fowls of the heaven. 13 And there came a voice to him, Rise, Peter; 
kill and eat. 14 But Peter said. Not so. Lord ; for I have never eaten 
anything that is common and unclean, ii^ And a voice cami unto him 
again the second time. What God hath cleansed, make not thou 
common. 16 And this was done thrice; and straightway the vessel 
was received up into heaven. 

17 Now while Peter was much perplexed in himself what the vision 
which he had seen might mean, behold, the men that were sent by 
Cornelius, having made inquiry for Simon's house, stood before the 
gate, iSand called and asKed whether Simon, which was surnamed 
Peter, were lodging there. 19 And while Peter thought on the vision, 
the Spirit said unto him, Behold, three men seek thee. 20 But arise, 
and get thee down, and go with them, nothing doubting: for I have 
sent them. 21 And Peter went down to the men, and said. Behold, I 
am he whom ye seek; what is the cause wherefore ye are come? 
2J And they said, Cornelius a centurion, a righteous man and one that 
feareth God, and well reported of by all the nation of the Jews, was 
warned of God by a holy angel to send for thee into his house, and to 
hear words from thee. 23 So he called them in and lodged them. 

And on the morrow he arose and went forth with them, and 
certain of the brethren from Joppa accompanied him. 24 And on the 
morrow ^ they entered into Ctesarea. And Cornelius was waiting for 
them, having called together his kinsmen and his near friends. 25 And 
when it came to pass that Peter entered, Cornelius met him, and fell 
down at his feet, and worshipped him. 26 But Peter raised him up, 
saying. Stand up ; I myself also am a man. 27 And as he talked with 
him. Tie went in, and findeth many come together : z8 and he said 
unto them. Ye yourselves know 'how that it is an unlawful thing for a. 
man that is a Jew to join himself or come unto one of another nation ; 
and yel unto me hath God shewed that I should not call any man 
common or unclean : 29 wherefore also I came without gainsaying, 
when I was sent for. I ask therefore with what intent ye seat for me.

30 And Cornelius said, Four days ago, until this bour, I was keeping 
the niatli hour of prayer in my house ; and behold, a man stood before 
me in bright apparel, 31 and saith, Cornelius, thy prayer is heard, and 
thine alms are had in remembrance in the sight of God. 32 Send 
therefore to Joppa, and call unto thee Simon, who is surnamed Peter; 
he lodgeth in the house of Simon a tanner, by the sea side. 33 Forth- 
with therefore I sent to thee ; and thou hast well done that thou art 
come. Now therefore we are all here present in the sight of God, to 
hear all things that have been commanded thee of the Lord, 34 And 
Peter opened his mouth, and said. 

Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter of persons ; 35 but in 
every nation he that feareth him, and worketh righteoiBness, is accept- 
able to him. 36 'The word which he sent unto the children of Israel, 
preaching ^good tidings of peace by Jesus Christ (he is Lord of all) 
— 37 that saying ye yourselves know, which was published through- 
out all Jud^a, beginning from Galilee, after the baptism which John 
preached ; 38 even Jesus of Nazareth, how that God anointed him with 
the Holy Ghost and with power : who went about doing good, and heal- 
ing all that were oppressed of the devil ; for God was with him. 39 And 
we are witnesses of all things which he did both in the country of the 
Jews, and in Jerusalem ; whom also they slew, hanging him on a tree. 

40 Him God raised up the third day, and gave him to be made manifest, 

41 not to all the people, but unto witnesses that were chosen before of 
God, even to us, who did eat and drink with him after he rose from the 
dead. 42 And he charged us to preach unto the people, and to testify 
that this is he which is ordained of God to be the Judge of quick and 
dead. 43 To him bear all the prophets witness, that through his name 
every one that believeth on him shall receive remission of sins. 

44 While Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on ail 
them which heard the word. 45 And they of the circumcision which 
believed were amazed, as many as came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 46 For they 
heard them speak with tonnes, and magnify God. Then answered 
Peter, 47 Can any man forbid the water, tnat these should not be bap- 
tized, which have received the Holy Ghost as well as we? 4S And he 
commanded them to be baptized in the name of Jesus Christ. Then 
prayed they him to tarry certain days.

S26. THE BEGINNING OF THE GOSPEL IN ANTIOCH.

And it came to pass, that even for a whole year 
they were gathered together ' with the church, and taught much people ;

19 And when Herod had sought for him, and found him not, he 
examined the guards, and commanded that they should be ' put to 
death. And he went down from Judxa to Cxsarea, and tarried there. 

20 Now he was highly displeased with thera of Tyre and Sidon : and 
they came with one accord lo him, and, having made Blastus the king's 
chamberlain their friend, they asked for peace, because their country 
was fed from the king's country. 11 And upon a set day Herod arta)^d 
himself in royal apparel, and sat on the ^throne, and made an oration 
unto them. 22 And the people shouted, sayiiig. The voice of a god, 
and not of a man. 23 And immediately an angel of the Lord smote 
him, because he gave not God the glory : and he was eaten of worms, 
and gave up the ghost. 

24 But the word of God grew and multiplied.

3 knowing that the proof of your faith worketh patience. 4 And let patience 
h»Te iii perfect work, that ye may be perfect and entire, lacking in nothing. 

5 Bnt if aay of you laclieth wisdom, let him ask of God, who giveth to all 
liberally and npbcaideth not ; ind it shall be given him. 6 But let him ask 
in faith, nothing doubting : for he that doubteth is like the surge of the sea 
driven by the wind and tossed. 7 For let not that roan think ' that he shall 
receive anything of the Lord ; S a doubleminded man, unstable in all his 
wayi. 

9 But let the brother of low degi<e glory in his high estate : 10 and the 
rich, io that he is made low; because as the Sower of the grass he shall pass 
away. II For the sun ariseth with the scorching wind, and wilhercth the 
grass; and the flower thereof fallelh, and the grace of the fashion of it 
periiheth : so also shall the rich man fide away in his goings. 

13 Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: for when he hath been 
approved, he shall receive the crown of life, which the Lord promised to them 
that love hiiQ. 13 Let no man say when he is tempted, I am tempted 'of 
God : for God ' cannot be tempted with ' evil, and he himself tempteth no 
man : 14 but each man is ' tempted, when he is drawn away by his own lust, 
and enticed. 15 Then the lust, when it hath conceived, bearetb sin: and the 
ain, when it is full-grown, bringelh forth death. 16 Be not deceived, \aj be- 
loved brethren. 17 Every good 'gift and every perfect boon is from above, 
coming down from Ihe Father of lights, with whom can be no variation, 
neither shadow that is cast by turning. 18 Of his own wiil he brought us 
forth by the word of truth, that we should be a kind of firstfruits of his 



19 ' Ve know At!, my beloved brethren. But let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath; 20 for the wrath of man worketh not the 
righteousness of God. 21 Wherefore putting away all filthineaa and over- 
flowing of ' wickedness, receive with meekness the ' implanted word, which is 
able to save yoor souls. ,22 But be ye doers of the word, and not hearers 
only, deluding your own selves. 23 Foe if any one ia a bearer of the word, 
and not a doer, he is like unto a man beholding '" bis natural face in a mirror : 
24 for he beholdeth himself, and goeth away, and straightway forgetteth what 
manner of man he was. 25 But he that looketh into the perfect law, the iaw 
of liberty, and sa continueth, being not a hearer that forgetteth, but a doer 
that worketh, this roan shaU be blessed in his doing. 26 If any man ■• thinketh 
himacU to be religious, while he bridleth not his tongue but deceiveth his 
heart, thii man's religion is vain. 27 Pure religion and undehled before our 
God and Father is this, to visit the fatherless and widows in their affliction, 
attdXa keep himself unspotted from the world. 

a : I My brethren, '» hold not the faith of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord 
of glory, with respect of persons. 2 For if there come into your "synagogue a 
man with a gold ring, in line clothing, and there come in also a poor man in 
vile clothing; 3 and ye have regard to him that weareth the fine clothing,

8 Howbeitif ye fulfil 
the royal law, according to the scripture, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self, ye do well; 9 hut if ye have respect of persona, ye commit sin, being 
convicted by the law as transgressors, to For whosoever shall keep the whole 
law, and yet stumble in one point, he is become guilty of all. 11 For he that 
said, Do not commit adultery, said also, Do not kill. Now if thou dost not 
commit adultery, but kiUest, thou art become a transgressor of the law.

19 Thou believest that 'God is one; thou doestwell: the 'devils also t>e- 
lieve and shudder, zo But wilt thou know, vain man, that faith apart from 
works is barren? II Was not Abraham our father justified by works, in that 
he offered up Isaac his son upon the altar? 22 'Thou seest that faith wrought 
with his works, and by works was faith made perfect; 23 and the scripture 
was fulfilled which saith. And Abraham believed God, and it was reckoned 
unto him for righteousness; and be was called the friend of God. 24 Ye see 
that by works a man is Justified, and not only by faith. 25 And in like man- 
ner was not also Rabab the harlot justified by works, in that she received the 
metsengeis, and sent them out another way? 26 For as the body apart from 
the spirit is dead, even so faith apart from works is dead. 

3: 1 Be not many teachers, my brethren, knowing that we shall receive 
< heavier judgement. 3 For in many things we all stumble. If any stumbleth 
not in word, the same is a perfect man, able to bridle the whole body also.

9 Therewith bless we the L«rd 
and Father; and therewith curse we men, which are made after the likeneii 
□f God: lo out of tbe same mouth cometh forth bles^ng and cursing. My 
brethren, these things ought not so to be. 11 Doth the fountain send forth 
from the same opening sweet vialer and bitter? iz can a fig tree, my breth- 
ren, yield olives, or a vine tigs? neither can salt water yield sweet. 

13 Who is wise and understanding among you? let him shew by his good 
life his works in meekness of wisdom. 14 But if ye have bitter jealousy and 
faction in your heart, glory not and lie not against the truth. 15 This wisdom 
is not a Tiiisdam that cometh down from above, but is earthly, ' sensual, * dev- 
ilish. 16 For where jealousy and faction are, there is confusion and every vile 
deed. 17 But the wisdom that is from above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, easy to be intreated, full of mercy and good fruits, without ' variance, 
without hypocrisy. 18 And the fruit of righteousness is sown in peace 'for 
them that make peace. 

4 : I Whence comt wars and whence come fightings among yon? come Ihcy 
not hence, euin of your pleasures that war in your members? 2 Ye lust, and 
have not: ye kill, and 'covet, and cannot obtain: ye fight and war; ye have 
not, because ye ask not. 3 Ye ask, and receive not, because ye ask amiss, 
that ye may spend it in your pleasures, 4 Ye adulteresses, know ye not that 
the friendship of the world is enmity with God ? Whosoever therefore would 
be a friend of the world roakcth himself an enemy of God. 5 Or think ye 
that the scripture ">speaketh in vain ? " Doth the spirit which "^be made to 
dwell in us long unto envying? 6 But hegiveth "more grace. Wherefore the 
scripture aaith, God reaisteth the proud, but giveth grace to tbe humble. 7 Be 
aul^ect therefore unto God ; but resist the devil, and he will flee from you. 
S Draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to you. Cleanse your hands, ye 
sinners ; and purify your hearts, ye douhleminded. 9 Be afflicted, and mourn, 
■nd weep; let your laughter be turned to mourning, and your joy to heaviness. 
10 Humble yourselves in the sight of the Lord, and he shall exalt you. 

II Speak not one against another, brethren. He that speaketh against 
a bfother,oriud8ethhisbrother, speaketh against the law, andjudgeth the law; 
tnit if thou judges! the law, thou ait not a doer of the law, but a judge. 
12 One only is (he lawgiver and judge, evi he who is able to save and to 
destroy : but who art thou that judgest thy neighbour ? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To-day or to-morrow we will go into this city, 
and spend a year (here, and trade, and get gain: 14 whereas ye know not 
what shall be on the morrow. What is your life ? For ye are a vapour, that 
appeareth for a little time, and then vanisheth away. 15 "For that ye ought

9 Murmur not, brethren, 
one against another, that ye be not judged : behold, the judge standeth before 
the doors, 10 Take, brethren, for an example of sulTering and of patience, 
the prophets who spake in the name of the Lord. 1 1 Behold, we call them 
blCMCd which endured : ye have heard of the * patience of Job, and have seen 
the end of the Lord, how that the Lord is full of pity, and merciful, 

la But above all things, my brethren, swear not, neither by the heaven, 
noi by the earth, nor by any other oath : but ' let your yea be yea, and your 
my, nay ; that ye fall not under judgement, 

13 Is any among you suffering? let him pray. Is any cheerful ? let him 
ling praise, 14 Is any among you sick ? let him call for the elders of the 
church ; and let them pray over him, ' anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord: 15 and the prayer of faith shall save him that is sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up 1 and if be have committed sins, it shall be forgiven 
him.

CHAPTER rx. 

PAUL'S FIRST UISSIOETAST JOURNBY. 

531. BARNABAS AND SAUL SENT FORTH FROM ANTIOCH. 

I Now there were at Antioch, in the church that was there, prophets 
and teachers, Barnabas, and Symeon that was called Niger, and Lucius 
of Cyreae, and Manaen the foster-brother of Herod the tetrarch, and 
Saul. 2 And as they ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Ghost said, Separate me Barnabas and Saul for the work whereuoto I 
have called them. 3 Then, when they had fasted and prayed and laid 
their hands on them, they sent them away.

4 So they, being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, vent down t 
and fromtiience they sailed to Cyprus. 5 And when they v. 
amis, they proclaimed the word of God in the synagogues of the Jev 
and they had also John as their attendant, 6 And when they had gone 
through the whole island unto Paphos, they found a certain ' sorcerer, a 
false prophet, a Jew, whose name was Bar- Jesus ; 7 which was with the 
proconsul, Sergius Paulus, a man of understanding. The same called 
unto him Barnabas and Saul, and sought to hear the word of God. 
8 But Elymas the ' sorcerer (for so is his name by interpretation) with- 
stood them, seeking to turn aside the proconsul from the faith. 9 But

Saul, who is also called Paul, filled with the Holy Ghost, fastened hii 
eyes on him, lo and said, O full of aJl guile a.Qd a.11 villany, thou son o 
the devil, thou enemy of all righleoosness, milt thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord? ii And now, behold, the hand of the Lord 
is upon thee, and thou shalt be bhnd, not seeing the sun ' for a season. 
And immediately there fell on him a mist and a darkness ; and he went 
about seeking some to lead him by the hand. 12 Then the proconsul, 
when he saw what was done, believed, being astonished at the teaching 
of the Lord. 

§33. AT PISIDIAN ANTIOCH. 
Acts 13 ; 13-52. 

13 Now Paul and his company set sail from Paphos, and came to 
Perga in Pamphylia : and John departed from them and returned to 
Jerusalem. 14 But they, passing through from Petga, came to Anlioch 
of Pisidia ; and Ihey went into the syn^ogue on the sabbath day, and 
sat down. 15 And after the reading of the law and the prophets the 
rulers of the synagogue sent unto them, saying. Brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the people, say on. 16 And Paul stood up, and 
beckoning with the hand said, 

Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, hearken. 17 The God of this 
people Israel chose our fathers, and exalted the people when they so- 
journed in the land of Egypt, and with a high arm led he them forth 
out of it. 18 And for about the time of forty years ''suffered he their 
manners in the wilderness. 19 And when he had destroyed seven na- 
tions in the land of Canaan, he gave thtm their land for an inheritance, 
for about four hundred and fifty years : zo and after these things he 
gave them judges until Samuel the prophet. 2\ And afterward they 
asked for a king : and God gave unto them Saul the son of Kish, a man 
of the tribe of Benjamin, for the space of forty years. Z3 And when he 
had removed him, he raised up David to be their king ; to whom also 
he bare witness, and said, I have found David the son of Jesse, 3 man 
after my heart, who shall do all my 'will. 23 Of this man's seed hath 
God according to promise brought unto Israel a Saviour, Jesus \ 34 when 
John had first preached * before his coming the baptism of repentance 
to all the people of Israel. 2; And as John was fullilling his course, he 
said, What suppose ye that I am? I am not ht. But behold, there 
Cometh one after me, the shoes of whose feet 1 am not worthy to unloose. 
26 Brethren, children of the stock of Abraham, and those among you 
that fear God, to us is the word of this salvation sent forth. 27 For they 
that dwell In Jerusalem, and their rulers, because they knew him not, 
nor the voices of the prophets which are read every sabbath, fulfilled 
them by condemning Mm. 28 And though they found no cause of death 
i« him, yet asked they of Pilate that he should be slain. 29 And when 
they had fulfilled all things that " ' ' ' ■ ' ■ ■ 

from the tree, and laid him in a 
dead : 31 and he was seen for many (^ys of tkera that 
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him from Galilee to Jerusalem, who are now his witnesses unto the 
people, 32 And we bring you good tidings of the promise made uoto 
the fathers, 33 how that God hath fulfilled (he same unto our children, 
in that he raised up Jesus ; as also it is written in the second psalm, 
Thouart my Son. this day have I begotten thee. 34 And as concerning 
, that he raised him up from the dead, now no more to return to comip- 
J tion, he hath spoken on this wise, 1 will give you the holy and sure bless- 
ings of David. 35 Because he sailh also in another psaim. Thou wilt 
' not ^ve thy Holy One to see corruption. 36 For David after he had 
' in his own generation served the counsel of God, fell on sleep, and was 
laid unto his fathers, and saw corruption : 37 but he whom God raised 
up saw no corruption. 38 Be it known unto you therefore, brethren, 
that through this man is proclaimed unto you remission of sins ; 39 and 
by him every one that believeth is justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law of Moses. 40 Beware therefore, 
lest that come a-panyou which is spoken in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye desplsers, and wonder, and 'perish ; 
For 1 work a work in your days, 

A work which ye shall in no wise believe, if one declare it unto 

42 And as they went out, they besought that these words might be 
spoken to them the next sabbath. 43 Now when the synagogue broke 
up, many of the Jews and of the devout proselytes followed Paul and 
Barnabas : who, speaking to them, urged them to continue in the grace 
of God. 

44 And the next sabbath almost the whole city was gathered together 
to hear the word of *God. 45 But when the Jews saw the multitudes, 
they were filled with jealousy, and contradicted the things which were 
spoken by Paul, and * blasphemed. 46 And Paul and Barnabas spake 
out boldly, and said. It was necessary that the word of God should first 
be spoken to you. Seeing ye thrust it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of eternal life. To, we turn to the Gentiles. 47 For so hath 
the Lord commanded us, saying, 

I have set thee for a light of the Gentiles, 

That thou shouldest be for salvation unto the uttermost part of 
the earth. 

48 And as the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of 'God : and as many as were ordained to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was spread abroad throughout all the 
region. 50 But the Jews urged on the devout women of honourable 
estate, and the chief men of the city, and stirred up a persecurion 
against Paul and Barnabas, and cast them out of their borders. 51 But 
they shook off the dust of their feet against them, and came unto 
Iconium. 52 And the disciples were filled with joy and with the Holy 
Ghost. 
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I And it came to pass in Iconium, that they entered together in 
the synaeogue of the JetTH, and so spake, that a great multitude both 
Jews ana of Greeks believed. 2 But the Jews that were disobedient 
stirred up the souls of the Gentiles, and made them evil affected against 
the brethren, 3 Long time therefore they tarried there speaking boldly 
in the Lord, which bare witness unto the word of his grace, granting 
signs and wonders to be done by their hands. 4. But the multitude of 
the dty was divided ; and part held with the Jews, and part with the 
apostles. ; And when there was made an onset bath of the Gentiles 
and of the Jews with their rulers, to entreat them shamefully, and to 
stone them, 6 they became aware of it, and fled unto the cities of 
Lycaonia, Lystra and Derbe, and the region round about : 7 and 
there they preached the gospeL 



Acts 14 : 8-18. 

8 And at Lystra there sat a certain man, impotent in his feet, 
cripple from his mother's womb, who never had walked. 9 The same 
heard Paul speaking ; who, fastening his eyes upon him, and seeing that 
he bad faith to be ' made whole, 10 said with a loud voice, Stand up- 
right on thy feet. And he leaped up and walked. 1 1 And when the 
multitudes saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their voice, saying in 
the speech of Lycaonia, The gods are come down to us in the likeness 
of men. iz And they called Barnabas, 'Jupiter; and Paul, 'Mercury, 
because he was the chief speaker. 13 And the priest of 'Jupiter, whose 
temple was before the dty, brought oxen and garlands unto the gates, 
and would have done sacrifice with the multitudes. 14 But when the 
apostles, Barnabas and Paul, heard of it, they rent their garments, and 
sprang forth among the multitude, crying out 15 and saying. Sirs, why 
do ye these things? We also are men of like ' passions with ^ou, and 
bring you good tidings, that ye should turn from these vain thmgs unto 
the living God, who made the heaven and the earth and the sea, and all 
that in them is ; r6 who in the generations gone by suffered all the 
nations to walk in their own ways. 17 And yet he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, and gave you from heaven rains 
and fruitful seasons, filling your hearts with food and gladness. t8 And 
with these sayings scarce restrained they the multitudes from doing 
sacrifice unto them. 

19 But there came Jews thither from Antioch and Iconium : and 
having persuaded the multitudes, they stoned Paul, and dragged him 

■ '^■' that he was dead. 20 But as the disc'"'- 
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Stood round about him, he rose up, and entered into the dty : and on 
the morrow he went forth with Barnabas to Derbe. 21 And when they 
had preached the gospel to that dty, and had made many disciples, they 
returned to Lystra, and to Iconium, and to Antioch, 22 confirming the 
aouls of the disciples, exhorting them to continue in the f^th, ana that 
through many tribulations we must enter into the kingdom of God. 
23 And when they had appointed for them elders in every church, and 
had prayed with fasting, they commended them to the Lord, on whom 
they had believed. 24 And they passed through Pisidia, and came to 
Pamphylia. 25 And when they had spoken the word in Perga, they 
went down to Attalia ; z6 and thence they sailed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been committed to the grace of God for the work 
which they had fulfilled. 27 And when they were come, and had 
gathered the church together, they rehearsed all things that God had 
done with them, and how that he had opened a door of faith unto tbe 
Gentiles. 28 And they tarried no Uttle time with the disdples. 



CHAPTER X. 

PAUL'S SBCOHD SOJOUBN IN ADTIOCB AKD THE COmiCII. 
AT JBRUSALBM. 

§36. THE COUNCIL AT JERUSALEM. 



Acts 15 : 1-29. 
I And certain men came down 
from Judsa and taught the breth- 
ren, saying, Except ye be circum- 
dsed after the custom of Moses, 
ye cannot be saved. 2 And when 
Paul and Barnabas had no small 
dissension and questioning with 
them, i^e brethren appointed that 
Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
other of them, should go up to 
Jerusalem unto the apostles and 
elders about this question. 3 They 
therefore, being brought on their 
way by the church, passed through 
both Phoenicia and Samaria, de- 
daring the conversion of the Gen- 
tiles ; and they caused great joy 
unto all the brethren. 4 And when 



[Gal, 2:. MO.] 
I Then 'after the space of four- 
teen years I went up again to Jeru- 
salem with Barnabas, taking Titus 
also with me. 3 And I went up by 
revelation ; and I laid before them 



them who *were of repute, lest by 
any means I should be running, or 
had run, in vain. 3 But not even 
Titus who was with me, being a 
Greek, was compelled to be circum- 
cised : 4 *and that because of the 
false brethren privily brought in, 
who came in privily lo spy out our 
liberty which we have in Christ 
Jesus, that they might bring us into 
bondage: j; to whom we gave place 
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tbey were come to Jcmsalem, they 
were received of the church and 
the apostles and the elders, and 
they rehearsed all things that God 
haa done with them. 5 But there 
rose up certain of the sect of the 
Pharisees who believed, saying, It 
is needful to circumcise them, and 
to charge them to keep the law of 
Moses. 

6 And the apostles and the 
elders were gathered together (o 
consider of this matter. 7 And 
when there bad been much ques- 
tioning, Peter rose up, and said 
unto them. 

Brethren, ye Itnow how that 'a 
good while ago God made choice 
among you, that by my mouth the 
Gentiles should hear the word of 
the gospel, and believe. 8 And 
God, which knoweth the heart, bare 
them witness, giving them the 
Holy Ghost, even as he did unto 
us ; 9 and he made no distinction 
between us and them, cleansing 
their hearts by faith. 10 Now 
therefore why tempt ye God, that 
ye should put a yoke upon the 
neck of the disciples, which neither 
our fethers nor we were able to 
bear? II But we believe that we 
shall be saved through the grace of 
the Lord Jesus, in tike manne- - 
they. 

12 And all the multitude kept 
silence; and they hearkened un- 
to Barnabas and Paul rehearsing 
what signs and wonders God had 
wrought among the Gentiles by 
them. 13 And after they had held 
their pwace, James answered, say- 
ing. 

Brethren, hearken unto me: 14 
SymeoD hath rehearsed how first 
God did visit the Gentiles, to take 
out of them a people for his name. 
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[Gai.. 2.] 
n the nay of subjection, no, not 
□r an hour; that the truth of the 
;ospel might continue with you. 6 
tut from those who "were reputed 
o be somewhat ('whatsoever they 
cere, it maketh no matter to me : 
God accepteth not man's pereon) — 
they, I say, who were of repute im- 
parted nothing to me ; 7 but con- 
trariwise, when they saw that I had 
been intrusted with the gospel of 
uncircumcision, even as Peter 
with the gospd of the circumcision 
'" for he that wrought for Peter 
to the apostleship of the circum- 
ion wrought for me also unto the 
Gentiles) ; 9 and when they per- 
ceived the grace that was given 
unto me, James and Cephas and 
John, they who "were reputed to 
be pillars, gave to me and Barna- 
bas the right hands of fellowship, 
that we should go unto the Gentiles, 
and they unto the circumcision ; 
10 only they -would that we should 
remember the poor; which very 
thing I was also zealous to dc

the prophets ; as it is written,

21 For Moses 
from generations of old hath in 
every city them that preach him, 
being read in the synagogues every 
sabbath. 

aa Then it seemed good 
apostles and the elders, with the 
whole church, to choose men out o 
their company, and send them ti 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas , 
namely, Judas called Barsabbas, and 
Silas, chief men among the breth- 
ren: 23 and they wrote thus by 
them. The apostles and the elder 
brethren unto the brethren which 
are of the Gentiles in Antioch and 
Syria and Cilicia, greeting : 24 For- 
asmuch as we have neard that 
certain 'which went out from 
have troubled you with words, s 
verting your souls ; to whom 
gave no commandment ; 2 
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Acts 15. 
seemed good uoto us, haviag ci 
to one accord, lo choose out \ 
and send them unto you with out 
loved Barnabas and Paul, 26 : 
that have hazarded their lives 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
37 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who themselves also shall 
tell you the same things by word of 
mouth. 28 For it seemed good to 
the Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay 
upon you no greater burden than 
tbese necessary things ; 39 that ye 
abstain from things sacrificed to 
idols, and from blood, and fi'om 
things strangled, and from fornica- 
tion ; from which if ye keep your- 
selves, it shall be well with yon. 
Fare ye well. 



Acts 15 r 30-35. 

30 So they, when they were dismissed, came down to Antioch; and 

having gathered the multilude together, they delivered the epistle. 

31 And when they had read it, they rejoiced for the •consolation. 

32 And Judas and Silas, being themselves also prophets, 'exhorted 
the brethren with many words, and confirmed them. 33 And after 
they had spent some time there, they were dismissed in peace from the 
brethren unto those that had sent them forth.' 35 But Paul and Bar- 
nabas tarried in Antioch, teaching and preaching the word of the Lord, 
with many otiiers also.

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II But when Cephas came to Antioch, I resisted him to the face, 
because he stood condemned, 17 For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gentiles: but when they came, he drew 
back and separated himself, fearing them that were of the circumcision. 
13 And the rest of the Jews dissembled likewise with him ; insomuch 
that even Barnabas was carried away with their dissimulation. 14 But 
when 1 saw that they walked not uprightly according to the truth of 
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the gospel, I said unto Cephas before thtm aJ), If thou, beioK a. Jew, 
iivest as do the Gentiles, and not as do the Jews, how compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the Jews f i; We being Jews by nature, 
and not sinners of the Gentiles, 16 yet knowing that a man is not 
justified by 'the works of the law, 'save through failh in Jesus 
Christ, even we believed on Christ Jesus, that we might be justified by 
faith in Christ, and not by the works of the law : because by the works 
of the law shall no flesh be justified. 17 But if, while we sought to be 
justified in Christ, we ourselves also were found sinners, is Christ a 
minister of sin ? God forbid. 18 For if 1 build up again those things 
which I destroyed, I prove myself a transgressor. 19 For 1 through 
'the law died unto 'the law, that I might live unto God. zo I have 
been crucified with Christ ; ' yet 1 live ; and yet no longer I, but Christ 
livelh in me: and that life which 1 now live in the fle^ I live in faith, 
the faith which is in the Son of God, who loved me, and gave himself 
for me. 21 1 do not make void the grace of God: for if righteoua- 
>s is through 'the law, then Christ died for nought. 



CHAPTER XI. 

PATH'S SECOND mSSIOHARY JOUHIirEy. 

^39. THE DISSENSION BETWEEN PAUL AND BARNABAS. 

Acts 15 ; 36-41. 

36 And after some days Paul said unto Barnabas, Let us return now 
d visit the brethren in every city wherein we proclaimed the word of 
; Lord, and sec how they fare. 37 And Barnabas was minded to 
take with them John also, who was called Mark. 38 But Paul thought 
not good to take with them him who withdrew from them from 
Pamphylia, and went not with them to the work. 39 And there arose 
a sharp contention, so that they parted asunder one from the other, 
and Barnabas took Mark with him, and sailed away unto Cvprus ; 
40 but Paul chose Silas, and went forth, being commended by the 
brethren to the grace of the Lord. 41 And he went through Syria 
and Cilicia, confirming the churches.

I And he came also to Derbe and to Lystra : and behold, a cer* 
tain disciple was there, named Timothy, the son of a Jewess which 
believed ; but his father was a Greek. 2 The same was well reported 
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of by the brethren that were at Lystra and Iconium. 3 Hira would 
Paul have to go forth with him ; and he took and circuradsed him 
because of the Jews that were in those parts : for they all knew that 
his father was a Greek. 4 And as they went on their wa^ throucb the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees for to keep, which haa been 
ordained of the apostles and elders that were at Jerusalem. 5 So the 
churches were strengthened in the &ith, and increased in nutnoer dailj. 

S41. THE JOURNEY TO TROAS, AMD THE VISION OF PAUL. 
Acts 16 : 6-10. 
6 And thejr went through the region of Phrygia and Galatia, hav- 
ing been forbidden of the Holy Ghost to speak the word in Asia ; 7 
and when they were come over against Mysia, they assayed to go into 
Bithynia ; and the Spirit of Jesus suffered there not ; 8 and passing 
by Mysia, they came down toTroas. 9 And a vision appeared to Paul 
in the night ; There was a roan of Macedonia standing, beseeching him, 
and saying, Come over into Macedonia, and help us. 10 And when he 
had seen the vision, straightway we sought to go forth into Macedonia, 
concluding that God had called us for to preach the gospel unto them. 

§42. THE BEGINNING OF THE GOSPEL IN PHILIPH. 



ir Setting sail therefore from Troas, we made a straight course to 
Samothrace, and the day following to Neapolts ; 12 ana from thence 
to Philippi, which is a city of Macedonia, the first of the district, a 
RomaH caio-ny : and we were in this city tarrying certain days. 13 And 
on the sabbath day we went forth without the gate by a river side, 
where we supposed there was a place of prayer: and we sat down, and 
spake unto the women which were come together. 14 And a certain 
woman named Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, one 
that worshipped God, heard us : whose heart the Lord opened, to give 
heed unto the things which were spoken by Paul. 15 And when she 
was baptized, and her household, she besought us, saying. If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my house, and abide 
there. And she constr^ned us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we were going to the place of prayer, 
that a certain maid having ' a spirit of divination met us, which brought 
her masters much gain by soothsaying. 17 The same following after 
Paul and us cried out, saying, These men are 'servants of the Most 
High God, which proclaim unto you 'the way of salvation. 18 And 
this she did for many days. But Paul, being sore troubled, turned and 
said to the spirit, I charge thee in the name of Jesus Christ to come 
out of her. And it came out that very hour. 

19 But when her masters saw that the hope of their gain was 'gone, 
they laid hold on Paul and Silas, and dragged them into the market-

place before the rulers, 20 aod when they had brought them unto the 
' magistrates, they said, These men, being Jews, do exceedingly trouble 
our city, zl and set forth customs which it is not lawful for us to 
receive, or to observe, being Romans. 22 And the multitude rose up 
together against thera; and the 'magistrates rent their garments off 
them, and commanded to beat them with rods. 23 And when they had 
laid many stripes upon them, they cast them into prison, charging the 
jailor to keep them safely : 24 who, having received such a charge, cast 
them into the inner prison, and made their feet b&X in the stocks. 2; 
But about midnight Paul and Silas were praying and singing hymns 
unto God, and the prisoners were listening to them ; 26 and suddenly 
there was a great earthquake, so that the foundations of the prison- 
house were shaken : and immediately all the doors were opened; and 
every one's bands were loosed. 27 And the jailor being roused out of 
sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, drew his sword, and was about 
to kill himself, supposing that the prisoners had escaped. 28 But Paul 
cried with a loud voice, saying. Do thyself no harm : for we are all here. 
39 And he called for lights, and sprang in, and, trembling for fear, fell 
down before Paul and Silas, 30 and brought them out, and said, Sirs, 
what must 1 do to be saved ? 31 And they said, Belie\'e on the Lord 
Jesus, and thou shalt be saved, thou and thy house. 32 And they 
spake the word of 'the Lord unto him, with all that were in his house. 
33 And he took them the same hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes ; and was baptized, he and all his, immediately. 34 And he 
brought them up into his house, and set *meat before them, and 
rejoiced greatly, with all his house, * having believed in God. 

35 But when it was day. the 'magistrates sent the 'serjeants, say- 
ing. Let those men go. 36 And the jailor reported the words to Paul, 
saying. The ' magistrates have sent to let you go : now therefore come 
forth, and go in peace, 37 But Paul said unto them. They have beaten 
OS publicly, uncondemned, men that are Romans, and have cast us into 
prison ; and do they now cast us out privily ? nay verily ; but let them 
come themselves and bring us out. 38 And the 'serjeants reported 
these words unto the ' magistrates ; and they feared, when they heard 
that they were Romans ; 39 and they came and besought them ; and 
when they had brought them out, they asked them to go away from the 
city. 40 And they went out of the prison, and enterra into ike house 
^Lydia: and when they had seen the brethren, they 'comforted 
tnem, and departed. 

Jt3. 'THE PLAKTING OF THE CHURCH IN THESSALONICA. 

I Now when they had passed through Amphipolis and ApoUonia, 
they came to Thessalonica, whi '"' ' " ' 
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&x^ reasoned with them from the scriptures, 3 opening and allcein?, 
that it behoved the Christ to suffer, and to rise again \toxa the dead; 
and that this Jesus, whom, said he, I proclaim unto you, is the Christ. 
4 And some of them were persuaded, and consorted with Paul and 
Silas ; and of the devout Greeks a great multitude, and of the chief 
women not a few. S J^"' t^^e Jews, being moved with jealousy, took 
unto them certain vile fellows of the rabble, and gathering a crowd, set 
the city on an uproar; and assaulting the house of Jason, ihey sought 
to bring them forth to the people. 6 And when they found them not, 
they dragged Jason and certain brethren before the rulera of the dty,

ing you, and encouraging you, and testifying, la to the end that ye should mlk 
worthily of God, who calleth you into his own kingdom and glory.

also ; 7 whom Jason hath received : and these all act contrary to the 
decrees of Csesar, saying that there is another Icing, mte Jesus. 8 And 
they troubled the multitude and the rulers of the city, when they heard 
these things. 9 And when they had taiten security from Jason and the 
rest, they let them go. 

544. PREACHING IN THE SYNAGOGUE AT BERCEA. 

Acts 17:10-15. 

10 And the brethren immediately sent away Paul and Silas by night 
uato Bercea ; who when they were come thither went into the synagogue 
of the Jews. 11 Now these were more noble than those in Thessalonica, 
in that they received the word with all readiness of mind, examining the 
scriptures daily, whether these things were so. 12 Many of ihem there- 
fore believed ; also of the Greek women of honourable estate, and of 
men, not a few, 13 But when the Jews of Thessalonica had knowledge 
that the word of God was proclaimed of Paul at Bertea also, they came 
thither likewise, stirring up and troubling the multitudes. 14 And then 
immediately the brethren sent forth Paul to go as far as to the sea ; and 
SUas and Timothy abode there still, i; But they that conducted Paul 
brought him as far as Athens : and receiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timothy that they should come to him with all speed, they departed. 



S45. 'PAUL AT ATHENS. 
Acts 17: 16-34. 

16 Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit was provoked 
within him, as he beheld the city full of idols. 17 So he reasoned in 
the synagogue with the Jews and the devout persons, and in the market- 
place every day with them that met with him. 18 And certain also of 
the Epicurean and Stoic philosophers encountered him. And some said. 
What would this babbler say? other some, He seemeth to be a 
forth of strange ^ gods : because he preached Jesus and the resurrt 
19 And they took hold of him, and brought him ' unto ' the Areopagus, 
saying, May we know what this new teaching is, which is spoken by 
thee? 20 For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears: we 
would know therefore what these things mean. 2 1 (Now all the Athe- 
nians and the strangers sojourning there ' spent their time in nothing 
else, but either to tell or to hear some new thing.) 22 And Paul stood 
in the midst of the Areopagus, and said. 

Ye men of Athens, in all things 1 perceive that ye are somewhat 
•superstitious. 23 For as I passed along, and observed the objects of 

t.bi/"" 'Ot,lhrkmqflUi,ri 'Or, 
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your worship, 1 found also an altar with this inscription, ^to an \m- 
KKOWN GOD. What therefore ye worship in ignorance, this set I forth 
unto you. 24 The God that made the world and all things therein, he, 
being Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 'temples made with 
han£; 25 neither is he served by men's hands, as though he needed 
anything, seeing he himself giveth to all life, and breath, and all things ; 
26 and he made of one every nation of men for to dwell on all the See 
of the earth, having determined /A«r appointed seasons, and the bounds 
of their habitation ; 37 that they should seek God, if haply they might 
feel a^er him, and find bim, though he is not far from each one of us : 
28 for in him we live, and move, and have our being; as certain even 
of your own poets have said, For we are also his ofepring. 20 Being 
then the offspring of God, we ought not to think that 'the Godhead is 
like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and device of man. 30 
The times of ignorance therefore God overlooked ; but now he * com- 
roandeth men that they should all everywhere repent: 31 inasmuch as 
he hath appointed a day, in the which he will judge 'the world in right- 
eousness * by ' Ihe man whom he hath ordained ; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the dead. 

31 Now when they heard of the resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked ; but others said, We will hear thee concerning this yet again. 
33 Thus Paul went out from among them. 34 But certain men clave 
unto him, and believed : among whom also was Diooysius the Areop- 
agite, and a woman named Damans, and others with them.

3 We are bound to give thanks to God alway for you, brethren, even as it 
is meet, for that your faith groweth exceedingly, and the love of each one of 
you all toward one another aboundelb; 4 9d that we ourselves glory in you 
in the churches of God for your patience and faith in all your persecutions 
and in the afflictions which ye endure; 5 which is a. manifest token of the 
righteous judgement of God; to the end that ye maybe counted worthy of the

Acts 18: tS-zz [23a]. 

18 And Paul, having tarried after this yet many days, took his leave 
of the brethren, and sailed thence for Syria, and with him Priscilla and 
Aquila; having shorn his head inCenchre:e: for he had a vow. 19 
And they came to Ephesus, and he left them there : but he himself 
entered into the synagogue, and reasoned with the Jews. 20 And when 
thej' asked him to abide a longer time, he consented not; 2t but 
taking his leave of them, and saying, I will return again unto you, if 
God will, he set sail from Ephesus. 22 And when he had landed at 
Cxsarea, he went up and saluted the church, and went down to Antioeh. 
[23 And having spent some time there, he departed . . . ] 
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(2) PauPs letter to the GalatiaaS-* 
1 : I Paul, m apostle (not from men, neither through 'man, but through 
Jesus Christ, and God the Father, who raised him from the dead), 2 and all 
the brelhten which are with me, unto the churches of Gilatii ; 3 Grace lo you 
and peace "from God the Father, and our Lord Jesus Christ, 4 who gave 
himself for our sins, that he might deliver us out of this present evil 'world, 
according to the will of our God and Father : 5 to whom bi the glory * for 
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6 I marvel that ye ate ao quickly removing from him that called you ii 
grace of Christ unto a different gospel; 7 which is not another gospel; only 
there are some that trouble you, and would pervert the gospel of Christ. 8 
But though we, or an angel from heaven, should preach ' unto you any gospel

6 Even as 
Abraham believed God, and it was reckoned unto him for righteousness, 
; ''^ Know therefore that they which be of faith, the same are sons of Abraham. 
8 And the scripture, foreseeing that God " would justify the l* Gentiles by faith, 
preached the gospel beforehand unto Abraham, saying. In thee shall all the 
nations be blessed. 9 So then they which be of faith are blessed with the 
faithful Abraham. 10 For as many as are of ' the works of the law are under 
a curse : for it is written. Cursed is every one which continuelh not in all 
things that are written in the book of the law, to do them. 11 Now 
that no man is justified '° by the law in the sight of God, is evident : for. The

nghtcous ahall live by faith: 12 and the law is not of faitb; but. He that 
dactb tbcm shall lire in thEm. 13 Christ redeemed us From the curse of the 
law, having become a curse for us : for it is written, Cuised is every one that 
hangeth on a tree; 14 that upon the Gentiles tniglil come the blessing of 
Abraham in Christ Jesus ; that we might receive the promise of the Spirit 
through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the manner of men ; Though it be but a man's 
' covenant, yet when it hath been confirmed, no one malteth it void, or addeth 
thereto. 16 Now to Abraham were the promises spoken, and to his seed. He 
saith not, And to seeds, as of many; but as of one. And (o thy seed, which U 
Christ. 17 Now this I say; A ' covenant confirmed beforehand by God, the 
law, which came four hundred and thurty years after, doth not disannul, so as 
to make the promise of none effect 18 For if the inheritance is of the law, 
it is no more of promise : but God hath granted it to Abraham by promise. 
19 What then is the law? H was added because of transgressions, till the seed 
should come to whom the promise bath been made ; and it was ordained - 
through angels by the hand of a mediator, zo Now a mediator is not a mi- ' 
diater of one; but Cod is one. 21 Is the law then against the promises of 
God? God forbid: for if there had been a law given which could make alive, 
Terily righteouSQEsa would have been of the law. 22 Howbeit the scripture 
hath shut up all things under sin, that the promise by faitb in Jesos Christ 
might be given to them that believe. 

23 But before '^ faith came, we were kept inward under the law, shut up unto 
the faitb which should afterwards be revealed. 24 So that the law hath been 
our tutor » bring us unto Christ, that we might be justified by faith. 25 But 
now that faith is come, we are no longer under a tutor. 26 For ye are all sons 
of God, through faith, in Christ Jesus. 27 For as many of you as were baptized 
into Christ did put on Christ. 28 There can be neither Jew nor Greek, there 
can be neither bond nor free, there can be no male and female : for ye all are 
one man in Christ Jesus. 29 And if ye are Christ's, then are ye Abraham's 
seed, heirs according to promise, 

4 : 1 But I say that so long as the heir is a child, he differeth nothing from 
a bondservant, though he is lord of all; 2 but is under guardians and stewards 
until the term appointed of the father. 3 So we also, when we were children, 
were held in bondage under the ' rudiments of the world : 4 but when tbe 
fulness of the tune came, God sent forth his Son, bom of a woman, bom 
under tbe law, 5 that he might redeem them which were undsr tbe law, that 
we might receive the adoption of sons.

1 1 I am afiraid of you, lest by any 
means I have bestowed labour upon you in vain.

Ministers through whom ye believed; and each as 
the Lord gave to him. 6 I planted, ApoUos watered; but God gave the in- 
crease. 7 So then neither is he that plantetb any thing, neither he that water- 
eth; but God that giveth the increase. 8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one : but each shall receive his own reward according to his own 
labour. 9 For we are God's fellow-workers: ye are God's ' husbandry, God's 
building. 

10 According to the grace of God which was given unto me, as a wise 
mastecbuilder I laid a foundation; and another buildeth thereon. But let each 
man take heed how he buildeth thereon. 11 For other foundation can no 
man lay than that which is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 12 But if any man 
buildeth on the foundation gold, silver, costly stones, wood, hay, stubhle; 
13 each man's work shall be made manifest; for the day shall declare it, 
because it is revealed in fire; ^and the fire itself shall prove each man's 
work of what sort it is. 14 If any man's work shall abide which he built 
thereon, he shall receive a reward. 15 If any man's work shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss : but he himself shall be saved ; yet so as through Rre. 

16 Know ye not that ye are a 'temple of God, andrfa/ the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? 17 If any man destroyeth the ^temple of God, him shall 
God destroy; for the 'temple of God is holy, '"which lempli ye are. 
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l8 Let no man deceive himself. If any man thinketh that he iswise among 
you in this ' world, let him become a fool, that he may become wise. 19 For 
the wiBdom of thia world is foolishness with God. For it 19 written, He that 
taketh the wise in their craftiness : 20 and again. The Lord knoweth the 
s of the wise, that they are vain. 21 Wherefore let no one glory

For all things are yours; 
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ir death, or things present, or things to come; all are 
yours; 23 and ye are Christ's; and Christ is God's. 

4 : t Let a man so account of us, as of ministers of Christ, and stewards of 
the mysteries of God. 2 Here, moreover, it is required in stewards, that a 
man be found faithful. 3 But with me it is a very smaU thing that I should 
be'judged of you, or of man's ^judgement : yea, I 'judge not mine own self. 
4 For I know nothing afiaitist myselE; yet am I not hereby justified : but he 
that ' judgeth me is the Lord. 5 Wherefore judge nothing before the time, 
until the Lord come, who will both bring to light the hidden things of dark- 
ness, and make manifest the counsels of the hearts; and then shall each roan 
have his praise from God. 

6 Now these things, brethren, I have in a Bgure transferred to myself and 
Apolloa for your sakes; that in us ye might learn not to go beyond the things 
whieh are written; that no one of you be puffed up for the one against the 
other. 7 For who maketh thae to differ? and what bast thou that thou diiJst 
not receive? but if thon didst receive it, why dost thou glory, as if thou hadst 
not received it? 8 Already are ye filled, already ye are become rich, ye have 
reigned without us: yea, and I would that ya did reign, that we also might 
leign with you. 9 For, I think, God hath set forth us the apostles last of all, 
IS men doomed to death : for we are made a spectacle unto the world, ^ and 
to angels, and to men. 10 We arc fools for Christ's sake, but ye are wise in 
Christ; we are weak, but ye are strong; ye have glory, but we have dishonour. 
t ■ Even unto this present hour we both hunger, and thirst, and ate naked, 
»iid are buffeted, and have no certain dwellingplace; 12 and we toil, work- 
ing with our own bands : being reviled, we bless; being persecuted, we endure; 
13 being defamed, we intreat : we are made as the ' filth of the world, the 
of&couring of all things, even until now. 

14 I write not these things to shame you, but to ailmonish you as my be- 
loved children. 15 For though ye ahoold have ten thousand tutors in Oirist, 
yet have ye not many fathers; for in Christ Jesus I begat you through the gos- 
pel. 16 I beseech you therefore, be ye imitators of me. 17 For this cause 
have I sent unto you Timothy, who is my beloved and faithful child in the 
Lord, who shall put you in remembrance of my ways which be in Christ, even 
ai I leach everywhere in every church. 18 Now some are puffed up, as though 
I were not coming to you. 19 But I will come to you shortly, if the Lord will; 
and I will know, not the word of them which are puffed up, but the power, 
20 For the kingdom of God is not in word, but in power, 2\ What will ye? 
■hall I come unto you with a rod, or in love and a spirit of meekness? 

S : I It is actually reported that there is fornication among you, and such 
fornication as is not even anong the Gentiles, that one of you hath hia father's 
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wife. 2 And lye ace puffed up, and ^did not lathec mourn, that he that had 
done Ihi* deed might be taken away from among you. 3 For I verily, being 
absent in body but present in spiiit, have already, as though 1 were present, 
judged liim that hath so wrought tkis thing, 4 in the name of our Lord Jesus, 
ye laeing gathered together, and my spirit, with the power of our Lord Jeaus, 
5 to deliver such a one unlo Satan for the destruction of the Hesh, tbat the 
spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord 'Jesus. 6 Vour glorying is not 
good. Know ye not that a little leaven leaveneth the whole lump? 7 Purge 
out the old leaven, that ye may be a new lump, even as ye are unleavened. 
For our passover also hath been sacrified, evin Christ: 8 wherefore let us 
*kee[> the feast, not with old leaven, neither with the leaven of malice and 
wickedness, but vrith the unleavened bread of sinceri^ and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in my epistle to have no company with fornicators; 

10 ' not altogether with the fornicators of this world, or with the coveloos and 
extortioners, or with idolaters; for then must ye needs go out of the world : 

1 1 but ' now I write unto you not to keep company, if any man that is named 
a brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, ur a reviler, or a drunkard, 
or an extortioner; with such a one no, not to eat. II For what have I to do 
with judging them that are without ? Do not ye judge tbem that are within, 
13 whereas them that are without God judgethf Put away the wicked man 
from among your5elvc3, 

S : I Dare any of you, having a matter against ' his neighbour, go to law 
before the unrighteous, and not before the saints? 2 Or know ye not that the 
saints shall judge the world? and if the world is judged by you, are ye unworthy 
* to judge the smallest matters? 3 Know ye not that we shall judge angels? 
how much more, things that pertain to this life? 4 If then ye have ' to judge 
things pertaining to this life, "' do ye set them to judge who are of no account 
in the church? 5 I say this to move you to shame. Is it 90, tbat there cannot 
he found among you one wise man, who shall be able to decide between his 
brethren, 6 but brother goeth lo law with brother, and that before unbelievers? 
7 Nay, already it is altogether " a defect in you, that ye have lawsuits one with 
another. Why not rather take wrong? why not rather be defrauded ? 8 Nay, 
but ye yourselves do wrong, and defraud, and that j'«w brethren. 9 Or know 
ye not that the unrighteous shall not inherit Ibe kingdom of God? Be not 
deceived : neither fornicators, oor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves vrith men, 10 nor thieves, nor covetous, noi drunkards, 
nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall inherit the kingdom of God. 1 1 And such 
were some of you : but ye "^ were washed, but ye were sanctified, but ye were 
justified m the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and in the Spirit of our God. 

12 Allthingsare lawfiil for me; but not all things are eipedient. All things 
ace lawful for me; bull will not be brought under the power of any. 13 Meats 
for the belly, and the belly for meats: but God shall bring to nought both it 
and them. But the body is not for fornication, but for the Lord; and the Lord 
for the body: 14 and God both raised the Lord, and will raise up us through 
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ys power. 15 Know ye not Ihat your bodies are members of Christ? shall I 
then take awaj the members of Christ, and make them members of a harlot? 
God forbid. 1 6 Or know ye not that he that is joined to a harlot a one body ? 
for.The twain, saith be, shall become one flesh. 17 But he thai is joined unto 
the Lord is one spirit. i8 flee fornication. Every sin that a man doelh is 
without the body; but he that committeth fornication sinneth against his own 
body. 19 Or know ye not that your body is a ' temple of the * Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have from God? and ye are not your own; 20 for ye 
were bought with a pries : glorify God therefore in your body. 

7 ; I Now concerning the things whereof ye wrote : It is good for a man not 
to touch a woman. 2 But, because of fornications, let each man have his own 
wife, and let eaeo woman have her own husband. 3 Let the husband render 
unto the wife her due : and likewise also the wife unto the husband. 4 The 
wife hath not power over her own body, but the husband: and likevrise also 
the husband hath n«t power over hia own body, but the wife. 5 Defraud ye 
not one the other, titcept it be by consent for a. season, that ye may give youi- 
Klves unto prayer, and may be together again, that Satan tempt you not be- 
cause of your inconlinency. 6 But this I say by vray of permission, not of com- 
mandment. 7 s Yet I would that all men were even as myself. Howbeiteach 
msn hath his own gift from God, one after this manner, and another after that. 

8 But I say to the unmarried and to widows. It is good for them if they abide 
even as L 9 But if they have not continency, let them marry: for it is better 
to many than to bum. 10 But unto the married I give charge, jra not I, but 
theLordjThatthe wife depart not from her husband 11 (but and if she depart, 
let her remain unmarried or else be reconciled to her husband) ; and that the 
husband leave not his wife. 12 But to the rest say I, not the Lord : If any 
brother hath an unbelieving wife, and she is content to dwell with him, let him 
not leave her. 13 And the woman which hath an unbelieving husband, and he 
is content to dwell with her, let her not leave her husband. 14 For the unbe- 
lieving husband is sanctified in the wife, and the unbelieving wife is sanctiRed 
in the brother : else were your children nnclean ; but now are they holy. 15 Yet 
if the unbelieving departeth, let him depart : the brother or the sister is not un- 
der bondage in such caus; but God hath called *us in peace. 16 For how 
knowcst thou, O wife, whether tbou shalt save thy husband? or how knowest 
Ihou, O hnsbind, whether thou shall save thy wife? 17 Only as the Lord hath 
distributed to each man, as God bath called each, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all the churches. iS Was any man called being circumcised? let 
him not become uncircumcised. Hath any been called in uncireumcision ? let 
him not be circumcised. 19 Circumcision is nothing, and un circumcision is 
nothing; but the keeping of the commandments of God. 20 Let each man 
abide in that calling wherein he was called. 31 Wast thou called being a 
bondservant? care not for it; ^but if thou canst become free, use ii rather. 
23 For he that was called in the Lord, being a bondservant, is the Lord's freed- 
man: likewise he that was called, being free, is Christ's bondservant, 33 Ye 
were bought with a price; become not bondservants of men. 24 Brethren, let 
each man, wherein he was called, therein abide with God. 
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25 Now concerning virgins I have no commandment of the Lord : bnt I 
give my judgement, as one Ihat halh obtaineil mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 26 I think therefore that this is good by reason of the present 
diitresi, namely, that il \% good for a man ' to be as he is. 27 Art thou bound 
unto a wife? seek not to be loosed. Ait thou loosei) from a wife? seek not a 
wife. 28 But and if thou many, Ihou hast not sinned; and if a virgin marry, 
she hath not sinned. Yet such shall have tribulation in the flesh: and I 
would spare you. 29 But this I say, brethren, the time 'is shortened, that 
henceforth both those that have wives may be as though they had none; 

30 and those that weep, as though they wept not; and those that rejoice, u 
though they rejoiced not ; and those that buy, as though they possessed not; 

31 and those that use the world, as not 'abusing it: for the fashion of this 
world passelh away. 32 But I would have you to be free from cares. He 
that is unmarried is careful for the things of the Lord, how he may please the 
Lord : 33 but he that is married is careful for the things of the world, how be 
may please his * wife. 34 And there is a difference also between the wife and 
the virgin. She that is unmarried is careful for the things of the Lord, that 
she may be holy both in body and in spirit : but she that is married is careful 
for the things of the world, how she may please her husband. 35 And this I 
say for your own proBl; not that I may cast a ^soare upoo you, but for that 
which is seemly, and that ye may attend upon the Lord without distraction. 
36 But if aoy man thinketh that he bchaveth himself unseemly tovrard his ^vir- 
gin daughter, if she be past the ilower of her age, and if need so requireth, let 
him do what he will; heainDEth not; let them marry, 37 But he that standcth 
stedfast in his heart, having no necessity, liut hath power as touching his own 
will, and hath determined this in his own heart, to keep his own ^virgin 
daughur, shall do well. 38 So then both he that giveth bis own * virgin 
daughUr in marriage doeth well; and he that giveth her not in marriage shall 
do better. 39 A wife is bound for so long time as her husband liveth ; but if 
the husband be ' dead, she is free to be married to whom she will; only in the 
Lord. 40 But she is happier if she abide as she is, after my judgement : and 
I think that I also have the Spirit of God. 

B : I Now concerning things sacrificed to idols ; We know that we all have 
knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, but love ^ edifietb. 2 If any man thinketh 
that he knoweth any thing, he knoweth not yet as he ought to know; 3 but if 
any man loveth God, the same is known of him. 4 Concerning therefore the 
eating of things sacrificed to idols, we know that no idol is anylhivg in the 
world, and that there is no God but one. 5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or on earth ; as there are gods many, and lords 
many; 6 yet to us there is one God, the Father, of whom are all things, and we 
unto him; and one Lord, Jesus Clyist, through whom are all things, and we 
through him. 7 Howbeit in all men there is not that knowledge; but some, 
being used until now to the idol, eat as a/ a thing sacrificed to an idol; and 
'« being weak is defiled. 8 But meat will not commend us to 
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God: neither, if we eat not, 1 are we the worse; nor, if we eat, -are we tbr 
better. 9 But take heed lest by any means this 'liberty of yours become a 
stumblingblock to the weak. 10 For if a man see thee which hast knowledge 
lilting at meat in an idol's temple, will not his conscience, if he is weak, * be 
eiDboldened to eat things sacrificed to idols? n For ^ through thy knowledge 
he that is weak perisbeth, the brother for whose sake Christ died. 1 2 And thus, 
sioning against the brethren, and wounding their conscience when it is weaJt, 
ye sin against Christ, 13 ^lierefore, if meat makelh my brother to stumble, 
I will eal no flesh for evermore, that I make not my brother lo stumble. 

9 : 1 Am I not free ? am I not an apostle ? have I not seen Jesus our Lord ? 
are not ye my work in the Lord? 2 If to others I am not an apostle, yet at 
least 1 am lo you; for the seal of mine apostleahip are ye in the Lord. 3 My 
defence to them that examine me is this, 4 Have we no right to eat and to 
drink? 5 Have we no right to lead about a wife that is ft "believer, even as 
the rest of the apostles, and the brethren of the Lord, and Cephas? 6 Or I 
only and Barnabas, have we not a right to forbear working? 7 What soldier 
ever serveth at his own charges? who planteth a vineyariJ, and eateCh not the 
&mt thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of the milk of the flock? 
8 Do I speak these things after the manner of men? or saith not the law also 
the same? 9 For it is written in the law of Moses, Thou shall not muzzle the 
ox when be treadeth out the corn. Is it for the oien that God careth, 10 or 
'saithhe it altogether for our sake? Yea, for our sake it was written: because 
he that ploweth ought to plow in hope, and he that thresheth, fo thrak in hope 
of partaking. 1 1 If we sowed unto you spiritual things, is it a great matter if 
we shall reap your carnal things? 12 If others partake of this right over yon, 
do not we yet more? Nevertheless we did not use this right; but we bear all 
things, that we may cause no hindrance to the gospel of Christ. 13 Know ye 
not that they which minister about sacred things eat ^the things of the temple, 
onrf they which wait upon the altar have their portion with the altar? 14 Even 
so did the Lord ordain that they which proclaim the gospel should live of the 
gospel. (5 But I have used none of these things ; and I write not these 
things that it may be so done in my case : for it inert good for me rather to 
die, than that any roan should make roy glorying void. 16 For if I preach the 
gospel, 1 have nothing to glory of ; for necessity is laid upon me ; for woe is 
■unto me, if I preach not the gospel. 17 For if I do this of mine own will, I 
have a reward ; hut If not of mine own will, I have a stewardship intrusted 
lo me, 18 What then is my reward? That, when I preach the gospel, 1 may 
make the gospel without charge, so as not to use to the full my right in the 
gospel. 19 For though I was free from all unit, I brought myself under 
bondage to all, that I might gain the more, zo And to the Jews I became as 
a Jew, that I might gain Jews; to them that are under the law, as under the 
law, not being myself under the law, that'I might gain them that are under the 
law; ai to them that are without law, as without law, not being without law to 
God, but under law to Christ, that I might gain them that are without law. 
22 To the weak I became weak, that I might gain the weak : I am become 
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all things to all men, that I may by all means save some. 23 Aad I do all 
things for the gospel's sake, that I may be a joint partaker thereof. 24 Know 
ye not that they which run in a 'race run all, but one receiveth the prize? 
Even so run. that ye may attain. 25 And every man that striveth in the games 
is tecoperate in all things. Now they do it to receive a corruptible crown; bul 
we an iocotruptible. 26 I therefore so run, as not uncertainly; so "fight 1, as 
not beating the air : z"} but I 'buffet my body, and bring it into bondage : lest 
by any means, after that 1 have preached to others, I myself should be rejected. 

10 : I For I would not, brethren, have you ignorant, how that our fathers 
were all under the cloud, and all passed through the sea; 2 and were all 
baptized < unto Moses in the cloud and in the sea; 3 and did all eat the same 
spiritual meat; 4 and did sll drink the same spiritual drinlt : for they diaolc 
of a spiritual rock that followed tbem : and the rock w-as Christ. 5 Howbeit 
with moat of them Gad was not well pleased : for they were overthrown in the 
wilderness. 6 Now ^ these things were our examples, to the intent we should 
not lust after evil things, as they also lusted. 7 Neither he ye idolaters, as 
were some of them ; as it is written, The people sat down to eat and drink, 
and rose up to play. 8 Neither let us commit fomicatioc, as some of them 
committed, and fell in one day three and twenty thousand. 9 Neither let us 
tempt the "Lord, as some of them tempted, and perished by the serpents. 
10 Neither murmur ye, as some of them murmured, and perished by the 
destroyer. 11 Now these things happened unto them 'by way of example; 
and they were written for our admonition, upon whom the ends of the ages 
are come. 12 Wherefore let him that thinketh he standeth take heed lest he 
fall. 13 There hath tio temptation taken you but such as man can bear ; but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are able; 
but will with the temptation make also the way of escape, that ye may be able 
to endure it 

14 Wherefore, my beloved, flee from idolatry. 15 I speak as to wise men; 
judge ye what I say. 16 The cup of blessing which we bless, is it not a 'com- 
munion of the blood of Christ? The 'bread which we break, is it not a 
^communion of the body of Christ? 17 l" seeing that we, who are many, are 
one * bread, one body : for we all partake "of the one * bread. 18 Behold 
Israel after the flesh : have not they which eat the sacrifices communion with 
the altar? 19 What say I then? that a thing sacrificed to idols is any thing, or 
that an idol is any thing? 20 But / say, that the things which the Gentile» 
aacrifiec, they sacrifice to " devils, and not to God : and 1 would not that ye 
should have communion with 1= devils. 21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of "devils ; ye cannot partake of the table of the Lord, 
and of the table of 1= devils. 22 Or do we provoke the Lord to jealousy? are 
we stronger than he? 

23 All things are lawfol; but all things are not expedient. All things are 
lawful; but all things "edify not. 24 Let no man seek his own, but each his 
neighbour's goad. 25 Whatsoever is sold in the shambles, eat, asking no 
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:^nestion for conscience sake; 26 for the eajtii is the Lord's, and the fulness 
thereof z^ If one of them that believe not biddeth you to a feast, and 
e disposed to go; whatsoever is set before you, eat, asking no question 
insdence sake. z8 But if any man say unto you, This hath been offered 
in MciiHcE, eat not, for his sake that shewed it, and Tor conscience sake : 
ce, I say, not thine own, but the other's; for why is my liberty 
judged by another conscience ? 30 ' If I by grace partake, why am I evil 
spoken of for that for which I give thanks? 31 Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of God. 32 Give no occasion 
>f stumbling, either to Jews, or to Greeks, or to the church of God ; ; 
IS 1 also please all men in all things, not seeking mine own profit, but the 
profit of the many, that they may be saved. 11 : I Be ye imitators of me, 
s I also am of Christ. 

fow 1 praise you that ye remember me in all things, and hold fast the 
traditions, even as I delivered them to you. 3 But I would have you know, 
that the bead of every man is Christ; and the head of the woman is the man; 
and the head of Christ is God. 4 Every man praying or prophesying, having 
his head covered, diahonouteth his head. 5 But every woman praying or 
prophesying with her head unveiled dishononreth her head : for it is one and 
the same thing as if she were shaven. 6 For if a woman is not veiled, let her 
also be shorn ; but if it is a shame to a woman to be shorn or shaven, let her 
be veiled. 7 For a man indeed ought not to have his head veiled, forasmuch 
' e image and glory of God : but the woman is the glory of the man. 
man is not of the woman; but the woman of the man : 9 for 
neither was the man created for the woman; but the woman for the man: 
:ause ought the woman to ^have a lign o/" authority on her head, 
because of the angels. II Howbeit neither is the woman without the man, 
" r man without the woman, in the Lord. 1 2 For as the woman is of the 

is the man also by the woman; but all things are of God. 13 Judge 

1 yourselves; is it seemly that a woman pray unto God unveiled? 
14 Doth not even nature itself teach you, that, if a man have long hair, it is 
> dishonour to him? 15 But if a woman have long bair, it is a glory to her: 
for her hair is given her for a covering. 16 But if any man seemeth to be 
contentious, we have no such custom, neither the churches of God. 

17 But in giving you this charge, I praise you not, that ye come together 
it for the better but for the worse. 18 For first of all, when ye come to- 
gether * in the church, I hear that ' divisions exist among you; and 1 partly 
believe it 19 For there must be also " heresies among you, that they which 
e approved may be made manifest among you. 20 When therefore ye as- 
semble yourselves together, it is not possible to eat the Lord's supper : 21 for 
in your eating each one takcth before alAtr his own supper; and one is hun- 
gry, and another is drunken. 22 What? have ye not houses to eat and to drink 
ir despise ye the ''church of God, and put them to shame that 'have not? 
Whet shall I say to you? "shall T praise you in this? 1 praise you not. 23 For 
;ived of the Lord that which also I delivered unto you, how that the 
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Lord Jesus in the niglit in which he was betrayed took bread; 24 and when 
he had given thanks, be brake it, and said. This is my body, which ' is for jrou : 
this do in remembrance of me. 75 In like manner also the cup, after supper, 
sapng, This cup is the new 'covenant in my blood ; this do, as alt as ye drink 
it, in remembrance of me. 26 For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink the 
cup, ye proclaim the Lard's death till he come, 27 Wherefore whosoever shall 
e>I the bread or drink the cup of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and the blood of the Lord. 2S But let a man prove himself, and so let 
bim eat of the bread, and drink of the cup. 29 For he that eateth and drink- 
elh, eateth and drinketh judgement unto himself, if he ' discern not the body. 

30 For this cause many among you ace weak and sickly, and not a few sleep. 

31 But if we 'discerned ourselves, we should not be judged. 32 But ^ when 
wc are judged, we are chastened of the Lord, that we may not be condemned 
with the world. 33 Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come together to eat, 
wait one for another. 34 If any man is hungry, let him eat at home ; that your 
coming together be not unto judgemenL And the rest will I set in order 
whensoever 1 come. 

12 : 1 Now concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I would not have you igno- 
rant. 2 Ye know that when ye were Gentiles yt wire led away unto those 
dumb idols, howsoever ye might be led. 3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking in the Spirit of God saith, Jesus is anathema; and 
no man can say, Jesus is Lord, but in the Holy Spirit. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. 5 And there are 
diversities of ministrations, and the same Lord. 6 And there are diversities 
of workings, but the same God, who woiketh all things in all. 7 But to each 
one is given the manifestation of the Spirit to profit withal. 8 For to one is 
given through the Spirit the word of wisdom; and to another the word of 
knowledge, according to the same Spirit : 9 to another faith, in the some 
Spirit; and to another gifts of heatings, in the one Spirit; 10 and to another 
workings of ° miracles; and to another prophecy; and to another disccrainga 
of spirits; to another (A'^ifriC kinds of tongues; and to another the interpreta- 
tion of tongues : 1 1 but all these worketh the one and the same Spirit, divid- 
ing to each one severally even as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the members 
of the body, being many, are one body; so also is Christ. 13 For in one Spirit 
were we all baptized into one body, whether Jews or Greeks, whether bond or 
free; and were all made to drink of one Spirit. 14 For the body is not one 
member, bat many. 15 If the foot shall say. Because I am not the hand, I am 
not of the body; it is not therefore not of the body. 16 And if the ear shall 
say, Because I am not the eye, I am not of the body; it is not therefore not of 
the body. 17 If the whole body were an eye, where were the hearing? If the 
whole were hearing, where were the smellinE? 18 But now hath God set the 
members each one of them in the body, even as it pleased him. 19 And 
if they were all one member, where were the body? 20 But now they are 
many members, but one body. 21 And the eye cannot say to the hand, I have 
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no need of thee : or a.gaiti [be bead to the feet, I have i 
much rather, those members of the body which aeei 
necessary : zj and those farts of the body, which we 
able, upon these wc 'bestow

bave more abundant comeliness; 24 whereas our comely /arte have no need : 
but God tempered the body together, giving more abundant honour to that 
/dr/ which lacked; 25 that there should be no schism in the body; but that 
the members should have the same care one for another. 36 And whether 
one member sufTereth, all the members suffer with it; or one member is "hon- 
oured, all the members rejoice with it. 27 Now ye are the body of Christ, and 
Sseverally members thereof. 28 And God hath set Some in the church, first 
apostles, secondly prophets, thirdly teiichers, then * miracles, then gifts of heal- 
ings, helpis, ' governments, divers kinJs of tongues. 29 Are all apostles? >re 
bU prophets? are all teachers? are all i(>0r.ifrj 0/" * miracles? 30 have all gifU 
of healings? do all speak with tongues? do all interpret? 31 But desire ear- 
nestly the greater gifts- And a Still more excellent way shew I unto you. 

13 : 1 If 1 speak with the tongues of men and of angels, but have not love, 
I am become sounding brass, 01 a clanging cymbal. 2 And if I have the gift 
c/" prophecy, and know all mysteries and all knowledge; and if 1 have all faith, 
so as to remove mountains, but bave not love, I am nothing. 3 And if I be- 
stow all my goods to feed the poor, and if I give my body ' to be burned, but 
have not love, it profiteth me nothing. 4 Love suffereth long, and is kind; 
love envietb not; love vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 5 doth not be- 
have itself unseemly, seeketh not its own, is not provoked, taketh not account 
of evil; 6rejoiceth not in untlghteouaness, but rejoiceth with the truth; 
7 '' beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. 8 Love never faileth : but whether Ih/re be prophecies, they shall be 
done away; whether ihcre be tongues, they shall cease; whether tAert bi 
knowledge, it shall be done away. 9 For we know in part, and we prophesy in 
part : 10 but when that which is perfect is come, that which is in part shall 
be done away. 1 1 When I was a child, I spake as a child, I felt as a child, I 
fliought as a child : now that 1 am become a man, I have put away childish 
things, la For now we see in a mirror, 'darkly; but then face to face: now 
I know in part; but then shall I "know even as also I have been '° known. 
ijBut nowabidelh faith, hope, love, these three; "and the "greatest of these 

14:1 Follow after love ; yet desire earnestly spiritual ^j?:, but rather that 
yc may prophesy, z For he that speaketh in a tongue speaketh nut unto men, 
but unto God; for no man '* understand eth ; but in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries. 3 But he that propheaieth speaketh unto men edification, and 
comfort, and consolation. 4 He that speaketh in a tongue '^edilieth himself; 
but he that prophesieth " edifieth the church. 5 Now I would have yon all 
■peak with tongues, but rather that ye should prophesy: and greater is he 
that prophesieth than he that speaketh with tongues, eicept he interpret, that 
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the chuteh may receive edifying. 5 But now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shsU I pioRt you, unless I speak to you eithti 
b; way of reveUcion, ot of knowledge, or of prophesying, or of teaching? 
7 Even things without life, giving a voice, whether pipe or harp, if they 
give not a diBtinction in tlie sounds, how sha.11 it be known what is piped oi 
harped? 8 For if the trumpet give an uncertain Toice, who shall prepare 
himself for war? 9 So also ye, unless ye utter by the tongue speech easy to 
be understood, how shall it be known what is spoken? for yc will be speaking 
into the ail. lo There are, it may be, so many kinds of voices in the world, 
and ' no kind is without signitication. II If then I know not the meaning of 
the voice, I shall be to him that speaketh a barbarian, and he that speaketh 
will be a barbarian ^unto me. 12 So also ye, since ye are zealous of 
' spiritual gifts, seek that ye may abound unto the edifying of the church. 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh in a tongue pray that he may interpret. 

14 For if I pray in a tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my understanding is 
unfruitful. t5 What is it then? I will pray with the spirit, and I will pray 
with the understanding also : 1 will sing with the spirit, and I will sing with 
the understanding also. 16 Else if thou bless with the spirit, how shall he 
that filleth the place of *the unlearned say the Amen at thy giving of thanks, 
seeing he knoweth not what thou sayest? 17 For thou verily givesl thanks 
well, but the other is not ' edified. 18 1 thank God, I speak with tongues 
more than you all; 19 howbcit in the church I had rather speak five words 
with my understanding, that 1 might instruct others also, than ten thousand 
words in a tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in mind: howbeil in malice be ye babes, but 
in mind be " men. 21 In the law it is written. By men of strange tongues and 
by the lips of strangers will I speak unto this people; and not even thus will 
they hear me, aailh the I.ord. 22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, not lo 
[hem that believe, but to the unbelieving: but prophesying is for a sign, nol 
lo the unbelieving, but to them that believe. 23 If therefore the whole 
church be assembled together, and all speak with tongues, and there come in 
men unlearned or unbelieving, will they not say that ye are mad? 24 But it 
all prophesy, and there come in one unbelieving or unlearned, he is ' reproved 
by all, be is judged by all; 25 the secrets of his heart are made manifest; 
and so he will fall down on his face and warship God, d«clariog that God is 
' among you indeed. 

26 What is it then, brethren? When ye come together, each one hath a 
psalm, bath a teaching, hath a revelation, hath a tongue, hath an interpreta- 
tion. Let all things be done unto edifying. 27 If any man speaketh in a 
tongue, bt il be by two, or at the most three, and Ihal in turn; and let one 
interpret : 28 but if there be no interpreter, let him keep silence in the church; 
and let bim speak lo himself, and to God. 29 And let the prophets speak iy 
two or three, and let the others 'discern. 30 But if a revelation be made to 
another silting by, let the first keep silence. 31 For ye all can prophesy one 
by one, that all may learn, and all may be "> comforted; 32 and the spirits of 
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the prophets use subject to the prophets; 33 for God is not a God of confu- 
sion, but of peace; as ia all the churches of the saints. 

34 Let the women keep silence in the churches: for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak; but let them be in subjection, as also saith the law. 
35 And if they would learn anything, let them ask their own husbands at home : 
for it is shameful for a woman to apeak in the church. 36 What? was it from 
you that the word of God went forth? or came it unto you alone? 

37 If any man thinketh himself to be a prophet, or spiritual, let bim take 
knowledge of the things which I write unto you, that they are the command- 
ment of the Lord. 38 ' But if any man is ignorant, let him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, my brethren, desire earnestly to prophesy, and forbid not to 
speak with tongues. 40 But let all things be done decently and in order. 

15 : 1 Now 1 make known unto you, brethren, the gospel which I preached 
onto you, which also ye received, wherein also ye stand, z by which also ye 
arc 'saved ; I maki kn&am, I say, 'in what words I preached it unto you, if ye 
hold it fast, except ye believed 'in vain. 3 For 1 delivered unto you first of 
all that which also I received, how that Christ died for our sins according la 
the Ecripturesi 4 and that be was buried; and that he hath been raised on 
the third day according to the scriptures; 5 and that he appeared to Cephas; 
then to the twelve; 6 then he appeared to above five hundred brethren at 
once, of whom the greater pari remain until now, but some are fallen asleep; 
7 then he appeared to James; then to all the apostles; S and last of all, as 
unto one born out of due time, he appeared to me also. 9 For 1 am the least of 
the apostles, that am not meet lo be called an apostle, because I persecuted 
the church of God. 10 But by the grace of God I am what I am: and his 
grace which was bestowed upon me was not found ^ vain; but I laboured more 
abundantly than they all ; yet not I, but the grace of God which was with me. 
1 1 Whether then it he I or they, so we preached, and so ye believed. 

12 Now if Chriat is preached that he bath been raised from the dead, how 
say some among you that there is no resurrection of the dead? 13 But if there 
is no resurrection of the dead, neither hath Chriat been raised : 14 and if Christ 
hath not been raised, then is our preaching ^ vain, "your faith also is 'vain. 
15 Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God; because we witnessed of God 
that he raised up ' Christ : whom he raised not up, if so be that the dead are 
not raised. 16 For if the dead are not raised, neither bath Christ been raised: 
17 and if Christ hath not been raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. 18 Then they also which are fallen asleep in Christ have perished. 
19 • If in thia life only we have hoped in Christ, we are of all men most pitiable. 

20 But now hath Chriat been raised firom the dead, the first fruits of them 
that are asleep, zl For since by man came death, by man cami also the resur- 
rection of the dead, zz For as in Adam all die, so also in ^ Christ shall all be 
made alive, zj But each in his own order : Christ the firstfruits; then they that 
are Christ's, at his " coming. Z4 Then conielh the end, when be shall deliver 
up the kingdom lo '" God, even the Father; when he shall have abolished all 
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role uid iH aathoriCT and power. 35 Foe he must leign, till he hath put all 
his enemies under his feet. 26 The last enemy that shall be abolished is death. 
27 FoT, He put all things in subjection under his feet. 'But when he saich. 
All things arc put in subjection, it is evident that he is excepted who did subject 
all things unto him. zS And when all things have been subjected unto him, 
then shall the Son also himself be subjected to him that did subject all things 
unto him, that God may be all in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which are baptized for the dead? If the dead are 
not raised at all, why then are they baptized for them? 30 why do we also 
stand in jeopardy every hour? 31 I protest by 'that glorying in you, biethcen, 
which I have in Christ Jesus oui Lord, 1 die daily. 32 If after the manner of 
men I fought with beasts at Ephesus, 'what doth it proRt me? If the dead are 
not raised, let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we die. 33 Be not deceived: 
Evil company doth corrupt good manners. 34 * Awake up righteously, and sin 
not; for some have no knowledge of God : I speak /,4i'i to move you to shame. 

35 But some one will say, How are the dead raised? and with what manner 
of body do they come? 36 Thou foolish one, that which thou thyself sowest 
is not quickened, except it die : 37 and that which Ihou sowest, thou soweM 
not the body thai shall be, but a bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of some 
other kind; 3S but God giveth it a body even as it pleased him, and to each 
leed a body of its own. 39 All flesh is not the same flesh : but there is one 
fltsk of men, and another flesh of beasts, and another flesh of birds, and another 
of fishes. 40 There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : but the 
glory of the celestial is one, and the^i<?7^of the terrestrial is another. 41 There 
is one glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and another glory of 
the stars; for one star differeth from another star in glory. 42 So also is the 
resurrection of the dead. It is sown in corruption; it is raised in incorcuptlon : 
43 it is sown in dishonour; it is raised in glory; it is sown in weakness; it is 
raised in power: 44 it is sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
If there is a natural body, there is also a spiritual body. 45 So also it is written. 
The brst man Adam became a living soul. The last Adam became a life-giving 
spirit. 46 Howbeit that is not lirst which is spiritual, but that which is natural; 
then tbatwhich is spiritual. 47 The first man is of the earth, earthy ; the second 
man is of heaven. 4S As is the earthy, such are they also that are earthy : and 
as is the heavenly, such are they also that are heavenly. 49 And as we have 
borne the image of the earthy, 'we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God; neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. 51 Behold, I tell you a 
mystery : We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 53 in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised Incorruptible, and we shall be changed, 53 For 
this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. 54 But when ° this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this 
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mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall come to pass the saying that 
is written. Death is swallowed up 'in victoty. 55 O death, where is thy victory? 

death, where is thy sting? 56 The sting of death is sin; and the power of 
sin is the law : 57 but thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory through 
oni Lord Jcsua ChrisL 58 Wherefore, my beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, 
nnmoveable, always abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know 
that your labour is not ' vain in the Lord. 

16 : 1 Now concerning the collection foe the saints, as I gave order to the 
churches of Galatia, so also do ye. 2 Upon the first day of the week let each 
one of you lay by him in store, as he may prosper, that no coUections be made 
when I come. 3 And when I arrive, " whomsoever yc shall approve by letters, 
them will I send to carry your bounty unto Jerusalem : 4 and if it be meet for 
me to go also, they shall go with me. 5 But I will come unto you, when I shall 
have passed through Macedonia; for I do pass through Macedonia; 6 but 
with you it may be that I shall abide, or even winter, that ye may set me forward 
on my journey whithersoever I go, 7 For I do not wish to see you now by the 
way; for I hope to tarry a while with you, if the Lord permit. 8 Bat I will 
tarry at Ephesus until Pentecost; 9 for a great door and effectual is opened 
unto roe, and there are many adversaries. 

10 Now if Timothy come, see that he be with you without fear; for he 
wocketh the work of the Lord, as I also do ; II let no roan therefore despise 
him. But set him forward on his journey in peace, that he may come unto me : 
for I expect him with the brethren, iz But as touching Apollos the brother, 

1 besought him rouch to coroe unto you with the brethren : and it was not at 
all *^>i will to come now; but he will come when he shall have opportunity. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be strong. 14 Let 
all that ye do be done in love. 

15 Now I beseech you, brethren (ye know the house of Stephanas, that 
it ii the firstfruits of Achaia, and that they have set themselves to minister 
onto the saints), 16 that ye also be in subjection unto such, and to every one 
that helpeth in the work and laboureth. 17 And I rejoice at the "coming of 
Stephanas and Fortunatus and Achatcus : for that which was lacking on your 
part they supplied. 18 For they refreshed roy spirit and yours: acknowledge ye 
therefore them that are such. 

19 The churches of Asia salute you. Aquila and Prisca salute you much in 
the Lord, with the church that is in their house. 20 All the brethren salute 
you. Salute one another with a holy kiss. 

21 The salutation of me Paul with mine own hand. 22 Tf any man loveth 
not the Lord, !et him be anathema. ' Maran atha, 23 The grace of the Lord 
Jeius Christ be with you. 34 My love be with you all in Girist Jesus. Ameo. 
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(6) '■The riot i>f Demetrius. 

Acts 19 : 23-41 [20 : la]. 

23 And about that time there arose no small stir concerning the 
Way. 24 For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, which 
made silver shrines of ' Diana, brought no little business unto the 
craftsmen; 25 whom he gathered together, with the workmen of like 
occupation, and said. Sirs, ye know that by this business we have our 
wealth. 26 And ye see and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout ail Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no goes, which are made with hands : 
27 and not only is there danger that this our trade come into disrepute ; 
but also that the temple of the great goddess ' Diana be made of no 
account, and that she should even be deposed from her magnificence, 
whom ail Asia and 'the world worshippeth. 28 And when they heard 
this, they were filled with wrath, and cried out, saying, Great is ' Diana 
of the Ephesians. 2q And the city was filled with the confusion : and 
they rushed with one accord into the theatre, having seized Gaius and 
Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, Paul's companions in travel. 30 And 
when PatU was minded to enter in unto the people, the disciples suffered 
him not. 31 And certain also of the 'chief officers of Asia, being his 
friends, sent unto him, and besought him not to adventure himself into 
the theatre. 32 Some therefore cried one thing, and some another; 
for the assembly was in confusion ; and the more part knew not where- 
fore they were come together. 33 *And they brought Alexander out 
of the multitude, the Jews putting him forward. And Alexander beck- 
oned with the hand, and would have made a defence unto the people. 

34 But when they perceived that he was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out. Great u 'Diana of the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk had quieted the multitude, he saith, Ye 
men of Ephesus, what man is there who knowelh not how that the city 
of the Ephesians is temple-keeper of the great ' Diana, and of the image 
which fell down from 'Jupiter ? 36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be gainsaid, ye ought to be quiet, and to do nothing rash. 
37 For ye have brought hitlur these men, which are neither robbers of 
temples nor blasphemers of our goddess. 38 If therefore Demetrius, 
and the craftsmen that are with him, have a matter against any man. 
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»rCor.iS: 30-32. WhydoweaJsostandinjeopardyeveryhour? 31 1 protest 
by that glorying in you, breihten, which I have in Chrisi Jesus our Lord, 1 die 
daily. 3a If after the manner of men I fought with beasts at Ephesus, what doth it

Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed dt the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
mercies and God of all comfort; 4 who comforteth ua in all our affliction, 
that we may be able to comfort them that are in an; afHiction, through the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are comforted of God, 5 For as the suffer- 
ings of Christ abound unto us, even so our comfort also aboundeth through 
Christ. 6 But whether we be afflicted, it is for your comfort and salvation; or 
whether we be comforted, it is for your comfort, which worketh in the patient 
enduring of the same sufferings which we also suffer : 7 and our hope for you 
is stedfast; knowing that, as ye are partakers of the sufferings, so also are ye 
of the comfort.

that he will also still deliver us; 11 ye also helping together on our behalf 
by yonr supphcation; that, for the g'f' bestowed upon us by means of many, 
thank* may be given by many persons on our behalf. 

12 For our glorying is this, the testimony of our conscience, that in holi- 
ness and sincerity of God, not in fleshly wisdom but in the grace of God, we 
l>ehaved ourselves in the world, and more abundantly to you-ward. 13 For we 
write none other things unto you, than what ye read or even acknowledge, 
and I hope ye will acknowledge unto the end : 14 as also ye did acknow- 
ledge us in part, that we are your glorying, even as ye also are our^, in the day 
of out Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence 1 was minded to come before unto you, that ye 
might have a second 'benefit ; 16 and by you to pass into Macedonia, and 
again from Macedonia to come unto you, and of you to be set forward on my 
journey unto Judsea.

14 But thanks be unto God, which always leadeth us in triumph 
in Christ, and maketh manifest through us the savour of his knowledge in 
every place. 15 For we arc a sweet savour of Christ unto God, in them that 
are being saved, and in them that are perishing; 16 to the one a savour 
from death untoideath ; to the other a savour from life unto life. And who 
il sufficient for these things ? 17 For we are not as the many, 'corrupting 
the word ctf God; but as of sincerity, but as of God, in the sight of God, 
speak we in Christ. 

3 : 1 Are we beginning again to commend ourselves 7 or need we, as do 
iome, epistles of commendation to you or from you ? 2 Ye are our epistle, 
written in our hearts, known and read of all men ; 3 being made manifest 
that ye are an epistle of Christ, ministered by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the hving God ; not in tables of stone, but in tables that 
an hearts of flesh. 4 And such confidence have we through Christ to God- 
ward : S "''' '^^^ ""^ ^^^ sufficient of ourselves, to account any thing as from 
ourselves i but our sufficiency is from God ; 6 who also made us sufficient as 
ministers of a new ' covenant ; not of the letter, but of the spirit : for the 
letter killetb, but the spirit giveth life. 7 But if the ministration of death, 
•written, onrf engraven on stones, came ' with glory, so that the children of 
Israel aould not look stedfastly upon the face of Moses for the glory of his 
foce; which ^/ory 'was passing away : 8 how shall not rather the ministration 
of the spirit be with glory? 9 'For if the ministration of condemnation is 
gloiy, much rather doth the ministration of righteousness exceed in glory. 
lo For verily that which hath been made glorious hath not been made glo- 
rious in this respect, by reason of the glory that surpasseth. 1 1 For if that 
which 'passeth away luojl'with glory, much more that which rcmaineth is 
in glory. 

12 Having therefore such a hope, we use great boldness of speech, 13 and 
arc not as Moses, 'who put a veil upon his face, that the children of Israel 
should not look stedfastly "on the end of that which 'was passing away : 
14 but their '^ minds were hardened : for until this very day at the reading ot 
Qic old * covenant the same veil " remaineth unlifted ; which ticil is done away 
in Christ. 15 But unto this day, whensoever Moses is read, a veil lieth upon 
their heart. t6 But whensoever '*it shall turn to the Lord, the veil is taken 
away. 17 Now the Lord is the Spirit: and where the Spirit of the Lord is. 
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Atrt'aVixAj. iS But we >11, witli unveiled. face ^reflecting >s a mirtoi the 
glory ot the Lord, are tmnsformed into the same image from glory to glory, 
eren as from ' the Lord the Spirit. 

4: I Therefore seeing we have this ministry, even as we obtained mercy, 
we faint not: 2 but we have renounced the hidden things cf shame, not 
walking in cra^ness, nor handling the word of God deceitfullyi but by the 
maaifeitation of the truth commendiog ourselves to every man's conscience in 
the sight of God. 3 But and if our gospel is veiled, it is veiled in them that 
are peri»hing: 4 in whom the god of this 'world hath blinded ihe*mindso[ 
the unbelieving, ' that the ° light of the gospel of the glory of Christ, who ia 
the image of God, should not dawn vpon tktm. 5 For we preach not our- 
selves, but Christ Jesus as Lord, and ourselves as your 'servants ' for JeSus' 
sake. 6 Seeing it is God, that said, Light shall shine out of darkness, who 
shined in our hearts, to give the " light of the knowledge of the glory of God 
in the face of Jesus Christ. 

7 But we have this treasure io earthen vessels, that the exceeding greatness 
of the power may be of God, and not from ourselves ; 8 ■aic arc pressed on 
every side, yet not straitened; perplexed, yet not unto despair; 9 pursued, 
yet not 'forsaken; smitten down, yet not destroyed; 10 always bearing 
about in the body the '"dying of Jesus, that the life also of Jesus may be 
manifested in our body. 1 1 For we which live arc alway delivered unto death 
for Jesus' sake, that the life also of Jesus maybe manifested in our mortal flesh. 
II So then death worketh in os, hut life in you. 13 But having the same spirit 
of faith, according to that which is written, I believed, and therefore did I 
speak; we also believe, and therefore also we speak; 14 knowing that he 
which raised up " the Lord Jesus shall raise up us also with Jesus, and shall pre- 
sent us with you. 15 For all things are for your sakes, that the grace, being 
multiplied through '''the many, may cause the thanksgiving to abound unto 
the glory of God. 

16 Wherefore we faint not; but though our outward man is decaying, yet 
our inward man is renewed day by day. 17 For our light affliction, which it 
for the moment, worketh for us more and more exceedingly an etenial weight 
of glory; 18 while we look not at the things which are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen : for the things which are seen are temporal; but the things 
which are not seen are eternal, 

S ! I For we know that if the earthly house of our "tabernacle be dis- 
solved, we have a building from God, a house not made with hands, eternal, in 
the heavens. 2 For verily in this we groan, longing to be clothed upon with 
our habitation which is from heaven : 3 if so he that being clothed we shall 
not he found naked. 4 For indeed we that are in this '° tabernacle do groan, 
" being burdened; not for that we would be unclothed, but that we would be 
clothed upon, that what is mortal may be swallowed up of life. 5 Now he 
that wrought us for this very thing is God, who gave unto us the earnest of 



1 Of, brkoldingat it a mirmr ' Or, tkt Spirit which ii Ikr Lirrd 'Qr.agt 
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the Spirit. 6 Being therefore always of good courage, and knowing that, 
whilst wc are at home in the body, we are absent from the Lord 7 (for we 
walk by faith, not by ' sight) ; 8 we are of good courage, I say, and are will- 
ing rather to he absent from tbe body, and to be at home with tbe Lord. 
9 Whetefore also wc ^make it our aim, whether at home or absent, to be 
well-pleasing unto him. 10 For we must all be made manifest before the 
judgement-seat of Christ ; that each one may receive Che things dene ' in the 
body, according to what he hath done, whether it be good or bad. 

It Knowing therefore the fear of tbe Lord, we persuade men, but we are 
made manifest unto God; and I hope that we are made manifest also in your 
It again commending ourselves unto you, but speak 
n of glorying on our behalf, that ye may have wherewith 
to answer them that glory in appearance, and not in heart. 13 For whether 
we *are beside ourselves, it Is unto God; or whether we are of sober mind, 
it is unto you. 14 For the love of Chriat constralneth us; because we thus 
judge, that one died for all, therefore all died; 15 and he died for all, that they 
which live should no longer live unto themselves, but unto him who for their 
sokes died and rose again. 16 Wherefore we henceforth know no man after 
the flesh : even though we have known Christ after the flesh, yet now we 
know hint so no more. 17 Wherefore if any man is in Christ, '•he ir a new 
creature; the old things are passed away; behold, they are, become new. 
18 But all things are of God, who reconciled us to himself through Christ, and 
gaveuntoua the ministry of reconclUation; 19 to wit, that God w^ in Christ 
reconciling the world unto himself, not reckoning unto them their trespasses, 
and having ' committed unto us the word of reconciliation. 

20 We are ambassadors therefore on behalf of Christ, as though God were 
intieating by us: we beseech jiuh on behalf of Christ, be ye reconciled to God. 
31 Him who knew no sin he made to be sin on our behalf; that we might be- 
come the righteousness of God in him. 6 : I And working together ■wiik him 
we intreat also that ye receive not the grace of God in vain 2 (for he saith. 

At an acceptable time I hearkened unto thee. 

And in a day of salvation did I succour thee : 
behold, now is the acceptable time; behold, now is the day of salvation): 
3 giving no occasion of stumbling in any thing, that our ministration be not 
blamed; 4 but in every thing commending ourselves, as ministers of God, in 
much patience, in afHictions, in necessities, in distresses, 5 in stripes, in im- 
prisonments, in tumults, in labours, in watchings, in fastings; 6 in pure- 
ness, in knowledge, in tongsuffecing, in kindness, in the ' Holy Ghost, in love 
unfeigned, 7 In the word of truth, in the power of God; ' by the armour of 
righteousness on the right hand and on the left, 8 by glory and dishonour, 
by evil report and good report; as deceivers, and yet true; 9 as unknown, 
■nd yet well known; as dying, and behold, we live; as chastened, and not 
killed; 10 as sorrowful, yet always rejoicing; as poor, yet making many rich; 
u having nothing, and yet possessing all things. 



II Our mouth is open unto you, O Corinthians, our heart is enlarged. 
IJ Ye ate not straitened in us, but ye ate straitened in yout own affections. 
xj Now fut Tecmnpense in like kind (I speak as unto my children), be ye also 
enlarged. 

14 Be not unequally yoked with unbelievers: for what fellowship have 
righteousness and iniquity? or what communion hath light with darkness? 
15 And what concord hath Christ with 'Belial? or what portion hath a believer 
with an unbeliever? 16 And what agreement halt a ^temple of God with 
idols? for we are a 'temple of the living God; even as God said, I will dwell 
in them, and walk in them; and I vrill be their God, and they shall be my 
people. 17 Wherefore 

Come ye out from among them, and be ye separate, 
with the Lord, 

And touch no unclean thing; 
And I will receive you, 

18 And will be to you a Father, 

And ye shall be to me sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty. 7: t Having therefore these promises, beloved, let 
□s cleanse ourselves from all defilement of Hesb and spirit, perfecting holiness 
in the feat of God. 

a 'Open your hearts to us: we wronged no man, we corrupted no man, 
we took advantage of no man. 3 I say it not to condemn ^du : (or I have said 
before, that ye are in out hearts to die together and live together. 4 Great is 
my boldness of speech toward you, great is my glorying on yout behalf ; I am 
filled vrith comfort, I overflow with joy in all our affliction. 

5 For even when we were come into Macedonia, out Sesh had no relief, 
but we wtre afflicted on every side; without ivere fightings, vrithin wen fears. 
6 Nevertheless he that comforteth the lowly, even God, comforted us by the 
• coming of Titus; 7 and not by his * coming only, but also by the comfotl 
wherewith he was comforted in you, while he told us your longing, your mourn- 
ing, yout zeal for me; so that I rejoiced yet more. 8 For though I made yon 
sorry with my epistle, I do not regret it, though I did regret ; ' for I See that 
that epistle made you sorry, though but fot a season. 9 Now I tejoice, not that 
yc wete made sorry, but that ye were made sorry unto repentance : for ye were 
made sorry after a godly sort. Chat ye might suffer loss by us in nothing, to For 
godly sorrow wotketh repentance ° unto salvation, a repentance which bringeth 
no regret: but the sorrow of the world worketh death. II For behold, this 
selfsame thing, that ye were made sorry after a godly sott, what earnest cate it 
wrought in you, yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, what indignation, yea, 
what fear, yea, what longing, yea, what zeal, yea, what avenging] In every 
thing ye approved yourselves to be pure in the matter. 12 So although J 
wrote unto you, / wroli not fot his cause that did the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered the wrong, but that your earnest care for us might be made mani- 
fest unto you in the sight of God. 13 Therefore we have been comforted : and 
in out comfort we joyed the more exceedingly for the joy of Titus, because bis 
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spirit hatli been refreshed by you all. [4 For if in any thing I have gloried 
to him on your behalf, I was not put to shame ; but as we spake all things lo 
yaa in truth, so due glorying also, which I made before Titus, was found to be 
truth. 15 And bis inward affection is more abundantly toward you, whilst he 
remembereth the obedience of you all, how with fear and trembling ye received 
him. 16 I rejoice that in everything I am of good courage concerning 

8 ; I Moreover, brethren, we make known to you the grace of God which 
bath been given in the churches of Macedonia; 2 how that in much proof of 
affliction the abundance of their joy and their deep poverty abounded unto the 
riches of their ' liberality. 3 For according to their power, I bear witness, yea 
and beyond their power, thty gavf of their own accord, 4 beseeching us with 
much intreaty in regard of this grace and the fellowship in the ministering to 
the saints; 5 and thii, not as we had hoped, but first they gave their own 
selves to the Lord, and to us by the will of God. 6 Insomuch that we exhorted 
Titus, that as he had made a beginning before, so he would also complete in 
you this grace also. 7 But as ye abound in every thing, i» faith, and utterance, 
and knowledge, and in all earnestness, and in ^yonr love to us, see that ye 
abound in this grace also. 8 I speak not by way of commandment, but as 
proving through the earnestness of others the sincerity also of your love. 
9 For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that ye through his poverty might become 
rich. 10 And herein I give my judgement ; for this is expedient for you, who 
were the first to make a beginning a year ago, not ordy to do, but also to will. 
II But now complete the doing also; that as Ihcre was the readiness to will, so 
there may lie the completion also out of your ability. 12 For if the readiness 
is there, il is acceptable according as a nan hath, not according as Ae hath 
BOL 13 For / say not lAis, that others may be eased, and ye distressed: 
14 but by equality; your abundance iti»g a supply at this present time for 
their want, that their abundance also may become a supply for your want; 
that there maybe equality: 15 as it is written. He that ^fiiifrifi^ much had 
nothing over; and he that ^Ain-fi:^ little had no lack. 

ifi But thanks be to God, which putteth the same earnest care for you into 
the heart of Titus. 17 For indeed he accepted our exhortation; but being him- 
self very earnest, he went forth unto you of his own accord. iS And we have 
sent together with him the brother whose praise in the gospel 11 j/r<rai/ through 
all the churches; 19 and not onlyso, but who was also appointed by the churches 
to travel with us in the mailer of this grace, which is ministered by us to the 
glory of the Lord, and to shew our readiness : 20 avoiding this, that any man 
should blame us in the matter o/thisbonnty which is ministered by us: 21 for 
we take thought for things honourable, not only in the sight of the Lord, but 
also in the sight of men. 22 And we have sent with them our brother, whom 
we have many times proved earnest in many things, but now much more earnest, 
by reason of the great confidence which he hath in you, 23 Whether any 
inquire about Titus, Ae is my partner and niy fellow-worker to you-ward; or 
onr brethren, tAsy are the * messengers of the churches, Ikey are the glory of 



Christ. 24 ' Shew ye tberefoce unto tbeoi in the face of tbe cburcbei the proof 
of your love, nod of our glotying on your behalf. 

9 : t For as touching the mini&leriiig lo the saints, it is superfluous for me 
to write to you : 2 for I know your readitiess, of wbich I glory on your be- 
half to tbem of Macedonia, that Acbaia hath been prepared foi a yeai past; 
and 'youT zeal hath stitred up 'very many of them. 3 But 1 have sent the 
bietbien, that out glorying on your behalf may not be made void in this re- 
spect; that, even a3 I said, ye may be prepared : 4 lest by any means, if 
there come wilb me any of Macedonia, and dad you unprepared, we (that we 
say not, ye) should be put to shame in this conlideDce. 5 1 thought it neces- 
sary therefore to intreat the brethren, that they would go before unto you, and 
make up beforehand your aforepromised * bounty, that the same might be 
ready, as a matter of bounty, and not of '* extortion. 

6 But this /say. He that soweth sparingly shall reap also sparingly; and 
he that soweth "bountifully shall reap also ° bountifully. 7 Lei each man lio 
according as be hath purposed in his heart; not 'grudgingly, or of necessity: 
for God loveth a cheerful giver. 8 And God is able to make all grace abound 
unto you; that ye, having always all sufficiency in everything, may abound 
unto every good work ; 9 as it is written. 

Me hath scattered abroad, he hath given to the poor; 
His righteousness abidetb for ever. 
10 And he that supplieth seed to the sower and bread for food, shall Supply 
and multiply your seed for sowing, and increase the fruits of your righteous- 
ness : II ye being enriched in everything unto all ^hbcrality, which worketh 
through us thanksgiving to God. IJ For the ministration of thb service not 
only lilleth up the measure of the wants of the saints, but aboundeth also 
through many thanksgivings unto God; 13 seeing that through the proving 
of you by this ministration they glorify God for the obedience of your confes- 
sion unto the gospel of Christ, and for the ' liberality of your contribution 
unto tbem and unto all; 14 while they themselves also, with supplication on 
your behalf, long after you by reason of the exceeding grace of God in you. 
15 Thanks be to God for his unspeakable gift. 

10: I Now 1 Paul myself intreat you by the meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, I who in your presence am lowly among you, but being absent am of 
good courage towai;d you: 2 yea, I beseech you, that I may not when pres- 
ent shew courage with the confidence wherewith I count to be bold against 
some, which count of us as if we walked according to the flesh. 3 For though 
we walk in the flesh, we do not war according to the fiesh 4 (for the weapons 
of our warfare are not of the flesh, but mighty before God to the casting down 
of strong holds) ; 5 casting down ' imaginations, and every high thing that is 
enalted against the knowledge of God, and bringing every thought into cap- 
tivity to the obedience of Christ; 6 and being in readiness to avenge all diso- 
bedience, when your obedience shall be fulfilled. 7 ^''Ye look at the things 
that are before your face. If any man trusteth in himself that he is Christ's, 
let him consider this again with himself, that, even as he is Christ's, so also 
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are we. 8 For though I should glory somewhat abunijantly concerning aax 
authority (which the Lord gave for building you up, and not for casting you 
do'ivn), I shall not be put to shame '. g that I may not seem as if I would ter- 
rify you by my letters. 10 For, His letters, they say, are weighty and strong ; 
bat his bodily presence is weak, and his speech of no account, u Let such a 
one leckoD this, that, what we are in word by letters when we are absent, 
■ach are wt also in deed when we are present, iz For we are not bold 'to 
Dumber or compare ourselves with certain of them that commend themselves; 
but they themselves, meiauring themselves by themselves, and comparing 
themselves with themselves, are without understanding. 13 But we will not 
glory beyond aur measure, but according to the measure of the 'province 
which God apportioned to us as a measure, to reach even unto you. 14 For 
we stretch not ourselves overmuch, as though we reached not unto you : for 
we ' came even as far as unto you in the gospel of Christ : 1 5 not glorying 
beyond our measure, /An/ is, in other men's labours; but having hope that, as 
your feitfa groweUi, we shall be magnified in you according to our ' province 
unto farther abundance, 16 so as to preach the gospel even unto Uie parti 
beyond you, am/ not to glory in another's 'province in regard of things ready 
to our hand. 17 But he that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. iS For not 
he that commendeth himself is approved, but whom the Lord commendeth, 

11 : 1 Would that ye could bear with me in a little foolishness : ' nay in- 
deed bear with me. 2 For I am jealous over you with * a godly jealousy ! for 
I espoused you to one husband, that I might present you ai a pure virgin to 
Christ. 3 But 1 fear, lest by any means, as the serpent beguiled Eve in his 
crBitiness, your ° minds should be corrupted from the simplicity and the purity 
that is toward Christ. 4 Fot if he that cometb preachetfa another Jesus, wham 
we did not preach, or if ye receive a different spirit, which ye did not receive, 
or a different gospel, which ye did not accept, ye do well to bear with iim. 
5 For I reckon that I am not a whit behind ' the very chiefest apostles. 6 But 
though / tt rude in speech, yet am I not in knowledge; nay, in every thing 
we have made it manifest among ali men to you-ward. 7 Or did I com- 
mit a sin in abasing myself that ye might be exalted, because I preached to 
you the gospel of God for noi^ght? S ! robbed other churches, taking wages 
cf them that I might minister unto you; 9 and when I was present with you 
and was in want, I was not a burden on any man; for the brethren, when they 
came from Macedonia, supplied the measure of my want; and in every thing 
1 kept myself from being burdensome unto you, and so vrill 1 keep myself. 
10 As the truth of Christ is in me, no man shall stop me of this glorying in the 
regions of Achaia. II Wherefore? because I love you not? God knoweth. 
■3 But what 1 do, that I wilt do. that I may cut aS ' occasion from them which 
deure an occasion; that wherein they glory, they may be found even as we. 
13 For such men are false apostles, deceitful workers, fashioning themselves 
into apostles of ChrisL 14 And no marvel ; for even Satan fashioneth him- 
self into an angel of light. 15 It is no great thing therefore if his miaisten 
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also fasbioQ themselves as miniatets of righteousness ; whose end shall be 
according to fheic works. 

i6 I say again, Let no maji think me foolish-, but if jv da, yet as foolish 
receive me, that 1 also may glory a little. 17 That which 1 speak, I speak 
□ot after thcLoid, but as in foulishneaa, in this confidence of glorying. iS See- 
ing that many gloiy after the flesh, I will glory also. 19 For ye bear with the 
foolish gladly, being wise j'durjf Aim. zo For ye bear with a man, if he bringeth 
you into bondage, if he devoureth you, if he taketh you captive, if he exaltcth 
himself, if he smiteth you on the face. 21 I apeak by way of disparagement, 
as though we had been weak. Vet whereinsoever any is bold (I speak in fool- 
ishness), I am bold also. 22 Arc tliey Hebrews? so am I. Are they Israelites ? 
«o am I. Are they the seed of Abraham? so am I. 23 Are they ministers of 
Christ? (I speak as one beside himself) I more; in labours more abundantly, 
in prisons more abundantly, in Stripes above measure, in deaths oft. 24 Of 
the Jews five times received I forty stripes save one. 25 Thrice was I beaten 
with tods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and a day 
have I been in the deep; z6 in joumeyings often, in perils of rivers, in perils 
of robbers, in perils from my ' countrymen, in perils from the Gentiles, i« 
perils in the city, in perils in the wilderneaa, in perils in the sea, in perils 
among false brethren; 27 in labour and travail, in watchings often, in hunger 
and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and nakedness. 28 ' Beside those things 
that are vithout, there is that which presseth upon me daily, anxiety for all the 
churches. 29 Who is weak, and I am not weak? who is made to stumble, and 
1 burn oot? 30 If I must needs glory, 1 will glory of the things that concern 
my weakness. 31 The God and Father of the Lord Jeaus, he who is blessed 
'for evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 32 In Damascus the governor under 
Aretas the king guarded the city of the Damascenes, in order to take me: 
33 and through a window was I let down in a basket by the wall, and escaped 
his hands. 

12 ; I 'I must needs glory, though it is not expedient; but I will come to 
visions and revelations of the Lord. 2 I know a man in Christ, fourteen years 
ago (whether in the body, I know not; or whether out of the body, I know not; 
God knoweth), such a one caught up even to the third heaven. 3 And I know 
such a man (whether in the body, or apart from the body, I know not ; God 
knoweth), 4 how that he was caught up into Paradise, and heard unspeaka- 
ble words, which it is not lawful for a man to utter. 5 On behalf of such a one 
will I glory : but on mine own behalf I will not glory, save in my weaknesses. 
6 For if I should desire to glory, I shall not be foolish; for I shall speak the 
truth : but I forbear, lest any man should account of me above that which he 
seelh me to be, or heareth from me, 7 And by reason of the exceeding great- 
ness of the revelations — wherefore, that I should not be exalted overmuch, 
IS given to me a '• thorn tn the tieah, a messenger of Satan to buffet me, 
that I should not be exalted overmuch. 8 Concerning this thing I besought 
the Lord thrice, that it might depart from me. g And he hath said unto me, 



My gnce is sufficient for thee : for my power is made perfect id weakness. 
Most gladly tbecefore will 1 tathei glory in my weaknesses, that the strength 
of Christ may ' rest upon me. lo Wherefore I take pleasure in weaknesses, 
in injmiei, in oecesaities, in persecutions, in distresses, for Christ's sake : for 
when I am weak, then am I strong. 

1 1 I am become foolish : ye compelled me; for I ought to have been com- 
mended of you: for in nothing was I behind 'the very chiefest apostles, though 
1 am nothing. 12 Truly the signs of an apostle were wrought among you in 
all palieoce, by signs and wonders and ^mighty works. 13 For what is there 
wherein ye were made inferior to the rest of the churches, except il bt that I 
myielf was not a burden to you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, this ia the third time I am ready to come to you; and I will not 
be a burden to you : for I seek not yours, but you ; for the children ought not 
to lay up for the parents, but the parents for the children. 15 And I will most 
gladly spend and be * spent for your souls. If I love you more abundantly, 
am 1 loved the less? 16 But be it so, I did not myself burden you; but, being 
crafty, I caught you with guile. 1 7 Did I take advantage of you by any one of 
them whom 1 have sent unto you? iS I exhorted Titus, and I sent the brother 
■with him. Did Titus take any advantage of you? walked we not by the same 
Spirit? «ia/iif(/ Ki/ not in the same steps ? 

19 'Ye think all this time that we are excusing ourselves unto you. Jnthe 
sight of God speak we in Christ. But all things, beloved, are for your edify- 
ing. 20 For I fear, lest by any means, when I come, I should tiiid you not 
luch as I would, and should myself be found of you such as ye would not; lest 
by any means Ihirc should he strife, jealousy, wraths, factions, backbilings, 
whisperings, swellings, 'tumults; 21 lest, when I come again, my God should 
humble me before you, and I should mourn for many of them that have siimed 
heretofore, and repented not of the uncleanness and fomicatioD and lascivious- 
nesi which they committed. 

13 ; I This is the third time I am coming to you. At the mouth of two 
witnesses or three shall every word be established. 2 I have said ' beforehand, 
and I do say ' beforehand, ' as when I was present the second time, so now, 
being absent, lo them that have sinned heretofore, and to all the rest, that, if 
I come again, I will not spare; 3 seeing that ye seek a proof of Christ that 
ipeaketh in me; who to you-ward is not weak, but is powerful in you: 4 for 
he was crucified through weakness, yet he liveth through the power of God. 
For we also are weak * in him, but we shall live with him through the power 
of God toward you, 5 Try your own selves, whether ye be in the faith; prove 
your own selves. Or know ye not as to your own selves, that Jesus Christ is in 
you? unless indeed ye be reprobate. 6 But I hope that ye shall know that we 
are not reprobate. 7 Now we pray to God that ye do no evil; not that we 
may appear approved, but that ye may do that which is honourable, ^ though 
wc be as reprobate. 8 For we can do nothing against the truth, but for the 
troth. 9 For we rejoice, when we are weak, and ye are strong : this we also 
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pnty for, even youi peifecting. lo For this cause I write these thiset while 
abicDt, that T may not when present deal sharply, according to the authority 
which the Lord gave me for building up, and not foe casting down. 

It Finally, brethren, 'farewell. Be perfected; be comforted; be of the 
Mme mini); live id peace : and the God of love and peace shall be with you. 
12 Salute one another with a holy kiss. 

13 AU the lainls salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jeaui Christ, and the love of God, aud the com- 
munion of the Hot; Ghost, be with you all.

•nr Father and the Lord Jesus Christ 

8 First, I thank my God through Jesus Christ for 70U all, ' that your faith 
is proclaimed throughout the whole world. 9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve in my spirit in the gospel of his Son, how unceasingly I make mention 
of you, always in my prayers 10 making reijuest, if by any means now at 
length 1 may be prospered * by the will of God to come unto you. 1 1 For I 
long to sec you, that I may impart unto yon some spiritual gift, to the end ye 
maybe established; 12 that is, that I with you may be comforted in you, each 
of us by the other's faith, both yours and mine. 13 And I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that oftEulimea I purposed to come unto you (and was 
hindered hitherto), that I might have some fruit in you also, even as in the 
rest of the Gentiles. 14 I am debtor both to Greeks and to Barbarians, both 
lo the wise and to the foolish. 15 So, as much as in me is, I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you also that are in Rome. 16 For I am not ashamed of 
the gospel : for it is the power of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the Greek. 17 For therein is revealed 
a righteousness of God * by faith unto faith : as it is written, But the righteous 
shall live ■ by faith. 

iS For 'the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 'hold down the truth in unrighteousness; 
19 because that which may be known of God is manifest in them; foe God man- 
ifested it unto them. 30 For the invisible things of him since the creation of 
the world are clearly seen, being perceived through the things that are made, 
tven his everlasting power and divinity; ' that they may be without excuse : 
21 because that, knowing God, they glorified him not as God, neither gave 
thanks; but became vain in their reasonings, and their senseless heart was 
darkened. 22 Professing themselves to be wise, they became fools, 23 and 
changed the glory of the incorruptible God for the likeness of an image of 
corruptible man, and of birds, and fourfooted beasts, and creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God gave them up in the lusts of their hearts unto unclean- 
ness, that their bodies should be dishonoured among themselves 1 25 for that 
they exchanged the truth of God for a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature rather than the Creator, who b blessed ° for ever. Amen. 

36 For this cause God gave them np unto " vile passions : for their women 
changed the natural use into that which is against nature : 27 and likewise 
also the men, leaving the natural use of the woman, burned in their lust one 
toward another, men with men working unseemliness, and receiving in them- 
selves that recompense of their error which was due. 

28 And even as they '" refused to have God in Ihtir knowledge, God gave 
them up unto a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not fitting; 
29 being filled with all unrighteousness, wickedness, covetousness, malicious- 
ness ; full of envy, murder, strife, deceit, malignity; 30 whisperers, back- 
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bilen, ' hateful lo God, iasoleot, hiugtity, boastful, mventon of evil things, 
disobedient lo parents, 31 wilhoul undeislnndioe, covenant -bceikera, with- 
out uatucal affection, unmerciful : 33 who, knowing the ordinance of God, 
that they which practise such things arc worthy of death, not only do the 
same, but also consent with them that practise them. 

2 : I Wherefore thou art without excuse, O man, whosoever thou art that 
judgesC : for wherein thou judgest "another, thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judgest dost practise the same things. 2 * And we know that the 
judgement of God is according to truth against them that practise such things. 

3 And leckonest thou this, O man, who judgest them that practise such 
things, and doest the same, that thou Shalt escape the judgement of God ? 

4 Or deipisest thou the riches of his goodness and forbearance and long- 
suffering, not knowing that the goodness of God leadeth thee to repentance ? 

5 but after thy hardoeas and impeoitent heart treasurest up for thyself wrath 
in the day of wrath and revelation of the righteous Judgement of God; 6 who 
will render to every man according to his works : 7 to them that by patience in 
well-doing seek for glory and honour and incorruption, eternal life : 8 but unto 
them that are factious, and obey not the truth, but obey unrighteousness, j^iVfe 
wrath and indignation, 9 tribulation and anguish, upon every soul of man that 
worketb evil, of the Jew first, and also of the Greek; 10 but glory and hooonr 
and peace to every man that worketb good, to the Jew Grst, and also to the 
Greek : II for there is no respect of persons with God. 12 For as many as 
have sinned without law shall also perish without law: and as many as have 
sinned under law shall be judged by law; 13 for not the hearers of a law are 
* just before God, but the doers of a law shall be 'justified : 14 for when Gen- 
tiles which have no taw do by nature the things of the law, these, having no law, 
are a law unto themselves; 15 in that they shew the work of the law written in 
their hearts, their conscience bearing witness therewith, and their ' thoughts 
one with another accusing or else excusing /Atm; 16 in the day when God 
'shall judge the secrets of men, according to my gospel, by Jesus Christ. 

17 But if thou bearest the name of a Jew, and restest upon 'the law, and 
glorieat in God, 18 and knowest ° his will, and '"approvest the things that 
are excellent, being instructed out of the law, 19 and art confident that thou 
thyself art a guide of the blind, a light of them that are in darkness, ao^ta 
corrector of the foolish, a teacher of babea, having in the law the form of 
knowledge and of the truth; zl thou therefore that teachest another, teach- 
cst thou not thyself ? thou that preachest a man should not steal, dost thou 
steal ? 22 thou that sayest a man should not commit adultery, dost thou com- 
mit adultery? tbon that abhorrcst idols, dost thou ^ rob temples ? 23 tfaou 
who gloriesl in 'the law, through thy transgreaaion of the law dishononreat 
thou God ? 24 For the name of God is blasphemed among the Gentiles 
because of you, even as it is written. 25 For circumcision indeed proGteth, if 
thou be a doer of the law : but il thou he a transgrcasoc of the law, thy cir- 
n is become uncircmncision. 26 If therefore the u ' 
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kup the ordinances of tbe Uw, shall not his uncircuiocision be reckoned for 
ciTcumcision ? z; and shall not the unciccumcision which is by nature. If it 
fulfil the law, judge thee, who with the letter And circumcision art a trans- 
gicMOr of the law ? 28 For he is not a Jew, which 13 one outwardly; neither 
is that ciTcumcision, which is outward in the Hesh : 29 but he is a Jew, which 
ii one inwardly; and circumcision is that of the heart. In the spirit, not in the 
letter; whose praise is not of men, but of God. 

3 : 1 What advantage then hath the Jew ? or what is the profit of drcum- 
cision ? 2 Much every way : first of all, that they were intrusted with the 
oracles of God. 3 For what if some were without faith ? shall their want of 
faith make of none effect the faithfulness of God ? 4 ' God forbid: yca, 
let God be found true, but ever^ man a liar ; as it is written, 
That thou mightesl be justified in thy words, 
And mightest prevail when thou comest into jui!gement, 
5 But if our unrighicousQCSS comincndcth the righteousness of God, what 
shall we say 7 Is God unnghteous who visiteth with wrath ? (I speak after 
the manner of men.) 6 God forbid: for then how shall God judge the 
world ? 7 ^ But if the truth of God through my lie abounded unto bis glory, 
why am I also still judged as a sinner 7 8 and why not (as we be slander- 
ously reported, and as some affirm that we say). Let ua do evil, that good may 
come 7 whose condemnation is Just. 

9 What then? = are we in worse case than they? No, in no wise : for we 
before laid to the charge both of Jews and Greeks, that they are all under 
sin; 10 as it is written, 

There is none righteous, no, not one; 

11 There is none that undcrstandeth. 
There is none that seeketh after God; 

12 They have all turned aside, they are together become unprofitable; 
There is none that doeth good, no, not so much as one: 

13 Their throat is an open seputchie; 
With their tongues they have used deceit; 
The poison of asps is under their lips : 

I 14 Whose mouth is full of cursing and bitterness 1 

15 Their feet are swift to shed blood; 

16 Destruction and misery are in their ways; 

17 And the way of peace have they not known: 

1 8 There is no fear of God before their eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things soever the law saith, it speaketh to them 
that are under the law ; that every mouth may be stopped, and all tbe world 
may be brought under tbe judgement of God : 20 because * by ' tbe works of 
the law shall no flesh be ° justified in his sight : for ^ through the law camelh 
the knowledge of sin. 21 But now apart from the law a righteouanes) of God 
hath been manifested, being witnessed by the law and the prophets; 22 even 
the righteousness of God through faith ^ in Jesus Christ unto all " them that 
believe; for there is no distinction; 23 for all have sinned, and fall short of 
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the 6'°^' of God; 24 being jiutified freely by his gt^cc through the redemp- 
tion that ii in Chriit Jesus ; 25 whom God ' set forth ^la be a propitiation, 
throuEh ' faith, by hia blood, to shew his righteousness, because of the passing 
over of the sins done aforetime, in the forbearance of God; 26 for the shew- 
ing, I lay, of bis rigbteousness at this present season : that be might himself 
be *jii»t, and the *justifier of him that ^bath faith "in Jesus. 27 Where 
then is the glorying ? It is excluded. By what manner of law? of works? 
Nay : but by a law of faith. 28 ' We reckon therefore that a man is justified 
by faith apart from ' the works of the law. 29 Or is God ihe God |af Jews 
only? ii he not Iht God of Gentiles also? Yea, of Gentiles also : 30 if so be 
that God is one, and he shall justify the circumcision *by faith, and the uncii- 
cumcision '" through faith. 31 Do we then make " the law of none eSect 
" through faith ? God forbid : nay, we establish " the law. 

4 : I What then shall we say '° that Abraham, our forefather according to 
the flesh, hath found? 3 For if Abraham was justified "by works, he hath 
whereof to glory ; but not toward God. 3 For what saith the scripture? And 
Abraham believed God, and it was reckoned onto him for righteouineai. 
4 Now to bim that worketh, the reward is not reckoned as of grace, but M of 
debt 5 But to him that worketh not, hut believeth on him that jostifieth the 
tingodly, his failb is reckoned for righteousness. 6 Even as David also pro- 
nounceth blessing upon the man, unto whom God reckaaeth righteousness 
apart from works, 7 saying. 

Blessed are they whose iniquities are forgiven. 
And whose sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not reckon sin. 
9 Is this blessing then pronounced upon the circumcision, or upon the nncir- 
n also ? for we say, To Abraham his faith was reckoned for righteoos- 
iw then was it reckoned? when he was in circumci»on, or in 
in? Not in circumcision, but in uncircumciaiou : 11 and he re- 
ceived the sign of circumcision, a seal of the righteousness of the faith which 
he had while he was in uncircumcision : that he might be the father of alt 
them that believe, though they be in uncircumcision, that righteousness might 
be reckoned unto them; 12 and the father of circumcision to them who not 
only are of the circumcision, but who also walk in the Steps of that faith of 
onr father Abraham which he had in uncircumcision. 13 For not "through 
the Jaw was the promise to Abraham or to his Seed, that he should be heir of 
the world, but through the righteousness of faith. 14 For if they which are 
of the law be heirs, faith is made void, and the promise is made of none effect: 
ij for the law worketh wrath; but where there is no law, neither is there 
transgression. 16 For this cause ii is of faith, that iV may it according to 
grace> to the end that the promise may be sure to all the seed; not to thtf 
only which is of the law, but to that also which is of the faith of Abraham, 
who is the father of us all 17 (as it is written, A father of many nations have 
I made thee) before him whom be believed, even God, who quickeneth the

dead, and caJleth the things that ate not, as though they were. i8 Who in 
hope believed against hope, to the end that he might become a father of 
muiy nations, according to that which had been spoken. So shall thy seed be. 
19 And without being weakened in faith he considered hii own body ' now as 
good as dead (he being about a hundred years old), and the desdneu of 
Sacsh's womb: 20 yea, looking unto the promise of God, he wavered not 
through unbelief, but waxed strong through faith, giving glory to God, 31 and 
being fully assured that, what be had promised, he was able also to perform. 
32 Wherefore also it was reckoned unto him for righteousness, 23 Now it 
was not written for bis sake alone, that it was reckoned unto him ; 24 but for 
our sake also, unto whom it shall be reckoned, who believe on him that raised 
Jesus our Lord from the dead, 25 who was delivered up for our trcspassei, 
and was raised for our justification. 

5 : 1 Being therefore justified ' by faith, * let us have peace with God through 
oui Lord Jesus Christ; 2 through whom also we have had our access * by 
failh into this gisce wherein we stand; and 'let us "rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God. 3 And not only so, but ' let us also ' rejoice in our tribulations : 
knowing that tribulation worketb patience; 4 and patience, probation; and 
probation, hope: 5 and hope putteth not to shame; because the love of God 
bath been shed abroad in our hearts through the ^ Holy Ghost which was given 
onto us. 6 For while we were yet weak, in due season Christ died for the un- 
godly. 7 For scarcely for a righteous man will one die : for peradventurc for 
'the good man some one would even dare to die. 8 But God commendeth 
his own love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 
9 Much more then, being now justified ^'^by his blood, shall we be saved from 
the wrath of God through him. 10 For if, while we were enemies, we were 
reconciled to God through the death of his Son, much more, being reconciled, 
shall we be saved '"by his life; 11 and not only so, "but we also rejoice in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom we have now received the 
reconciliation. 

13 Therefore, as through one roan sin entered into the world, and death 
through sin; and so death passed unto all men, for that all sinned 1 13 — for 
nntil the law sin was in the world : but sin is not imputed when there is no 
law, 14 Nevertheless death reigned from Adam until Moses, even over them 
that had not sinned after the likeness of Adam's transgression, who is a figure 
of him that was to come. 15 But not as the trespass, so also (V the free gift. 
For if by the trespass of the one the many died, much more did the grace of 
God, and the gift by the grace of the one man, Jesus Christ, abound unto the 
many. 16 And not as through one that sinned, 10 is the gift ; for the judge- 
men! camt of one unto condemnation, but the free gift camr of many tres- 
P»s»es unto 1* justification. 17 For if, by the trespass of the one, death reigned 
through the one; much mare shall they that receive the abundance of grace 
and "of the gift of righteousness reign in life through the one, even Jesus 
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Quilt. I S So Ifaeo u through □□£ tieapass the judgimitit cami unto all men 
to condemn ition ; even so through one act of righteousness the frte gift camt 
unto «lt mcD to justification of life. 19 For as through the one man's dis- 
obedience the man; veie made sinners, even so through the ohedience of the 
one shall the miny be made righteous. 20 And ' the law came in beside, that 
the trespass might abound; but where sin abounded, grace did abound more 
exceedingly: 21 that, as sin reigned in death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

6 : 1 What shaU we say then? Shall we continue in sin, that grace may 
abound? 3 God forbid. We who died to sin, how shall we any longer live 
therein? 3 Or are ye ignorant that all we who were baptized into Christ Jeius 
were baptized into his death? 4 We were buried therefore with him through 
baptism into death : that like as Christ was raised from the dead through the 
glory of the Father, so we also might walk in newness of life. 5 For if we 
have become ' united with kim by the likeness of his death, we shall be also 
by Iht likmis! of his resurrection; 6 knowing this, that our old man was 
crucified with him, that the body of sin might be done away, that so we should 
no longer be in bondage to sia; ; for he that hath died is justified from sin. 
S But if we died with Christ, we believe that we shall also live with him; 
9 knowing that Gbrtst being raised from the dead dietb no more; death no 
more hath dominion over him. 10 For ' the death that he died, he died unto 
sin * once : but ' the life that he liveth, he liveth unto God. i < Even so reckon 
ye also yourselves to be dead unto sin, but alive unto God in Christ Jesus. 

12 Let not sin therefore reiga in your mortal body, that ye should obey the 
lusts thereof: 13 neither present your members unto sin as *instruments of 
unrighteousness; but present yourselves unto God, as alive from the dead, and 
your members as ' instruments of righteousness unto God. 14 For sin shall 
cot have dominion over you : for ye are not under law, but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, because we are not under law, but under 
grace? God forbid. 16 Know ye not, that to whom ye present yourselves ai 
' servants unto obedience, his 'servants ye are whom ye obey; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto righteousness? 17 But thanks be to God, 
' (hat, whereas ye were * servants of sin, ye became obedient from the heart 
to that 'form of teaching wbereunto ye were delivered; 18 and being made 
free from sin, ye became 'servants of righteousness, ig I speak after the 
manner of men because of the infirmity of your flesh: for as ye presented 
your members as servants to uncleanness and to iniquity unto iniquity, even 
so now present youi members as servants to righteousness unto sanctiGcatioD. 
20 For when ye were ' servants of sin, ye were free in regard of righteousness. 
II What fruit then had ye at that time in the things whereof ye are now 
ashamed? for the end of those things is death. 22 But now being made free 
from sin, and become servants to God, ye have your fruit unto sanctiftcation, 
and the end eternal life. S3 For the wages of sin is death; but the free gifi 
of God is eternal life in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Dr are ye ignorant, brethren (for I speak to men that know ' the law). 
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how that the law hath dominion over a man Tor so long time as he liveth? 
a For the woman that hath a husband is bound by law to the husband while he 
liveth; but if the husband die, she is discharged from the law of the hnsbaod. 
3 So then if, while the husband liveth, she be joined to another man, she shall 
he called an adulteress ; but if the husband die, she is free from the law, so 
that she is no adulteress, though she be joined to another man. 4 Wherefore, 
jny brethren, ye also were made dead to the law through the body of Christ; 
that ye should be joined to another, evtn to biro who was raised from the 
dead, that we might bring forth ftnit nnto God. 5 For when we were in the 
flesh, the ' sinful passions which were through the law, wrought in our memberB 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 6 But now we have been discharged frotu the 
law, having died to that wherein we were holden; so that we serve in newness 
of the spirit, and not in oldness of the letter. 

7 Whatshallwesaythen? lathelawsin? God forbid. Howbeit, I had not 
known sin, except through ^ the law : for I had not known ' coveting, except the 
law had said, Thou shalt not »covet : 8 but sin, finding occasion, wrought in 
me through the commandment all manner of ^ coveting : for apart from ' the law 
sin U dead. 9 And I was alive apart from the law once : but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, and I died; 10 and the commandment, whichiuM 
unto life, this I found lo bi unto death: II for sin, £nding occasion, through 
the commandment beguiled me, and through it slew me. 12 So that the hiwii 
holy, and the commandment holy, and righteous, and good. 13 Did then that 
which is good become death unto me? God forbid. But sin, that it might be 
shewn to be sin, by working death to me through that which is good; — that 
through the commandment sin might become exceeding sinful. 14. For we know 
that the law is spiritual : but I am carnal, sold under sin. 15 For that which 
I * do I know not : for not what I would, that do I practise; but what I hate, 
that 1 do. 16 But if what I would not, that I do, 1 consent unto the law that 
it is good. 17 So now it is no more 1 that ' do it, but sin which dwelleth in 
me. 18 For I know that in me, that is, in my desh, dwelleth no good thing: 
for to will is present with me, but to * do that which is good it not. 19 For 
the good which I would I do not : but the evil which I would not, that I prac- 
tise. 3a But if what I would not, that I do, it is no more I that * do it, but sin 
which dwelleth in me. 21 I find then 'the law, that, to me who would do good, 
evil is present. 22 For I delight * in the law of God alier (he inward man : 
13 but I see a different law in my members, warring against the law of my 
mind, and bringing me into captivity ' under the law of sin which is in my 
raemhers. 240 wretched man that I ami who shall deliver me out of 'the 
body of this death? 25 * I thank God through Jesus Christ our Lord. So 
then I myself with the mind serve the law of God; but with the flesh the 
law of sin. 

8 ; I There is therefore now no condemnation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus. 2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus made me free from 
the law of sin and of death. 3 For what the law could not do, ^'^ in that it was 
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we>1< tbTOUgll the Scab, Cad, sending bis own Sod in Ibe likeness of '»inful 
flesh 'and as an cfftring far sin, condemned sin !□ tbe flesh; 4 thai the 
' ordinance of tbe law might he fullilled in us, who walk □□[ after tbe flesh, 
but after the spirit. 5 For tbey that arc after tbe flesh do micd the things of 
the flesh: but they that are after tbe spirit tbe tbiDga of the spirit. 6 For tbe 
mind of the flesh is death; but the mind of the spirit is life and peace: 
7 because the mind of the flesh is enmity against God; for it is not subject to 
the Uw of God, neithei indeed can it be : 8 and they that are in the flesh 
cannot pl«a>e God. 9 But ye are not in tbe flesh, but in the spirit, if to be 
that the Spirit of God dweUelh in you. But if any man hath not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his. 10 And if Christ is in you, the body is dead 
because of lin; but the spirit is life because of righteousness. 11 But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the dead dwcUeth in yon, he that raised 
up Christ Jesus from the dead shall quicken also your mortal bodies ' through 
his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

12S0 then, brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, to live after the flesh: 
13 foe if ye live after the flesh, ye must die; hut if by the spirit ye ' mortify the 
' deeds of the body, ye shall live. 14 For as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, these are sons of God. 15 For ye received not the spirit of bondage 
again unto feat; but ye received the spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father. 16 The Spirit himself heareth witness with our spirit, that we 
are children of God: 17 and if children, then heirs; heirs of Cod, and joint 
heirs with Christ ; if so he that we sufler with him, that we may be alio 
glorified with him. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this present time are not worthy to 
he compared with the glory which shall be revealed to us-ward, ig For the 
earnest expectation of the creation waiteth for the revealing of the sons of 
God. 20 For the creation was subjected to vanity, not of its own will, but by 
reason of him who subjected it, 21 ''in hope that the creation itself also shall be 
delivered from the bondage of corruption into the liberty of the gloiy of the 
children of God. 22 For we know that the whole creation groanetb and 
tiavaileth in pain ' together until now. 23 And not only so, but ourselves 
also, which have the firstfruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for mir adoption, to Tail, the redemption of our body. 
24 For by hope were we saved : but hope that is seen is not hope : ■ for who 
"' hopeth for that which he seeth? 25 But if we hopt for that which we see 
not, Ihtn do we with patience wait for it, 

26 And in like manner the Spirit also helpeth our inflrmity : for we know 
not how to pray as we ought; but tbe Spirit bimself makelh intercession for 
luwith groanings which cannot be uttered; 27 and he that searcheththe hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, "because he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the ivill of God. 28 And we know that to them that 
love God ''alt things work together for good, evtn to them that arc called 
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according to his purpose. 29 For whom be foreknew, lie also foreordained lo 
be conformed to the image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among 
nan; brethren : 30 and whom he foreordained, them be also called ; and 
whom he called, them he also justified : and whom he justified, them he also 
glorified. 

31 What then shall we say to these things? If God 11 for us, who 11 against 
us? 32 He that spared not bis own Son, but delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not also with him freely give os all things? 33 Who shall lay anything 
to the charge of God's elect? lit is God that juatificth; 34 who is he that 
shall condemn? ^ It is Christ Jesus that died, yea rather, that was raised from 
the dead, who is at the right hand of God, who also maketh intercession for 
us. 35 Who shall separate us from the love "of Christ? shall tribulation, or 
RDguisb, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peri], or sword? 36 Even 
as it is written. 

For thy sake we are killed all the day long; 
We were accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 
37 Noy, in all these things we are more than conquerors through him that lored 
H). 3S For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor things present, nor things to come, nor powers, 39 nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other * creature, shall be able to separate us firom the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

9 ; I I say the truth in Christ, I lie not, my conscience bearing witness with 
me in the Holy Ghost, n that I have great sorrow and unceasing pain in my 
heart. 3 For I could ° wish that I myself were anathema from Christ for my 
brethren's sake, my kinsmen according to the flesh: 4 who arc Israelites; 
whose is the adoption, and the glory, and the covenants, and the giving of Che 
law, and the service of God, and the promises; 5 whose are the fathers, and 
of whom is Christ as concerning the flesh, * who Is over all, God blessed'for 
ever. Amen. 6 But it is not as though the word of God hath come to nought. 
For they are not all Israel, which are of Israel : 7 neither, because they are 
Abraham's seed, are they all children : but. In Isaac shall thy seed be called. 
8 That is, it is not the children of the flesh that are children of God ; but the chil- 
drcn of the promise are reckoned for a seed. 9 For this is a word of promise. 
According to this season will I come, and Sarah shall have a son. 10 And not 
only so; but Rebecca also having conceived by one, tvin by our father Isaac 
II — for iic ihildrin being not yet born, neither having done anything good or 
bad, that the purpose of God according to election might stand, not of works, 
but of him that calleth, 12 it was said unto her. The elder shall serve the 
younger. 13 Even as it is written, Jacob I loved, but Esau I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Isthere unrighteousness with God? Godforbid. 
15 For he saith to Moaes, I will have mercy on whom I have mercy, and I will 
have compasion on whom I have compassion. 16 So then it is not oF him that 
willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of God that hathmercy. 17 For the script-

o Pharaoh, For tbia very purpose did 1 raisE thee up, that I might shew 
in thcc my power, and that my name might be published abroad in all the earth. 
iS So then he hath mercy on whom be will, and whom he will he hardenetb. 
19 Thou wilt say then unto me, Why do Ih he still find fault? For who 
withitandcth his will? zo Nay but, O man, who art thou that repliest Hgoinst 
God? Shall the thing formed say to him that formed it, Why didst thou make 
me thus? 21 Or hath not the potter a right over the clay, from the same lump 
to make one part a vessel unto honour, and another unto dishonour? 22 What 
if God, willing to shew his wrath, and to make his power known, eadured with 
much iongsuffering vessels of wrath 6tled unto destruction : 23 ' and that be 
might make koown the etches of his glory upon vessels of merey, which be 
afore prepared unto glory, 24 ivin us, whom he also called, not from the Jews 
only, but also from the Gentiles? 25 As he saith also in Hosea, 

I will call that my people, which was not my people; 

And her beloved, which was not beloved. 
26 And it shall be, lAai in the place where it was said unto them, Ye Me 
not my people. 

There shall they be called sons of the living God. 
37 And Isaiah crietb concerning Israel, If the number of the children of Inael 
be as the stuid of the sea, it is the remnant that shall be saved : 23 for the 
Lord will execute Ais word opon the earth, finishing it and cutting it short. 
29 And, as Isaiah hath said before. 

Except the Lord of Sabaoth had left us a seed. 

We had become as Sodom, and had been made like unto Gomorrah. 
30 What shall we say then? That the Gentiles, which followed not after 
righteousness, attained to righteousness, even the righteousness which is of 
faith: 3I but Israel, following after a law of righteousness, did not arrive at 
iial law. 32 Wherefore ? " Because ticy sought il not by faith, but as it were 
by works. They stumbled at the stone of atumbliog ; 33 even as it is written, 

Behold, I lay in Zioo a stone of stumbling and a rock of offence : 

And be that believeth on *him shall not be put to shame. 
10 ; I Brethren, my heart's * desire and my supplication to God is for them, 
that they may be saved, z For I bear them witness that they have a zeal for 
God, but not according to knowledge. 3 For being ignorant of God's righteous- 
ness, and seeking to establish their own, they ^id not subject themselves to the 
tigbteousneas of God. 4 For Christ is the end of the taw unto righteousness 
to every one that believeth. 5 For Moses writeth that the man that doeth the 
righteousness which ia of the law shall live thereby. 6 But the righteousness 
which is of faith saith thus, Say not in thy heart. Who shall ascend into heaven? 
(that is, to bring Christ down ;) 7 or. Who shall descend into the abyss? 
(that ia, to bring Christ up from the dead.) 8 But what aaith il? The word 
ia nigh thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart : that is, the word of faith, which 
we preach : 9 ^ because if thou shalt ° confess with thy mouth Jesus as Lord, 
and shait believe in thy heart that God raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved: 10 for with the heart man beUevetb unto righteousness; and with the 
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mouth confession is made unto salvatioii. il For the scripture saiCh, Who- 
soever believeth on him shall not be put to shame. 12 For there is no dislinc- 
tion between Jew and Greek ; for the same Lard ia Lord of all, and is rich unto 
all that call upon bim: 13 for, Whosoever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved. 14 How then sball the; call on him in wbom they have 
not believed? and bom shall they believe in him whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they hear without a preacher? 1 5 and how shall they preach, 
except they be sent? even as it is written. How beautiful are the feet of them 
that brine ' glad tidings of good things ! 

t6 But they did not sU hearken to the ^ glad tidings. For Isaiah saith. Lord, 
who hath believed our report? 17 So \i^\x:i cometk of hearing, and hearing 
by the word of Christ. iS Bull say. Did they not bear? Yea, verily, 

Their sound went out into all the earth, 

And their words unto the ends of ' Ibe world. 
19 But I say, Did Israel not know? First Moses saith, 

I will provoke you to jealousy with that wbicb is no nation, 

With a nation void of understanding will I anger you. 
zo Aud Isaiah is very bold, and saith, 

I was found of them that sought me not; 

I became manifest unto them that asked not of me. 
3t But as to Israel he saith. All the day long did I spread out my hands unto 
a disobedient and gainsaying people. 

11 ; I I aay then. Did God cast off his people? God forbid. For I alio am 
an Israelite, of the seed of Abraham, of the tribe of Benjamin. 2 God did 
not cast off his people which he foreknew. Or wot ye not what the Mriptnre 
saith * of Elijah? how he pleadeth with God against Israel, 3 Lord, they have 
killed thy prophets, they have digged down thine altars : and I am left alone, 
and they seek my life. 4 But what saitb the answer of God unto him? I have 
left for myself seven thousand men, who have not bowed the knee to BaaL 
5 Even 50 then at this present time also there is a remnant according to the 
election of grace. 6 But ,if it is by grace, it is no more of works : otherwise 
grace is no more grace. 7 What then? That which Israel seeketh for, that 
be obtained not; but the election obtained it, and the rest were hardened: 
8 according as it is written, God gave them a spirit of stupor, eyes that they 
should not see, and ears that they should not hear, unto this very day, 9 And 
David saith, 

Let their table be made a snare, and a trap. 

And 3 stumblingblock, and a recompense unto them : 
to Let their eyes be darkened, that they may not see. 

And bow thou down their back alway. 
II I say then. Did they stumble that they might fall? Godforbid: butbytheir 
'fall salvation is come unto the Genliles, for to provoke them to jealousy. 
13 Now if their fall is the riches of the world, and their loss the riches of the 
Gentiles; how much more their fulness? 

13 But t speak to you that are Gentiles. Inasmuch then as I am an apostle 
of Gentiles, I glori^ my ministry : 14 if by any means I may provoke to jeal- 
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01117 **"" '^^ ""' '"y f«^, and may wve some of them. 15 For if the casting 
■way of tbem is the reconciling of the world, what shall the receiviiig of thim 
be, but life from the dead? 16 And if the firalfruit ia holy, so is Ihe lump: 
and if the root is holy, so arc the branches. 17 But if some of the branches 
were broken olf, and thou, being a wild olive, ws3t grafted io amoog them, and 
didst become partaker with them 'of the root of the fatness of the olive tree; 
iS glory not over the branches; but if thou glorieat, it ia not thou that bearest 
tbe rool, but the root thee. 19 Tbou wilt lay tben, Branches were broken off, 
that I might be grafted in. ao Well; by their unbelief they were broken off, 
and thou ttandest by thy faith. Be not highminded, but fear : 21 for if God 
spared not the natural branches, neither wiU he spare thee. 32 Behold then 
the goodneis and severity of God : toward them that fell, severity; but toward 
thee, God's goodness, if tbou continac in his goodness: otherwise thou alio 
shall be cut off. 23 And they also, if they continue not in their unbeiief, shall 
be grafted in: for God is able to graft them in ag^n. 24 For if thou wast cat 
out of that which is by nature a wild olive tree, and wast grafted contrary to 
nature into a good olive tree: how much more shall these, which are the 
natural branchis, be grafted into their own olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, have you ignorant of this myslery, lest ye 
be wise in your own conceits, that a hardening in part hath befallen Israel, 
until the fulness of the Gentiles become in; 26 and so all Israel shall be saved: 
even as it is written, 

There shall come out of Zion the Deliverer; 

He shall turn away * ungodliness from Jacob : 
27 And this is ' my covenant unto them, 

When I shall take away their sins. 
2S As touching tbe gospel, they arc enemies for your sake : but as touching 
the election, they are beloved for the fathers' sake. 29 For the gifts and the 
calling of God arc * without repentance. 30 For as ye in time past were diso- 
bedient to God, but now have obtained mercy by their disobedience, 31 even 
so have these also now been disobedient, that by the mercy shown to you they 
also may now obtain mercy. 32 For God hath shut up all unto disobedience, 
that he might have mercy upon lU. 

33 O the depth * of the riches ' both of the wisdom and the knowledge of 
God I how unsearchable are his judgements, and his ways past tradog out ! 
34 For who hath known the mind of the Lord? or who hath been his coun- 
sellor? 35 or who hath first given to him, and it shall be recompensed unto 
him again? 36 For of him, and through him, and unto him, are all things. 
To him be tbe glory ' for ever. Amen, 

12 : I I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, to present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ' acceptable to God, lakich is your ' reas- 
onable '" service. 2 And be not fashioned according to this " world ; but be 
ye tcansfotmed by the renewing of yout mind, that ye may prove what is ''the 
good and ' acceptable and perfect will of God.

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3 For I say, Chiougli the grace tbat was given me, to every nan that is 
amaDg you, not to think of himself more highly than he ought to think; but 
so to think as to think soberly, accordine as God hath dealt to each man a 
measure of faith. 4 For even as we have many members in one body, and 
all the members have not the same office; 5 so we, who are many, are one 
body in Christ, and severally members one of another. 6 And having gifts 
diflcring according to the grace thai was given to us, whether prophecy, Ul us 
fraphcsy according to the proportion of 'our faith; 7 or ministry, let us givt 
Biirstbits to our ministry; or he that teacheth, to his teaching; S or he that 
exhorteth, to bis exhorting: he that giveth, iff Aim it's iV with ' liberality; he 
that rulclh, with diligence; be that sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. 9 Let 
love be without hypocrisy. Abhor that which is evil; cleave to that which ii 
good. 10 In love of the brethren be tenderly affectioned one to another; in 
honour preferring oneanother; 11 in diligence not slothful; fervent in spirit; 
■erring ° the Lord; 12 rejoicing in hope; patient in tribulation ; continuing 
stedfiatly in prayer; 13 communicating to the necessities of the saints; 'given 
to hospitality. 14 Bless them that persecute you; bless, and curse not. 
15 Rejoice with them that rejoice; weep with them that weep. 16 Be of the 
same mind one toward another. Set not your mind on high things, but ' con- 
descend to ' things that are lowly. Be not wise in your own conceits. 17 Ren- 
der to DO man evil for evil. Take thought for things honourable in the sight of 
all men. iS If it be possible, as much as in you lieth, be at peace with all men. 
ig Avenge not yourselves, beloved, but give pbce unto ' wrath : for it is writ- 
ten. Vengeance belongeth unto me; I will recompense, saith the Lotd. 20 But 
if thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give him to drink: for in so 
doing thou shall heap coals of tire upon his head. 21 Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good. 

13 ; I Let every soul be in subjection to the higher powers : for there is no 
power but of God; and the powers that be are ordained of God. 2 Therefore 
he that resisteth the power, withstandeth the ordinance of God : and they that 
withstand shall receive to themselves judgement. 3 For rulers are not a terror 
to the good work, but to the evil. And wouldest thou have no fear of the 
power? do tbat which is good, and thou shalt have praise from the same: 
4 for 'he is a minister of God to thee for good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, be afraid; for 'he beareth not the sword in vain: foe ■ he is a minister of 
God, and an avenger for wrath to him that doeth evil. 5 Wherefore yi must 
needs be in subjection, not only because of the wrath, but also for conscience 
sake. 6 For for this cause ye pay tribute also; for they are ministers of God's 
service, attending continually upon this very thing. 7 Render to all their dues : 
tribute to whom tribute is due ; custom to whom custom; fear to whom fear; 
honour to whom honour. 

S Owe no man any thing, Save to love one another : for he that lovelh ' his 
neighbour hath fullilled 'o the taw. 9 For this. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
Thou Shalt not kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shall not covet, and if there be 
any other commandment, it is summed up in this word, namely. Thou shalt 
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loTC tbf neighbour » Ibyieir. lo Love wockelh do ill to his neighbour-, love 
therefore is the fulfilmetit of ' the law, 

1 1 And this, koawing tbe season, that now it is high time for you 'o >wftke 
ont oflleep : (or now is ^sa.lvition nearer to us than when we first believed. 
12 The night is far spent, and the day is at hand : let us therefore cast off the 
narka of darkness, and let us put on the armour □( light. 13 Let us walk 
honestly, as in the day; not in revelling and drunkenness, not in chambering 
and wanlanness, not in strife and jealousy. 14 But put ye □□ the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and make not provision for the flesh, to /«^/ the lusts Ihireof. 

14 : I But him that is weak in faith receive ye, yet not ' to doubtful dispu- 
tations. 2 One man hath faith to eat all things ; but he that is weak eatetb 
herbs. 3 Let not him that eatcth set at nought him that eateth not; and let 
not him that eateth cot judge him that eateth: for God hatb received him. 
4 Who arlthoulhatjudgest the ^servant of another? to his ownlordhestandeth 
or falleth. Vea, he shall be made to stand; for the Lord hath power to make 
him stand. 5 One man esteemeth one day above another ; another esteemetb 
every day aliki. Let each man be fully assured in his own mind. 6 He that 
legaidetb the day, regardeth it unto the Lord : and he that eateth, eateth unto 
the Lord, for he givetb God thanks; and he that eateth not, unto the Lord he 
eateth not, and giveth God thanks, 7 For none of us liveth to himself, and 
noDs dieth to himself. 8 For whether we live, we live unto the Lord; or 
whether we die, we die unto the Lord : whether we live therefore, or die, WB 
are the Lord's. 9 For to this end Christ died, and lived again, that he might 
be Lord of both the dead xaA the living. lo But thou, why dost thou judge 
thy brother? or thou again, why dost thou set at nought thy brother? for we 
shall all stand before the judgement-seat of God. 1 1 For it is written, 
As I live, saith the Lord, to mc every knee shall bow, 
And every tongue shall ' confess to God. 
12 So then each one of us shall give account of himself to God. 

13 Let U3 not therefore judge one another any more: but judge fe this 
rather, that no man put a stumblingblock in his brother's way, or an occasion 
of falling. 14 I know, and am persuaded in the Lord Jesus, that nothing is 
unclean of itself: save that to him who accounteth anything to be unclean, to 
him it is unclean. 15 For if because of meat thy brother is grieved, thou 
nalkest no longer in love. Destroy not with thy meat him for whom Christ 
died. 16 Let not then your good be evil spoken of r 17 for the kingdom of 
God is not eating and drinking, but righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost 18 For he that herein serveth Christ is well-pleasing to God, and 
approved of men. 19 So then ' let us follow after things which make for peace, 
and things whereby we may edify one another, ao Overthrow not for meat's 
sake the work of God. All things indeed are clean; howbeil it is evil for that 
manwho eateth with offence. 21 It is good not to eat Besh, nor to drialt wine, 
ta d'rj any/^ii'n,^ whereby thy brother stumbleth'. 22 The faith which thou 
halt, have thou to thyself before God. Happy is he that judgeth not himself 
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n that which he 'approveth. 23 But he that doubteth is coademQcd if he 
eat, bectuEC he eatetk not of faith; and whatsoever is not of faith is sin,' 

15 : I Now we that are strong ought to bear the mgrmitiea of the weak, 
and not to please ourselves. 3 Let eacb one of us please his neighbour for 
that wbieh is good, unto edifying. 3 I-'oi Christ also pleased not himaclf ; but, 
as it is written, Tbe reproaches of them that reproached thee fell apon me. 
4 For whatsoever things were written aforetime were wrilten for our learning, 
that through patience and through comfort of the scriptures we might have 
hope. 5 Now the God of patience and of comfort grant you to be of the same 
mliid one with another according to Christ Jesus : 6 that with one accord ye 
may with one mouth glorify the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
7 Wherefore receive ye one another, even as Christ also received 'you, to the 
glory of God. 8 For I say that Christ bath been made a minister of the cir- 
cumciiinn for the truth of God, that be might conlirm the promises ^'iifM unto 
the fathers, 9 and that the Gentiles might glorify God for his mercy; as it is 

Therefore will I * give praise unto thee among the Gentiles, 

And sing unto tby name. 
to And again he saith. 

Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with bis people. 
1 1 And again. 

Praise tbe Lord, all ye Gentiles; 

And let ail the peoples praise him. 
13 And again, Isaiah saith, 

; There shall be the root of Jesse, 

And he that arisetb to rule over the Gentiles; 

On him shall the Gentiles hope. 
13 Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace in believing, that ye 
may abound in hope, in the power of the Holy Ghost. 

14 And I myself also am persuaded of you, my brethren, that ye your- 
selves are full of goodness, filled with all knowledge, able also to admonish 
one another. 15 But I write the more twldly unto you in some measure, as 
putting you again in remembrance, because of the grace that was given me of 
God, 16 that I should be a minister of Christ Jesus unto the Gentiles, <• min- 
istering the gospel of God, that the offering up of the Gentiles might be made 
acceptable, being sanctified by the Holy Ghost. ■ 7 I have therefore my glo- 
rying in Christ Jesus in things pertaining to God. 18 For I will not dare to 
speak of any ° things save those which Christ wrought through me, for the 
obedience of tbe Gentiles, by word and deed, ig in the power of signs and 
wonders, in the power of ' the Holy Ghost; so that from Jerusalem, and round 
about even unto Illyricum, I have 'fully preached tbe gospel of Christ; 
30 yea, * making it my aim so to preach the gospel, not where Christ was 
already named, that I might not build upon another man's foundation; 
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Tbey sIibJI see, to wham do tidings of him come. 
And they who hsve not heard shall understand. 

22 Wherefore also I waa hindered these many times from coming to you: 
23 but now, having no more any place in these regions, and having these 
many years a longing to come unto you, 24 whensoever 1 gu unto Spain (for

contribution for the poor among the saints that are at Jerusalem. 27 Yea, it 
bath been (heir good pleasure; and their debtors they are. For if the Gen- 
tiles have been made partakers of their spiritual things, they owe it to liem 
also to minister unto them in carnal things. 28 When therefore I have accom- 
plished this, and have sealed to them this fruit, I will go on by you unto Spain. 
39 And 1 know that, when I come UDto you, I shall come in the fulness of the 
blessing of Christ. 

30 Now I beseech you, brethren, by our Lord Jesus Chriat, and by the love 
□r the Spirit, that ye strive together with me in your prayers to God for me; 

31 that I may be delivered from them that arc disobedient in Jud^a, and liat 
my ministration which / Aavc for Jerusalem may be acceptable to the saints; 

32 that I may coroe unto you in joy through the will of God, and together 
with you tind rest. 33 Now the God of peace he with you all. Amen. 

16: I I commend unto you Phosbc our sister, who is a 1 servant of the 
church that is at Cenchrea: : 2 that ye receive her in the Lord, worthily of 
the saints, and that ye assist her in whatsoever matter she may have need of 
you : for she herself also hatb been a succourer of many, and of mine own self. 

3 Salute Prisca and Aquila my fellow-workers in Christ Jesus, 4 who for 
my life laid down their own necks; unto whom not only I give thanks, but 
also all the churches of the Gentiles : 5 and saluti the church that is in their 
house.

Acts 20 ; 4-6. 

4 And there accompanied him ' as far as Asia Sopater of Bercea, the son 
ofPyrrhus; and of^the Thessalonians, Aristarchus and Secundus; and 
Gaius of Derbe, and Timothy ; and of Asia, Tychicus and Trophimus. 

5 But these 'had gone before, and were waitingforusat Troas. 6 And 
we sailed away from Philippi after the days ot unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas m five days ; where we tarried seven days. 

(2) A Sunday in Traas. 
ACTS 20:7-12. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, when we were gathered 
together to break bread, Paul discoursed with them, intending to 
depart on the morrow; and prolonged his speech until midnight. 
8 And there were many lights in the upper chamber, where we were 
gathered together. 9 And there satin the window a certain young man 
named Eutychus, borne down with deep sleep ; and as Paul discoursed 
yet longer, being borne down by his sleep he fell down from the third 
story, and was taken up dead. 10 And Paul went down, and fell on 
him, and embracing him said. Make ye no ado ; for his life is in him. 
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II And when he was gone up, and had broken the bread and eaten, 
and had talked with them a little while, even till break of day, so he 
departed. 12 And they brought the lad alive, and were not a little 
comforted. 

(3) From Troas to MiUhu. 

Acts 20 ; 13-16. 

13 But we, going before to the sldp, set sail for Assos, there intend- 
ing to take in Paul : for so had he appointed, intending himself to go 
1 by land. 14 And when he met us at Assos, we took him in, and came 
to Mitylene. 15 And sailing from thence, we came the following day 
over against Chios ; and the neil day we touched at Samos ; and 'the 
day after we came to Miletus. 16 For Paul had determined to sail past 
Ephesus, that he might not have to spend time in Asia; for he was 
hastening, if it were possible for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of 
Pentecost.

17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesu 
'elders of the church. 18 And when they w 
unto them, 

Ye yourselves know, from the first day that I set foot in Asia, after 
what manner ! was with you all the time, 19 serving the Lord with all 
lowliness of mind, and with tears, and with trials which befell me 
by the plots of the Jews : zo how that 1 shrank not from declar- 
ing unto you anything that was profitable, and teaching you publicly, 
and from house to house, 21 testifying both to Jews and to Greeks 
repentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus *Christ 
az And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 
knowing the things that ^all befal! me there : 23 save that the Holy 
Ghost testifieth unto me in every city, saying that bonds and afflictions 
abide me. 24 But I hold not my life of any account, as dear unto my- 
self, 'so that I may accomplish my course, and the ministry which I 
received from the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of the grace of God. 
35 And now, behold, 1 know that ye all, among whom 1 went about 
preaching the kingdom, shall see my face no more. 26 Wherefore I 
testify unto you this day, that I am pure from the blood of all men. 

27 For I shrank not from declaring unto you the whole counsel of God. 

28 Take heed unto yourselves, and to all the fiock, in the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you 'bishops, to feed the church of 'God, 
which he 'purchased with his own blood. 29 1 know that after my 
departing grievous wolves shall enter in among you, not sparing the 
flock; 30 and from among your own selves shall men arise, speaking 
perverse things, to draw away the disciples after them. 31 Wherefore 
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watch ye, remeiMbering that by the space of three years I ceased not to 
admonish every one night and day with tears. 32 And now 1 com- 
mend you to* God, and to the word of his grace, which is able to 
build you up, and to give you the inheritance among all them that are 
sanctified. 33 I coveted no man's silver, or gold, or apparel. 34 Ye 
yourselves know that these hands ministered unto my necessities, and 
to them that were with me. 35 In all things I gave you an example, 
how that so labouring ye ought to help the weak, and to remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, how he himself said. It is more blessed to 
give than to receive. 

36 And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down, and prayed 
with them all. 37 And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul's neck, and 
kissed him, 38 sorrowing most of all for the word which he had spoken, 
that they should behold his face no more. And they brought him on 
His way unto the ship.

5 And when it came to pass that we had accom- 
plished the days, we departed and went on our journey ; and they all, 
with wives and children, brought us on our way, till we were out or the 
dty: and kneehng down on the beach, we prayed, 6 and bade each 
other farewell ; and we went on board the ship, but they returned 
ome again. 

(6) At Ptolemais and Casarta, and thtnce to yerusalem. 

Acts 21 : 7-16. 

7 And when we had finished the voyage from Tyre, we arrived at 
Ptoleniais ; and we saluted the brethren, and abode with them one day. 
8 And on the morrow we departed, and came unto Cicsarea ; and enter- 
ing into the house of Philip the evangelist, who was one of the seven, 
we abode with him. 9 Now this man nad fourdaughters, virgins, which 
did prophesy. 10 And as we tarried there 'many days, there came 
down from Judfea a certain prophet, named Agabus. 11 And coming 
to us, and taking Paul's girdle, he bound his own feet and hands, and 
said, Thus saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem bind 
the man that owneth this girdle, and shall deliver him into the hands 
of the Gentiles. 12 And when we heard these things, both we and

CHAPTER XIII. 

FAnL'S LAST VISIT TO JEGUSALEU. 

§54. PAUL'S RECEFTION BY THE CHURCH IN JERUSALEM. 

Acts 21 ; 17-36. 

17 And when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren received us 
gladly- 18 And the day following Paul went in with us unto James ; 
and all the elders were present. 19 And when he had saluted them, he 
rehearsed one by one the things which God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by his ministry. 20 And they, when ihey heard it, glorified 
God ; and they said unto him, Thou seest, brother, how many ' thou- 
sands there are among the Jews of them which have believed ; and 
they are all leaJous for the law ; 21 and they have been informed con- 
cerning thee, that thou teachest ali the Jews which are among the 
Gentiles to forsake Moses, telling them not to circumcise their chil- 
dren, neither to walk after the customs. 22 What is it therefore? 
they will certainly hear that thou art come. 23 Do therefore this that 
we say to thee : We have four men which have a vow on them ; 
24 these take, and purify thyself with them, and be at charges for 
Iheni, that they may shave their heads : and a!! shall know that 
there is no truth in the things whereof they have been informed 
concerning thee ; but that thou thyself also walkest orderly, keeping 
the law. 25 But as touching the Gentiles which have believed, we 
*wrote, giving judgement that they should keep themselves from 
things sacrificed to idols, and from blood, and from what is strangled, 
and from fornication. 26 Then Paul "took the men, and the next 
day purifying himself with them went into the temple, declaring the 
fulfilment of the days of purification, until the offering was offered 
for every one of them.

27 Aod when the s 



help: This is the maa, that teacheth all men everywhere again;) 
the people, and the law, and this place : and moreover he brought 
Greelcs also into the temple, and hath deiiled this holy place. 29 For 
they had before seen with him in the city Trophimus the Ephesian, 
whom they supposed that Paul had brought into the temple. 30 And 
all the city was moved, and the people ran together : and they laid 
hold on Paul, and dragged him out of the temple : and straightway 
the doors were shut. 31 And as they were seeking to kill him, tidings 
tame up to the ' chief captain of the '' band, that all Jerusalem was m 
confusion. 32 And forthwith he took soldiers and centurions, and ran 
down upon them : and they, when they saw the chief captain and the 
soldiers, left off beating Paul. 33 Then the chief captain came near, 
and laid hold on him, and commanded him to be bound with two 
chains ; and inquired who he was, and what he had done. 34 And 
some shouted one thing, some another, among the crowd: and when 
he could not know the certainty for the uproar, he commanded him to 
be brought into the castle. 3; And when he came upon the stairs, 
so it was, that he was borne of the soldiers for the violence of the 
crowd i 36 for the multitude of the people followed after, crying out. 
Away with him. 



§56, ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE IN THE HEBREW LANGUAGE. 
Acts 21 : 37 — 22 : 29. 

37 And as Paul was about to be brought into the castle, he saith unto 
the chief captain, May I say something unto thee? And he said, Dost 
thou know Greek? 38 Art thou not then the Egyptian, which before 
these days stirred up to sedition and led out into the wilderness the 
four thousand men of the Assassins? 39 But Paul said, I am a Jew, of 
Tarsus in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city : and I beseech thee, give 
me leave to speak unto the people. 40 And when he had given him 
leave, Paul, standing on the stairs, beckoned with the hand unto the 
people; and when there was made a great silence, he spake unto them 
in the Hebrew language, saying, 

22 : I Brethren and fathers, hear ye the defence which 1 now make 

2 And when they heard that he spake unto them in the Hebrew lan- 
guage, they were the more quiet : and he saith, 

3 I am a Jew, born in Tarsus of Cilicia, but brought up in this city, 
at the feet of Gamaliel, instructed according to the strict manner of the 
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law of our fathers, being zealous for God, even as ye all are this day; 

4 and I persecuted this Way unto the death, binding and delivering 
into prisons both men and women, s As also the nigh priest dotfi 
bear me witness, and all the estate of th« elders : from whom also I 
received letters unto the brethren, and journeyed to Damascus, to 
bring them also which were there unto Jerusalem in bonds, for to be 
punished. 6 And it came to pass, that, as I made my journey, and 
drew nigh unto Damascus, about noon, suddenly there shone from 
heaven a great light round about me. 7 And I fell unto the ground, 
and heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

5 And I answered. Who art thou, Lord? And he said unto me, I am 
Jesus of Na/areth, whom thou persecutest. 9 And they that were with 
me beheld indeed the light, but they heard not the voice of him that 
Bpake to me. 10 And I said. What shall I do, Lord? And the Lord 
said unto me, Arise, and go into Damascus ; and there it shall be told 
thee of all things which are appointed for Ihee to do. 11 And when I 
could not see for the glory of that light, being led by the hand of them 
that were with me, I came into Damascus. 13 And one Ananias, a 
devout man according to the law, well reported of by all the Jews that 
dwelt there, 13 came unto me, and standing by me said unto me, 
Brother Saul, receive thy sight. And in that very hour J ' looked up 

n him. 14 And he said. The God of our fathers hath appointed thee 
to know his will, and to see the Righteous One, and to hear a voice 

■n hb mouth, i ; For thou shalt be a witness for him unto all men 
of what thou hast seen and heard. 16 And now why tarriest thou? 
arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, calling on his name- 
17 And it came to pass, that, when I had returned to Jerusalem, and 
while I prayed in the temple, I fell into a trance, 18 and saw him say- 
ing unto me, Make haste, and get thee quickly out of Jerusalem : be- 
catise they will not receive of thee testimony concerning me. 19 And 
I said, L.ord, they themselves know that I imprisoned and beat in every 
synagogue them that believed on thee ; 20 and when the blood of 
Stephen thy witness was shed, I also was standing by, and consenting, 
and keeping the garments of them that slew him. 21 And he said unto 
me. Depart : for I will send thee forth far hence unto the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto this word ; and they lifted up 
their voice, and said. Away with such a fellow from the earth : for it is 
not fit that he should live. 23 And as they cried out, and threw oif 
their garments, and cast dust into the air, 24 the chief captain com- 
manded him to be brought into the castle, bidding that he should be 
examined by scourging, that he might know for what cause they so 
shouted against him. 25 And when they had tied him up ^with the 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that stood by. Is it lawful for you 
to scourge a man that is a Roman, and uncondemned? 26 And when 
■""B centurion heard it, he went to the chief captain, and told him, say- 
ing, What art thou about to do? for this man is a Roman. 27 And tlie 
chief captain came, and said unto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? 
And he said, Yea. 28 And the chief captain answered. With a great 

a obtained I this citizenship. And Paul said. But I am a Roman 
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bom. 29 They Ihen which were about to examine him straightway de- 
parted from him : and the chief captain also was afraid, when he knew 
that he was a Roman, and because he had bound him. 



§S7. ADDRESS BEFORE THE SANHEDRIN. 
Acts 22 : 30 — 23 : 11. 

30 But on the morrow, desiring to know the certainty, wherefore he 
was accused of the Jews, he loosed him, and commanded the chief 
priests and all the council to come together, and brought Paul down, 
and set him before them. 

23 : 1 And Paul, looking stedfastly on the council, said, Brethren, 1 
have lived before God in all good conscience until this day. 2 And the 
high priest Ananias commanded them that stood by him to smite him 
on the mouth. 3 Then said Paul unto him, God shall smite thee, thou 
whitedwaJi: and sitiest thou to judge me according to the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten contrary to the law? 4 And they that 
stood by said, Reviiest thou God's high priest? 5 And Paul said, I 
wist rot, brethren, that he was high priest : for it is written. Thou shalt 
not speak evil of a ruler of thy people. 6 But when Paul perceived 
that the one part were Sadducees, and the other Pharisees, he cried out 
in the council. Brethren, I am a Pharisee, a son of Pharisees : touching 
the hope and resurrection of the dead I am called in question. 7 And 
when he had so said, there arose a dissension between the Pharisees 
and Sadducees : and the assembly was divided. 8 For the Sadducees 
say that there is no resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit : but the Phari- 
sees confess both. 9 And there arose a great clamour : and some of the 
scribes of the Pharisees' part stood up, and strove, saying. We find no 
evil in this man : and what if a spirit hath spoken to him, or an angel? 
10 And when there arose a great dissension, the chief captain, fearing 
lest Paul should be torn in pieces by them, commanded the soldiers to 
go down and take him by force from among them, and bring him into 
the castle. 

II And the night following the Lord stood by him, and said. Be of 
good cheer : for as thou hast testified concerning me at Jerusalem, so 
must thou bear witness also at Rome. 



Acts 23 ; 12-35. 

12 And when it was day, the Jews banded together, and bound them- 
selves under a curse, saying that they would neither eat nor drink till 
they had killed Paul. 13 And they were more than forty which made 
this conspiracv. 14 And they came to the chief priests and the elders, 
and said. We liave bound fiurselves under a great curse, to taste noth- 
ing until we have killed Paul. 15 Now therefore do ye with the coun- 
dT signify to the chief captain that he bring him down unto you, as 
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though ye would judge of his case more cxaclly ; and we, or ever he 
come near, are ready to slay him. i6 But Paul's sister's son heard of 
their lying in wait, 'and he came and entered into the castle, and totd 
Paul. 17 And Paul called unto him one of the centurions, and said, 
' Bring this young man unto the chief captain : for he hath something 
to t^ him. l8 So he took him, and brought him to the chief captain, 
and saith, Paul the prisoner called me unto liim, and asked me to Dring 
this young man unto thee, who hath something to say to Ihee. 19 And 
the chief captain took him by the hand, and going aside asked him pri- 
vately, What is that thou bast to tell me? 20 And he said. The Jews 
have agreed to ask thee to bring down Paul to-morrow uato the coun- 
cil, as though thou wouldest inquire somewhat more exactly concemii^ 
him. 21 Do not thou therefore yield unto them : for there lie in wait 
for him of them more than forty men, which have bound themselves 
under a curse, neither to eat nor to drink till they have slain him : and 
now are they ready, looking for the promise from thee. 32 So the chief 
captain let the young man go, charging him, Tell no man that thon 
hast signified these things to me. 23 And he called unto him two of 
the centurions, and said, Make ready two hundred soldiers to go as far 
as CEesarea, and horsemen threescore and ten, and spearmen two hun- 
dred, at the third hour of the night : 24 and ke bade ihan provide 
beasts, that they might set Paul thereon, and bring him safe unto Felix 
the governor. 35 And he wrote a letter after this form : 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most excellent governor Felix, greeting. 
27 This man was seired by the Jews, and was about to be slain of 
them, when I came upon them with the soldiers, and rescued him, 
having learned that he was a Roman. 28 And desiring to know the 
cause wherefore they ac-used him, ^I brought him down unto their 
council : 29 whom I found to be accused about questions of their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his charge worthy of death or of bonds. 
30 And when it was shewn to me that there would be a plot against the 
man, I sent him to thee forthwith, charging his accusers also to speak 
against him before thee.^ 

31 So the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took Paul, and 
brought him by night to Antipatris. 32 But on the morrow they left 
the horsemen to go with him, and returned to the castle ; 33 and 
they, when they came to Cssarea, and delivered the letter to the gov- 
ernor, presented Paul also before him. 34 And when he had read it, 
he asked of what province he was ; and when he understood that he 
was of Cilicia, 35 I will hear thy cause, said he, when thine accusers 
also are come : and he commanded him to be kept in Herod's *palace.

§59. PAUL'S EXAMINATION BEFORE FELIX. 



Acts 24 : . 
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1 And after five days the high priest Ananias came down with cer- 
tain elders, and -with an orator, one Tertullus ; and they informed the 
governor a^nat Paul. 2 And when he was called, Tertullus began 
to accuse him, saying. 

Seeing that by thee we enjoy much peace, and that by Ihy providence 
evils are corrected for this nation, 3 we accept it in all ways and in 
all places, most excellent Felix, with all thankfulness. 4 But, that 1 be 
not further tedious unto thee, I intreat thee to hear us of thy clemency 
a few words. 5 For we have found this man a pestilent fellow, and a 
mover of insurrections among all the Jews throughout ' the world, and 
a ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes : 6 who moreo"er assayed to 
profane the temple : on whom also we laid hold :* 8 from whom thou 
wilt be able, by examining him thyself, to take knowledge of all these 
things, whereof we accuse him, 9 And the Jews also joined in the 
charge, affirming that these things were so. 

10 And when the governor had beckoned unto him to speak, Paid 
answered. 

Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been of many years a judge unto 
this nation, I do cheerfully make my defence : 1 1 seeingthat thou canst 
take knowledge, that it is not more than twelve days since I went up 
to worship at Jerusalem ; 1 2 and neither in the temple did they find 
me disputing with any man or stirring up a crowd, nor in the synagogues, 
nor in the city. 13 Neither can they prove to thee the things whereof 
they now accuse me. 14 But this I confess unto thee, that after the 
Way which they call ' a sect, so serve I the God of our fathers, believing 
all things which are according to the law, and which are written in the 
prophets: 15 having hope toward God, which these also themselves 
*look for, that there shall be a resurrection both of the just and unjust. 
16 Herein do I also exercise myself to have a conscience void of offence 
toward God and men alway. 17 Now after 'many years I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and oiferings ; 18 'amidst which they found 
e purified in the temple, with no crowd, nor yet with tumult : but there 
#*e certain Jews from Asia 19 — who ought to have been here before 
thee, and to make accusation, if they had aught against roe. zo Or else 
let these men themselves say what wrong-doing they found, when I stood 
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before the council, zi except it be for this one voice, that I cried stand- 
ing among them, Touching the resurrection of the dead I am called in 
question before you this day. 

23 But Felix, having more exact knowledge concerning the Way, 
deferred them, saying, When Lysias the chief captain shall come down, 
I will determine your matter. 33 And he gave order to the centurjon 
that he should be kept in charge, and should have indulgeace ; and not 
to forbid any of his friends to minister unto him. 



§60. PAUL BEFORE FELIX AND DRUSILLA. 

Acts 24 ; 24-27. 

24 But after certain days, Felix came with Drusllla, * his wife, which 
was a Jewess, and sent for Paul, and heard him concerning the faith in 
Christ Jesus. 2S And as he reasoned of righteousness, and ' temper- 
ance, and the judgement to come, Felix was terrified, and answered. 
Go thy way for this time ; and when I have a convenient season, I will 
call thee unto me. 26 He hoped withal that money would be given 
him of Paul : wherefore also he sent for him the oftener, and communed 
with him. 27 But when two j-ears were fulfilled, Felix was succeeded 
fay Porcius Festus ; and desiring to gain favour with the Jews, Felix 
left Paul in bonds. 



§61. EXAMINATION BEFORE FESTUS ; APPEAL TO CESAR. 

I Festus therefore, * having come into the province, after three 
days went up to Jerusalem from Ciesarea. 2 And the chief priests and 
the principal men of the Jews informed him against Pau! ; and they 
besought him, 3 asking favour against him, that he would send for 
him to Jerusalem ; laying wait to kill him on the way. 4 Howbeit 
Festus answered, that Paul was kept in charge at Csesarea, and that he 
himself was about Co depart thither shortly. 5 Let them therefore, 
saith he, which are of power among you, go down with me, and if there 
is anything amiss in the man, let them accuse him. 

6 And when he had tarried among them not more than eight or ten 
days, he went down unto Cssarea; and on the morrow he sat on the 
judgement-seat, and commanded Paul to be brought. 7 And when he 
was come, the jews which had come down from Jerusalem stood round 
about him, bringing against him many and grievous charges, which they 
could not prove; 8 while Paul said m his defence, Neither against the 
law of the Jews, nor against the temple, nor against Ciesar, have I 
sinned at all. 9 But Festus, desiring to gain favour with the Jews, 
answered Paul, and said. Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these things before me? 10 But Paul said, I am standing 
before Csesar's judgement-seat, where I ought to be judged : to the 
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Jews have I done no wrong, as thou also very well knowest. 1 1 If then 
I am a wrong-doer, and have committed anything worthy of death, I 
refuse Qot to die : but if none of those things is true, whereof these 
accuse me, no man can 'give me up unto them. I appeal unto Caesar, 
iz Then Festiis, when lie had conferred with the conncilj answered, 
Thou hast appealed unto Cxsar; unto Cxsar shall thou go. 

§63. BEFORE AGRIPPA AND BERNICE. 
Acts 25 : 13 — 26 : 33. 

13 Now when certain days were passed, Agrippa the king and Ber- 
nice arrived at Ciesarea, ^and saluted Festus. 14 And as they tarried 
there many days, FestiLi laid Paul's ca.se before the king, saying, There 
is a certain man left a prisoner by Felix : 15 about whom, when I was 
at Jerusalem, the chief priests and the elders of the Jews informed me, 
asking for sentence against him. 16 To whom I answered, that it is not 
the custom of the Romans to ' give up any man, before that the accused 
have the accusers face to face, and have had opportunity to make his 
defence eoncemiog the matter laid against him. 17 When therefore 
they were come together here, I made no delay, but on the next day 
sat down on the judgement's eat, and commanded the man to be 
brought. 18 Concerning whom, when the accusers stood up, they 
brought no charge of such evil things as 1 supposed; 19 but had cer- 
tain questions against him of tlieir own^religion, and of one Jesus, who 
was dead, whom Paul affirmed to be alive, 20 And I, being perplexed 
how to inquire concerning these things, asked whether he would go to 
Jerusalem, and there be judged of these matters. 21 But when Paul 
had appealed to be kept for the decision of ' the emperor, 1 commanded 
him to be kept till I should send him to Casar. 22 And Agrippa said 
unto Festus, I also 'could wish to hear the man myself. To-morrow, 
saith he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 So on the morrow, when Agrippa was come, and Bernicc, with 
great pomp, and they were entered into the place of hearing, with the 
chief captains, and the principal men of the city, at the command of 
Festus Paul was brought in. 24 And Festus saith, King Agrippa, and 
all men which are here present with us, ye behold this man, about 
whom all the multitude of the Jews made suit to me, both at Jerusalem 
and here, crying that he ought not to live any longer. 2; But I found 
that he had committed nothing worthy of death : and as he himself 
appealed to *the emperor I determined to send him, 26 Of whom I 
have no certain thing to write unto my lord. Wherefore I have brought 
him forth before you, and specially before thee, king Agripija, that, 
after emmination had, I may have somewhat to write. 27 For it seem- 
eth to me unreasonable, in sending a prisoner, not withal to signify the 
charges against him. 

26 : I And Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth his hand, and made his defence : 
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2 I think myself happy, king Agrippa, tha.1: I am to make my defence 
before thee this day touching all the things whereof I am accused by 
the Jewi": 3 'especially because thou art expert in all customs and 
questions which are among the Jews : wherefore 1 beseech thee to hear 
me patiently. 4 My manner of life then from my youth up, which was 
from the beginning among mine own nation, and at Jerusalem, know 
all the Jews ; 5 having knowledge of me from the first, if they be will- 
ing to testify, how that after the straitest sect of our religion I lived a 
Pharisee. 6 And now I stand here to be judged for the hope of the 
promise made of God unto our fethers ; 7 unto which promin our 
twelve tribes, earnestly serving God night and day, hope to attain. And 
concerning this hope I am accused by the Jews, O king! 3 Why is it 
judged incredible with you, if God doth raise the dead? g I verily 
thought with myself, that I ought to do many things contrary to tlie 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. 10 And this I also did in Jerusalem: and 
I both shut up many of the saints in prisons, having received authority 
from the chief priests, and when they were put to death, 1 gave my vote 
against them. 11 And punishing them oftentimes in all the syna' 
gogues, 1 strove to make them blaspheme ; and being exceedingly mad 
against them, I persecuted them even unto foreign cities. 12 '^Where- 
upon as I journeyed to Damascus with the autnority and commission 
of the chief priests, 13 at midday, O king, I saw on the way a light 
from heaven, above the brightness of the sun, shining round about me 
and them that journeyed with me. 14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice saying unto me in the Hebrew language, 
Saul, Saul, why perseculest thou me? it is hard for thee to kick against 
'the goad. 15 And 1 said. Who art thou, Lord? And the Lord said, 
I am Jesus whom thou persecutes!. 16 But arise, and stand upon thy 
feet : for to this end have 1 appeared unto thee, to appoint thee a min- 
ister and a witness both of the things * wherein thou hast seen me, and 
of the things wherein I will appear unto thee; 17 delivering thee from 
the people, and from the Gentiles, unto whom I send thee, 18 to open 
their eyes, 'that they may turn from darkness to li^ht, and from the 
power of Satan unto God, that they may receive remission of sins and an 
inheritance among them that are sanctified by faith in me. 19 Where- 
fore, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient unto the heavenly vbion : 

20 but declarea both to them of Damascus first, and at JerusaJem, and 
throughout all the country of Judsa, and also to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to Cod, doing works worthy of 'repentance. 

21 For this cause the Jews seized me in the temple, and assayed to kill 
me. 22 Having therefore obtained the help that is from God, I stand 
unto this day testifying both to small and great, saying nothing but 
what the prophets and Moses did sav should come; 23 'how that the 
Christ 'must suffer, and 'how that ne first by the resurrection of the 
dead should proclaim light both to the people and to the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus made his defence, Festus saith with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art mad; Ihy much learning doth turn thee to madness. 
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3J But Paul saith, I am not mad, most excellent Festus ; but speak 
forth words of truth and soberness. 26 For the king knoweth of these 
things, unto whom also I speak freely: for I am persuaded that none 
of these things is hidden from him ; for this hath not been done in a 
comer. 27 King Agrippa, believest thou the prophets? I know that 
thou believest. 28 And Agrippa said unio Paul, With but little persua- 
sion thou wouldest fain make me a Christian. 29 And Paul said, I 
would to God, that whether with little or with much, not thou only, but 
also all that hear me this day, might become such as I am, except these 

30 And the king rose up, and the governor, and Bernice, and they 
that sat with them: 31 and when they had withdrawn, they spake 
one to another, saying. This man doeth nothing worthy of death or of 
bonds. 32 And Agrippa said unto Festus, This man might have been

S63. THE VOYAGE FROM C^SAREA TO FAIR HAVENS. 

Acts 27 : 1-8.

I And when it was determined that we should sail for Italy, they deliv- 
ered Paul and certain other prisoners to a centurion named Julius, of 
the Augustan 'band, i AndembarkinginashipofAdramyttium, which 
was about to sail unto the places on the coast of Asia, we put to sea, 
Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thessalonica, being with us. 3 And the 
next day we touched at Sidon : and Julius treated Paul kindly, and gave 
him leave to go unto his friends and ^refresh himself. 4 And putting 
to sea from thence, we sailed under the lee of Cyprus, because the winds 
were contrary. 5 And when we had sailed across the sea which is off 
Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. 6 And there 
the centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing for Italy ; and he put us 
therein. 7 And when we had s^ed slowly many days, and were come 
with difficulty over against Cnidus, the wind not ' fiirther suffering us, we 
sailed under the lee of Crete, over against Salmone; 8 and with diffi- 
culty coasting along it we came unto a certain place called Fair Havens ; 
nigh whereunto was the city of Lasea.

THE STORM AND THE SHIPWRECK. 
Acts 27:9-44. 



9 And when much time was spent, and the voyage was now danger- 
lus, because the Fast was now already gone by, Paul admonished them, 



JO and said unto them, Sirs, I perceive that the voyage will be with injury 
and much loss, not only of the lading and the ship.l>ut aJsa of our lives. 
II But the centurion gave more heed to the master and to the owner of 
the ship, than to those things which were spoken by Paul. 12 And be- 
cause the haven was not commodious to winter in, the more part advised 
to put to sea from thence, if by any means they could reach Phcenix, and 
winter there ; vikick is a haven of Crete, looking ^ north-east and south- 
east. 13 And when the south wind blew softly, supposing that they had 
obtained their purpose, they weighed anchor and sailed along Crete, close 
in shore. 14 But after no long time there beat down from it a tempestu- 
ous wind, which is called Euraquilo : 15 and when the ship was caufht, 
and could not face the wind, we gave way /o»X and were driven. 16 And 
running under the lee of a small island called 'Cauda, we were able, 
with difficulty, to secure the boat: 17 and when they had hoisted it up, 
they used helps, under-girding the ship ; and, fearing lest they should 
be cast upon the Syrtis, they lowered the gear, and so were driven. 
18 And as we laboured exceedingly with the storm, the next day they 
began to throw the freight overboard; 19 and the third day they cast out 
with their own hands the * tackling of the ship. 20 And when neither 
sun nor stars shone upon us for many days, and no small tempest lay 
on us, ail hope that we should be saved was now taken away. 21 And 
when they had been long without food, then Paul st6od forth in the 
midst of them, and said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, and 
not have set sail from Crete, and have gotten this injury and loss. 
22 And now I exhort you to be of good cheer ; for there shall be no loss 
of life among you, but only of the ship. 23 For there stood by me this 
night an angel of the God whose I am, whom also I serve, 24 saying. 
Fear not, Paul ; thou must stand before C«Esar : and lo, God hath granted 
thee all them that sail with thee. 35 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer : 
for I believe God, that it shall be even so as it hath been spoken unto 
me. 26 Howbeit we must be cast upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was come, as we were driven to 
and fro in the sea of Adda, about midnight the sailors surmised that 
they were drawing near to some country ; 28 and they sounded, and 
found twenty fathoms : and after a little space, they sounded again, and 
found fifteen fathoms. 29 And fearing lest haply we should be cast 
ashore on rocky ground, they let go four anchors from the stern, and 
'wished for the day. 30 And as the sailors were seeking to flee out of 
the ship, and had lowered the boat into the sea, under colour as though 
they would lay out anchors from the foreship, 31 Paul said to the cen- 
tunon and to the soldiers. Except these abide in the ship, ye cannot be 
^ved. 32 Then the soldiers cut away the ropes of the boat, and let 
ier fall off. 33 And while the day was coming on, Paul besought them 
all to take some food, saying. This day is the fourteenth day that ye 
wait and continue fasting, having taken nothing. 34 Wherefore 1 be- 
seech you to take some food : for this is for your safety ; for there shiUI 
not a hair perish from the head of any of you. 
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of all ; and he brake it, and began to eat. 36 Then were they all of 
good cheer, and themselves also took food. 37 And we were in all in 
the ship ' two hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 38 And when they 
had eaten enough, they lightened the ship, throwing out the wheat into 
the sea. 39 And when it was day, they knew not (he land : but they 
perceived a certain bay with a beach, and they took counsel whether 
they could 'drive the ship upon it. 40 And casting olT the anchors, they 
left them in the sea, at the same time loosing the bands of the rud- 
ders ; and hoisting up the foresail to the wind, they made for the beach. 
41 But lighting upon a place where two seas met, they ran the vessel 
aground ; and the foreship struck and remained unmoveable, but the 
siern began to break up by the violence 0/ tlit inavu. 42 And the 
soldiers' counsel was to kill the prisoners, test any of them should swim 
out, and escape. 43 But the centurion, desiring to save Paul, stayed 
thera from Ilieir purpose ; and commanded that they which could swim 
should cast themselves overboard, and get first to the land : 44 and 
the rest, some on planks, and some on other things from the ship. And 
so it came to pass, that they all escaped safe to the land. 



§65. ON THE ISLAND OF MELITA. 
Acts 28 ; 1-10.

I And when we were escaped, then we knew that the island was 
called 'Melita. 2 And the barbarians shewed us no common kind- 
ness : for they kindled a fire, and received us all, because of the present 
rain, and because of the cold. 3 But when Paul had gathered a bundle 
of sticks, and laid them on the fire, a viper came out *by reason of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand. 4 And when the barbarians saw the 
beast hanging from his hand, they said one to another, No doubt this 
man is 3 murderer, whom, though he hath escapied from the sea, yet 
Justice hath not suifered to live. 5 Howbeit he shook off the beast 
into the lire, and took no harm. 6 But they expected that he would 
have swollen, or fallen down dead suddenly : but when they were long in 
expectation, and beheld nothing amiss come to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 Now in the neighbourhood of that place were lands belonging to 
the chief man of the island, named Publius ; who received us, and 
entertained us three days courteously. 8 And it was so, that the father 
of Publius lay sick of fever and dysenterjj : unto whom Paul entered in, 
knd prayed, and laying his hands on him healed him. 9 And when 
:his was done, the rest also which had diseases in the island came, and 
were cured : 10 who also honoured us with many honours ; and when 
we sailed, they put on board such things as we needed.

§66. FROM MELITA TO ROME. 

II And after three months we set sail in z. ship of Alexandria, 
which had wintered in the island, whose sign was ' The Twin Brothers. 
12 And touching at Syracuse, we tarried there three days. 13 And 
from thence we 'made a circuit, and arrived at Rhegium : and after 
one day a south wind sprang up, and on the second day we came to 
Puteoli ; 14 where we found brethren, and were intreated to tarry with 
them seven days: and so we came lo Rome, i; And from thence the 
brethren, when tiiey heard of us, came lo meet us as far as The Mar- 
ket of Appius, and The Three Taverns : whom when Paul saw, he 
thanked God, and took courage. 



CHAPTER XVI, 

PAUL'S TWO YEARS' IMPRISONMEMT HT SOHB. 

. S67. PAUL'S CONFERENCE WITH THE JEWS IN ROME. 

Acts 26: i6-ag. 

16 And when we entered into Rome, ' Paul was sutTered to abide by 
himself with the soldier that guarded him. 

17 And it came to pass that after three days he called together 
* those that were the chief of the Jews: and when thev were come 
together, he said unto them, I, brethren, though I had done nothing 
against the people, or the customs of our fafliers, yet was delivered 
prisoner from Jerusalem into the hands of the Romans: 18 who, 
when they had examined me, desired to set me at liberty, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 19 But when the Jews spake 
against it, 1 was constrained to appeal unto Cxsar; not that I had 
aught to accuse my nation of 20 For this cause therefore did I 
•intreat you to see and to speak with me: for because of the hope of 
Israel I am bound with this chain. 21 And Ihey said unto him, We 
neither received letters from Judsa concerning thee, nor did any of 
the brethren come hither and report or speak any harm of thee. 
32 But we desire to hear of thee what thou thinkest; for as concerning 
this sect, it is known to us that everywhere it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed him a day, they came to him into 
his lodging in great number; to whom he expounded tkt matter., tesli- 
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fyjiig the kingdom of God, and persuading them concerning Jesus, 
both from the law of Moses and from the prophets, from morning till 
evening. 24 And some believed the things which were spoken, and 
some disbelieved. 25 And when they agreed not among themselves, 
they departed, after that Paul had spoken one word. Well spake the 
Holy Ghost 1 by Isaiah the prophet unto your fathers, 26 saying,

19 For I know that 
this shall turn to my salvation, through your supplication and the supply of 
the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 20 according to my earnest expectation and hope, 
that in nothing shall I be put to shame, but /4a/ with all boldness, as always, 
St now also Christ shall be magnified in my body, whether by life, or by death. 
21 For to me lo live is Christ, and to die is gain. 21 "But if to live in the 
flesh, — if this is the fruit of my work, then ' what I shall choose ' I wot not. 
23 But I am in a strait betwiit the two, having the desire to depart and he 
with Christ; for it is very far better : 24 yet to abide in the £esh is more 
needful for your sake. 25 And having this confidence, I know that I shall 
abide, yea, and abide with you all, for your progress and joy ° in the faith; 
26 that your glorying may abound in Christ Jesus in me through my pres- 
ence with you again, 27 Only '" let your manner of Ufe be worthy of the gos- 
pel of Christ ; that, whether I come and see you or he absent, I may hear of 
yourjstate, that ye stand fast in one spirit, with one soul striving ^' for the faith 
of the gospel; 2S and in nothing a^righted by the adversaries : nhich is for 
them an evident token of perdition, but of your salvation, and that from Godj 
29 because to you it hath been granted in the behalf of Christ, not only to 
believe on him, but also to suffer in his behalf ; 30 having the same conSict 
which ye saw in me, and now hear to be in me. 

2 : 1 If there is therefore any comfort in Christ, if any consolation of love, 
if any fellowship of the Spirit, if any tender mercies and compassions, 2 fulfil 
ye my joy, that ye be of the same mind, having the same love, being of one 
accord, ^ of one mind; 3 doing nothing through faction or through vainglory,

in the form of God, counted it not "a priie to be on an equality with God, 
7 but emptied himself, taking the form of a 'servant, ' being made in the 
likeness of men; 8 and being found in fashion as a man, he humbled him. 
self, becoming obedient mtn unto death, yea, the death of the cross. 9 Where- 
fore also God highly exalted him, and gave unto him the name which is above 
every name; 10 that in the name of Jesus every knee should how, of tAings 
iu heaven and things on earth and ° (kings under the earth, 1 1 and that every 
tongue should confess that Jesut Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. 

12 So then, my beloved, even as ye have always obeyed, not 'as in my 
presence only, but now much mote in my absence, work out your own salva- 
tion with fear and trembling; 13 for it is God which worketh in you both to 
will and to work, for his good pleasure. 14 Do all things without murmur- 
ings and disputings; 15 that ye may be blameless and harmless, children of 
God without blemish in the midst of a crooked and perverse generation, 
among whom ye are seen as ' lights in the world, 16 holding forth the word 
of life; that I may have whereof to glory in the day of Christ, that I did not 
nm in vain neither labour in vain. 1 7 Yea, aod if I am " offered upon the sac- 
rifice and service of your faith, I joy, and rejoice with you all : 18 and in the 
sure manner do ye also joy, and rejoice with me. 

19 But I hope in the Lord Jesus to send Timothy shortly unto you, that 1 
also may he of good comfort, when I know your state. 20 For I have no man 
Lkcminded, who will care *truly for yom state. Zl For they all seek their 
own, not the things of Jesus Christ. 22 But ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a child semilh a father, so he served with me in furtherance of the 
gospel. 23 iVaa therefore I hope to send forthwith, so soon as I shall see how 
it will go with me : 24 but I trust in the Lord that I myself also shall come 
thoTtly. 25 But I counted it necessary to send to you Epaphroditus, my brotbei 
and fellow-worker and fellow-soldier, and your '" messenger and minister to my 
need; z6 since he longed '^ after you all, and was sore troubled, because ye 
had heard that he was sick : 27 for indeed be was sick nigh uuto death ; but 
God had mercy on him; and not on him only, but on me also, that I might 
not have sorrow upon Borrow. 2S I have sent him therefore the more dili- 
gently, that, when ye see him again, ye may rejoice, and that I may be the less 
sorrowful. 29 Receive him therefore in the Lord with all joy; and hold such 
in hononr ; 30 because for the work of " Christ he came nigh unto death, 
hazarding his life to supply that which was lacking in your service toward me. 

3 : I Finally, my brethren, i' rejoice in the Lord. To write the same things 
to you, to me indeed is not irksome, but for you it is safe. 2 Beware of the 
dogs, beware of the evil workers, beware of the concision ; 3 for we are the 
'1 worship by the Spirit of God, and glory in Christ Jesus, and 
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have DO confidence in tbe flesb : 4 though I myself might have contidence 
even in the Besh : if any otbcT man ^ tbmketb to bave conlidence in the Sesh, 
I yet more: 5 circumcised the eighth day, of the stock cf Istael, of the tribe 
of BcDJimin, a Hebrew of Hebrews; 6 as touching the law, a Pharisee \ as 
touching zeal, persecuting the church; as touching the righteousness which is 
in the law, found blameless. 7 Howbeit what things were '^ gain to me, these 
have I counted loss for Christ. S Vea veiily, &nd I count all things to be luss 
for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord ; for whom I suf- 
fered the loss of ill things, and do count them but * dung, that I may gain 
Christ, 9 and be found in him, ' not having a righteousness of mine own, iven 
that which is of Che law, but that which is through faith in Christ, Che right- 
eousness which is of God ^ by faith : 10 that I may know him, and the power 
of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his sufferings, beconung conformed 
unto bis death; II if by any means I may attain unto the resurrection from 
the dead, iz Not that I have already obtained, 01 am already made perfect ; 
but 1 press on, if so be that I may * apprehend that for which also I was ap- 
prehended by Christ Jesus. 13 Brethren, I count not myself 'yet to have 
apprehended: but one thing / do, forgetting the things which are behind, 
and stretching forward to the things which are before, 14 I press on toward 
the goal unto the prize of the " high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 15 Let us 
therefore, as many as be perfect, be thus minded: and if in anything ye are 
otherwise minded, even this shall God reveal unto you: 16 only, whereunto 
we have already attained, by that same ruli let us walk. 

17 Brethren, be ye imitators together of me, and mark them which so walk 
even as ye bave us for an ensample. 18 For many walk, of whom I totd you 
often, and now tell you even weeping, that ikey are the enemies of the cross 
of Christ : 19 whose end is perdition, whose god is the belly, and whose glory 
is in their shame, who mind earthly things. 20 Fur our ° citizenship is in 
heaven; from whence also we wait for a Saviour, the Lord Jesus Qiriat: 
31 who shall fashion anew the body of our humiliation, that it may be con- 
formed to the body of his glory, according to the working whereby he is able 
even to subject all things unto himself. 

\ : 1 Wherefore, my brethren beloved and longed for, my joy and crown, 
so stand fast in the Lord, my beloved. 

2 I exhort Euodia, and I exhort Syntyche, to he of Che same mind in the 
Lord. 3 Yea, I beseech thee also, true yokefellow, help these women, for 
Chey laboured with me in the gospel, with Clement also, and the rest of my 
fellow-workers, whose names are in the book of life. 

4 1° Rejoice in the Lord alway : again I will say, >' Rejoice. 5 '-s' 7°^^ 
"forbearance be known unto all men. The Lord Is at hand. 6 In nothing be 
anxious; but in everything by prayer and supplication with thanksgiving let 
your requests be made known unto God. 7 And the peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, shall guard your hearts and your thoughts in Christ

13 whom 1 nould fain have kept with me, that in thy behalf be might ministei 
unto me in the bonds of the gospel: 14 but without thy mind I would do 
nothing; (hat thy goodness should not be as of necessity, but of free wilL 
15 For perhaps he was therefore parted from Ihii for a season, that thou

hiving been foreordained according to the purpose of him who worketh all 
things after the counsel of his will; iz to the end that we should be unto 
the praise of his glory, we who 'had before hoped in Christ: 13 in whom ye 
also, having heard the word of the truth, the gospel of your salvation, — in 
whom, having also believed, ye were sealed with the Holy Spirit of promije, 
14 which is an earnest of our inheritance, unto the redemption of God's own 
possession, unto the praise of his glory. 

15 For tha cause I also, having heard of the faith in the Lord Jesus which 
is ^among you, and *which ye shrai toward all the saints, 16 cease not to 
give thanks for you, making mention 0/ job in my prayers; 17 that the God 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, may give onto you a spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of him; iS having the eyes of your 
heart enlightened, that ye may know what is the hope of his calling, what the 
riches of [he glory of his inheritance in the saints, 19 and what the eiceed- 
■ ing greatness of his power to us-ward who believe, according to that working 
of the strength of hia might 10 which he wrought in Christ, when he raised 
him from the dead, and made him to sit at hia right hand in the heavenly 
places, 21 far above all rule, and authority, and power, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only in this '"world, hut also in that which is 
to come; 23 and he put all things in subjection under his feet, and gave him 
to be head over all things to the church, 23 which is his body, the fulness of 
him that filleth all in all. 
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2 : 1 And l^ou did he quicken, when ye weie dead through your ttespassea 
and HDS, z wherein afoictimc ye walked according to the '-course of this 
world, according to tbe prince of the power of the ait, of the spirit that now 
woiketh in the sons of disobedience; 3 among whom wc also all once lived 
in the lusts of our flesh, doing the desires of the flesh and of the ^miaij, and 
were by nature children of wrath, even as the rest: 4 — but God, being rich 
in mercy, for his great love wherewith be ioved us, 5 even when we were 
dead throogh our trespasses, quickened us together 'with Christ (by grace 
have ye been saved), 6 and raised us up with him, and made us to sit with 
him in the heavenly places, in Christ Jesus : 7 that in the ages to come he 
might shew the exceeding riches of his grace in kindness toward us in Christ 
Jesus: 3 tor by grace have ye been saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves : it is the gift of God 1 9 not of works, that no man should glory. 
10 For we are his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus for good works, which 
God afoie prepared that we should walk in them. 

1 1 Wherefore remember, that aforetime ye, the Gentiles in the flesh, who 
are called Uncircumcision by that which is called Circumcision, in the flesh, 
made by hands; iz that ye were at that time separate from Christ, alienated 
from the commonwealth of Israel, and strangers from the covenants of the 
promise, having no hope and without God in the world. 13 But now in Christ 
Jesus ye that once were far ofF are made nigh in the blood of Christ. 14 Far 
he is our peace, who made both one, and brake down the middle wall of par- 
tition, 15 having abolished in his flesh the enmity, even the law of command- 
ments conlained in ordinances; that he might create in himself of the twain 
one new man, JO making peace; 16 and might reconcile them both in one 
body unto God through the cross, having slain the enmity thereby : 17 and 
he came and • preached peace to you that were far off, and peace to them that 
were nigh; 18 for through him we both have our access in one Spirit unto 
the Father. 19 So then ye are no more strangers and sojourners, but ye are 
feUow-citizens with the saints, and of the household of God, 20 beuag built 
upon the foundation of the apostles and prophets, Christ Jesus himself being 
the chief comer stone; 21 in whom 'each several building, fitly framed to- 
gether, groweth into a holy ' temple in the Lord; 22 in whom ye also are 
bnilded together ' f or a habitation of God in the Spirit. 

3 : I For this cause I Paul, the prisoner of Christ Jeaus in behalf of you 
Gentiles, 2-- if 50 be that ye have heard of the 'dispensation of that grace 
of God which was given me to you-ward; 3 how that by revelation was made 
known unto me the mystery, as I wrote afore in few words, 4 whereby, when 
ye read, ye can perceive my understanding in the mystery of Christ; J which 
in other generations was not made known unto the sons of men, as it hath 
now been revealed unto his holy apostles and prophets in the Spirit; 6 la wif, 
that the Gentiles are fellow-heirs, and fellow- members of the body, and fellow- 
partakers of the promise in Christ Jesus through the gospel, 7 whereof 1 was 
made a minister, according to the gift of that grace of God which was given 
■ me according to the working of his power. 8 Unto me, who am less than the 
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lost of all saints, »-a> ihis grace given, to preach unto the Gentiles the un- 
SMtchable riches of Christ; g and to 'make all men see what is the^diapen- 
wtion of the mystery which fcuni all ages hath been hid in God who created 
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in Ibe heavenly ftam might be made known through the church the manifold 
wbdom of God, 1 1 according to the * eternal purpose which he purposed in 
Christ Jesus oui Lord: 13 in whom we have boldness and access in confi- 
dence through* our faith ui him. 13 Wherefore I ask that 'ye faint not at 
taj tribulations for you, which 'are your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the Father, 15 from whom every 
' family in heaven and on earth is named, 16 that he would grant you, accord- 
ing to the riches of his glory, that ye may be strengthened with power through 
his Spirit in the inward man; 17 that Christ may dwell in your hearts through 
faith; to the end that ye, being rooted and grounded in love, 18 may be 
strong to apprehend with all the sainta what ia the breadth and length and 
height aod depth, ig and to know the love of Christ which passeth knowledge, 
that ye may be filled unto all the fulness of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the power that worketh in ua, ji unto him fc 
the glory in the church and in Christ Jesus unto ' all generations for ever and 

4 : 1 I therefore, the prisoner in the Lord, beseech you to walk worthily ol 
the calling wherewith ye were called, 2 with all lowliness and meekness, with 
lopgauffering, forbearing one another In love ; 3 giving diligence to keep tha 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 4 Tirri is one body, and one Spirit, 
even as also ye were called in one hope of your calling; 5 one Lord, on« 
faith, one baptism, 6 one God and Father of ail, who is over all, and through 
all, and in all. 7 But unto each one of us was the grace given according to 
the measure of the gift of Christ. 8 Wherefore be aaith. 

When he ascended on high, he led captivity captive, 

And gave gifts unto men. 
9 (Now this. He ascended, what is it but that he also descended ' into the lower 
parts of the earth? 10 He that descended is the same also that ascended far 
above all the heavens, that he might fill all things.) 11 And he gave some 
Aii^ apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
«nd teachers; 12 for the perfecting of the saints, unto the work of minislet- 
ing, unto the building up of the body of Christ: 13 till we all attain unto the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a fullgrown 
, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ ; 14 that we may 
longer children, tossed to and fro and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, in craftiness, after the wiles of error; 15 bat 
11 speaking truth in love, may grow up in all things into him, which is the head, 
«Y» Christ; 16 from whom all the body fitly framed and knit together 
Uflirough that which every joint supplieth, according to the working in due 
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measuie of esch sevetal put, maketh the increase of the body unto the build- 
ing up of itself in love. 

17 This I say therefore, and testify in the Lord, that ye no longer walk as 
Oie Gentiles also walk, in the vanity of their mind, rS being darkened in their 
understanding, alienated from the life of God because of the ignorance that is 
in them, because of the hardening of their heart; 19 who being past feeling 
gave themselves up to lasciviousness, ' to work all uncleanness with "greedi- 
ness. 20 But ye did not so learn Christ; 21 if 30 be that ye heard him, and 
were taught in him, even as truth is in Jesus: 22 that ye put away, aa coik- 
ceming your fanner manner of Hfe, the old man, which waxeth corrupt after 
the lusts of deceit; 23 and that ye be renewed in the spirit of your mind, 
34 and put on the new man, ' which after God hath been created in righteous- 
ness and holiness of truth. 

25 Wherefore, putting away falsehood, speak ye truth each one with his 
neighbour 1 for we are members one of another. 26 Be ye angry, and sin not : 
let not the sun go down upon your 'wrath: 27 neither give place to the 
devil. zS Let him that stole steal no more : but rather let bim labour, working 
with his hands the thing that is good, that he may have whereof to give to 
him that hath need. 29 Let no corrupt speech proceed out of your mouth, 
but such as is good for ^ edifying as the need may be, that it may give grace to 
them that hear. 30 And grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, in whom ye were 
sealed unto the day of redemption. 31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and railing, be put away from you, with all malice : 32 and be 
ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, forgiving each other, even as God also 
in Christ forgave * you. 

5 : 1 Be ye therefore imitators of God, as beloved chQdren; 2 and naUc 
in love, even as Christ also loved you, and gave himself up for ' us, an offering 
and a sacrifice to God for an odour of a sweet smell. 3 But fornication, and 
all uncleaiiness, or covetousness, let it not even be named among you, as be* 
Cometh saints; 4 nor hlthiness, nor foolish talking, or jesting, which are not 
befitting; but rather giving of thanks. 5 For this ye know of a surety, that 
no fornicator, nor unclean person, nor covetous man, which is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and God. 6 Let no man deceive 
you with empty words : for because of these things cametb the wratb of God 
upon the sons of disobedience. 7 Be not ye therefore partakers with them; 
S for ye were once darkness, but are now light in the Lord; walk as children 
of light 9 (for the fruit of the light is in all goodness and righteousness and 
truth), 10 proving what is well-pleasing unto the Xxird; 1 1 and have no fel- 
kiwship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather even "reprove them; 
13 for the things which are done by them in secret it is shame even to speak 
of. 13 Butall things when they are "reproved are made manifest by the light: 
for every thing that is made manifest is light. 14 Wherefore iSif saith. Awake, 
thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ shall shine upon thee. 

15 Look therefore carefully how ye walk, not as unwise, but as wise; 
16 '° redeeming the time, because the days are evil. 1 7 Wherefore he ye not 
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foolish, but unde[sta.n[l wbit the will of Che Lord is. tS And be not drunken 
with wine, wherein is riot, but be filled ^wilh the Spirit; ig speaking 'one 
to inothei in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing ind making melody 
with your heart to the Lord; zo giving thanks always for all things in the 
name of oar Lord Jesus Christ to *God, even the Father; 21 subjecting your- 
selves one to another in the fear of Chrial. 

22 Wives, ie in luifeetian unto your own husbands, us unto the Lord. 
23 For the husband i$ Ihe head of the wife, as Christ also is the head of the 
church, iting himself the saviour of the body. 24 But as the church is subject 
to Christ, 'so lit the wives also if to their husbands in everything. 35 Hus- 
bands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself 
up for it; 26 that he might sanctify it, having cleansed it by the 'washing of 
water with the word, 27 that he might present the church to himself a glori- 
ous ciurci, not having spot or wrinkle ot any such thing; but that it should 
be holy and without blemish. 2S even so ought husbands also to love their 
own wives as their own bodies. He that loveth his own wife loveth himself: 
29 for no man ever hated his own fiesh; but nourishelb and cherisheth if, even 
as Christ also the church; 30 because we are members of his body, 31 For 
this cause shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall cleave to his wife; 
and the twain shall become one flesh. 32 This mystery is great : but I speak 
in regard of Christ and of the church. 33 Nevertheless do ye also severally 
love each one his own wife even as himself; and Iti the wife ste that she fear 
her hnsband. 

6 ; I Children, obey your parents In the Lord : for this is right. 2 Honour 
thy father and mother (which is the ^t commandment with promise), 3 that 
it may be well with thee, and thou * mayest live long on the '' earth. 4 And, 
ye fathers, provoke not your children to wrath ; but nurture them in the chas- 
tening and admonition of the Lord. 

S 'Servants, be obedient unto them that according to the flesh are your 
° masters, with fear and trembling, in singleness of your heart, as unto Christ; 
6 not in the way of eyeservice, as men-plcasers; but as 'servants of Christ, 
doing the will of God from the '''heart; 7 with good will doing service, as 
unto the Lord, and not unto men ; 8 knowing that whatsoever good thing 
each one docth, the same shall he receive again from the Lord, whether ht be 
bond or free. 9 And, ye ° masters, do the same things unto them, and forbear 
threatening: knowing that both their Master and yours is in heaven, and there 
is no respect of persons with him. 

10 1' Finally, " be strong in the Lord, and in the strength of his might. 
I Put on the whole armour of God, that ye roay be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil, iz For our wrestling is not against Sesh and blood, but against 
the principalities, against the powers, against the world-rulers of this darkness, 
against the spiritual hmit of wickedness in the heavenly //a,-;/. 13 Wherefore 
p the whole armour of God, that ye may be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and, having done all, to stand. 14 Stand therefore, having girded youc 
with truth, and having put on the breastplate of righteousness, 15 and 
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havinfiihod yoar feet with the preparation of the gospel of peace; 16 vrithal 
taking up the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of Ihc evil ont. 17 And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of 
the Spirit, which is tbe word of God; 18 with all prayer and supplication 
prsyinfi at all seasons in the Spirit, and watching thereunto in all perseverance 
and supplication for all the saints, 19 and on my behalf, that utterance may 
be given unto me ' in opening my mouth, to make known with boldness the 
mystery of the gospel, 20 for which I am an ambassador in 'chains; that in 
it I may speak boldly, as I ought to speak. 

31 But that ye also may know my affairs, bow I do, Tychicus, the beloved 
brother and faithful minister in the Lord, shall make known to you all things: 
33 whom 1 have sent unto you for this very purpose, that ye may know our 
state, and that he may comfort your hearts. 

23 Peace be to the brethren, and love with faith, from God the Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 24 Grace be with all them that love our Lord Jesus 
Christ in oncorruptncss.

When I shall send Artemas unto thee, or Tychicus, give diii- 
gence to come unlo me (o Nicopolis ; for there I have determined lo winter. 
13 Set forward Zenas the lawyer and Apollos on their journey diligently, ihat noth- 
ing be wandng unto them. 

• a Tim. I : ij-iS. This thou knowest, that all thai ate in Asia lumed away 
from me; of whom are Phygelus and Hermogenes. 16 The Lord grant mercy 
unto the house of Onesiphorus : for he of) refreshed me, and was not ashamed of 
mjF chain; 17 but, when he was in Rome, he sought me diligently, and found me 
18 (the Lord grant unto him to tind mercy of the Lord in that day) ; and in how 
many things he ministered al Ephesus, Ihou knowest very well. 

■ a Tiro. 4 : 6, g-r?, 30, ai. For I am already being offered, and the lime of 
my departure is come. ... 9 Do thy diligence to come shortly unlo me: lofbr 
Demas forsook me, having loved Ibis present world, and went to Thessalonica; Cres- 
cens 10 Galatia, Tims to Dalmatia.

3 Al I ciharted thee to tarry at Ephetua, when I was going into Mace- 
donia, that Ihoa mighlest charge certain men not lo teach a different doctrine, 
4 neither to give h<:ei to fables and endless genealogies, the which minister 
questionings, rather than a ' dispensation of God which is in faith; lo da I 
now. 5 But the end of the charge is love out of a pure heart and a good con- 
science and faith unfeigned: 6 from which things some having "swerved 
have turned aside unto vain talicing; ^ desiriDg to be teacheis of the law, 
though they iinderitand neither what they say, nor whereof they confidently 
aifinn, 8 But we know that the law is good, it a man use it lawfully, g as 
knowing this, that law is not made for a righteous man, but for the lawlesi 
and unrul)', for the ungodly and sinners, for the nnboly and profane, for » mur- 
derers of fathers and ' murderers of mothers, for manslaycrs, lO for fornica- 
tors, for abusers of themselves with men, for men-stealers, for liars, for false 
swearers, and if there be any other thing contiary to the ^ sound 'doclrinei 
II according to the gospel of the glory of the blessed (Jod, which waa com- 
mitted to my trust. 

I3l think him that ° enabled me, n/fn Christ Jesus our Lord, for that he 
counted me faithful, appointing me to hii service ; 13 though I was before a 
blasphemer, and a persecutor, and injurious: howbeil I obtained mercy, be- 
canse I did it ignorantly in unbelief; 14 and the grace of our Lord abounded 
exceedingly with faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 15 Faithful is the 
saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom 1 am chief; 16 howbeit for this cause I obtuned 
mercy, that in me as chief might Jeaua Christ shew forth all his longsuffering, 
for an ensample of them which should hereafter believe on him unto eternal 
life. 17 Now unto the King ' eternal, incorruptible, invisible, the only God, 
be honour and glory 'for ever and ever. Amen. 

iS This charge I commit unto thee, my child Timothy, according to the 
prophecies which *went before on thee, that by them thou mayest war the 
good warfare; 19 holding faith and a good conscience; which some having 
thrust from them made shipwreclc concerning the faith : 20 of whom is 
Hymensus and Alexander; whom I delivered unto Satan, that they might be 
taught not to blaspheme. 

2 : 1 I eihort, therefore, first of all, '" that supplications, prayers, interces- 
sions, thanksgivings, be made for all men; z for kings and all that are in 
high place; that we may lead a tranquil and quiet life in all godliness and

gravity. 3 This is good and acceptable in the sight of God oat Saviour; 
4 who uiltelh that all men should be laved, and come to the haawledge of 
the truth. 5 For there is one God, one mediator also between God and men, 
himsi!/ aaa, Christ Jesus, 6 who gave himself a ransom for all ; the testi- 
mony to bt borne in its own times; 7 wbeieunto I was appointed a 'preacher 
and an apostle (I speak the truth, I lie not), a teacher of the Gentiles in faith 
and truth. 

8 I desire therefore that the men pray in every place, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and ^ disputing. 9 In like manner, that women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel, with shamefastness and sobriety; not with braided 
hair, and gold or pearls or costly raiment; 10 but (which becometh women 
professing godliness) through good works. II Let a woman learn in quiet- 
ness with all subjection. 12 But I permit Dot a woman to teach, nor to have 
dominion over a man, but to be in quietness. 13 For Adam was lirst formed, 
then Eve; 14 and Adam was not beguiled, but the woman being beguiled 
hath ^len into transgression : 15 but she shall be saved through °the child- 
bearing, if they continue in faith and love and sanctification with sobriety. 

3:1* Faithful is the saying, If a man seeketh the ofiice of a ^ bishop, he 
desireth a good work. 2 The ' bishop therefore must he without reproach, 
the husband of one wife, temperate, soberminded, orderly, given to hospi- 
tality, apt to teach; 3 ' no brawler, no striker; but gentle, not contentious, no 
lover of money; 4 one that ruleth well his own bouse, having hit children in 
subjection with all gravity; 5 (but if a man knoweth not how to rule his own 
house, how shall he take care of the church of God?) 6 not a novice, lest 
being puffed ap he fall into the ' condemnation of the devil, 7 Moreover he 
must have good testimony from them that are without; lest he fall into 
reproach and the snare of the devil. 8 Deacons in like manner murfic grave, 
not double-tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of filthy lucre; 
9 holding the mystery of the faith in a pure conscience. 10 And let these 
also first be proved; then let them serve as deacons, if they be blameless. 
1 1 Women in like manner must bi grave, not slanderers, temperate, faithful in 
all things, iz Let deacons be husbands of one wife, ruling Ihiit children and 
their own houses well, 13 For they that have served well as deacons gain to 
themselves a good standing, and great boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

14 These things I write unto thee, hoping to comennto thee shortly; 15 but 
If I tarry long, that thou mayest know » how men ought to behave themselves 
in the house of God, which is the church of the living God, the pillar and 
Aground of the truth. 16 And without controversy great is the mystery of 
godliness; '" He who was manifested in the flesh, justified in the spirit, seen of 
angels, preached among the nations, believed on in the world, received 
up in glory. 

4 : r But the Spirit saith eipressly, that in later times some shall fall away 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits and doctrines of ^'devils. 
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1 through the hypocrisy of men Ihit speak lies, ' braniJed in tbcir own con- 
science u with > hot iron; 3 forbi tiding to many, and lammanding la ibstun 
from meats, which God created to be received with thanksgiving by them that 
believe »nd know the truth. 4 For every creature of God is good, and nothing 
i> to be rejected, if it be received with thanksgiving: 5 for it is sanctified 
through the word of God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in mind of these things, thou shalt be > good 
tninistei of Christ Jesus, nourished in the words of the faith, and of the good 
doctrine which thou halt followed uiiAV now: 7 but refuse profane and old 
wives' fables. And exercise thyself unto godliness : 8 for bodily eiercise is 
profitable ' for a Ultle; but godliness is profitable for all things, having prom- 
ise of the life which now is, and of that which is to come. 9 Faithful is the 
saying, and worthy of all acceptation. 10 For to this end we labour and 
strive, because we have our hope set on the living God, who is the 
Saviour of all men, specially of them that believe. 1 1 These things command 
and teach. 12 Let no man despise thy youth; but be thou an ensample to 
them that believe, in word, in manner of life, in love, in faith, in purity. 
13 Till I come, give heed to reading, to exhortation, 10 teaching. 14 Neglect 
not the gift that is in thee, which was given thee by prophecy, with the laying 
on of the hands of the presbytery. 15 Be dihgent in these things; give thy. 
self wholly to them; that thy progress may be manifest unto all. 16 Take 
heed to thyself, and to thy teaching. Continue in these things; for in doing 
this thou Shalt save both thyself and them that hear thee. 

3 : I Rebuke not an elder, hut eihort him as a father; the younger men as 
brethren : X the elder women as mothers; the younger as sisters, in all purity. 
3 Honour widows that are widows indeed. 4 But if any widow bath children 
or grandchildren, let them learn first to shew piety towards their own family, 
and to requite their parents : for this is acceptable in the sight of God. 
5 Now she that is a widow indeed, and desolate, hath her hope set on God, 
and continueth in supplications and prayers night and day. 6 Gut she that 
giveth herself to pleasure is dead while she Uvelh. 7 These things also com- 
mand, that they may be without reproach. 8 But if any providcth not for his 
own, and specially his own household, he hath denied the faith, and is worse 
than an unbeliever. 9 Let none be enrolled as a widow under threescore 
years old, having beta the wife of one man, !0 well reported of for good 
works; if she hath brought up children, if she hath used hospitality to 
strangers, if she hath washed the saints' feet, if she halh relieved the afflicted, 
if she hath diligently followed every good work. 11 But younger widows 
refuse : for when they have waxed wanton against Christ , they desire to marry; 
12 having condemnation, because they have rejected their first faith. 13 And 
withal they learn also to it idle, going about from houae to house; and not 
only idle, hut tattlers also and bosybodies, speaking things which they ought 
not. 14 I desire therefore that the younger ' wide^m marry, bear children, 
rule the household, give none occasion to the adversary for reviling : 15 for 
already some are turned aside after Satan. 16 If any woman that believeth 
halh widows, let her relieve them, and let not the church be burdened; that it 
may relieve them that are widows indeed. 




FIRST LETTER TO TIMOTHY. 

17 I^t the etdcrs that rule well he counted worthy of double honour, 
especially those who labour in the word and in teaching, iS Foe the scripture 
saith, Tbou shalt not muzitle the ox when he Ireadeth out the corn. And, The 
labourer is worthy of his hire, 19 Against an elder receive not an accusation, 
except at the mouih of two ot three witnesses. 20 Them that sin reprove in 
the sight of all, that the rest also may be in fear, 21 I charge thte iu the 
sight of God, and Christ Jesus, and the elect angels, that thou observe these 
things without ' prejudice, doing nothing by partiality. 22 Lay hands hastily 
on no man, neither be partaker of other men's sins : keep thyself pure. 
33 Be DO longer a drinker of water, but use a little wine for thy stomach's 
sake and thine often infitmities. 24 Some men's sins are evident, going beFure 
unto judgementi and some men also they follow alter. 25 In like manner 
also 'there are good works that are evident; and such as are otherwise 
cannot be hid. 

6 : 1 Let as many as are ' servants tmder the yoke count their own masters 
worthy of all honour, that the name of Gud and the doctrine be not blas- 
phemed. 2 And they that have believing masters, let them not despise them, 
because they are brethren; but let them serve them the rather, because thej 
that'partake of the benefit are believing and beloved. These things teach 
and exhort. 

3 If any man teacheth a different doctrine, and consenteth not to ^ sound 
words, ev(n the words of our Lord Jesua Christ, and to the doctrine which is 
according to godhness; 4 he is pulfed up, knowing nothing, but * doting 
about questionings and disputes of words, whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, 
evil surmisings, 5 wranglings of men corrupted in mind and bereft of the 
truth, supposing that godliness is a way of gain. 6 But godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain r 7 for we brought nothiog into the world, for neither 
can we carry anything out; S but having food and covering 'we shall be 
therewith content g But they that desire to be rich fall into a temptation and 
a snare and many foolish and hurtful lusts, such as drown men in destruction 
and perdition. 10 For the love of money is a root of all ' kinds of evil : 
which some reaching after have been led astray from the faith, and have 
pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 

II But thou, O man of God, flee these things; and follow after righteous- 
ness, godliness, faith, love, patience, meekness. 12 Fight the good fight of 
the faith, lay hold on the life eternal, whereunto thou wast called, and didst 
confess the good confession in the sight of many witnesses. 13 1 charge thee 
in the sight of God, who 'quickeneth all things, and of Christ Jesus, who 
before Pontius Pilate witnessed the good confession; 14 that thou keep the 
commandment, without spot, without reproach, until the appearing of our 
Lord Jesus Christ: 15 which in "n its own times he shall shew, who is the 
blessed and only Potentate, the King of" kings, and Lord of "^ lords; 16 who 
only hath immortality, dwelling in light unapproachable; whom no man hath 
tee : to whom be honour and power eternal. Amen. 
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17 Charge them that are rich in lhi» present ' world, that they be not high- 
minded, not have Iheir hope set on the uncertainly of riches, but on God, who 
giveth us richly all things to enjoy; 18 that they do good, that they be rich 
in good works, that they be ready to distribute, 'willing to communicate; 
■ g laying up in store for themselves a good foundation against Che time to 
come, that they may lay hold on the life which is life indeed. 

20 O Timothy, guard ■ that which is committed unto Ihre, turning away 
from the profane babblings and oppositiona of the knowledge which ii falsel]' 
so called; zi which some professing have * erred concerning (he fattb.

S70. PAUL'S LETTER TO TITUS. 

1: 1 Paul, a ^servant of God, and an apostle of Jesus Christ, according 
to the faith of Cod's elect, and the knowledge of the truth which is according 
to godliness, z in hope of eternal life, which God, who cannot lie, promised 
before tiroes eternal; 3 but in "his own seasons manifested his word in the 
''message, wherewith I was intrusted according to the commandment of God 
OBT Saviour; 4 to Titos, my true child after a common faith ; Gmce and peace 
bum God the Father and Christ Jesus our Saviour. 

5 For this cause left I thee in Crete, that thou shouldesl set in order the 
things that were wanting, and appoint elders in every city, as 1 gave thee 
charge; 6 if any man is blameless, the husband of one wife, having children 
that believe, who are not accused of riot or unruly. 7 For the 'bishop must 
be blameless, as God's steward; not selfwilled, not soon angry, ■ no brawler, 
no striker, not greedy of jilthy lucre; S but given to hospitality, a tovei of 
good, soberminded, just, holy, temperate; 9 holding t. the faithful word 
which is according to the teaching, that he may be able both to eihort in the 
'"sound "doctrine, and to convict the gainsayers. 

10 For there are many unruly men, vain talkers and deceivers, specially 
they of the circumcision, II whose mouths must be stopped; men who over- 
throw whole bouses, teaching things which they ought not, for filthy lucre's 
sake, iz One of themselves, a prophet of their own, said, Cretans are alway 
liars, evil beasts, idle "gluttons. 13 This testimony is true. Forwhich cause 
reprove them sharply, that they may be '° sound in the faith, 14 not giving 
heed to Jewish fables, and commandments of men who turn away from the 
truth. 15 To the pure all things are pure : but to them that are defiled and 
unbelieving nothing is pure; but both their mind and their conscience are 
defiled. 16 They profess that they know God; but by tbeir works they deny 
him, being abominable, and disobedient, and unto every good work reprobate. 

2 : I But speak thou the things which befit the '" sound " doctrine : a that 
aged men be temperate, grave, soberminded, "sound in faith, in love, in 
patience; 3 that aged women hkewise be reverent in demeanour, not slan- 
derers nor enslaved to much wine, teachers of that which is good; 4 that they 
may train the young women to love their husbands, to love their children, 
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5 le ht Eobenniaded, eliaate, wnrkers at home, kind, being in subjection 
own husbands, that the word of God be not blasphemed : 6 the younger 
likewise exhort to be soberminded : 7 in all things shewing thyself an Cnsampli 
of good works; in thy doctrine ^^^ win/ uncorruptness, gravity, 8 sound speech, 
that cannot be comdemned; that he that is of the contrary part may be ashamed, 
having no evil thing to say of us. 9 Exhort ' servants to be in subjection to 
their own masters, and to be well-pleasing to thim in all things; not gainsaying; 
to not purloining, but shewing all good fidelity; that they may adocn the doc- 
trine of God our Saviour in all things. 11 For the grace of God 'hath appeared, 
bringing salvation to all men, iz instructing us, to the intent that, denying 
ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should live soberly and righteously and godly 
in this present 'world; 13 looking for the blessed hope and appearing of the 
glory * of our great God and Saviour Jesus Christ; 14 who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto himself a people for 
his own possession, zealous of good works. 

15 These things speak and ejihort and reprove with all ' authority. Let no 
man despise thee. 

3 : I Put them in mind to be in subjection to rulers, to authorities, to be 
obedient, to be ready unto every good work, 2 to speak evil of no man, not 
to be contentious, to he gentle, shewing all meekness toward all men. 3 For 
we also were aforetime foolish, disobedient, deceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and envy, hateful, hating one another. 4 But when 
the kindness of God our Saviour, and his love toward man, appeared, 5 not 
by works done in righteousness, which we did ourselves, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, through the * washing of regeneration ' and renewing of 
the ' Holy Ghost, 6 which he poured out upon us richly, through Jesus Christ 
OUT Saviour; 7 that, being justified by his grace, we might be made * heirs 
according to the hope of eternal life. S Faithful is the saying, and concerning 
these things 1 will that thou affirm confidently, to the end that tbey which have 
believed God may be careful to "maintain good works. These things are 
good and profitable unto men; 9 but shun foolish questionings, and gene- 
alogies, and strifes, and fightings about the law ; for they are unprofitable and 
vain. 10 A man that is " heretical after a first and second admonition '^ refuse; 
II knowing that such a one is perverted, and sinneth, being self-condemned. 

13 When 1 shall send Artemas unto thee, or Tychicus, give diligence to 
come unto me to Nicopolis: for there I have determined to winter. 13 Set 
forward Zenas the lawyer and Apollos on their journey diligently, that nothing 
he wanting unto them. 14 And let our peopli also learn to '° maintain good 
)t unfruitful, 




5 All that are with me salute thee. Salute them that love xn.

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1 : I Paul, an apostle of Christ Jesna l by the will of God, according to 
the promise of the life which is in Christ Jesus, 2 to Timothy, my beloved 
child : Grace, mercy, peace, from God the Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from my forefathers in a puie conscience, 
how unceasing is my remembiance of thee in my supplications, oight and day 

4 longing to see thee, remembering thy tears, that I may be filled with 'joy; 

5 having been reminded of the unfeigned faith [hat is in thee; which dwelt 
hrst in thy giandmolher Lois, and thy mother Eunice; and, I am persuaded, 
in thee also. 6 For the which cause I put thee io remembrance that thou 
*slir up the gift of God, which is in thee through the laying on of my hands. 

7 For God gave us not a spirit of feaifulness; but of power and love and ' dis- 
cipline. 8 Be not ashamed therefore of the testimony of our Lord, nor of 
me his prisoner: but suffer hardship with the gospel according to the power 
of Godi 9 who saved us, and called us with a holy calling, not according to 
our works, but according to his own piuposc and grace, which was given us 
in Christ Jesus before times eternal, lo but hath now been manifested by 
the appearing of our Saviour Christ Jesus, who abolished death, and brought 
life and incorruption to light through the gospel, ii whereunto 1 was 
appointed a 'preacher, and an aposlle, and a teacher. 12 For the which 
cause 1 sutler also these things: yet I am not ashamed; for I know him 
whom I have lielieved, and I am persuaded that he is able to guard * that 
which I have committed unto him against that day. 13 Hold the pattern of 
' sound words which thou hast heard from me, in failh and love which is in 
Christ Jeans. 14 'That good thing which was committed unto rf« guard 
through the ' Holy Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

15 This ihou knoweal, that all that are in Asia turned away from me; at 
whom are Phygelus and Hermogenes. 16 The Lord grant mercy unto the 
house of Oncsipboras : for he oft refreshed me, and was not ashamed of my 
chain; 17 bat, when he was in Rome, he sought me diligently, and found me 
iS (the Lord grant unto him to find mercy of the Lord in that day); and in 
how many things he ministered at Ephesus, Ihou knowesl very well. 

2 ; I Thou therefore, my chUd, be strengthened in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus. 2 And the things which thou hast heard from me among many 
witnesses, the same commit thou to faithful men, who shall be able to teach 
others also. 3 "Suffer hardship with irn, as a good soldier of Christ Jesns. 
4 No soldier on service euUngleth himself in the affairs of tAis life; that he 
may please him who enrolled bim as a soldier. 5 And if also a man contend 
in the games, be is not crowned, except he have contended lawfully. 6 The 
husbandman that laboureth most be the first to partake of the fruits. 7 Con- 
sider what I say; for the Lord shall give thee understanding in all things. 

8 Remember Jeaus Christ, risen from the dead, of the teed of David, accord- 
ing lo my gospel : 9 wherein I suffer hardship unto bonds, as a malefactor; 
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but the word of God is not bound, lo Tbeicfote 1 endure all thioga foi the 
elect's sake, that they also may obtain the salvation which is in Christ Jesut 
with etern^ glory, ll Faithful is the 'saying; For if we died with him, we 
shall also live with him : 12 if we endure, we shall also reign with him : if 
we shall deny him, he also will deny us r 13 if we ace faithless, he abideth 
faithful; for he cannot deny himself. 

14 Of these things put them in remembrance, charging them in the sight 
of ' the Lord, that they strive not about words, lo no proGt, to the subveitisg 
of them that hear. 15 Give diligence to present thyself approved unto God, 
a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, 'handling aright the word of 
truth. i6I!ut shun profane babblings; for they will proceed further in un- 
godliness, 1 7 and their word wQl * eat as doth a gangrene; of whom is 
Hyraenseus and Philetus; 18 men who concerning the truth have ^ erred, 
saying that ° the resurrection is past already, and overthrow the faith of some. 
19 Howbeit the firm foundation of God standeth, having this seal. The Lord 
knonreth tbem that are his : and, Let every one that nameth the name of the 
Lord depart from unrighteousness, ZD Now in a great house there are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but also of wood and of earth; and some 
unto honour, and some unto dishanour. zl If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto honour, sanctified, meet for the master's 
use, prepared unto every good work. 22 But flee youthful lusts, and follow 
after righteousness, faith, love, peace, with them that call on the Lord out of 
B pure heart. 23 But foolish and ignorant questionings refuse, knowing that 
they gender strifes. 24 And the Lord's ^ servant must not strive, but be gentle 
towards all, apt to teach, forbearing, 25 in meekness 'correcting them that 
oppose themselves; if peradventure God may give them repentance unto the 
knowledge of the truth, 26 and they may ^recover themselves out of the 
snare of the devil, having been "^ taken captive " by the Lord's servant unto 
the will of God. 

3 : 1 But know this, that in the last days grievous times shall come. 2 For 
men shall be lovers of self, lovers of money, boastful, haughty, raQers, disobe- 
dient to parents, unthankful, unholy, 3 without natural affection, implacable, 
slanderers, without self-control, fierce, no lovers of good, 4 traitors, headstrong, 
puffed up, lovers of pleasure rather than lovers of God; 5 holding a form of 
godliness, but having denied the power thereof: from these also turn away. 
6 Foe of these are they that creep into houses, and take captive silly women 
laden with sins, led away by divers lusts, 7 ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. 8 And like as Jannes and Jambres 
withstood Moses, so do these also withstand the truth; men corrupted in 
mind, reprobate concerning the faith. 9 But they shall proceed no further; 
lot their folly shall be evident unto all men, as thehs also came to be. JO But 
thou didat follow my leaching, conduct, purpose, faith, longauffering, love, 
patience, 11 persecutions, sufferings; what things befell me at Antioch, at 

■ Or, sayisg; fsr if &-c. » Many ancient authorilirs read Ccd. ' Or, hsldixg a 
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Iconiuro, at Lystra; what peraecutions I endured ; and out of them all the 
Lard delivered me. 12 Yea, and all that would live godlj in Christ Jesiii 
shall suffer persecution. 13 But evil men and iropoators shall wajt worse and 
worse, deceiving and being deceived. 14 But abide thou in the things wbicb 
thou hast learned and hast been assured of, knowing of ' whom thou hast 
learoed them; 15 and that from a babe thou hast known the sacred wiiCiri^ 
which arc able to maJie thee wise unto salvation through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 16 ^ Every scripture inspired of God 11 also profitable for teach- 
ing, for reproof, for correction, for * instruction which is in righteousnen : 

17 that the man of God may be complete, furnished completely unto every 
good work. 

4 ; I * I charge iin in the sight of God, and of Christ Jesus, who shall 
judge the quick and the dead, and by his appearing and his kingdom; 
2 preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; 'reprove, rebuke, 
exhort, with all tongsuffering and teaching. 3 For the time will come when 
they will not endure the 'sound ^ doc^trine; but, having itching ears, will heap 
to themselves teachers after their own lusts; 4 and will tnm away their ears 
from the truth, and turn aside unto fables. 5 But be thou sober in all things, 
suffer hardship, do the work of an evangelist, fulfil thy ministry. 6 For I am 
already being ' offered, and the time of my departure is come. 7 I have 
fought the good fight, I have finished the course, I have kept the Mth: 
S henceforth (here is laid up for me the crown of righteousoess, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give to me at that day: and not only to me, 
bat aba to all them that have loved his appearing. 

9 Do tby diligence to come shortly unto me : 10 for Demas forsook me, 
having loved this present * world, and went to Thcssalonica; Crcscens to 
i" Gala tia, Titus to Dalmatia. II Only Luke is with me. Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee r for he is useful to me for minialering. la But Tychicus 
I sent lo Ephesos. 13 The cloke that I left at Troas with Carpus, bring when 
thou comest, and the hooks, especially the parchments. 14 Alexander the 
copperimith " did me much evil: the Lord will render to him according to 
his works: 15 of whom be thou ware also; for he greatly withstood our 
words. 16 At my first defence no one took my part, hut all forsook me: may 
it not be laid to their account. 1 7 But the Lord stood by me, and '^ strength- 
ened me; that through me the "message might be fully proclaimed, and thai 
all the Gentiles might hear : and I was delivered out of the moulh of the liorL 

18 The Lord will deliver me from every evil work, and will save me unto hia 
heavenly kingdom ; to whom it the glory " for ever and ever. Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca and Aquila, and the house of Onesiphorus. 20 Erastua 
abode at Corinth: but Trophimus I left at Miletus sick. 21 Do thy diligence 
to come before winter. Eubulus saluteth thee, and Fudens, and Linus, and 
Qaudia, and all the brethren. 

12 The Lord be with thy spirit. Grace be with you.

CHAPTER XVin.

TION OF JERUSALEM ■ 

§72. " PETER'S FIRST LETTER, TO CHRISTIANS IN ASIA MINOR. 

1 r I Peter, an apostle of Jesus Christ, to the elect who are sojoMtfers of 
the Dispersion in Pontus, Galalia, Cappadoci», Asia, and Bithynia, 2 accord- 
ing to the forcknoH'ledge of God the Father, in sanctiticstion of the Spiiit, 
unto obedience and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ : Grace to you and 
peace be multiplied. 

3 Blessed lie the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who according 
to his great mercy begat us again unto a living hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, 4 unto an inheritance incorruptible, and unde- 
filed, and that fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you, 5 who by the 
power of God are guarded through faith unto a salvation ready to be revealed 
in the last tune. 6 Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now for a little while, 
if need be, ye have been put to grief in manifold ' temptations, 7 that the 
proof of your faith, being more precious than gold that perisbcth thoogh it is 
proved by lire, might be found unto praise and glory and honour at the reve- 
lation of Jesus Christ : 8 whom not having seen ye lave; on whom, though 
now ye see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice greatly with joy unspeakable and 
* (nil of glory: 9 receiving the end of your faith, rvtn the salvation at yttir 
louls. 10 Concerning which salvation the prophets sought and searched dili' 
gently, who prophesied of the grace that should conic unto you: 11 searching 
what time or what manner of time the Spirit of Christ which was in them did 



you; and 10 doth Mark my st 
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point unto, whtn it testified beforehand the sufferings ' of Christ, and the glo- 
ries that should follow them. 12 To whom it u'as revealed, that not unto them- 
selves, but unto you, did they minister these thin^ which now have been an- 
nounced unto you through them that preached the gospel unto you ' by the 
* Holy Ghost sent forth from heaven; which things angels desire to look into, 
13 Wherefore girding up the loins of your mind, be sober and set your 
hope perfectly on. the grace that * is to be hrougbt unto you at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ; 14 as children of obedience, not fashioning yourselves ac- 
cording to your former lusts in iki timeafyoar ignorance : 15 but ° like as be 
which called you is holy, be ye yourselves also holy in all manner of living; 
16 because it is written. Ye shall be holy; for I am holy. 17 And if ye call 
on him as Father, who without respect of persons judgeth according to each 
man's work, pass the time of your sojourning in fear: 18 knowing that ye 
were redeemed, not with corruptible things, with silver or gold, from yout 
vain manner of life handed down from your fathers; 19 but with precious 
blood, as of a lamb without blemish and without spot, even Ike bleed of Christ : 
zo who was foreknown indeed before the fonndation of the world, but was 
manifested at the end of the times for youi sake, zi who through him are 
believers in God, which raised bim from the dead, and gave him glory; so 
that youi faith and hope might be in God. 2Z Seeing ye have purified your 
souls in your obedience to the truth unto unfeigned love of the brethren, love 
one another "from the heart fervently; 33 having been begotten again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, through the word of 'God, which 
livelb and abidetb. 24 For, 

All flesh is as grass. 

And all the glory thereof as the flower of grass. 

The grass withcreth, and the flower falleth: 
25 But the "word of the Lord abideth for ever. 
And this is the ^word of good things which was preached unto you. 

2 : I Putting away therefore all " wickedness, and all guile, and hypocrisies, 
and envies, and all evil speakings, 2 as newiwrn babes, long for the '" spiritual 
milk which is without guile, that ye may grow thereby unto salvation; 3 if 
ye have tasted that the Lord is gracious; 4 unto whom coming, a living 
stone, rejected indeed of men, but with God elect, "precious, 5 ye also, as 
living stones, are built up >" a spiritual house, to be a holy priesthood, to offer 
up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God through Jesus Christ. 6 Because it 
is contained in '° scripture, 

Behold, I lay in Zion a chief comer stone, elect, " precious : 

And he that believeth on " him shall not be put to shame. 
7 "For you therefore which believe is the l' preciousness : but for sitch as 

The stone which the builders rejected. 
The same was made the head of the corner; 
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A stone of stumbling, and a rock of offence; 
ifoc tiey ^stumble at the word, being disobedient; whereunto also they 
were appointed. 9 But ye are an elect race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, 
s people foi God's own possession, tbat_ ye may shew forth the excellencies of 
him who called you out of darknesa into his marvellous light : 10 which in 
time past were no people, but cow ace the people of God: which had not 
ohUuned mercy, but now have obtained mercy. 

1 1 Beloved, 1 beseech you as sojourners and pilgrims, to abstain from t^eshly 
lusts, which war against the soul; 12 having yout behaviour seemly among 
the Gentiles; that, wherein they speak against you as evil-doers, they may by 
your good works, which they behold, glorify God in the day of visitation. 

13 Be subject to every ' ordinance of man for the Lord's sake : whether it 
be to the king, as supreme; 14 or unto governors, as sent ' by him for ven- 
geance on evil-doers and for praise to them that do well, 15 For so is the 
will of God, that by well-doing ye should put lo silence the ignorance of fool- 
ish men: 16 as free, and not 'using your freedom for a cloke of 'wicked- 
ness, but as bondservants of God. 17 Honour all men. Love the brotherhood. 
Fear God. Honour the king. 

1 3 'Servants, bt in subjection to your masters with all fear; not only to the 
good and gentle, but also to the froward. 19 For this is ° acceptable, if for 
conscience ^ toward God a man endureth griefs, suffering wrongfully. 20 For 
what glory is it, if, when ye sin, and arc buifeled for it, ye shall take it pa- 
tiently? but if, when ye do well, and suffer far it, ye shall take it patiently, 
thia is ^acceptable with God. 21 For hereunto were ye called: because Christ 
also suifercd for you, leaving you an example, that ye should follow his steps : 
23 who did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth : 23 who, when he 
was reviled, reviled not again; when he suffered, threatened not; but com- 
mitted '^himself to him that judgeth righteously: Z4 who his own self "bare 
our sins in his body upon the tree, that we, having died unto sins, might live 
nnto righteousness; by whose '^ stripes ye were healed. 25 For ye were going 
astray like sheep; but are now returned unto the Shepherd and ''Bishop of 
yonr souls. 

3 : 1 In like manner, ye wives, bt in subjection to your own husbands; that, 
even if any obey not the word, they may without the word be gained by the 
1* behaviour of their wives; 2 beholding your chaste " behaviour coupled with 
fear. 3 Whose adorning let it not be the outward adorning of plaiting the 
hair, and of wearing jewels of gold, or of putting on apparel; 4 but let it be 
the hidden man of the heart, in the incorruptible appartl of a meek and quiet 
^irit, which is in the sight of God of great price. 5 For al^er Ibis manner 
aforetime the holy women also, who hoped in God, adorned themselves, being 
in subjection to their ovm "husbands : 6 as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling 
him lord: whose children ye now are, if ye do well, and are not "put in fear 

7 Ve husbands, in like manner, dwell •STSayour wives according to Iluow- 
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I"^S'> fiviiig honour 'unto the woman, as unto the weaker vessel, u being 
also ioint-heirs of the grace of life; to the end that your prayers he not bin- 

S Finally, ii ye all likeminded, " compasnonate, loving as brethren, tendec- 
hearted, humbleminded .- 9 not rendering evil for evil, or reviling for reviling; 
hut contrariwise hlessing; for hereunto were yc called, that ye should inherit 
a blessing. 10 For, 

He that would love life, 

And see good days, 

Let him refrain his tongue from evil, . ■ 

And his lips that they apeak no guile: 

11 And let him (urn away from evil, and ilo good; . ' 
Let him seek peace, and pursue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous. 
And his ears Unto their supplicotion ; 

But the face of the Lord is upon them that do evil. 
13 And who ia be that will barm you, if ye be lealaus of that which is 
good? 14 But and if ye should sulfer for righteousness' sake, blessed are yt: 
»nd fear not their fear, neither be troubled; 15 but sanctify in your hearts 
Christ as Lord : being ready always to give answer to every man that asketb 
yoa a reason concerning the hope that is in you, yet with meekness and fear : 
16 having a good conscience; that, wherein ye are spoken against, they may 
be put to shame who revile your good manner of life in Christ. 17 For it is 
better, if the will of God should ao will, that ye suffer for weil-doing than for 
evil-doing. 18 Because Christ alao 'suffered for ains once, the righteous for 
(he unrighteous, that be might bring us to God; being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened in the spirit; 19 in which also he went and preached 
nnto the spirits in prison, 20 which aforetime were disobedient, when the 
longsuffe ring of God waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was a preparing 
* wherein few, that is, eight souls, were saved through water: 21 which also 
' after a true Ukeness doth now save you, tvin baptism, not the putting away 
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IS Christ auifered in the flesh, arm ye yourselves also 
with the same' mind; for he that hath suffered in the fleah hath ceased 'from 
sin ; 3 that ' ye no longer should live the rest of your time in the flesh to the 
lusts of men, but to the will of God. 3 For the tuns past may suffice to have 
wrought the desire of the Gentiles, and to have walked in lasciviousness, lusts, 
winebibbings, tevellinga, carousings, and abominable idolatries: 4 wherein 
they think it strange that ye run not with lAem into the same '° excess of riot, 
speaking evil of you : 5 who shall give account to him that is ready to judge 
the quick and the dead. 6 For unto this end "was the gospel preached even 
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to the dead, thai they might be judged according to men in the flesb, but live 
accoidJDg to God in the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at hand : be ye therefore of sound mind, and 
be aober unto ' prayer : S above all things being fervent in your love among 
yonrselvea; for love covereth a multitude of sios: 9 using hospitality one to 
another without murmuring: to according as each hath received a gift, min- 
istering it among yourselves, sis good stewards of the manifold grace of God; 
II if any man speaketb, ipiaking as it were oracles of God; if any man min- 
isteretb. minisleriiig as of the strength which God supplieth : that in all things 
God may be gloritied through Jesus Christ, whose is the glory and (be dominion 
'for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange concerning the Rery trial among you, 
which cometh upon you to prove you, ns though a strange thing happened 
unto you: 13 hut insomuch as ye are partakers of Christ's sufferings, rejoice; 
that at the revelation of his glory also ye may rejoice with exceeding joy. 
14 If ye are reproached 'for the name of Christ, blessed are yt; because the 
Sfiril of glory and the Spirit of God resteth upon you. 15 For let none of 
you suffer as a murderer, or a thief, or an evil-doer, or as a meddler in other 
men's matters; 16 but if a man suffer as a Christian, let biro not lie 
ashamed; but let him glorify God In this name. 17 For the time is come for 
judgement to begin at the bouse of God : and if it begin first at us, what 
shall be the end of them that obey not the gospel of God ? iS And if the 
righteous is scarcely saved, where shall the ungodly and sinner appear ? 
ig Wherefore let them also that suffer according to the wiU of God commit 

their souls in well-doing unto a faithful Creator. 

5 : I The elders therefore among you I exhort, who am a fellow-elder, and 
B witness of the sufferings of Christ, who am also a partaker of the glory that 
shall be revealed : z Tend the Hock of God which is among you, ' exercising 
the oversight, not of constraint, but willingly, ' according uoto God; nor yet 
for filthy Incre, but of a ready mind; 3 neitber as lording it over the charge 
allotted to you, but making yourselves ensamples to the ilock. 4 And when 
the chief Shepherd shall be manifested, ye shall receive the crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. 5 • Likewise, ye younger, be subject unto the elder. 
Yea, all of you gird yourselves with humihty, to serve one another: for God 
renstetb the proud, but giveth grace to the humble. 6 Humble yourselves 
therefore under the mighty hand of God, that he may exalt you in due time; 
7 casting all your anxiety upon him, because he caretb for you. 8 Be sober, 
be watchful : your adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seek- 
ing whom he may devour ; g whom withstand stedfaat in ' your faith, 
knowing that the same aufierings are 'accomplished in your 'brethren who 
are in the world. 10 And the God of all grace, who called you unto his eter- 
nal glory in Christ, after that ye have suffered a little while, shall himself 
^perfect, stablish, strengthen 'lyou. II To him be the dominion "for ever 
■nd ever. Amen. 
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12 By Silvanus, 'ouc faichfiil brother, as I account hint, I have written 
unto you briefly, exhorting, and testifying that this is the true grace of God : 
stand ye fast therein, i j ' She that is in Babylun, elect together with you, 
saluteth you; and sa doth Mark my son. 14 Salute one another with a kiss 
of love.

§73. THE LETTER OF JUDE. 

t Judas, a * servant of Jesus Christ, and brother of James, * to them that 
are called, beloved in God the Father, and kept for Jesus Christ: z Mercy 
uuto you and peace and love be multiplied. 

3 Beloved, while I was giving all diligence to write unto you of our com- 
mon salvation, I was constrained to write unto you exhorting you to contend 
eimestly for the faith which was once for all delivered unto the saints. 4 For 
tfaere are certain men crept in privily, tven they who were of old set forth 
unto this condemnation, ungodly men, turning the grace of our God into 
lasciviousness. and denying ^ our only Master and Lord, Jesos Christ. 

5 Now I desire to put you in remembrance, though ye know all things 
once for all, how that *the Lord, having saved a people out of the land of 
Egypt, ^ afterward destroyed them that believed not. 6 And angels which 
kept not their own principality, but left their proper habitation, he hath kept 
in everlasting bonds under darkness unto the judgement of the great day. 
7 Even as Sodom and Gomorrah, and the cities about them, having in like 
manner with these given themselves over to fornication, and gone after strange 
flesh, are set forth " as an example, suffering the punishment of eternal fire. 
S Yet in like manner these also in their dreamings defile the flesh, and set at 
nought dominion, and rail at ' dignities. 9 But Michael the archangel, when 
contending with the devil he disputed about the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing judgement, but said. The Lord rebuke thee. 
10 But these rail at whatsoever things they know not ; and what they under- 
stand naturally, like the creatures without reason, in these things are they 
1" destroyed. 1 1 Woe unto them ! for they went in the way of Cain, and n ran 
riotously in the error of Balaam for hire, and perished in the gainsaying of 
Korah. 13 These are they who are '' hidden rocks in your love-feasts when 
they feast with you, shepherds that without fear feed themselves; clouds with- 
out water, carried along by winds; autumn trees without fruit, twice dead, 
plucked up by the roots; 13 wild waves of the sea, foaming out their own 
"shame; wandering stars, for whom the blackness of darkness hath been 
reserved for ever. 14 And to these also Enoch, the seventh from Adam, 
prophesied, saying, Behold, the Lord came with " ten Ihonsands of his holy 
ones, 1 5 to execute judgement upon all, and to convict all the ungodly of all 
their works of ungodliness which they have ungodly wrought, and of all the 




hard things which unEoiJly sinners have spokf n against him. i6 These are 
monnureis, comptainers, walking after their lusts (and their mouth speaketh 
great swelling nierds), Bhewing respect of persons for the sake of advantage. 

17 But ye, beloved, remember ye the words which have been spoken 
before by the apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ; 18 how that they said to 
you. In the last time there shall be mockers, walking alter ' their own ungodly 
lusts. 19 These are they who make separations, ' sensual, having not the 
Spirit. 20 But ye, beloved, building up yourselves on your most holy faith, 
praying in the Holy Spirit, 21 keep yourselves in the love of God, looking 
for the mercy of our Lord Jeans Christ unto eternal life. 22 'And on 
some have mercy, * who are in doubt; 23 and some save, snatching Ihem 
out of the fire; and on some have mercy with fear; hating even the garment 
spotted by the flesh. 

34 Now unto him that is able to guard you from stumbling, and to set you 
before the presence of his glory without blemish in exceeding joy, 25 to the 
only God our Saviour, through Jesus Christ our Lord, it glory, majesty, 
dominion and power, before all time, and now, and ^ for evermore. Amen.

1:1 ^ Simon Peter, a 'servant and apostle of Jesus Christ, to them that 
have obtained ^ a like precious faith with us in the righteousness of ' our God 
and Saviour Jesus Christ : 2 Grace to you and peace be multiplied in the 
knowledge of God and of Jesus our Lord ; 3 seeing that his divine paver 
hath granted unto us all things that pertain unto life and godliness, through 
the knowledge of him that called us '" by his own glory and virtue; 4 whereby 
he hath granted unto us bis precious and exceeding great promises; that 
through these ye may become partakers of " the divine nature, having escaped 
from the corruption that is in the world by lust. 5 Yea, and for this very 
cause adding on your pact all diligence, in your faith supply virtue; and in 
^oBT virtue knowledge; 6 and in ynwr knowledge '^temperance; aBdin>'o«r 
"temperance patience; and in yaur patience godliness; 7 and in ^hbt god- 
liness love of the brethren; and in your love of the brethren love. S For if 
these things are yours and abound, they make you lo be not idle nor unfruit- 
ful unto the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. 9 For he that lackcth these 
things is blind, "seeing only what is near, having forgotten the cleansing from 
his old sins. 10 Wherefore, brethren, give the more diligence to make your 
calling and election Sure : for if ye do these things, ye shall never stumble : 
II for thus shall be richly supplied unto you the entrance into the eternal 
kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I shall be ready always to put you in remembrance of these 
things, though ye know them, and are established in the truth which is with

yeu. 13 And I think it right, as long as I im in this tabernacle, to stir yon 
up by patting you in rememhrancc; 14 knowing that the putting off of mf 
tabemicle cometh cwifUy, even as our Lord Jesus Christ signified unto me. 
IS Vea, I will give diligence thai at every time ye may be able after my ' de- 
cease to call these things to remembrance. t6 For we did not foUovr cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we made known unto you the power and 'coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, but we were eye-witnesses of his majesty. 1 7 For he 
* received from God the Father honour and glory, when there ♦ came such a 
voice to him from the excellent glory, This is my beloved Sou, in whom I am 
well pleased: 18 and this voice we aurselves heard* come out of heaven, 
when we were with him in the holy mount. 19 And we have the word of 
prophecy made more sure; whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as unto a 
lamp shining in a <■ dark place, until the day dawn, and the day-star arise in 
your hearts: 20 knowing this first, that no prophecy of scripture is of '' pri- 
vate iotccpretation. 21 For no prophecy ever ' came by the will of man : bat 
men spake from God, being moved by the ' Holy Ghost. 

2 : 1 But there arose false prophets also among the people, as among you 
also there shall be false teachers, who shall privily bring in '" destructive hcre- 
Mes, denying even Ihe Master Ihat bought them, bringing upon themselves 
swift destruction. 2 And many shall follow their lascivious doings; by reason 
of whom the way of the truth shall be evil spoken of. 3 And in (;ovetousness 
shall they with feigned words make merchandise of you : whose sentence now 
from of old lingereth not, and their destruction slumbercth not. 4 For if God 
spared not angels wbeu they sinned, but ^ cast them down to " hell, and com- 
mitted them to '°pils of darkness, to be reserved unto judgement: 5 and 
spared not the ancient world, but preserved Noah with seven others, '*a 
preacher of righteousness, when he brought a flood upon the world of the un- 
godly; G and turning the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah into ashes con- 
demned them with an overthrow, having made Ihera an example unto those 
that should live ungodly; 7 and delivered righteous Lot, sore distressed by 
the lascivious life of the wicked 8 (for that righteous man dwelling among 
them, in seeing and hearing, '"vexed his righteous soul from day to day vrith 
Ihiir lawless deeds) ; 9 the Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly out of 
temptation, and to keep the unrighteous under punishment unto the day of 
Judgement; 10 but chiefly them that walk after the flesh in the lust of defile- 
ment, and despise dominion. Daring, selfwilled, they tremble not to rail at 
'' dignities : 1 1 whereas angels, though greater in might and power, bring not 
a railing judgement against them before the Lord, 11 Bnt these, as creatures 
without reason, born " mere animals ''to be taken and destroyed, railing in 
matters whereof they are ignorant, shall in their "destroying surely be de- 
stroyed, 13 soffcring wrong as the hire of wrong-doing; mtn that count it 
pleasure to revel in the day-time, spots and blemishes, revelling in their 
*• love-feasts while they feast with you; 14 having eyes fall of " adultery, and 
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that cannot cease (rom sin; enticing unsted fast souU; having a heart exer- 
cised in covetousness; children of cursing; 15 forsaking the right way, they 
went astray, having followed the way of Balaam the son of 1 Beor, who loved 
the hire of wrong-doing; 16 but he was rebuked for bis own transgression : 
a dumb ass spake with man's voice and stayed the madness of the prophet. 
17 These are springs without water, and mists driven by a storm; for whom 
the blackness of darkness hath been reserved. 18 For, uttering great swelling 
ih of vanily, they entice in the lusts of the flesh, by lasciviousness, those 
1 are just escaping from them that live in error; 19 promising Ihem lib- 
erty, while they themselves are bondservants of corruption; for of "whom a 
man is overcome, of the same is he also brought into bondage. 20 For if, 
after they have escaped the defflements of the world through the knowledge of 
'the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, they are again entangled therein and over- 
come, the last state is become worse with them than the first. 21 For it were 
better for them not to have known the way of righteousness, than, after know- 
ing it, to turn back from the holy commandment delivered unto them. 22 It 
has happened unto them according to the true proverb, The dog turning to 
his own vomit again, and the sow that had washed to wallowing in the mire. 

3 : I This is now, beloved, the second epistle that I write unto you; and 
in hoth of them I stir up your sincere mind by putting you in remembrance; 
2 that ye should remember the words which were spoken before by the holy 
prophets, and the commandment of the Lord and Saviour through your apos- 
tles: 3 knowing this first, that 'in the last days mockers shall come vrilh 
mockery, walking after their own lusts, 4 and saying, Where is the promise 
of his ' coming? for, from the day that the fathers fell asleep, all things con- 
tintie as they were from the beginning of the creation. 5 For this they wil- 
fully forget, that there were heavens from of old, and an earth compacted out 
of water and ' amidst water, by the word of God; 6 by which means the 
■world that then was, being overflowed with water, perished ; 7 but the heav- 
ens that now are, and the earth, by the same word have been '' stored up for fire, 
being reserved against the day of judgement and destruction of ungodly men. 
8 But forget not this one thing, beloved, that one day is with the Lord as 
a thousand years, and a thousand years as one day, 9 The Lord is not slack 
concerning his promise, as some count slackness; but is longsufTering to you- 
wBid, not wishing that any should perish, hut that all should come to repent- 
ance. 10 But the day of the Lord will come as a thief; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great noise, and the ' elements shall be dis- 
solved with fervent heat, and the earth and the works that are therein shall 
be ° burned up, 1 1 Seeing that these things are thus all to be dissolved, what 
manner of persons ought ye to be in a// holy living and godliness, 12 looking 
for and "■ earnestly desiring the ' coming of the day of God, by reason of which 
the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, and the ' elements shall melt with 
fervent heat? 13 But, according to his promise, we look for new heavens and 
lew earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

> Many ancient authotilks read Baor. < Or, what ' Miny ondcnt aulhoiitlei nid 
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14 Whnefore, beloved, seeing that ye look for these things, ^ve diligence 
that ]re may be found in peace, without spot and blameless in his sight. 
■ 5 And account that the longsufTenng of our Lord is salvation; even as ouc 
beloved brother Paul also, according to the wildom given to him, wrote unto 
jon; t6 as alio in all iis epistles, speaking in them of these things; wherein 
are some things hard to he understood, which the ignaranl and unstedfast 
wrest, as /ity ds also the other scriptures, unto their own destruction. 17 Ye 
therefore, beloved, knowing tkest things beforehand, beware lest, being car- 
ried away with the error of the wicked, ye fall from your own stedfastness. 
iB But grow in the grace and knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. To him be the glory both now and ' for ever. Amen. 
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1 : 1 God, having of old time spoken unto the fathers in the prophet! by 
divers portions and in divers manners, i bath at the end of these days spoken 
onto us in ' hii Sod, whom he appointed heir of all things, through whom also 
be made the 'worlds; 3 who being the effulgence of his glory, and 'the very 
image of his suhslance, and upholding all things by the word of his power, 
when he bad made purification of sins, sat down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high ; 4 having become by so much better than the angels, as he 
hath inhcnled a more excellent name than they. 5 For unto which of the 
angels said he at any time. 

Thou art my Son, 

This day have I begotten thee? 
and again, 

I will be to him a Father, 

And he shall be to me a Son? 
e^And when he again ' bringeth in the firslbom into 'the world he ttiVb, 
And let all the angels of God worship him. 7 And of the angels he saith, 

Who maketh his angels * winds, 

And bis ministers a flame of fire :

9 Thou bast loved righteousness, and hated iniquity; 

Therefore God, thy God, hath anointed thee 

With the oil of gladness above tby fellows. 
10 And, 

Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid the foundation of the earth, 

And the heaven! are the works of thy hands : 
It They shall perish; hut thou conlinuest : 

And they all shall wax old as doth a garment; 




12 And as a mantle shall thou roll them up. 
As a eannenl, and they shall be changed : 
But thou act the same,

13 But of which of the angels hath be said at any time. 

Sit thou on my right hand,

14 Are they not all ministecing spirits, sent forth to do service for the sake of 
them that shall inherit salvation? 

2: 1 Therefore we ought to give the more earnest heed to the things that 
were heard, lest haply we drift away Jrom them. 2 For if the word spoken 
through angels proved stedfast, a.nd every transgression and disobedience 
received a just recompense of reward; 3 how shall we escape, if we neglect 
BO great salvation? which having at the first been spoken through the Lord, 
was conlinned unto us by them that heard ; 4 God also bearing witness with 
them, both by signs and wonders, and by manifold powers, and by 'gifts of 
the 'Holy Ghost, according to his own will. 

J For not unto angels did he subject ' the world to come, whereof we 
apealt. 6 Rut one bath somewhere testiiied, saying. 

What is man, that (hou art mindful of him ? 

Or the son of man, that thou visitesl bira ? 

7 Thou madest him * a little lower than the angels; 
Thou crownedst him with glory and honour, 

^ And didst set him over the works of thy bands : 

8 Thou didst put all things in subjection under his feet. 

For in that he subjected all things unto him, he left nothing that is not 
subject to him. But now we see not yet all things subjected to him. 9 But 
we behold him who bath been made * a little lower than the angels, evta 
Jeins, because of the suffering of death crowned with glory and hononr, that 
by the grace of God he should taste death for every man. 10 For tt became 
him, (or whom are all things, and through whom are all things, ° in bringing 
many sons unto glory, to make the '' author of their salvation perfect through 
sufferings, it For both he that sanctifieth and they that are sanctified are all 
of one: for which cause he is not ashamed to call them brethren, iz saying, 
I will declare thy name unto my brethren, 
In the midst of the ^ congregation will I sing thy praise. 
13 And again, I will put my trust in him. And again, Behold, I and the 
children which God hath given me. 14 Since then the children are shareij 
in ' flesh and blood, he also himself in like manner partook of the same; that 
through death he '" might bring to nought him that " had the power of death, 
fli»l is, the devil; 15 and '"might deliver all them who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to bondage. 16 Kor verily not of angels doth 
he take hold, but he taketb hold of the seed of Abraham.

3 For 
he hath been counted worthy of more glory than Moses, bj so much as be 
that ' built the house hath more honour than the bouse. 4 For every house 
it 'builded by some one; but be Ihat 'built all things is God.

1 1 As I sware in my wrath, 
' They shall not enter into my rest. 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest haply there shall be in any one of 7c 
heart of unbebef, in falling away from the living God: 13 but exhort one 
another day by day, so long as it is called To-day; lest any one of you be 
hardened by the deceitfulness of sin: 14 for we are become partakers 'of 
Christ, if we hold fast the beginning of our confidence firm unto the end: 

15 while it is said. 

To-day if ye shall hear his voice, 

Harden not your hearts, as in the provocation. 

16 For who, when they heard, did provoke? nay, did not all they that 
came out of Egypt by Moses? 17 And with whom was he displeased forty 
years? was it not with them that sinned, whose ^ carcases fell in the wilder- 
ness? 18 And to whom sware he that they should not enter into his rest, but 
to them that were disobedient?

♦ : I Let us fear therefore, lest haply, a promise being left of entering into 
his rest, any one of you should seem to have come short of it. 2 For indeed 
we have had '"good tidings preached unto us, even as also they: but the 
word of hearing did not profit them, because " they were not united by faith 
with them tbat beard. 3 '^Foc we which have believed do enter into that 
; even as he hath said. 

As I (Ware in my wrath, 

' They shall not enter into my rest : 
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although the works were RmshEd from the foundition of the wocM. 4 Foe 
he hath said somewhere of the seventh day oo this wise, And God rested on 
the seventh day from all his works; 5 and in this plaer again, 

'They shall not enter into my rest. 
6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that aome should enter thereinto, and they to 
whom ^ the good tidings were before preached failed to enter in because of 
disobedience, 7 he again defineth a certain day, ' saying in David, after 90 
long a time, To-day, as it hath been before said. 

To-day if ye shall hear his voice. 

Harden not your hearts. 
8 For if 'Joshua had given thera rest, be would not have spoken afterward of 
another day. 9 There remaineth therefore a sabbath rest for the people of 
God. 10 For he that is entered into his rest hath himself also rested from his 
works, as God did from his. 11 Let us therefore give diligence to enter into 
that rest, that no man fall ^ after the same example of disobedience. 12 For 
the word of God is living, and active, and sharper than any two-edged sword, 
und piercing even lo the dividing of soul and spirit, of both joints and mar- 
row, and quick to discern the thoughts and intents of the heart. 13 And 
there is no creature that is not manifest in his sight : but all things are naked 
and l»d open before the eyes of him with whom we have to do. 

14 Having then a great high priest, who hath passed through the heavens, 
Jesus the Son of God, let us hold fast oor confession. 15 For we have not a 
high priest that cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but one 
that hath been in all paints tempted like as we are,yct without sin. 16 Let 
na therefore draw near with boldness unto the throne of grace, that we may 
receive mercy, and may lind grace to help us in time of need. 

5; 1 For every high priest, being taken from among men, is appointed fo( 
men in things pertaining to God, that he may olfer both gifts and sacrifices for 
Bins: 2 who can bear gently with the ignorant and erring, for that he him- 
self also is compassed with iafitmity; 3 and by reason thereof is bound, as 
for the people, so also for himself, to ofTer for sins. 4 And no man taketh 
the honour unto himself, but when he is called of God, even as was Aaron. 

5 So Christ also glorified not himself to be made a high priest, but he that 
spake unto him, 

Thou art my Son, 

This day have I begotten thee: 

6 as he saith also in another //a«, 

Thon art a priest for ever 

After the order of Melchizedek. 
"] Who in the days of his flesh, having offered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears unto him that was able to save him * from death, 
and having been heard for his godly fear, S though he was a Son, yet learned 
obedience by the things which he suffered; 9 and having been made perfect, 
he became unto alt Ihem that obey him the 'author of eternal salvation; 
10 named of God a high priest after the order of Melchixedek. 
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1 1 or I whom we liave many things to say, and hard of interpretation, see- 
ing ye ate become dull of hearing. 12 For when by reason of the time ye 
ought to be teachers, ye have need again ' that some one teach you the rudi- 
ments of the ' first principles of the oracles of God; end are become auch as 
have need of milk, and not of sohd food. 13 For every one that partaketh 
of milk is without experience of the word of righteousness; for he is a babe. 
14 But solid food is for * fultgrown men, rvin those who by reason of use have 
their sensei exercised to discern good and evil. 

G ; I Wherefore lei us ' cease to speak of the first principles of Christ, and 
press on unto 'perfection; not laying again a foundation of repentance from 
dead works, and of faitb toward God, 2 ' of the teaching of ' baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resurrection of the dead, and of eternal judge- 
ment. 3 And this will we do, if God permit. 4 For as touching those who 
were once enlightened "and lasted of the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, 5 and '"tasted the good word of God, and the 
powers of the age to come, 6 and Iktn fell away, it is impossible to renew 
them again unto repentance; '^ seeing they crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh, and put him to an open shame. 7 For the land which hath 
drunk the rain that cometh oft upon it, and brlngeth forth herbs meet for 
them for whose sake it is also tilled, receiveth blessing from God : 8 but if it 
bearetb thorns and thistles, it is rejected and nigh unto a '^urse; whose end is 
to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better things of you, and things that 
I' accompany salvation, tbough we thus speak : 10 for God is not unrighteous 
to forget your work and the love which ye shewed tovrard his name, in that ye 
ministered unto the saints, and still do minister. 1 1 And we desire that each 
one of you may shew the same diligence unto the " fulness of hope even to 
the end: 12 that ye be not sluggish, but imitators of them who through 
faith and patience inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to Abraham, since he could swear by 
none greater, he aware by himself, 14 saying. Surely blessing I will bless 
tbee, and multiplying I will multiply thee. 15 And thus, having patiently 
endured, he obtained the promise. 16 For men swear by the greater: and in 
every dispute of theirs the oath is final for confirmation. 17 Wherein God, 
being minded to shew more abundantly unto the heirs of the promise the 
immutability of his eounael, '* interposed with an oath; 18 that by two immn- 
tablc things, in which it is impossible for God to lie, we may have a strong 
encouragement, wbo have fled for refuge to lay hold of the hope set before us; 
19 which we have as an anchor of the soul, a hope both sure and sledfast and 
entering into thai which is within the veil; 20 wbitber as a forerunner Jesus 
entered for us, having become a high priest for ever after the order of Mel- 
chizedek , 

7: 1 For this Melchiiedek, king of Salem, priest of God Most High, who 
met Abraham returning from the slaughter of the kings, and blessed him, 
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2 to whom also Abraham divided z. tenth part of all (being (iist, by interpre- 
tfttion. King of righteouincss, and then also King of Salem, which is. King of 
peice; 3 without father, without mother, without genealogy, having neither 
beginning of days, not end of life, but made like unto the Sou of God), abid- 
eth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man was, unto whom Abraham, the patri- 
1^ arcl^ gave a tenth out of the chief spoils. 5 And they indeed of the sons of 
JLevi that receive the priest's office have coramandmcnt to taJte tithes of the 
people according to the law, that is, of their brethren, though these have 
come out of the loins of Abraham: 6 but he whose geneaJogyis not counted 
from them bath taken tithes of Abraham, and hath blessed him that hath the 
promises. 7 But without any dispute the less is blessed of the better. S And 
here men that die receive tithes; but there one, of whom it is witnessed 
th«t he liveth. g And, so to say, through Abraham even Levi, who receiveth 
'tithes, hath paid tithes; 10 for he was yet in the loins of his father, when 
Melchizedek met bim. 

1 1 Now if there was perfection through the Levitical priesthood (for nnder 
it hath the people received the law), what further need tuas there that another 
priest should arise after the order of Melchizedek, and not be reckoned after 
the order of Aaron? 12 For the priesthood being changed, there is made of 
necessity a change also ' of the law. 13 For be of whom these things are said 
*belongeth to another tribe, from which no man hath given attendance at the 
«ltat, 14 For it is evident that our Lord hath Sprung out of Judah; as to 
which tribe Moses spake nothing concerning priests. 15 And -wkiit vie say is 
yet more abundantly evident, if after the likeness of Melcbiiiedek there ariseth 
another priest, t6 who hath been made, not after the law of a carnal com- 
mandment, but after the power of an ° endless life : 17 for it is witnessed of

After the order of Melchizedek. 
18 For there is a disannulhng of a foregoing commandment because of its 
wealeness and unprofitableness ig (for the law made nothing perfect), and a 
bringing in thereupon of a better hope, through which we draw nigh unto 
God, 20 And inasmuch as 1/ is not without the taking of an oath 21 (for 
they indeed have been made priests without an oath; but he with an oath * by 
him that saith ' of him. 

The Lord sware and will not repent himself. 

Thou art a priest for ever) ; 
22 by BO much also hath Jesus become the surety of a better ' covenant 
33 And they indeed have been made priests many in number, because that by 
death they are hi dered from continuing : 24 but he, because he abideth for 
ever, ' hath his priesthood ' unchangeable. 25 Wherefore also he is able to 
save ° to the uttermost them that draw near unto God through him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession for them. 

26 For such a high priest became us, holy, guileless, undefiled, separated 
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ffom sinneis, and made higher than the heavens; 27 who needeth not daily, 
like tboie high priests, to offer up sacrifices, first for bis own sins, and then 
fat the jtRi of the people ; foe this he did once (or all, when he offered up 
himself. 38 For the law appointeCh men high priests, having infirmiCyi but 
the word of the oath, which was after the law, appoinltlh a Son, perfected for 



8; 1 'Now ^ia the things which we are Saying the chief point i: this: 
We have such a high priest, who sat down on the right hand of the throne of 
the Majesty in the heavens, 2 a minister of » the sanctuary, and of the true 
tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, not man. 3 For every high priest is ap- 
pointed to offer both gifts and sacrifices : wherefore it is tiecessary that this 
kighpriiil also have somewhat to offer. 4 Now if he were on earth, he would 
not be a priest at all, seeing there are those who offer the gifts according to 
the law; 5 who serve that7vhick is a copy and shadow of the heavenly things, 
even as Moses is warned of Gad when he is about to ' make the tabernacle :

9 r 1 Now even the Erst covenant had ordinances of divine service, and its 
sanctuary, a sanctuary of this world.

the first, wherein ^weri the candlestick, and the table, and 'the shcwbceut; 
which is called the Holy place. 3 And after the seond x-eil, the tabernacle 
which is called the Holy of holies; 4 having a golden ' censer, and the ark 
of the covenant oveclaid round about with gold, wherein * was 3. golden pot 
holding the manna, and Aaron's cod that budded, and the tables of the cove- 
nant; 5 and above it cherubim of glory overshadowing ^ the mercy-ieat; of 
which things we cannot now speak severally. 6 Now these things having been 
thus prepared, the priests go in continually into the Rrst tabernacle, accom. 
plishing the services; 7 but into the second the high priest alone, once in 
the year, not without blood, which he offcreth foe himself, and for the * errors 
of the people : 3 the Holy Ghost this signifying, that the way into the boly 
place hath not yet been made manifest, while as the first tabernacle is yet 
standing; 9 which is a parable for the time now present; according to which 
are offered both gifts and sacrifices that cannot, as touching the conscience, 
make the worshipper perfect, to being only (with meats and drinks and divers 
washings) carnal ordinances, imposed until a time of reformation. 

II But Christ having come a high priest of ''the good things to come, 
through the greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made with hands, 
that is to say, not of this creation, iz nor yet throngh the blood of goats and 
calves, hut through his own blood, entered in once for all into the hoi; place, 
having obtained eternal redemption. 13 For if the blood of goats and bulls, 
and the ashes of a heifer sprinkling them that have been defiled, sanctify unto 
the cleanness of the flesh; 14 how much more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himself without blemish unto God, cleanse 
'your conscience from dead works lo serve the living God? 15 And for this 
cause he is the mediator of a new " covenant, that a death having taken place 
for the redemption of the transgressions that were under the first ' covenant, 
they that have been called may receive the pronuse of the eternal inheritance. 
16 For where a 'testament is, there must of necessity '^be the death of him 
that made it, 17 For a * testament is of force "where there hath been death : 
^ for doth it ever avail while he that matle it liveth? iS Wherefore even the 
first cDvenani bath not been dedicated without blood, 19 For when every 
commandment had been spoken by Moses unto all the people according to 
the law, he look the blood of the calves and the goats, with water and scarlet 
wool and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book itself, and all the people, 
20 saying, This is the blood of the ' covenant which God commanded to you- 
ward. 21 Moreover the tabernacle and all the vessels of the ministry he 
sprinkled in like manner with the blood. 22 And according to the law, I may 
almost say, all things are cleansed with blood, and apart from shedding of blood 



23 It was necessary therefore that the copies of the things in the heavens 
should be cleansed with these; but the heavenly things themselves with better 
sacrifices than these. 24 For Christ entered not into a holy place made with 
hands, like in pattern to the true; hut into heaven itself, now to appear before 
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the bee of Gad for us : 25 nor yet that he should offer himself often; as the 
high priest enterelb into the holy place year by yeir with blood Dot his otm; 
26 else must he often have suffered since the foundation of the world : but 
aair once at the 'end of the ages hath he been manifested to put away sin 
^ by the sacrifiee of hiroself. 27 And inasmuch as it is ' appointed unto men 
once to die, and after this comelh judgement; 2S so Christ also, having been

10 'By 
which will we have been sanctified through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. 11 And every 'priest indeed standeth day by day minis- 
tering and offering oftentimes the same sacrifices, the which can never take 
away sins; 12 but he, when he bad offered one sacrifice for 'sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God; 13 from henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made the footstool of his feet. 14 For by one olfering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are sanctified. 15 And the Holy Ghost also bear-

19 Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the holy place by the 
blood of Jesus, ao by the way which he dedicated for ua, a new and living 
way, through the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 21 and having a great priest 
over the house of God ; 22 let us draw near with a true heart in "* fulness of

jz But call to remembrance the former days, in which, after ye were 
enlightened, ye endured a great conflict of sufferings; 33 partly, being made 
a gazingstock both by reproaches and afBictions; and partly, becoming par- 
takers with them that were so used. 34 For ye both had compassion on 
them that were in bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of your possessions, 
knowing *that 'ye yourselves have a better possession and an abiding one.

S By faith Abraham, when he was called, obeyed 
to go out unto a place which he was to receive for an inheritance; and he 
went out, not knowing whither he went, g By faith he became a sojour 
the land of promise, as in a land nut his own, 'dwelling in tents, with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the same promise : to for he looked for [he 
city which hath the foundations, whose ^builder and inaker is God. ~ 

faith even Sarah herself received power to conceive seed when she was past 
age, since she counted him faithful who bad promised; 12 wherefore also 
there sprang of one, and him as good as dead, so many as the stars of heaven 
in multitude, and as the sand, which is by the sea shore, innumerable. 

13 These all died ^ in faith, not having received the promises, hut having 
Been Ihem and greeted them from afar, and having confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 14 For they that say such things make 
it manifest that they are seeking after a country of their own. 15 And if in- 
deed they had been mindful of that country from which they went out, they 
would have had opportunity to return. 16 But now they desire a better covn- 
try, that is, a heavenly ; wherefore God is not ashamed of them, to be called 
their God : for he hath prepared for them a city.

22 By 
faith Joseph, when his end was nigh, made mention of the departure of the 
children of Israel; and gave commandment concerning his bones. 23 By 
faith Moses, when he was born, was hid three months by his parents, because 
they saw he was a goodly child { and they were not afraid of the king's com- 
mandment. 24 By faith Moses, when he was grown up, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh's daughter; 25 choosing rather to he evi! entreated with 
the people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season; 26 ac- 
counting the reproach of'Christ greater riches than the treasures of Egypt: 
for he looked unto the recompense of reward. 27 By faith he forsook Egypt, 
not fearing the wrath of the king : for he endured, as seeing him who is invis- 
ible. 2S By faith he ^ kept the passover, and the sprinkling of the blood, tlutt 
the destroyer of the firstborn should not touch them. 29 By faith they passed 
through the Red sea as by dry land : which the Egyptians assaying to do were 
swallowed up. 30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell down, after they bad been 
compassed about for seven days. 31 By faith Rahab the harlot perished not 
with them that were disobedient,having received the spies with peace. 32 And 
what shall I more say? for the time will fail me if 1 tell of Gideon, Barak,

Samson, Jephthah; of David and Samuel and the prophets: 33 who through 
faith subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtained promises, stopped 
the mouths of lions, 34 quenched the power of fire, escaped the edge of the 
swoid, from weakness were made strong, waxed mighty in wur, turned to 
Bight armies of aliens. 35 Women ceceived their dead by a resurrection : and 
cithers were ' tortured, not accepting ' their deliverance; that they might ob- 
tain a better resurrection : 36 and others had trial of mockings and scoorg- 
ings, yea, moreover of bonds and imprisonment : 37 tbey were stoned, thej 
were sawn asunder, they were tempted, they were slain with the sword; they 
went about in sheepskins, in goatskins; being destitute, afflicted, evQ en- 
treated 38 (of whom the world was not worthy), wandering in deserts and 
mountains and caves, and tlie holes of the earth. 39 And these all, having 
bad witness borne to them through their faith, received not the promise, 
40 God having ' provided some belter thing concerning ua, that apart from us 
they should not be made perfect. 

12 ; I Therefore let us also, seeing we are compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, lay aside ' every weight, and the sin which ^ doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run with patience the race that is set before us, 2 looking 
unto Jesus the ^author and perfecter of our faith, who for the joy that was 
set before him endured the cross, despising shame, and hath sat down at the 
right hand of the throne of God. 3 For consider him that hath endured such 
gainsaying of sinners against ' themselves, that ye wax not weary, fainting in 
yom: louls.

9 Furthermore, we had the fathers of our desh to chasten us, 
and we gave them reverence: shall we not much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of "spirits, and live? 10 For they verily for a few days chastened 
Kf as seemed good to them; but he for aur profit, that wi may be partakers 
of his holiness. IT All chastening seemeth for the present to be not joyous, 
but grievous; yet afterward it yieldeth peaceable fruit unto them that have 
been exercised thereby, evm the frvit of righteousness. 12 Wherefore '° lift up 
the bands that hang down, and the palsied knees; 13 and make straight paths 
for your feet, that that which is lame be not" turned out of the way, but rather 
he healed. 

14 Follow after peace with all men, and the sanctification without which 
no man shall see the Lord: 15 looking carefully ''lest fhirt be 3Xiy man that 
"falleth short of the grace of God; lest any root of bitterness springing up 
trouble j'oa, and thereby the many be defiled; 16 '^lest Ihiribt any fornicator. 
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or profane person, as EJau, who for one mesa oC meat sold his own birtbrighL 
17 For je know that even when he afterward desiied to inherit the bles^ng, 
he wai rejected (for be found no place of repentance), though he sought it 
diligently with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto 'a mount that might be touched, and tbat 
burned with fire, and unto blackoess, and darkness, and tempest, 19 and the 
sound of a trumpet, and the voice of words; which vm'ct they that beard 
intrealed that no word more should be spoken unto them; 20 for they could 
not endure that which was enjoined, If even a beast touch the mountain, it 
shill be stoned; 21 and so fearful was the appearance, lAat Moses said, I 
exceedingly fear and quake : 22 but ye are come unto mount Zion, and unto 
the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, 'and to 'innumerable 
hosts of angels, 23 to the general assembly and church of the tirstbom who 
arc enrolled in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits of jusi 
men made perfect, 24 and to Jesus the mediator of a new * covenant, and to 
the blood of sprinkling that speaketh belter ^ than tiai of Abel. 25 See Chat 
ye refuse not him that speaketh. For if they escaped not, when they refused 
him that warned Ihtm on earth, much more shall not we escape, who tuili 
away from him ' that uiai-ne/A from heaven : 26 whose voice then shook the 
earth: but now he hath promised, saying, Yet once more will I make to 
tremble not the earth only, but alio the heaven. 27 And this un^rd. Yet once 
more, signilieth the removing of those things that are shaken, as of things 
that have been made, that those things which are not shaken may remain. 
iS Wherefore, receiving a kingdom that cannot be shaken, let us have ' grace, 
whereby we may o9er service wetl-pleasing to God with ^ reverence and awe : 
39 for our God is a consuming fire. 

13 : I Let love of the brethren continue, t Forget not to shew love unto 
strangera : for thereby some have entertained angels unawares. 3 Remember 
them that are id bonds, »a bound with them; them that are evil entreated, as 
being yourselves also in the body. 4 Let marriage ie had in honour among 
all, and itt the bed ie undcfiled : for fornicators and adulterers God will judge. 
5 ' Be ye free from the lo*e of money; content with such things as ye have 1 
for himself hath said, I will in no wise fail thee, neither will I in any wise for- 
sake thee, 6 So that with good courage we say. 
The Lord is my helper; I will not fear: 
What shall man do uoto me ? 

7 Remember them that had the rule over you, which spake unto yoa the 
word of God; and considering the issue of their '" life, imitate their faith. 
8 Jesus Christ is the same yesterday and to-day, jrea and " foe ever. 9 Be not 
carried away by divers and strange teachings ; for it is good that the heart be 
stablished by grace; not by meats, wherein they that '^occupied themselves 
were not profited. 10 We have an altar, whereof they have no right to eat 
which serve the tabernacle. 11 For the bodies of those beasts, whose blood 
is brought into the holy place " by the high priest as an offering for sin, are 
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bnmGd without the camp, rz Wterefore Jebhi also, that he might sanctily 
the people through his own blood, suffered without the g»te. 13 Let us 
therefore go forth unto him without the camp, bearing hts reproach. 14 For 
we hive not here »n abiding city, but we seek after iht lily which is to come. 
15 Through him 1 then let us offer up a sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
that is, the fruit of lips which make confession to his name. 16 But to do 
good and to communicate forget not r foe with such sacrifices God is well 
pleased. 17 Obey them that have the rule over yon. and submit ta Ihim : for 
th^ watch in behalf of your souls, as they that shall give account; that they 
may do this with joy, and not with * grief; for this iDere unprofitable for you. 

iS Pray for us: for we are persuaded that we have a good conscience, 
desiring to live honestly in all things. 19 And 1 exhort yo%i the more exceed- 
ingly to do this, that I may be restored to you the sooner. 

30 Now the God of peace, who brought again from the dead the great 
shepherd of the sheep 'with the blood of the eternal covenant, evfn our 
Lord Jesus, 21 make you perfect in every good * thing to do his will, work- 
ing in * us that which is well-pleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ; to 
whom hi the glory ° for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 But I enhort you, brethren, bear with the word of exhortation ; for I 
have written unto you in few words. 23 Know ye that our brother Timothy 
bath been set at liberty; with whom, if he come shortly, I will see you. 

34 Salute all them that have the rule over you, and all the saints. The; of 
Italy salute yon. 

35 Grace be with you aU. Amen.

1 : 1 The Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God ' gave him to shew unto 
I liii 'servants, euin the things which must shortly come to pass; and fae sent 
»nd signified ° it by his angel unto his servant John; 2 who bare witness of 
the word of God, and of the testimony of Jesus Christ, tvtn of all things that 
he saw, 3 Blessed is he that readeth, and they that hear the words of the 
prophecy, and keep the things which are written therein : for the time is at 

4 John to the seven churches which are in Asia ; Grace to you and peace, 
from him which is and wbicb was and '° which is to come; and from the seven 
Spirits which are before his throne; 5 and from Jesus Christ, su*o ti the failh- 
ftil witness, the lirstborn of the dead, and the ruler of the kings of the earth. 
Unto him that !ovethus,and "loosed us from our sins "by his blood; 6 and 
be made us to be a kingdom, lo be priests unto his God and Father; to him be 
the glory and the dominion '' for ever and ever. Amen. 7 Behold, he Cometh 
with the clouds; and every eye shall see him, and they which pierced him; 
I and all the tribes of the earth shall mourn over him. Even so. Amen.

9 I John, your brother and partaker with you in the tribulation and iing- 
doin uid patience luhich are in Jesus, was in the isle that is called Patmos, for 
the word of God and the testimony of Jesus. lo 1 was in the Spirit on the 
Locd't day, and I heard behind me a gieat voice, as of a trumpet saying. 
It What thou seest, write in a book, and send it to the seven churches; unto 
Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, and unto Pergamum, and unto Thyatira, and unto 
Sacdis, and unto Philadelphia, and unio Laodtcca. 12 And I turned to see 
the voice which spake with me. And having tomed I saw seven golden 
■candlesticks; 13 and in the midst of the ^ candlesticks one like unto 'a 
son of roan, clothed with a garment down to the foot, and girt about at the 
breasts with a golden girdle. 14 And his head and his hair were white as 
white wool,n/AiVras snow; and his eyes were as a flame of fire; 15 and his feet 
like unto burnished brass, as if it bad been refined in a furnace ; and his voice 
as the voice of many waters. 16 And he had in his right band seven stars : 
and out of his mouth proceeded a sharp two-edged sword ; and his counte- 
nance was as the sun shineth in his strength, 17 And when I saw him, I fell 
at his feet as one dead. And be laid his right hand upon me, saying. Fear 
not; I am the first and the last, iS and the living one; and I "was dead, 
and behold, I am alive '' for ever more, and I have the keys of death and of 
Hades. 19 Write therefore the things which thou sawest, and the things which 
are, and the things which shall come to pass hereaflei; zo the mystery of 
the seven stars which thou sawest ' in my right hand, and the seven golden 
' candlesticks. The seven stars are the angels of the seven churches : and the 
seven * candlesticks are »even churches. 

3: 1 To the angel of the church in Ephesus write; 

These things saitb he that boldelh the seven stars in his right hand, he that 
walketh in the midst of the seven golden • candlesticks : ii I know thy works, 
and thy toil and patience, and that thou canst not bear evil men, and didst tiy 
them which call themselves apostles, and they are not, and didst Rnd them 
false; 3 and thoa hast patience and didst bear for my name's sake, and hast 
not grown weary. 4 But I have this against thee, that Ihou didst leave thy 
first love. 5 Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, 
and do the first works; or else I come to thee, and vnll move thy 'candlestick 
out of its place, except thou repent. 6 But this thou hast, that thou hatest the 
works of the Nicolaitans, which I also hale. 7 He that bath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith to the churches. To him that overcometh, to him 
will I give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the l" Paradise of God. 

8 And to the angel of the church in Smyrna write; 

Hese things saith the first and the last, which * was dead, and lived again : 
9 I know thy tribulation, and thy poverty (but thoa art rich) , and the " blas- 
phemy of tbem which say they are Jews, and they arc not, but are a synagogue 
of Satan, to Fear not the things which thou art about to suffer : behold, the 
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dc^a ii about to cast some of you into prison, that ye may be tried; ' and yc 
shall have * tribulation ten days. Be thou faithful unto dcatb, and 1 will give 
thee the crown of life. 11 He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit/ 
(ailh to the chmchcs. He (hat oveicometh shall not be hurt of the second 
death. 

iz Aod to the angel of the church in PeTgamuro write; 
These things saitb he that hath the sharp two-edged sword ; 13 1 know 
where thou dwelleat, cvtn where Satan's throne is : and thou boldest fast mjr 
nmme, and didst not deny my faith, even in the days ' of Antipas my witness, 
■ my Mtbful one, who was killed among you, where Satan dwelleth. 14 But I 
have a few things against thee, because thou hast there some that hold the 
'teaching of Balaam, who taught Balak to east a stumblingblock before the 
i children of Israel, to eat things sacrificed to idols, and to commit fornication. 
15 So hast thou also some that hold the teaching of the Nicolaitans in like 
Limei. 16 Repent therefore; or else T come to thee quickly, and I will 
■ke war against them with the sword of my mouth, 17 Ife that hath an 
■t let him hear what the Spirit saith to the churches. To him that over- 
CDmetb, to him will I give of the hidden manna, and I will give bim a white 
itone, and npon the stone a new name written, which no one knoweth but 
' e that recciveth it. 

18 And to the angel of the church in Thyadra write; 
These things saith the Son of God, who hath his eyes like a flame of fire, 
«nd bis feet are like onto bumished brass; 19 I know thy works, and thy 
love and faith and ministry and patience, and that thy last works are more 
than the RraL 20 But I have iMs against thee, that thou sufTerest * the woman 
Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess; and she tcacheth and leduccth 
ly lervants to commit fornication, and to eat things sacrificed to idols. 
:l And I gave her time that she should repent; and she willetfa not to 
repent of her fornication, zz Behold, I do cast her into a bed, and them 
it adultery with her into great tribulation, except they repent of 
•her works. 23 And I will kill her children with 'death; and all the 
churches shall know that I am he which searcbetb the reins and hearts: and 
' I wiH give unto each one of you according to your works. Z4 But to you I 
■ay, to the rest that are in Thyalira, as many as have not this teaching, which 
it the deep things of Satan, as they say; I cast upon you none other 
burden. 25 Howbeit that which ye have, hold fast till 1 come. 26 And he 
Out Dvercometh, and he that keepelh my works onto the end, to bim will I 
give authority over the nations: ^^ and he shall rule them with a rod of 
Tiron, as the vessels of the potter are broken to shivers; as I also hare 
received of my Father : 2S and I will give him the morning star, ag He 
that bath an ear, let bim hear what the Spirit saitb to the cbuicbes. 
3: 1 And to the angel of the church in Sardis write; 
These things saith he that hath the seven Spirits of God, and the aeren 
tan : I know thy works, that thou hast a name that thou Hvest, and thou art

with me in white; for they arc worthy. 5 He that ovcrcoroeth shall thus be 
arrayed in white garments; and I will in no wise blot hia name out of the 
book of life, and I will confess bis name before my Father, and before hil 
angels. 6 He that bath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saitb to the 

7 And to the angel of the church in Philadelphia write; 

These things saith he that is holy, he that is true, he that hath the key of 
David, he that openeth, and none shall shut, and that shutteCh, and none 
openeth: 8 1 know thy works (behold, I have *set before thee a door 
opened, which none can shut), that thou bast a little power and didst keep 
my word, and didat not deny my name. 9 Behold, 1 give of the synagogue 
of Satan, of them which say they are Jews, and they are not, but do lie; 
behold, I will make them to come and worship before thy feet, and to know 
that I have loved thee. 10 Because thou didst keep the word of my patience, 
I also will keep thee from the hour of ' trial, that hatir which is to come upon 
the whole 'world, to 'try them that dwell upon the earth. II I come 
quickly: hold fast that which thou hast, that no one take thy crown. 12 He 
that overcometh, 1 will make him a pillar in the ' temple of my God, and he 
shall go out thence no more : and I will write upon him the name of my God, 
and the name of the city of my God, the new Jerusalem, which cometh down 
out of heaven from my God, and mine own new name. 13 He that bath an 
ear, let him bear what the Spirit saith to the churches. 

14 And to the angel of the church in Laodicea write; 

These things saith the Amen, the faithful and true witness, the beginning 
of the creation of God ; 1 5 I know thy works, that thou art neither cold nor 
hot: I would thou wert cold or hot. 16 So because thou art lohewarm, and 
neither hot nor cold, I will spew thee out of my mouth. 17 Because thou 
sayeit, I am rich, and have gotten riches, and have need of nothing; ftnd 
knowest not that thou art the wretched one and miserable and poor and 
blind and naked: iS I counsel thee to buy of me gold refined by fire, that 
thoQ mayeat become rich; and while garments, that thou mayest clothe thy- 
self, and IJa/the shame of thy nakedness be not made manifest; and eyesalve 
to anomt thine eyes, that thou mayest see. 19 As many as I love, I reprove 
and chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent. 20 Behold, I stand at the 
door and knock ; if any man hear my voice and open the door, I will come in 
to him, and will sup with him, and be with me. 21 He that overcometh, I 
will give to him to sit down with me in my throne, as I also overcame, and 
lat down with my father in his throne. 23 He thai hath an ear, let faim hear 
what the Spirit saith to the churches. 

4 : I After these things I saw, and behold, a door opened in heaven, and

the fiat voice which I heard, a tioiie as of i trumpet speaking with me, one 
Baying, Come up hither, and I will shew thee the things which must ' come to 
pais hereafter. 3 Stiaightway I was in the Spirit: and behold, there was a 
throne set in heaven, and one Bitting upon the throne; 3 and lie that sat was 
to look upon like a jasper stone and a. sardius ; and tkcrt was a rainbow romid 
about the throne, like an emerald to look upon. 4 And round about the 
throne weri four and twenty thrones: and upon the thrones / saw four and 
twenty elders sitting, arrayed in white garments; and on their heads crowns 
of gold. 5 And out of the throne proceed lightnings and voices and thun- 
ders. And thin viiri seven lamps of fire burning before the throne, which 
ue the seven Spirits of God; 6 and before the throne, as it were a glassy 
tea like unto crystal; and in the midst of the throne, and round about the 
throne, four living creatures full of eyes before and behind. 7 And the first 
creature itias like a lion, and the second creature like a catf, and the third 
creature had a face as of a man, and the fourth creature was like a flying 
eagle. 8 And the four living creatures, having each one of them six wings, 
are full of eyes round about and within : and they have no rest day and night, 
saying, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord God, the Almighty, which was and which 
ii and ^which is to come. 9 And when the living creatures shall give glory 
and honour and thanks to him that silteth on the throne, to him that liveth 
*for ever and ever, lo the four and twenty elders shall fall down before him 
that aitteth on the throne, and shall worship him that liveth 'for ever and 
ever, and shall cast their crowns before the throne, saying, II Worthy art 
thou, oar Lord and our God, to receive the glory and the honour and the 
power: for thou didst create all things, and because of thy will they were, 
and were created. 

3 : I And I saw » in the right hand of him that sat on the throne a book 
written within and on the back, close sealed with seven seals. 2 And I saw a 
strong angel proclaiming with a great voice, Who is worthy to open the book, 
and to loose the seals thereof ? 3 And no one in the heaven, or on tlie earth, 
or under the earth, was able to open the book, or to look thereon. 4 And I 
wept much, because no one was found worthy to open the book, or to look 
thereon; 5 and one of the elders saith unto me. Weep not; behold, the Lion 
that is of the tribe of Judah, the Root of David, hath overcome, to open the 
book and the seven seals thereof. 6 And 1 saw in the midst of the throne 
and of the four living creatures, and in the midst of the elders, a Lamb stand- 
ing, as though it had been slain, having seven horns, and seven eyes, which 
are the ' seven Spirits of God, sent forth into all the earth. 7 And he came, 
and he ' taketh it out of the right hand of him that sat on the throne. 8 And 
when he had taken the book, the four living creatures and the four and twenty 
eldera fell down before the Lamb, having each one a harp, and golden bowls 
full of incense, which are the prayers of the saints. 9 And they sing a new 
song, saying, Worthy art thou to lake the book, and to open the seals thereof: 
for thou wast slain, and didst purchase unto God with thy blood men of every 
tribe, and tongue, and people, and nation, 10 and madesi them / 
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oat God > kingdom and priests; and thcy rcien upon the earth, it And I 
law, atid 1 heard a vuice of many angels round about the throne and the liviof 
aeatuta and the elders; and the number of them was tea Ihousand times ten 
thousand, and thousands of Ibousanda; 12 saying with a gteal voice, Worthy 
ii the Lamb that hath been slain to receive the power, and riches, and 
wi»]om, and might, and honour, and glory, and blessing. 13 And every 
created thing which is in the heaven, and on the earth, and under the earth, 
and on the sea, and alt things that are in them, heard I saying. Unto hitn that 
litteth on the throne, and unto the Lamb, bi the blessing, and the honour, 
and the glory, and the dominion, ' for ever and ever. 14 And the four living 
creatures said, Amen. And the elders fell down and worshipped. 

6: I And I saw when the Lamb opened one of the seven seals, and I 
heard one of the four living creatures saying as with a voice of thunder, 
Come^. 2 And J saw, and behold, a white horse, and he that sat thereon 
had a bow; and there was given unto him a crown : and be came forth con- 
qsering, and to conquer. 

3 And when he opened the second seal, I heard the second living cieature 
Mjing, Come '. 4 And another horse came forth, a. ted horse : and to him 
that sat thereon it was given to take 'peace from the earth, and Hiat they 
should slay one another : and there was given unto him a great sword. 

5 And when he opened the third seal, 1 heard the third living creature 
saying, Come '. And I saw, and behold, a black horse; and he that sat 
thereon bad a balance in his hand. 6 And I heard as it were a voice in the 
midst of the four living creatures saying, A ' measure of wheat for a ' penny, 
and three measures of barley for a ^ penny; and the oil and the wine hurt 
thou not 

7 And when he opened the fourth seal, I beard the voice of the foorth 
living creature saying, Come ^. 8 And 1 saw, and behold, a pale horse : and 
he that sal upon him, hii name was Death; and Hades followed with him. 
And there was given unto them authority over the fourth part of the earth, to 
kill with sword, and with famine, and with ' death, and by the wild beasts of 
the earth. 

9 And when he opened the fifth seal, I saw underneath the altar the souls 
of them that had been slain for the word of Cod, and for the testimony which 
they held r 10 and they cried with a great voice, saying, How long, O Master, 
the holy and true, dost thou not 'fiA%t and avenge our blood on them that 
dwell on the earth? 1 1 And there was given them to each one a white rohe; 
and it was said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little time, until their 
fellow-servants also and their brethren, which should be killed even as they 
were, should ' be (ultiUed. 

13 And I saw when he opened the sixth seal, and there was a great earth- 
quake; and the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the whole moon 
became as blood; 13 and the stars of the heaven fell unto the earth, as a hg 
tree casteth her unripe figs, when she is shaken of a great wind. 14 And the 
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lieaven was removed as a scroll when it is rolled up; and every mountain and 
ialuid were moved out of theic places. 15 And the kings of the earth, and 
the princes, and the ' chief captains, and the rich, and the strong, and every 
boudnuin and freeman, hid themselves in the cuves and in the rocks of the 
mouDtains; 16 and they say to the mountains and to the rocks, Fall on us, 
and hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of the Lamb : 17 for the gceat day of their wrath is come; and who 
lie to stand? 

1 : 1 After this I saw four angels standing at the four corners of the earth, 
holding the four winds of the earth, that no wind should blow on the earth, or 
n the sea, or upon any tree. 2 And I saw another angel ascend from the 
sunrising, having the seal of the living God : and he cried vvith a great voice 
o the four angels, to whom it was given to hurt the earth and the sea, 3 say- 
ng. Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, Dor the trees, till we shall have sealed 
lie servants of our God on their foreheads, 4 And I heard the number of 
them which were sealed, a hundred and forty and four thousand, sealed out of 
every tribe of the children of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Judah Tvire sealed twelve thousand : 
Of the tribe of Reuben twelve thousand r 

Of the tribe of Gad twelve thousand ; 

6 Of the tribe of Asher twelve thousand : 
Of the tribe of Naphtali twelve thousand: 
Of the tribe of Manasseh twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon twelve thousand: 1 
Of the tribe of Levi twelve thousand: ' 
Of the tribe of Issachar twelve thousand: 

8 Of the tribe of Zebulun twelve thousand : 
Of the tribe of Joseph twelve thousand: 

Of the tribe of Benjamin were scaled twelve thousand. 
9 After these things I saw, and behold, a great multitude, which no man could 
nnmber, out of every nation, and of ali tribes and peoples and tongues, stand- 
'ng before the throne and before the Lamb, arrayed in white robes, and palms 
n their hands; 10 and they cry with a great voice, saying. Salvation unto out 
God which sitteth on the throne, and unto the Lamb. 11 And all Che angels 
rere standing round about the throne, and aioit/ the elders and the four living 
realurea; and they fell before the throne on their faces, and worshipped God, 
J saying. Amen ; ° Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and 
honour, and power, and might, it mito our God ' for ever and ever. Amen. 
13 And one of the elders answered, saying imto me. These which are arrayed 
in the white robes, who are they, and whence came they? r4 And I ' say unto 
him, My lord, thou Itnowest. And he said to me, These are they which come 
out of the great tribulation, and they washed their robes, and made them white 
'n the blood of the Lamb. 15 Therefore are they before the throne of God; 
ind they serve him day and night in his temple : and h.' that sitteth on the 
throne shall spread his tabernacle over them. 16 They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; neither shall the sun strike upon them, nor any heat : 



ly for the I.anib which is m the midst of the throne shall be their shepherd, 
and shall guide Ihem unto fountains of waters of Ufa : and God shall wipe 
away every tear from their eyes. 

a : I And when he opened the seventh seal, there followed a silence in 
heaven about the space of half an hour, z And I saw the seven angels which 
stand before God; and there were given unto them seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and stood ' over the altar, liaving a golden 
censer; and there was given unto him much incense, that he should ^add it 
unto the prayers uf all the saints upon the golden altar which was before the 
throne. 4 And the smoke of the incense, 'with the prayers of the saints, 
went ap before God out of the angel's band. 5 And the angel < taketh 
the ccnier; and lie filled it with the fire of the alur, and east it ' upon the 
earth: and there followed thunders, and voices, and lightnings, and an earth- 

6 And the seven angels which hac* iev' trumpets prepared themselves to 

7 And the first sounded, and there followed hail and fire, mingled with 
blood, and they were cast ^ upon the earth : and the third part of the earth 
WEis burnt up, and the third part of the trees was burnt up, and all green grass 
was burnt up. 

8 And the second angel sounded, and as it were a great mountain burning 
with fire was cast into the sea: and the third part of the sea became blood; 
9 and there died the third part of the creatures which were in the sea, tveit 
they that had life; and the third part of the ships was destroyed. 

10 And the third angel sounded, and there fell from heaven a great star, 
burning as a torch, and it fell upon the third part of the rivers, and upon the 
fountains of the waters; It and the name of the star is called Wormwood: 
and the third part of the waters became wormwood; and many men died of 
the waters, because they were made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, and the third part of the sun was smit- 
ten, and the third part of the moon, and the third part of the stars; that the 
third part of them should be darkened, and the day should not shine for the 
third part of it, and the night in like manner. 

13 And I saw, and I heard *an eagle, flying in mid heaven, saying with a 
great voice, Woe, woe, woe, for them that dwell on the earth, by reason of 
the other voices of the trumpet of the three angels, who are yet to sound. 

9 : 1 And the fifth angel sounded, and I saw a star from heaven fallen 
nnto the earth : and there was given to him the key of the pit of the abyss. 
2 And he opened the pit of the abyss ; and there went up a smoke out of the 
pit, as the smoke of a great furnace ; aod the sun and the air were darkened 
bj reason of the smoke of the pit. 3 And out of the smoke came forth locosti 
upon the earth ; and power was given them, as the scorpions of the earth have 
power. 4 And it was said unto them that they should not hurt the grass of 
the earth, neither any green thing, neither any tree, but only such men as 
have not the seal of God on then' foreheads. 5 And it was given them that 
they should not kill Ihem, but that they should be tormented five months: 
and theii torment was as the torment of a scorpion, when it striketh a man. 
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6 And in those days men shall seek death, ajid shall in no wise Gnd it; 
«.od Ihey shall desire to die, and death fleeth from them. 7 And the ' shapes 
of the locusts wete like unto horses prepared for war; and upon their heads 
as it were crowna like unto gold, and their faces were as men's faces. 8 And 
they had hair as the hair of women, and their teeth were as the leith of lions. 
g And they had breastplates, as it were breastplates of iron; and the sound 
of their wings was as the sound of chariots, of many horses rushing to war. 
10 And they have tails like unto scorpions, and stings; and in their tails is the 
power to hurt men tive months. 11 They have over them as king the angel 
of the abyss: his name in Hebrew is Abaddon, and in the Greek longut he 
hath the name ^Apollyon. 

tz The first Woe ii past ; behold, there come yet two Woes hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, and I heard * a voice from the horns of 
the golden altar which is before God, 14 one saying to the sixth angel, 
which had the trumpet, Loose the four angels which are bound at the great 
river Euphrates. 15 And the four angels were loosed, which had been pre- 
pared foi the hour and day and month and year, that they should kill the 
third part of men. 16 And the number of the armies of the horsemen was 
twice ten thousand times ten thousand ; I heard the number of them. 17 And 
thus I saw the horses in the vision, and them that sat on them, having breast- 
plates at of fire and of hyacinth and of brimstone; and the beads of the 
honei are as the heads of lions; and out of their mouths proceedeth fire 
■nd smoke and brimstone. iS By these three plagues was the third part of 
men killed, by the tire and the smoke and the brimstone, which proceeded 
out of their mouths. 19 For the power of the horses is in their mouth, and in 
their tails: for their tails are like unto serpents, and have heads; and with 
Qiem they do hurt. 20 And the rest of mankind, which were not killed with 
these plagues, repented not of the works of their hands, that they should not 
worship 'devils, and the Idols of gold, and of silver, and of brass, and of stone, 
and of wood; which can neither see, nor hear, nor walk : 2i and they re- 
pented not of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, 
nor of their thefts. 

10; I And I saw another strong angel coming down out of heaven, 
arrayed with a cloud; and the rainbow was upon hia head, and his face was 
as the sun, and his feet as pillars of fire; 2 and he had in his hand a little 
book open; and he set his right foot upon the sea, and his left upon the 
earlh; 3 and he cried with a great voice, as a lion roareth : and when he 
cried, the seven thunders uttered their voices, 4 And when the seven thun- 
ders uttered iheir voues, I was about to write : and I heard a. voice from 
heaven saying. Seal up the ihin^ which the seven thunders uttered, and write 
them not 5 And the angel which 1 saw standing upon the sea and upon the 
earth lifted up his right hand to heaven, 6 and sivare by him that liveth * for 
ever and ever, who created the heaven and the things that are therein, 
and the earth and the things that are theieio, ° and the sea and the 
things that are therein, that there shall he ' time no longer : 7 but in the 



diys of the voice of the seventh angel, when be is about to sound, then 
19 finished the mystery of God, according to the good tidings which he de- 
clared la bis servants the pcopbets. S And the voice which I heard from 
heaven, / htard U again speaking with me, and saying, Co, take the book 
which is open in the hajid of (he angel that standcth upon the sea and upon 
the earth. 9 And I went unto the angel, saying unto him that he should give 
me the little book. And he saitb unto me. Take it and eat it up; and it 
shall make thy belly bitter, but in thy mouth it shall be sweet as honey. 
ici And I took the little book out of the angel's hand, and ate it up; and it 
was in my mouth sweet as honey: and when I had eaten it, my belly was 
made bitter. 11 And they say unto me. Thou must pruphesv again 'over 
many peoples and nations and tongues and kings. 

11 : t And there was given me a reed tike unto a rod : - and one said. 
Rise, and measure the temple of God, and the altar, and them that worship 
therein. 2 And the court which is without the temple 'leave without, and 
measure it not; for it halh been given unto the nations: and the holy city 
shall they tread under foot forty and two months. 3 And I will give unto my 
two witnesses, and they shall prophesy a thousand two hundred and threescore 
days, clothed in sackcloth. 4 These are the two olive trees and the two 
•candlesticks, standing before the Lord of the earth. 5 And if any man 
desireth to hurt them, Gre proceedeth out of their mouth, and devoureth their 
enemies; and if any man shall desire to hurt them, in this manner mnst he 
be killed. 6 These have the power to shut the heaven, that it rain not during 
the days of their prophecy ; and they have power oyer the waters to turn them 
into blood, and to smite the earth with every plague, as often as they shall 
desire. 7 And when they shall have finished their testimony, the beast that 
Cometh up out of the abyss shall make war with them, and overcome them, 
and kill them. 8 And their ' dead bodies lit in the street of the great city, 
which spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, where also their Lord was cruci- 
fied, g And from among the peoples and tribes and tongues and nations do 
men look upon their ' dead bodies three days and a half, and suffer not their 
dead bodies to be laid in a tomb. 10 And tbey that dwell on the earth rejoice 
over them, and make merry; and they shall send gifts one to another ; because 
these two prophets tormented them that dwell on the earth. II And after 
the three days and a half the breath of life from God entered into them, and 
tbey stood upon their feet; and great fear fell upon them which beheld them. 
iz And they heard a great voice from heaven saying unto them. Come up 
hither. And they went up into heaven in the cloud; and their enemies be- 
held them. 13 And in that hour there was a great earthquake, and the tenth 
part of the city fell; and there were killed in the earthquake ° seven thousand 
persons: and the rest were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven. 

14 The second Woe is past : behold, the third Woe cometh quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; and there followed great voices in 
heaven, and they said, The kingdom of the world is become the kingdom 
of out Lord, and of big Christ : and he shall reign ' for ever and ever. 16 And 
the four and twenty elders, which sit before God on their thrones, fell upon 
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their faces, and worshipped God, 17 saving, We give thee thanks, O Loid 
God. the Almighty, which art and which ivast; because thoa bast taken thy 
great power, and didst reign. iS And the nations were wroth, and thy wrath 
came, and the time of the dead to be judged, and Ike limi to give their 
reward tti thy servants the prophets, and to the swnts, and to them that fear 
thy name, the small and the great; and to destroy them that destroy the earth. 

19 And there was opened the temple of Gud that is in heaven; and there 
wait seen in his temple the ark of his 'covenant; and there followed light- 
nings, and voices, and thunders, and an earthquake, and great hail. 

12 : 1 And a great sign was seen in heaven; a woman arrayed with the 
sun, and Che moon under her feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve 
■tan; 3 and she was with child : and she crieth out, travailing in birth, and 
in pain to be delivered. 3 And there was seen another sign in heaven; and 
behold, a great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and upon his 
heads seven diadems. 4 And his tail driweth the third part of the stars of 
heaven, and did cast them to the earth : and the dragon stood before the woman 
which was about to be delivered, that when she was delivered, he might 
devour her child. ; And she was delivered of a son, a man child, who is to 
rule all the nations with a rod of iron : and her child was caught up unto 
Cod, and unto his throne. 6 And the woman fled into the wilderness, where 
ihe hath a place prepared of God, that there they may nourish her a thousand 
■wo hundred and tbreeacore days. 

7 And there was war in heaven : Michael and his angels going firik to 
war with the dragon; and the dragon warred and bis angels; S and they 
prevailed not, neither was their place found any more in heaven. 9 And the 
great dragon was cast down, the old serpent, he that is called the Devil and 
Satan, the deceiver of the whole 'world; he was cast down to the esitb, and 
bis angels were cast down with him. lo And I heard a great voice in heaven, 
sap^Ei ' Niw is come the salvation, and the power, and the kingdom of our 
God, and the authority of his Christ : for the accuser of our brethren Is cast 
down, which accuseth them before our God day and night. 11 And they 
oreicune him because of the blood of the Lamb, and because of the word of 
their testimony; and they loved not their life even unto death. 12 There- 
fore rejoice, O heavens, and ye that 'dwell in them. Woe for the earth and 
for the sea: because Che devil is gone down unto you, having great.wralh, 
knowing that he hath but a short time. 

13 And when the dragon saw that he was cast down to the earth, he per- 
secuted the woman which brought forth the man child. 14 And there were 
given to the woman the two wings of the great eagle, that she might fly into 
the wilderness unto her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, 
and half a time, from the face of the serpent. 15 And the serpent cast out 
of his mouth after the woman water as a river, that he might cause her to be 
carried away by the stream. 16 And the earth helped the woman, and the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the river which the dragon cast 
out of his mouth. 17 And the dragon waxed wroth with the woman, and 
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went away lo make war with the test of her seed, which keep the commaod- 
roenls of God, and hold the testiniooj of Jesus : 13 i i and he stood upon 
the sand of the sea. 

And I saw a beast coming up out of Ihe sea, having ten horns and seven 
heads, and on hia horns ten diadems, and upon his heads names of blaaphemy. 
a And the beast which 1 iaw was hke unto a leopard, aiid his feet were as ikt 
fell of a bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a. lion : and the dragon gave 
him bis power, and his throne, and great authority. 3 And I saw one of his 
heads ai though it bad been 'smitten unto death; and his death-stroke was 
healed: and the whole earth wondered after the beast; 4 and they wor- 
shipped the dragon, because he gave his authority unto the beast; and they 
worshipped the beast, saying, Who is like unto the beast? and who is able to 
war with him? 5 and there was given to him a mouth speaking great thingt 
and blasphemies; and there whs given to him authority 'to continue forty 
and two months. 6 And he opened his mouth for blasphemies against God, 
lo blaspheme hia name, and his tabernacle, fvin them that 'dwell in the 
heaven. 7 < And it was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them; and there was given to him authority over every tribe and 
people and tongue and nation. 8 And all that dwell on the earth shall wor- 
ship him, tvery one whose name hath not been ^ written in the book of life of 
the Lamb that hath been slain from the foundation of tbe world, g If anj 
man hath an ear, let him hear. 10 ^ If any man ' is for captivity, into captiv- 
ity he goeth : if any man shall kill with the sword, with the sword must he be 
killed. Here is the patience and the faith of the saints, 

1 1 And I saw another beast coming up out of the earth; and he had two 
boms like unto a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 12 And he exerciseth all 
the authority of the arst beast in his sight. And he maketh the earth and 
them that dwell therein to worship the first beast, whose death-stroke was 
healed. 13 And he doeth great signs, that he should even make fire to come 
down out of heaven upon the earth in the sight of men. 14 And he deceiv- 
eth thero that dwell on the earth by reason of the signs which it was given 
him to do in the sight of the beast; saying to them that dwell on the eartb, 
that they should make an image to the beast, who hath the stroke of tbe 
sword, and lived. 15 And it was given unto him to give breath to it, even to 
the image of the beast, *'that the image of the beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as should not worship the image of the beast should be 
killed, 16 And he causeth all, the small and the great, and the rich and the 
poor, and the free and the bond, that there be given Ihem a mark on their 
right hand, or upon their forehead; 17 and that no man should be able to 
buy or to sell, save he that hath the mark, even the name of the beast or 
' Che number of his name. iS Here is wisdom. He that hath understanding, 
let him count the number of the beast; for it is the number of a man : and 
his number is ° Six hundred and sUty and six.

14 ; I And I s&w, and behold, tbe Lamb standing on tbe maunt Zion, aad 
with him a hundred and foity and four thousand, having his name, and the 
name of bis Father, written on tbeir focebeads. 2 And I brard 3 voice from 
heiTcn, as the voice of many waters, and as the voice of a great tbunder 1 
and the voice which I heard was as Ihi mice of harpers harping with their 
harps : 3 and the)' sing as it were a new song before the throne, and be/ore 
the four living creatures and the elders : and no man could learn the song 
save the hundred and forty and four thousand, ivtn they that had been pur- 
chased out of the earth. 4 These are they which were not defiled with 
women; for they are virgins. These arc they which follow the Lamb 
whithersoever he gocth. These were purchased from among men, tn bt the 
Grstfhiits unto God and unto tbe Lamb. 5 And in their mouth was found 
DO lie: they are without blemish. 

6 And I saw another angel flying in mid heaven, having an eternal gospel 
to proclaim unto them that ^ dwell on the earth, and unto every nation and 
tribe and tongue and people; 7 and he saith with a great voice. Fear God, 
and give him glory; for the hour of his judgement is come : and worship him 
that made tbe heaven and the earth and sea and fountains of waters. 

8 And another, a second angel, followed, saying, Fallen, fallen is Babylon 
the great, which hatbmade all the nations to drink of the wijieof tbe wrath of 
her fornication. 

9 And another angel, a third, followed them, saying with a great voice. If " 
aay man worsbippeth the beast and his image, and receiveth a mark on his 
forehead, or upon his hand, 10 he also shall drink of the wine of the wrath 
of God, which is ' prepared unmixed in the cup of his anger; and he shall be 
tormented with fire and brimstone in the presence of the boly angels, and in 
the presence of the Lamb; I f and the smoke of tbeir torment goeth up 'for 
ever and ever; and they have no rest day aod night, tbey that worship the 
beast and his image, and wboso receiveth tbe mark of his name. 12 Here is 
the patience of the saints, they that keep the commandments of God, and the 
faitb of jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from heaven saying, Write, Blessed are the dead 
which die ^ in the Lord from henceforth : yea, saitb the Spirit, that tbey may 
rest from their labours; for their works follow with them. 

14 And I saw, and heboid, a white cloud; and on the cloud / saio one 
sitting like unto ' a son of man, having on his bead a golden crown, and in 
his hand a sharp sickle. 15 And another angel came out from tbe temple, 
crying with a great voice to hinr that sat on tbe cloud, Send forth thy sickle, 
and reap : for the hour to reap is come; for the harvest of the earth is ' over- 
ripe. 16 And be that sat on the cloud cast his sickle upon the earth; and 
the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out from the temple which is in heaven, he 
also having a sharp sickle, l3 And another angel came out from the allar, 
he that hath power over fire; and he called with a great voice to him that had 
tbe sharp sickle, saying, Send forth thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters 
of the vine of tbe earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. 19 And Ibe angel cast 




his sickle into the eirth, and gathered the ' vintage of the eirth, and cast il 
into the winepress, the great wincfireii oF the wtath of God. 20 And the 
winepress was trodden without the city, and tbeie came out blood fiom the 
winepress, even unto the bridles of the horses, as far as a thousand and six 
hundred furlongs. 

X5: 1 And I saw another sign in heaven, great and marvellous, seven 
Bngels having seven plagues, wAiii art the last, for in them is finished the 
wrath of God. 

2 And I saw as it were a glassy sea mingled with die; and them that come 
victorious from the beast, and from his image, and from the number of his 
nuae, standing ^ hy the glassy sea, having harps of God. 3 And they sing 
the song of Moks the servant of God, and the song of the l.Amb, saying. 
Great and maiveUous are thy works, O Lord Cod, the Almighty; righteous 
and true are thy ways, thou King of the 'a^. 4 Who shall not fear, O 
Lord, and glori^ thy name? for thou only art holy; for all the nations shall 
come and worship before thee; for thy righteous acts have been made mani- 
fest. 

5 And after these things I saw, and the temple of the tabernacle of the 
testimony in heaven was opened : 6 and there came out from the temple the 
seven angels tbat had the seven plagues, arrayed * with fireneus stone, pure 
and bright, and girt about their breasts with golden girdles. 7 And one of 
* the four living creatures gave unto the seven angels seven golden bowls full of 
the wrath of God, who liveth ' for ever and ever. 8 And the temple was filled 
with smoke from the glory of God, and from his power; and none was able to 
enter into the temple, till the seven plagues of the seven angels should be 
finished. 

16 : I And I heard a great voice OQt of the temple, saying to the seven 
angels, Go ye, and pour out the seven bovvts of the wrath of God into the 

z And the first went, and poured out his bowl into the earth; and 'it 
became a noisome and grievous sore upon the men which had the mark of the 
beast, and which worshipped his image. 

3 And the second poured out his howl into the sea; and ^ it became 
blood as of a dead man; and every ' living soul died, ev^it the things that 
were in the sea. 

4 And the third pouted out his bowl into the rivers and the fountains of 
the waters; ' and ^ it became blood. 5 And I heard the angel of the waters 
saying, Righteous art thou, which art and which wast, thou Holy One, 
because thou didst thus ^judge ; 6 for they poured out the blood of saints 
and prophets, and blood hast thou given them to drink; they are worthy. 
7 And I heard the altar saying, Yea, Lord God, the Almighty, true and 
righteous are thy judgements. 

8 And the fourth poured out his bowl upon the sun; and it was given unto 
"' it to scorch men with fire. 9 And men were scorched with great heat : and 
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they blasphemed the name of the God which hath the power over these 
plSLgues; and they repented not Co give him glory. 

lo And the fifth poured out his bowl upon the throne of the beast; and 
his kingdom was darkened; and they gnawed their tongues for pain, 11 and 
they blasphemed the God of heaven because of their pains and their sores; 
and they repented not of their works. 

12 And the sixth poured out his bowl upon the great river, the rivir 
Euphrates; and the water [hereof was dried up, that the way might be made 
ready for the kings that ccme from the sunrising. 13 And I saw friminf out 
of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, and out of 
the mouth of the false prophet, three unclean spirits, as it were frogs: 14 for 
they are spirits of ' devils, working signs; which go forth ' unto the kings of 
the whole * world, to gather them together unto the war of the great day 
of God, the Almighty. 15 (Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that 
watcbeth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see his 
shame.) 16 And flicy gathered them together into the place which is called 
in Hebrew Har-Magedon. 

17 And the seventh poured out his bowl upon the air ; and there came 
forth a great voice out of the temple, from the throne, saying, It is done : 
18 and there were lightnings, and voices, and thunders; and there was a 
great earthquake, such as was not since < there were men upon the earth, 
so great an earthquake, so mighty. 19 And the great city was divided into 
three parts, and the cities of 4he nations fell: and Babylon the great was 
remembered in the sight of God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath. 20 And every island fled away, and the mountains 
were not found. 3i And great hail, evtry slant about the weight of a talent, 
Cometh down out of heaven upon men; and men blasphemed God because 
of the plague of the hail; for the plague thereof is exceeding great. 

17 ; I And there came one of the seven angels that had the seven bowls, 
and spake with me, saying, Come hither, I will shew thee the judgment of 
the great harlot that sitleth upon many waters; 2 with whom the kings of 
the earth committed fornication, and they that dwell in the earth were made 
drunken with the wine of her fornication, 3 And he carried me away in the 
Spirit into a wilderness : and I saw a woman sitting upon a scarlet-coloured 
beast, 'full of names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. 
4 And the woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet, and ' decked with gold 
and precious stone and pearls, having in her hand a. golden cup full of abomi- 
nations, ' even the unclean things of her fornication, 5 and upon her forehead 

HARLOTS AND OK THE ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH. 6 And I saw the 

woman drunken with the blood of the saints, and with Che blood of the 
•martyrs of Jesus. And when I saw her, I wondered with a great wonder. 
7 And the angel said unto me. Wherefore didst tliou wonder? I will tell thee 
the mystery of the woman, and of the beast that carrieth her, which hath 
the seven heads and the ten horns. 3 The beast that thou sawesi was, and is 
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not; and is about to come ap out of the abyss, ' and to go into perdition. 
Aod they that dwell upon the e>rtb shall wonder, thry whose name hath oot 
been writtcD^in the book of life from tbe foundation of the woild, when they 
behold the beast, how that be was, and is not, and ^shall come. 9 Hece ia 
the * mind which hath wisdom. The seven heads are seven mountains, on 
which the woman ^tteth : 10 and ^ they are seven kings; the five are rallen, 
the one ia, the other is not yet come; and when he cometh, he must con- 
tinue a little while. 1 1 And the beast that was, and is not, is himself also an 
eighth, and is of the seven; and he goeth into perdition, tz And the ten 
horns that thou sawest are ten kings, wbich have received no kingdom as yet; 
but they receive authority as kings, with the beast, for one hour. 13 These 
have one mind, and they give their power and authority unto the beast. 
14 These shall war against the Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcame them, for 
he is Lord of lords, and King of kings; and they also shall tniircoine that are 
with him, called and chosen and faithful. 15 And he saith unto me, The 
waters which thou sawest, where the harlot sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues. 16 And the ten horns which thou sawest, and the 
beast, these shall hate the harlot, and shall make her desolate and naked, and 
shall eat her flesh, and shall burn her utterly with lire. 17 For God did put 
in their hearts to do his mind, and to come to one mind, and to give their 
kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God should be accomplished. 
' iS And the woman whom thou sawest is the great city, which °reigneth over 
the kings of the earth. 

18 : I Ader these things T saw another angel coming down out of heaven, 
having great authority; and the earth was lightened with bis glory, z And 
he cried with a mighty voice, saying, Fallen, fallen is Babylon the great, and 
is become a habitation of 'devils, and a ' hold of every unclean spirit, and a 
' hold of every andean and hateful bird, 3 For * by '" the wine of the wrath of 
her fonrication all the nations are fallen; and the kings of the earth com- 
mitted fornication with her, and the merchants of the earth waxed rich by the 
power of her " wantonness. 

4 And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come forth, my people, 
out of her, that ye have no fellowship with her sins, and that ye receive not 
of her plagues: 5 for her sins '^ have reached even unto heaven, and God 
hath remembered her iniquities. 6 Render unto her even as she rendered, 
and double unio her tbe double according to her works : in the cup which 
she mingled, mingle unto her double. 7 How much soever she glorified her- 
self, and waxed " wanton, so much give her of torment and mourning : for she 
saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall in no wise see 
mourning. S Therefore in one day shall her plagues come, death, and mourn- 
ing, and famine; and she shall be utterly burned with fire; for strong is '* the 
Lord God which judged her. 9 And the kings of the earth, who committed 
fornication and lived '° wantonly with her, shaU weep and wail over her, when 
they look upon the smolte of her burning, 10 standing afar off for the fear of 
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het torment, saying. Woe, woe, the great city, Babylon, the strong city ! for ir. 
one boui is thy judgeiaent come, 1 1 And the merchants of the earth weep 
and mourn over her, for no man buyeth their ' merchandise any more; 
12 imerchandise of gold, and silver, and pre cious> stone, and pearls, and line 
linen, and purple, and silk, a.nd scarlet; and all thyine wood, and every vessel 
of ivory, and every vessel made of most precious wood, and of brass, and iron, 
and marble; 13 and cinnamon, and "spice, and incense, and ointment, and 
frankincense, and wine, and oil, and fine flour, and wheat, and cattle, and 
sbeep; and merchaiiiiue of horses and chariots and 'slaves; and * souls of 
men. 14 And the fruits which thy soul lusted after are gone from thee, and 
hU thinp thai were dainty and sumptuous are perished from thee, and mrn 
shall find them no more at all. 15 The merchants of these things, who were 
made rich by her, shall stand afar off fur the fear of her torment, weeping and 
mourning; 16 saying. Woe, woe, the great city, she that was arrayed in fine 
linen and purple and scarlet, and ^decked with gold and precious stone and 
pearll 17 for in one hour so great riches is made desolate. And every ship- 
master, and every one that saileth any whither, and mariners, and as many as 
'gain their Hving by sea, stood afar off, iS and cried out as they looked upon 
the smoke of her burning, saying, What city is like the great city? 19 And 
they cast dust on their heads, and cried, weeping and mourning, saying. Woe, 
woe, the great city, wherein were made rich all that bad their ships in the sea 
by reason of her costliness ! for in one hour is she made desolate, zo Rejoice 
over her, thou heaven, and ye saints, and ye apostles, and ye prophets; for 
God hath judged your judgement on her. 

31 And ^ a strong angel took up a stone as it were a great millstone, and 
cast it into the sea, saying, Thus with a mighty fall shall Babylon, the great 
city, be cast down, and shall be found no more at all. 22 An.l Ihe voice of 
harpers and minstrels and flute-players and trumpeters shall be beard no more 
at all in thee; and no craftsman, "of whatsoever craft, shall be found any 
more at all in thee; and the voice of a millstone shall be beard no more at 
all in thee; 23 and the light of a lamp shall shine no more at all in thee; 
and the voice of the bridegroom and of the bride shall be beard no more at 
all in thee: for thy merchants were the princes of the earth; for with thy sor- 
cery were all the nations deceived. 24 And in her was found the blood of 
prophets and of saints, and of all that have been slain upon the earth. 

19 : 1 After these things I heard as it were a great voice of a great multi- 
tude in heaven, saying. Hallelujah; Salvation, and glory, and power, belong 
to our God: 2 for true and righteous are his judgements; for he bath 
judged the great harlot, which did corrupt the earth vrith her fornication, and 
he hath avenged the blood of his servants at her hand. 3 And a second lime 
they ' say. Hallelujah. And her smoke goelb up *" for ever and ever. 4 And 
the four and twenty elders and the four living creatures fell down and wor- 
shipped God that sittelh on the throne, saying, Amen; Hallelujah. 5 And 
a voice came forth from the throne, saying. Give praise to our God, all ye his 
servants, ye that fear him, the small and the great. 6 And I heard ai 
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[he Tiiice of a great mullilude, and as [he voice of many waters, and as the 
Toice of mishty tliumleta, saying, Halli;liijah ; for the Lord our God, the 
Almigbty, teigneth. 7 l^t us rejoice and be exceeding glad, and let us give 
the gloiy unto him ; for the maiiiage of the Lamb is come, and his wife hath 
made herself ready. 8 And it was given unto her that she should array her- 
self in fine linen, bright and pure: for the fine linen is the righteous acts of 
the taints, g And he saitb unto me, Write, Blessed are they which are bidden 
to the marriage (upper of the Lamb. And he sajth unto me, These are true 
words of God. 10 And 1 fell down before his feet to worship him. And he 
saith unio me, Sec thou do it not : I am a fellow-servant with thee and with 
thy brethren that hold the testimony of Jesus : worship God ; for the testi- 
mony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy. 

1 1 And I saw the heaven opened ; and behold, a white horse, and he that 
sat thereon, ' called Faithful and True; and in righteousness he doth judge and 
make war. 12 And his eyes art a flame of fire, and upon his head are many 
diadems; and he hath a name written, which no one knowetb but he himself. 
13 And he is arrayed in a garment 'sprinkled with blood : and his name ii 
called The Word of God. 14 And the armies which are in heaven followed him 
upon white horses, clothed in line linen, white and pure. 15 And out of his 
mouth proceedeth a. sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadetb the 'winepress 
of the fierceness of the wrath of Almighty God. 16 And he hath on his gar- 
ment and on his thigh a name written, king of kings, and lord of lohqs. 

17 And I saw 'an angel standing in the sun; anil he cried with a loud 
voice, saying to all the birds that fly in raid heaven. Come and be gathered 
together unto the great supper of God; 18 that ye may eat the flesh of kings, 
and the flesh of ' captains, and the flesh of mighty men, anrl the flesh of horses 
and of them that sit thereon, and the flesh of all men, both tree and bond, 
and small and gieaL 

19 And 1 saw (he beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, 
gathered together to make war against him that sat upon the horse, and 
against his army, zo And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet 
that wrought [he signs in his sight, wherewith he deceived (hem that bad 
received the mark of the beast, and them thai worshipped his image ; they 
twain were cast alive into the lake of lire that burnelh with brimstone ; 
21 and the real were killed with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, 
rveH the sword which came forth out of his mouth : and all the birds were 
filled with [heir flesh. 

20 : 1 And I saw an angel coming down out of heaven, having (he key of 
the abyss and a great chain ' in his hand. % And he laid hold on the dragon, 
the old serpent, which is the Devil and Satan, and bound him for a thousand 
years, 3 and cast him into the abyss, and shut it, and sealed it over him, 
thai he should deceive the nations no more, until the thousand years should 
be finished : after this be must be loosed for a little time, 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was g^ven 
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unto them: and / saw the so\i\i of them that bad been bsheaded for th: teS' 
limony of Jesus, and for the word of God, and such as worshipped not the 
beast, neichec his image, and received not the mark upon their forehead and 
upon their hand; and they lived, and reigned with Christ a thousand years. 
5 The rest of the dea.d lived not until the thousand years should be finished. 
This is the first resurrection. 6 Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the 
lint resurrection: over these the second death hatb no 'power; but they 
shall be priests of God and of Christ, and sboU reign with him ' a thousand 

7 And when the thousand years are finished, Satan shall be loosed out of 
Ms prison, S and shall come forth to deceive the nations which are in the 
four corners of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather tbem together to the 
war: the number of whom is as the sand of the sea. 9 And tbey went up 
over the breadth of the earth, and compassed the camp of the saints about, 
and the beloved city: and fire came down *out of heaven, and devoured 
them. 10 And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of (ire 
and brimstone, where are also the beaal and the false prophet; and they shall 
be tormented day and night * for ever and ever, 

II And I saw a great white throne, and him that Sat upon it, from whose 
face the earth and tbe heaven lied away; and there was ibimd no place for 
them, ij And I Saw the dead, the great and the small, standing before the 
throne; and books were opened: and another book was opened, which is tic 
ieok of life : and the dead were judged out of tbe things which were written 
in the books, according to their works. 13 And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and Hades gave up the dead which were in 
them : and they were judged every man according to their works. 14 And 
death and Hades were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second death, 
tven the lake of (at. 15 And if any was not found written in the book of 
life, he was cast into the lake of fire. 

21 : J And I saw a new heaven and a new earth : for the first heaven and 
the first earth are passed away; and the sea is no more. 2 And 1 saw * the 
holy city, new Jerusalem, coming down out of heaven from God, made ready 
as a bride adorned for her husband. 3 And I heard a great voice out of the 
throne saying. Behold, the tabernacle of God is with men, and he shall ^ dwell 
with them, and they shall be his peoples, and God himself shall be with them, 
' and it their God : 4 and he shall wipe away every tear from their eyes; and 
death shall be no more; neither shall there be mourning, nor crying, nor pam, 
any more : tbe tirst things are passed away. 5 And he that sitteth on the 
throne said, Behold, I make all things new. And he saith, ' Write ; for these 
words are faithful and true. 6 And he said unto me, They are come to pass, 
I am the Alpha and the Omega, the beginning and the end. I will give unto 
him that is athirsl of the fountain of the water of life freely. 7 He thai over- 
cometh shall inherit these things; and I will be his God, and he shall be my 
ion. 3 But for the fearful, and unbelieving, and abominable, and murderers,

and ramicatdTS, and soccerers, and idoktera, and all liacs, tbeir pa.rt shall it 
in [he lake that buineth with lite and brimstoce; which is the second death. 

9 And there came one of the seven angels who had the seven bowls, who 
were laden with the seven last plaguesi and he spake with me, saying, Come 
hither, I will shew thee the bride, the wife of the Lamb. 10 And he carried me 
away in the Spirit to a mountain great and high, and shewed me the holy city 
Jerusalem, coming dovvn out of heaven from God, II having the glory of 
God : her ' light was like unto a stone most precious, as it were a jasper stone, 
clear aa crystal: 11 having a wall great and high; having twelve Agates, 
and at the Agates twelve angels; and names written thereon, which are Skt 
noma of the twelve tribes of the children of Israel : 13 on the east were 
three Agates; and on the north three 'gates; and on the south three 'gates; 
and on the west three Agates. 14 And the wall of the city had twelve fonnda- 
tioDS, and on them twelve names of the twelve apostles of the Lamb. 15 And 
he that spake with me had for a measure a golden reed to measure the city, 
and the Agates thereof, and the wall thereof. 16 And the city Heth foursquare, 
and the length thereof is as great as the breadth : and he measured the city 
with the reed, twelve thousand furlongs ; the length and the breadth and the 
height thereof are equal. 17 And he measured the wall thereof, a hundred 
and forty and four cubits, according to the measure of a man, that is, of an 
angel. 18 And the building of the wall thereof was jasper : and the city was 
pure gold, like unto pure glass, 19 The foundations of the wall of the city were 
adorned with all manner of precious stones. The first foundation was jasper; 
the second, ' sapphire ; the third, chalcedony; the fourth, emerald; zo the fifth, 
sardonyx; the sixth, sardius; the seventh, chrysolite; the eighth, beryl; the 
ninth, topai; the tenth, chrysoprase ; the eleventh, *)acinth; the twelfth, ame- 
thyst, 21 And the twelve 'gates were twelve pearls; each one of the several 
Agates was of one pearl; and the street of the city was pure gold, 'as it Were 
transparent glass, 22 An J I saw no temple therein: for the Lord God the 
Almighty, and the Lamb, are the temple thereof. 23 And the city hath no 
need of the sun, neither of the moon, to shine upon it; for the glory of God 
did lighten il, ' and the lamp thereof is the Lamb. 24 And the nations shall 
walk ''amidst the light thereof; and the kings of the earth do bring their 
glory into it. 25 And the 'gates thereof shall in no wise be shut by day (for 
there shall be no night there) : 26 and they shall bring the glory and the 
honoor of the nations into it : 27 and there shall in no wise enter into it any 
thing ' unclean, or he that ^ maketh an abomination and a lie ; but only they 
which ace written in the Lamb's book of life. 22 : I And he shewed me a river 
of water of life, bright as crystal, proceeding out of the throne of God and of 
'"the Lamb, z in the midst of the street thereof. And on this side of the 
river and on that was " the tree of life, bearing twelve ^^mannir of fruits, yield- 
ing its fruit every month : and the leaves of the tree were for the healing of 
the natians. 3 And there shall be ^' no curse any more ; and the throne of 
God and of the Lamb shall be therein ; and his servants shall do him service; 
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and his name shaU he on their foreheads. 5 And 
more; and they need no light of lamp, neither 
d God shall give them light : and they shall reign 
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' for e*er and ever. 

6 And he said unto me, These words are faithful and true : and the Lord, 
the God of the spirits of the prophets, sent his angel to shew unto his ser- 
vants the things which most shortly come to pass. 7 And behold, I come 
quickly. Blessed is he that keepeth the words of the prophecy of this book. 

3 And I John am he that heard and saw these things. And when I heard 
and saw, I fell down to worship before the feet of the angel which shewed me 
these things. 9 And he saith unto me, See thou do it not: 1 am a fellow- 
servant with Ihee and with thy brethren the prophets, and with them which 
keep the words of this hook : worship God. 

10 And he saith unto me, Seal not up the words of the prophecy of this 
book; for the time is at hand, n He that is unrighteous, let him do un- 
righteousness 'still: and he that is filthy, let him be made filthy 'still: 
and he that is righteous, let him do righteousness 'still: and he that is 
holy, let him be made holy ^still. 12 Behold, I come quickly; and my 
■reward is with me, to render to each man according as his work is. 13 I 
am the Alpha, and the Omega, the first and the last, the beginning and the 
end. 14 Blessed are they that wash their robes, that they may have 'the 
light lo come to the tree of life, and may enter in by the 'gates into the city. 
15 Without are the dogs, and the sorcerers, and the fornicators, and the mur- 
derers, and the idolaters, and every one that loveth and ' maketh a lie. 

t6 I Jesus have sent mine angel to testify unto you these things 'for the 
churches. I am the root and the oflspriug of David, the bright, the morning 

17 'And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. And he that heaieth, let 
him say. Come. And he that is athirst, let him come : he that will, let him 
take the water of life freely. 

18 I testify unto every man that heareth the words of the prophecy of this 
book. If any man shall add ^ unto them, God shall add ' unto him the plagues 
vrhich are written in this book: 19 and if any man shall take away from 
the words of the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part from 
the tree of life, and out of the holy city, '" which are written in this book. 

20 He which lesitfieth these things saith, Yea: I come quickly. Amen: 
come, Lord Jesus. 

31 The grace of the Lord Jesus " be '^ vrith the saints. Amen. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

Xm LAST TBABS OF TEE APOSTLE JOEH.- 

577, THE FIRST LETTER OF JOHN. 

1 : I Hist which was from the beginning, that which vre have hMrd, t 
which we have seen with our eyes, that which we beheld, and our hands 
handled, concerning the ' Word of Ufe 2 (and the life was manifesled, snd 
we have teen, and bear witness, and declare unto you the life, the eternal 
lift, which was with the Father, and was manifested unto us); 3 Ibat which 
we have seen and bcacd declare we unto you also, that ye also may have 
fellowship with us ; yea, and out fellowship is with the Father, and with bis Son 
Jeius Christ : 4 and these things we write, that ' our joy may be fulfilled. 

5 And this is the message which we have heard froni him, and announce 
unto you, thai God is tight, and in him is no darkness at all. 6 If we say that 
we have fellowship with him, and walk in the darkness, we lie, and do not the 
truth : 7 but if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of Jesus his San cleanselh us from all 
lin. S If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us. 9 If we confess our sins, he is faithful and righteous to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 10 If we say that we have 
not sinned, we malie him a liar, and his word is not in us. 

2 : I My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye may not sin. 
And if any man sin, we have an ' Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous: 3 and be is the propitiation for our sins; and not for ours only, 
but also for the whole world. 3 And hereby know we that we know him, if 
we Leep his commandments. 4 He that saith, I know him. and keepeth not 
his commandments, is a liar, and the truth is not in him : S but whoso 
keepeth his word, in him verily hath the love of God been perfected. Hereby 
know we that we are in him: 6 he that saith he abidetb in him ought him- 
self also to walk even as he walked. 

7 Beloved, no new nimmandmenl write I unto you, but an old commandment 
which ye had from the beginning; the old commandment is the word which 
ye heard. S Again, a new commandment write I unto you, which thing is 
true in him and in you; because the darkness is passing away, and the true 
light already shineth. 9 He that saith he is in the light, and haleth bis 
brother, is in the darkness even until now. 10 He that lovcth his brother 
abidetb in the light, and there is none occasion of stumbling in him, 11 Bnt 
be that hateth bis brother is in the darkness, and walkelh in the darkness, and 
knoweth not whither he goeth, because the darkness hath blinded bis eyes. 
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12 I write unto yoa, my little children, because yoiu sina are forgiven 
you for bis name's Sake. 13 I write unto you, fathers, because ye know him 
which is from the beginning. I write unto you, young men, because ye have 
overcome the evil one. 1 1 have written unto you, little children, because ye 
know the Father, 14 ' 1 have written unto you, fathers, because ye know him 
which is from the beginning. ' 1 have written unto you, young men, because 
ye are strong, and the word of God abideth in you, and je have overcome the 
evil one. 15 Love not the world, neither the things that are in the world. If 
any man love the world, the love of the Father is not in him. 16 For all that 
is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the vainglory 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of the world. 17 And the world passeth 
Bway, and the lust thereof: but he that doeth the will of God abideth 

18 Little children, it is the last hour : and as ye heard that antichrist 
Cometh, even now have there arisen many antichrists; whereby we know that 
it is the last hour. 19 They went out from us, but they were not of us; for if 
they had been of us, they would have continued with us : but Otiy -ojini oul, 
that they might be made manifest ' how that they all are not of us. ZO And ye 
have an anointing from the Holy One, ° and ye know all things. 21 1 have 
not written unlo you because ye know not the truth, but because ye know it, 
and * because no lie is of the truth, zz Who is the liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ ? This is the antichrist, even he that denieth the 
Father and the Son. 23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the same hath not the 
Father : he that confesseth the Son hath the Father also. 24 As for you, let 
that abide in you which ye heard from the beginning. If that which ye heard 
from the beginning abide in you, ye also shall abide in the Son, and in the 
Father, s; And Ibis is the promise which he promised * us, even the life eter- 
nal. 2G These things have I written unto you concerning them that would lead 
you astray. 17 And as for you, the anointing which ye received of him abideth 
in you, and ye need not that any one teach you; but as his anointing teacheth 
you concerning all things, ^ and is true, and is no lie, and even as it taught 
yon, '' ye abide in him. 2% And now, my little children, abide in him; that, 
if he shall be manifested, we may have boldness, and not be ashamed * before 
him at hia * coming, zg If ye know that he is righteous, ^"ye know that 
every one also that doeth righteousness is begotten of him. 

3 : 1 Behold what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us, that 
we should be called children of God : and iuck we are. For this cause the 
world knoweth us not, because it knew him not. 2 Beloved, now are we 
children of God, and it is not yet made manifest what we shall be. We know 
that, if" he shall be manifested, we shall be like him; for we shall see him 
even as he is. 3 And every one that hath this hope set on him purifieth him- 
tclf, even as he is pure. 4 Every one that doeth sin doeth also lawlessness: 
and Mn is lawlessness. 5 And ye know that he was manifested lo '' take away 
sing; and in him is no sin. 6 Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not : who- 
soever sinneth hath not seen him, neither '"knoweth him. 7 My little chil- 
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dren, lei no man lead you astray : he that doeth righteousness is righteous, 
even as be is righteous: 8 he that doeth sin is or the devil; for the devit 
sinneth from the beginning. To this end was the Son of God manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the devil, g Whosoever is begotten of 
God doeth no sin, because his seed abidclh in him: and he cannot sin, 
because he is begotten of God. 10 In this the children of God are manifest, 
and the children of the devil : whosoever doeth not righteousness is not of 
God, neither he that loveth not his brother. 11 For this is the message 
which ye heard from the beginning, that we should love one another: 12 not 
as Cain was of the evil one, and slew his brother. And wherefore slew he 
him? Because his works were evil, and his brother's righteous. 

13 Marvel not, brethren, if the world hateth yon. 14 We kfniw that we 
have passed out of death into life, because we love the brethren. He that 
loveth not abideth in death. 15 Whosoever bateth his brother is a murderer: 
and ye know that no murderer hath eternal life abiding in him. 16 Hereby 
know we love, because he laid down his life for us : and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren. 17 But whoso hath the world's goods, and behold- 
elb his brother in need, and shutteth up bis compassion from him, how doth 
the love of God abide in bim? 18 My little children, let us not love in word, 
neither with the tongue; but in deed and truth. 19 Hereby shall we know 
that we are of the truth, and shall ' assure our heart before him, zo where- 
insoever our heart condemn us; because God is greater than our heart, and 
knoweth all things, si Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, we have bold- 
ness toward God; 22 and whatsoever we ask, we receive of him, because 
we keep his commandments, and do the things that are pleasing in his sight. 

33 And this is his commandment, that we should ' believe in the name of his 
fiOD Jesus Christ, and love one another, even as he gave us commandment. 

34 And he that keepeth his commandments abideth in him, and he in bim. 
And hereby we know that he abideth in us, by the Spirit which he gave us. 

4 : I Beloved, believe not every spirit, but prove the spirits, whether Ibey 
are of God: because many false prophets are gone out into the world. 
2 Hereby know ye the Spirit of God : every spirit which confesseth that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh is of God : 3 and every spirit which ' confesseth 
not Jesus is not of God : and this is the spirit of the antichrist, whereof ye 
have beard that it cometb; and now it is in the worid already. 4 Ye are of - 
God, my little children, and have overcome them : because greater is he that ' 
is in you than be that is m the world. 5 They are of the world: therefore 
speak they as of the world, and the world heareth them. 6 We are of God : 
he that knoweth God heareth us; he who is not of God heareth us not. By 
i we know the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. 

7 Beloved, let us love one another: for love is of God; and every one 
that loveth is begotten of God, and knoweth God. 8 He that loveth not 
knoweth not God; for God is love, 9 Herein was the love of God manifested 
that God hath sent his only begotten Son into the worid, that we 
might live through bim. 10 Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that 
he loved us, and sent his Son to be the propitiation for our sins. 11 Beloved, 
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if God so loved us, we also ought Co love one a.noCher. 12 No man bath 
beheld Gad at any time : if we love one another, God abideth in us, and his 
love is perfected in us : 13 hereby know we that we abide in him, and he in 
us, because he hath given us of his Spicil. 14 And ire have beheld and bcai 
witness that the Father hath sent the Son lo be the Saviour of Ibe world. 
15 Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is the Son of God, God abideth in 
him, and he in God. 16 And we know and have believed the love which 
God hath 'in us. God is love; and be that abideth in love abideth in God, 
and God abideth in hire. 1 7 Herein is love made perfect with us, that we 
may have boldness in tbe day of judgement; because as he is, even so are we 
in this world. 18 There is no fear in love : but perfect love castelh out fear, 
because fear hath punishment; and he that feareth is not made perfect in 
love.

I TTie elder unto Gains the beloved, whom I love in truth.

•nd bare witness unto thy truth, even as thou walkest in truth. 4 Greater ' joy 
have I none than ' this, to hear of my children walking in the truth. 

5 Beloved, thou doest a faithful work in whatsoever thou doest toward 
them that are brethren and strangers withal; 6 who bare witness to thy love 
before the church; whom thou wilt do well to set forward on their journey

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Ukiog nothing of the Gentiles. 8 We therefore ought to welcome such, that 
we may be fellow-workers with the truth. 

9 I wrote somewhat unto the church: but Diotrephes, who lovelh to have 
the preeminence among tbem, receiveth us not. ■□ Tbercfore, if I come, I 
will bring to remembrance his works which he doeth, prating against us with 
wicked words: and not content therewith, neither doth he himself receive the 
brethren, and them that would be forbiddeth, and casteth Ihtm out of the 
church. II Beloved, iioitate not that which is evil, but that which is good. 
He that doeth good is of God: he that docth evil hath not seen God. 
12 Demetrius bsth the witness of all ntf n, and of the truth itself: yea, we also 
beat witness; and thou knowest that our witness is true. 

13 I had many things to write unto thee, but I am unwilling to write them 
to thee with ink and pen : 14 but I hope shortly to •xt thee, and we shall 
speak face to face.

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There are two Evenls in the political history of Judea which are in the New 
Testament so connected with the history of the early church, and at the 
time so defmitely dated by the evidence of seculir writers, as to make them of 
special importance in the construction of the chronology of the Apostolic Age. 
These two events are the death of Herod Agrippa I,, and the accession of 
Festus to the pro curators hip of Judea as the successor of Felix. 

The death of Herod Agrippa I. is recorded by Josephus, Ant. 19.8. 2, Bl 
having occurred when he had completed the third year of his reign over all 
Palestine. Now since from Ant. 19.5. 1 it appears that Qaudius made him 
king over all Judea shortly after his own accession, and since Claudius became 
emperor early in 41 a.d,, it follows that Agrippa died in44A.l). See WiesiUr, 
Chronologie des ApostoHschen Zeitalters, pp, 129-136, and Schlirer, Jewish 
People in the Time of Christ, Div. I, Vol. 11., p. 163. From the book of 
Acts, chap. 12, which gives an account of Herod's death not greatly unlike 
that contained in Joscphus^ Ant 19. 8. 3, it appears that Herod died after the 
Passover, hut how long after is not definitely indicated. Wieseler has indeed 
calculated from Josephus that Aug. 6lh is the exact date, hut his calculation 
rests upon insufficient data. Spring or summer of the year 44 A.D. is as de5- 
nito a date as can be given for the death of Herod. 

Two noteworthy events are closely associated in. the book of Acts with the 
death of Herod, namely, the death of James the brother of John, and the 
imprisonment of Peter. James perished by the sword of Herod not long 
before the Passover of this year 44, while Peter was imprisoned at about the 
Passover season and released just after that festival. The end of the cartbly 
career of James is thus definitely dated for us. This imprisonment of Petet 
is also the latest event of his life the time of which can be exactly determined. 
Though he doubtless lived for many years after this, and though we know 
some of the events of his later life, no subsequent event of it can with confi- 
dence be assigned to a particular year. 

;t date of the visit of Barnabas and Saul to Jerusalem to carry 
relief to the brethren of that city seems at first sight to be definitely fixed also 
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b; Acts, chap, iz, sincE the story of Herod's peisecutian or the cburch and of 
his own death is interjected between the mention of the journey of Barnabas 
and Saul to Jciu&alcm, and of their retuin * from Jerusalem to Antioch. But a 
mote careful eiamination deters us from drawing so definite an inference 
from this position of the narratives as that tbe death of Herod occurred while 
Barnabas and Sau! were at Jerusalem. The writer introduces the account of 
the events at Jerusalem (Acts 12 : l) with the very general phrase, "Now 
about that time." Moreover, it seems improbable that the Antioch Christians 
would send relief to Jerusalem to provide against a famine which was yet so 
far from being imme<iiately unpending that Judea was still fumisbiog the 
Phceniciana with food (Acts 12:20). Probably, therefore, we must abide by 
the author's indefinite phrase "about that time," which would permit this 
relief visit to Jerusalem to have taken place a year or two after Herod's 
death. 

A farther difBculty is raised in reference to this visit of Saul and Barna- 
bas to Jerusalem by the fact that in the Epistle to the Galatians, where the 
argument seems to forbid the omission of this visit if it actually took place, 
there is neveitheleaa no mention of it. Whether the Acts is in error here, and 
if so precisely to what extent, whether in reference to the fact of the journey 
itself, or only as to the participation of Saul in it, or perhaps merely as to his 
actual arrival in Jerusalem itself, ate questions which do not requite discussion 
in a note which aims to lix only the main [>oinls of the chronology of the 
Apostolic Age. 

But certain other events of early Christian history, more important in 
themselves than this particular visit to Jerusalem, are associated by tbe writer 
□f Acta with the death of Herod; and though their chronological position is less 
definitely indicated than in the case of the death of James and the imprison- 
ment of Peter, yet valuable information is afforded ua. At about the time 
when these events were taking place in Jerusalem (Acts 13 : l), a Christian 
church existed at Antioch in Syria, and Barnabas and Saul were connected 
with it (Acts 1 1 : 22~3o), Tbe planting of the church in Antioch was mani- 
festly a still earlier event (Acts 11:20, 21), and the beginning of Gentile 
Christianity, so far as it was connected with the founding of the church in 
Antioch, is accordingly assigned to a point earlier than the year 44, probably 
by a period of several years. To much the same effect is the indication 
of Acts II : 19, 20 that the gospel was preached to ^Gentiles in Antioch 
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not long ifter the death of Stephen. Gincertiing the date of this 
event, see p. 206. Whether the events of Acts, chap. 10, by which a begin- 
ning of Gentile Christianity was made in Ca^sarea also, were earlier or later 
than the founding of the Antioch church cannot be definitely determined. 
Quite p055ibly these two independent beginnings of the gospel of the u 
cumcision were not far apart in time. 

The position of the twelfth chapter is also significant with reference to 
the beginning of Paul's missionary journeys. With the thirteenth chapter 
begins the second part of the book of Acts, which deals exclusively with 
these journeys and the apostle's subsequent imprisonment. The position of 
this chapter referring to the work of Barnabas and Saul at Antioch, and con- 
necting it chronologically, even if somewhat loosely, with the death of Herod, 
implies that in the author's view the missionary journeys of the apostle had 
not begun when Herod died, yet did begin apparently not long after that event. 
This arrangement is the more significant in view of the fact that the author 
implies that he was one of the apostle's traveling companions. Though not 
with Paul from the first, he is likely to have known when the apostle began 
his journeys; and we are thus led to infer that the departure from Antioch 
(Acts 13 : 4) occurred about 45 or 46 a.d. 

The recall of Felix, and the accession of Festus to the procuratorship o! 
Judea, are fixed, not indeed with absolute certainty but with a high degree o' 
pcobabihiy, as having occurred in the summer of 60 a.d. The evidence is 
ptesenteiJ and discussed at length in SViestltr, Chronologie des Aposloliscben 
Zeitalters, pp. 66-99, ^"^ more briefly by Schlircr, Jewish People in the Time 
of Christ, Div. I„ Vol. 11., pp. 182-184. 

This date, together with the statements in the book of Acts and a few 
data from the letters of Paul, enable us to fix with approximate accuracy the 
time of the events narrated in the latter half of the book of Acts, and of the 
writing of most of the Pauline letters which belong to this period. Reckon- 
ing backward from tba accession of Festua in the summer of 60 A.D., we see 
that the Qesarean imprisonment of two years (Acts 24 : 27) began in 58 a.d. 
From Acts 20 : 16 it appears that it began in the spring, or, lo be more exact, 
probably in the month of May (according to Wieseler's calculation, on tiie 
17th day of May, see Chronologie, etc., p. llS), hence a little earlier in the 
year than it ended. The departure from PhiHppi (20:6) occurred about 
forty days earlier, namely, in the early part of Aprtt. Since Paul had been 
three months in Greece, he must have arrived there about the first of January 
in this same year 58. From Acts 20 : 1-3 we learn that this arrival in Corinth 
was preceded by a journey from Ephesus by way of Macedonia. Thil is 
undoubtedly the same journey that is referred to in z Cor. 7 ; 5, where it seemi 





to be in progtMs, and in i Cor. i6; 5-9, where it sppears m stDl projected. 
From 2 Coi. 2 ; 12, 13 it appears that Paul west by way of Tioas, where he 
tarried a little time, and from 1 Cor. : 6 : 8 we see that it was the apo^tle'i 
intention, at least, to leave Epbesus b the late spring. Assuming that this 
was the spring preceding bis arrival at Corinth, though we do not certainly 
know this, it would place the apostle's departure from Ephesus in May or 
June of the year 57. There is some uncertainty respecting the length of his 
stay in Ephesus (aeeActs 19 :S, io,22; cf. 20:31); but this and the joumey 
from Antioch across Asia Minor must have occupied nearly three full years. 
In this case the departure from Antioch (Acts iS ; 23) must have taken place 
as early as the summer of the year 54, The third missionary journey as a 
whole may then be assigned to the years 54-58. 

The length of the apostle's stay at Antioch between the second and third 
missionary journeys (Acts 18:23) cannot be determined with definitencss. 
But at the earliest the departure from Corinth (Acts iS : iS) must have been 
in the spring of the year 54; it may have been a year earlier. Assuming, 
however, the later date, the eighteen months' stay in Corinth (Acts 18 : II) 
began In the autumn of the year 52. The previous portion of the second 
missionary journey (Acts 15:40 — 17:34) can scarcely have occupied less 
than another year and a half, bringing us to the spring of the year 51 as the 
time of the departure of Paul and Silas from Antioch. 

Still recltooing backward, and allowing tune for the sojoum of Paul in 
Antioch referred to in Acts 15:30-36, the council at Jerusalem (15: i-ag) 
falls in the year 50 or 51. If, with most scholars, we identify this council with 
that described in Gal. 2 : l-io, between it and the conversion of Paul there lies 
an interval of from twelve to seventeen years. The uncertainty as to the length 
of the interval is due to the uncertainty whether the ' fourteen years of Gal, 2 : 1 
and the three years of Gal. I : iS are to be reckoned in each case as full years, 
or as embracing terminal fractions of years counted in each case as years, and 
whether the fourteen years are to be reckoned, like the three years, from the 
apostle's conversion, or from the end of the three years. It seems im- 
probable that (he fourteen and the three should in both cases be reckoned 
as full years, and about equally improbable that they should be consid- 
ered as reckoned from the same starting-point. We shall probably not be 
far wrong if we assume that the conversion of Paul preceded the council 
at Jerusalem bj about fifteen years, and hence occurred about the year 35 
or 36. 

An independent datum for the determination of the time of Paul's coa- 

ii furnished by 2 Cor. II : 32, 33 taken in connection with Gal. 1:17, 

iS and Acts 9 : 25. In z Cor. 1 1 : 32, 33 Damascus is mentioned as being in

charge of an ethnarch under Atetas (he king, undoubtedly leferriog to the 
Nabithean inonarcb. We have no definite knowledge of the time of this 
possession of Damascus by the Nabatbeans, but the fact that, while it is 
proved by coins that Damascus belonged to the Romans in the days of 
Augustus and Tiberius, and again in the days of Nero, yet no Damascus coins 
of Caligula or Claudius are known, points to the reigns of these latter 
empetora (37-54 A.D.) as the time of the Nabathean occupancy. Schiirir, 
Jewish People, Div. I., Vol. II., Appendix II., p. 357, holds that it could 
not have occurred earlier than 37 A.D. If this is correct, 
of Paul cannot have been earlier than 34 A.u. For 2 Cor. 11:33 ^'"^ 
Acts g : 25 evidently refer to the same departure from Damascus, and this, 
according to Gal. l : 17, iS, could not have been later than three years after 
his conversion. This evidence, therefore, though It is not very definite, and 
at best lixes a terminus in but one direction, combines with that derived from 
the passages discussed above to fix the conversion of Paul as not more than 
a year or two either side of the year 36 A.D. 

To the period of about fifteen years which Gal. I : iS and 2 : 1 show to 
have elapsed between Paul's conversion and the council at Jerusalem belong 
his three years in Damascus and Arabia, about A.D. 36-3S, his sojourn in 
Syria and CiUcia of unknown length, his ministry in Antioch, which we have 
akeady seen may be assigned approximately to the years 44-46, and his 
first missionary journey, which must fall between the years 46 and 50. The 
data for determining the time occupied by this journey are somewhat indefi- 
nite. Ramsay estimates that it occupied two years and four months at the 
least (Church in the Roman Empire, p. 72). 

If now we return to the year 60, in the autumn of which Paul departed 
from Oesarea as a prisoner on his way to Rome, and reckon forward, it will 
appear from the various statements respecting time in Acts, chaps. 27 and 
38, that Paul and his company arrived in Rome in the spring of 61 a.d. 
From Acts z8 ; 30, we are able to assign the years 61-63 to the first Roman 
imprisonment, though we are not able to say certainly whether the impris- 
onment continued beyond the latter year. 

The evidence that Paul was released from this imprisonment, and for a 
time engaged in missionary work before being again arrested and finall; put 
to dtath, will be found in brief in Note 13, We have no exact data for deter- 
mining the time covered by these later labors of Paul. Tradition says that 
Paul died under Nero, hence before June, 68, this being the date of Nero's 
death. Two years, however, would seem sufficient for the journeys which the 
pastoral epistles imply; and the death of Paul may therefore have occurred as 

Thns we are enabled, using the death of Herod in 44 A.D. and the acces- 
sion of Festus in 60 A.D. as the chief points of reckoning, and employing 
such otbet chronological data as are furnished by the Acts and epistles, 
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comtruct a mait or less definite chronological framework of the ^eara 36-65 
A.D. To extend this framework in either direction i*-e must have recourse to 
new data. Of the events of the Apostolic Age, which preceded the conver- 
sion of Saul, it can only be said that as they evidently fallowed the death and 
regnrreclion of Jesus, and as these latter events probably occnrred in the year 
30, tbey fall between the years 30 and 36 A.D. No data are available for the 
more exact chronological location of the events recorded in the iirst eight 
chapters of the book of Acts. 

For the period of the history of the chuica which followed the death of 
Paul, as of that from the end of the two years in Rome till his death, we have 
no narrative record. The story of the Jewish war, which broke out in 65, 
and which brought about the destruction of Jerusalem in 70 A.D,, is told by 
Josephus. The fall of Jerusalem roust have been an event of tremendous 
import in the history of the church; and certain books of the New Testajnent 
(see Note 14) show in some measure the impression which the event itself or 
the foresight of it made ; but no New Testament writer mentions it as an 
accomplished fact. 

From 70 A.D, to the end of the century is a period of great obscurity, with 
no definite landmarks in Christian history. There can be no doubt that John 
survived all or nearly all his fellow-apostles, and his death may be appropri- 
ately reckoned as marking the end of the Apostolic Age. But in what year it 
occurred we cannot state with certainty. The traditions which represent him 
as living to an extreme old age justify us only in assigning his death to the 
latter years of the century. The year 100 set down in the following table is to 
be understood merely as a round number. 

On the basis of these data and calculations, some of them yielding quite 
definite and certain results, others leading only to approximate and probable 
conclnsioaa, we arc able to construct a table, the different parts of which, of 
course, vary in certainty according to the evidence on which they are severally

The Datk of the Letter of James. 530. 

It b genenlij ifknoirledged by those who accept this epistle as a genuine 
writing of the Apostolic Age that it was written by James, the brother of out 
Lord, mentioned in Gal, I ; 19, and for many years the head of the chuich in 
Jerusalem. It is probable that he died in the seventh decade of the first 
century ; according lo yosefhus, AnL 20. 9. i (cf. also Eus/Htis, H. K 2. 23), 
just after the death of Festus, hence in 62 A.u.l On the other hand, the wide 
dispeision of Jewish Christians implied in the letter (1:1; 4:13) forbids a 
date earlier thin about the fifth decade. Between the fifth and seventh 
decades, then, we may say between 45 and 62, the letter was probably written. 
And with this early date fuither internal evidence agrees. 

The determination of a more exact date tains largely upon the intent of the 
pBlsage concerning faith and woiks (z: 14-26). Is it intended to correct a, 
misapprehension of Paul's doctrine set forth in the letters to the Galatians and 
Romans, and is it hence later than these? or is it directed wholly against an 
error springing up very early on Jewish-Christian soil, and in no way connected 
with the controversy over the place of the Gentiles in the church? The 
probability seems to lie on the slJe of the early date. The fact that the 
teaching of James is entirely harmonious with that of Paul, while his language 
is almost directly contrary to Paul's, suggests that he wrote before the contro- 
versy arose in which Paul took part. After that time he would probably have 
avoided the apparent contradiction with one with whose opinions he was in 
essential agreement. 

Nor is it likely that there was, as early as 62 and among Jewish Christians, 
any such acceptance of an antinomian misrepresentation of Pauline doctrine 
as the argument for the later date supposes. The error corrected seems to be 
one which sprang up on Jewish-Christian soil, the product of the natural 
tendency to substitute forms and words for reality in religion. But if the 
letter was uninfluenced by the controversy over the place of the Gentiles In the 
church, it probably antedates the council in Jerusalem, and belongs between 
the years 45 and 50 A.s.

and assign it to about the year 61 ; Davidson, Introduction lo the Study of 
the New Testament, 2d ed,, Vol. I., p. 309 ff,, denies its genuineness and 
assigns it to a post-Pauline Christian, JitLlcuEK, Einleitung in das Neuc 
Testament, p. [40 ff., assigns it to the second century. Mayor discusses at 
length the arguments of those who defend the Ute dale. 

NOTE 3. 

THb TriLB OF Part 111. 

The title given to Part III. is only approiiinateiy descriptive of the period 
as it is presented in the New Testament records. It is too narrow in two 
respects ; for the record describes not only some missionary labor outside the 
territories named in the title, but also some events which can be included 
under the term missions ordy when it is used in a somewhat loose sense. 
Various other titles were considered, each of which seemed to have some 
advantage, but none of which seemed as nearly correct as the one chosen. 
Thus " Organized Missions to the Gentiles," though emphasizing certain char~ 
acteristics of this period, suggests that the work described was wholly among 
Gentiles, whereas the record gives a very different account of the matter, 
" The Missionary Journeys of the Apostle Paul " is a plain prose title, nearly 
accurate, if we consider Acts only, but open to the objection that the applica- 
tion of it to a period preceding the long Ca:sarean and Roman imprisonment 
seems to deny that the apostle made the journeys which the pastoral epistles 
imply. Thus to each title that suggested itself there was some objection, and 
" Mis^ons to Asia Minor, Greece, and Macedonia" was adopted as being, 
despite the fact that it is not quite accurate, less objectionable than any other 
brief title. 

NOTE 4. 

The Tme of Pitbr's Visit to Antioch. §38: 

The only passage that mentions Peter's visit to Antioch is Gal. 2:11-21, 
and this makes no definite statement respecting its time. It must of conrse 
have preceded the writing of the letter (on the date of the letter see Note 7), 
and it seems only reasonable to assume that it followed the council at 
Jerusalem, which Paul mentions before it (Gal. 2 ; l-io). Since Paul was 
present at Antioch at the' time, or, rather, perhaps, came to Antioch wbUe 
Peter was there, we have to choose between the sojourn of Paul at Antioch 
recorded in Acts ij : 35 and that referred to in 18; 3i, 23, these being the 
only visits of Paul to Antioch after the council at Jerusalem that are known to 




■s. It* position on oai page implies that it occurred at the earlier time. But 
tbil it sdnplfd, not because there is positive evidence for this earlier date, but 
because, there being no decisive evidence for the later date, it seems best to put 
it in close connection with the paragraph (Gal. 2 : l-to, §36) with which Paul 
himself connects it. The later occaaion, however, is in itself quite as probable 
■s the earlier. It ii altogether possible that when Paul wrote to the Gala- 
tiaiii the conflict with Peter was a very recent event. (Cf. Note 7, p. 316.) 

NOTE 5. 

THK DATS OF THE FiSST LETTER TO THE THE3SAL0NIANS. 54.6. 

The first three chapters of this letter (see especially 1 : 9, lo; 2:17 — 3:6) 
ihow that it was written not long after Paul first visited Thessalonica and 
preached the gospel there, having come thither from Fhilippi (2:2). It 
appears, moreover, that since leaving Thessalonica he had been at Athena 
(3:1)1 whence he had sent Timothy back lo Thessalonica to bring him 
information concerning the state of the church. Still more definitely 3 : 6 
shows that the letter was written just after Timothy's return bringing good 
tidings. From the salutation (i : l) we see that Silas also was with the 
apostle when he wrote. But be either was not with him at Athens, or, like 
Timothy, he was sent by the apostle on some mission, since the departure of 
Timothy left Paul alone (3; 1), It follows, therefore, that Silas as well 
as Timothy had recently joined the apostle when he wrote the letter, and 
probably both of them a< the point from which he wrote it. 

Now from Phil. 4:15 we learn that "in the beginning of the gospel" 
when Paul " departed from Macedonia," i,e, soon after his first missionary 
tour through Macedonia, the Philippians, and they only, sent him money for 
his support. Evidently, therefore, some messenger from Phillppi came to Paul 
not far from the time at which (his first letter to the Thessalonians was written. 
It is certainly natural to assume that this messenger was Silas. Once more, 
we learn from 2 Cor. 11:9 that when Paul was first in Corinth the brethren, 
when they came from Macedonia, supplied his wants. This, in the light of 
Phil. 4: 15, can only refer to Che gift of the Fhilippians. Almost certainly, 
therefore, the point at which the messengers from Macedonia, Timothy and 
(probably) Silas, joined him was Corinth. 

It appears, therefore, quite certain that this letter was written on a mis- 
aonary lour which embraced Philippi, Thessalonica, Athens, and a further 
point not named in the letter, but quite surely Corinth. This was the apostle's 
first missionary journey through these regions, or at least the iirst which 
included Thessalonica. The letter itself was written from a point on the 
joucney beyond Athens, doubtless from Corinth, and soon after the arrival of 
"nmothy from Macedonia, in all probability also of Silas, the latter being the 
beuer of k gift from the Fhilippians. 
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When we turn to the book of Acts it is evident that the arrivil of Silas 
and Timothy meDtiooed in iS i 5 corresponds, id every respect in which it is 
possible to make a comparison, to that which is implied in First Thessalo- 
nians. The letlcc therefore belongs chronologically not a.t the end of the year 
and six months (iS: 11) apeot in Corinth, but near the beginning of this 
period. Its position on our page should be understood to mean that the 
letter falls, not at the end of the period covered by the preceding paragraph, 
but in the course of it, and indeed near the beginning of it. Stated in years, 
the letter belongs near the end of 51 a.d.

The Date of the Second Let 



E Thessalonians. S46. 



The names of Silas and Timothy are joined with that of Paul in the saluta- 
tion of this letter (l; I) as inthatof the lirst epistle. But Silas was with Paul, as 
fat as we learn from the letters of the apostle or from the book of Acta, only on 
his second missionary journey. This of itself suggests that the second letter to 
the Thessalonians was written no long time after the first To this conclusion 
the character of the letter itself furnishes confirmatory evidence. The chief 
theme of the second letter — the coming of the Lord (chap. s)^i» one which 
was discussed also in the first letter, and it was apparently a misunderstanding 
of the first letter that furnished occasion for the second. If, then, the first letter 
belongs to the early part of the eighteen months in Corinth, recorded in Acts 
iS : II, the second letter probably belongs within the same period, only a few 
months later than the first letter; hence, probably in the year 53. 

literature : There is little difference of opinion as to the date among those 
who admit the genuinapess of the letter, though a few writers have held this 
letter to be in reality earlier than our First Thessalonians. On the basis of a 
denial of its genuineness, a later date is assigned by Holtzmakn, Einleitung 
in das Neue Testament, 3d ed., p. 213; Weksacker, The Apostolic Age, 
E. T., Vol. I., p. 295 ff. P. Schmidt, Der Erste Thessalonicherbrief, nehat 
einem Eicura iiber den Zweiten gleichnamigen Brief, p. Ill ff., regards it as a 
genuine letter with interpolations of later matter; 2: 3-12 he assigns to the 
latter part of the seventh decade. Among recent writers, its genuineness and 
early date are maintained by JtiLiCHER, Einleitung in das Neue Testament, p. 
4off.; GoDET, Introduction to the Pauline Epistles, p. 164 ff,; Gloag, Intro- 
duction to the Pauline Epistles, p. 107 ff.; Bornemann, in Meyer's Kom- 
mentar fiber das Neue Testament, 6th ed., pp. 498-538. 
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Within certain limits the letter itself indicates its date clearly. Thus in 
an the «poslle refers to a visit made to Jerusalem after fonrtcen year*, fol- 
lowing another made three years after his conversion. The precise signifi- 
cance of these data is discussed in Note i, od The Chronology of the Apostolic 
Age (see p. 204). It is there argued that this second visit probably occurred 
fifteen years after the apostle's conversion. It cannot at the least be leas than 
about thirteen yean; and, since it was followed by a visit of Peter to Antioch, 
— which was itself already a past event when Paul wrote to the Galatians (see 
Gal. 3: II ff.j.^the letter was evidently written scarcely leaa, probably more, 
thaa fifteen years after Paul's conversion. If we identify the second visit to 
Jerusalem mentioned by Faol with that recorded in Acts 15 : 1-29, — as we have 
already done in Note i, — we are able, on the basis of the data given in the 
book of Acts, to assign this second visit to the year 50 (nVira), and the letter 
itself to a somewhat later date. 

Nearly the same result is reached from the reference in 4 : 13 to the former 
of two visits made by the apostle to the Galatians. This implies that he had 
been twice in Galatia, hence had made two missionary tours into Asia Minor, 
before writing this letter. The second of these journeys is mentioned in Acta 
16: 6, and occurred, as we have seen (p. 204), about 51 or 52 A.D. The let- 
ter, of course, was written somewhat later. Thus it appears that the letter 
was written not only after the council at Jerusalem, but after the first portion, 
at least, of the second missionary journey; stated in years, it can hardly have 
been earlier than 51 or 51 A.D., and was probably somewhat later. 

On the other side, it may be considered nearly certain, od the basis of 
internal evidence, that the Galatian letter was written before that to the 
Romans. But it is generally agreed that this letter w^ written from Corinth, 
during Paul's three months' stay there on his third missionary journey (Acts 
20:3). (Cf. Note 11.) This, according to the most probable chronology, was 
in the early part of 58 A.D. Thus we are able to locate the letter to the 
Galatians as having been vfritten later than the early part of the second mis- 
sionary jonrney, and earlier than the last part of the third missionary journey; 
□r, to state it in years, between 51 and 5S A.D. 

The more exact determination of the date of the letter depends upon the 
solation of the difficult question, recently subjected to a fresh investigation, 
who the Galatians were to whom Paul wrote, and where the churches of the 
Galatians were located. Two opinions are held: J^irst, that the term Galatia 
in the salutation is used in the ethnological sense, ij. designates the territory 
inhabited by the descendants of those Gallic tribes which in the third cen- 
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lury B.C. made a hostile invasion into the peninsula of Asia Minor, and sub- 
sequently settled in its central portion. The cities in which the churches of 
Galatia were located are, on this supposition, never mentioned in the New 
Testament. They have been conjectured to be Ancyra, Pessinus, and Tavium, 
the capitals of the three tribes of the Galatians. This opinion is held by tnacy 
scholars, and is defended with learning and ability by Bishop I.ighlfaot in bis 
commentary on Galatians. Stcond, that the term Galatia in the salutation 
designates the Roman province of that name, which included nut only Galatia 
proper, referred to above, but portions of Pisidia, Phrygia, and Lycaonia, and 
that the churches of Galatia were those of Deibe, Lystra, Icotiium, and 
Pisidian Antioch. This is aometiraes spoken of as the South-Galatian theory, 
the former view being then designated as the Nortb-Galalian theory. The 
South-Gala tian hypothesis was maiiitciucd formerly by Renan aad others, 
without Snding any general acceptance, but has been recently revived and 
defended with new arguments by Prof. W. M. Ramsay in his volume, Tbc 
Church in the Roman Empire, and in various essays in the EJLpositor. 

If the churches addressed are those in ethnographical Galatia, they must, 
according to the book of Acts, have been founded on the second missionary 
journey (Acts 16:6), the second visit to them must have occurred on the 
third missionary journey (Acts iS: 23), and the letter to them must, in view 
of GaL 4: 13, have been written still later, say at Ephesus within the three 
years spent there (Acts, chap. 19), or from Corinth within the three monlhl' 
stay there (Acts zo : 3) . 

If, on the other band, the churches addressed are those in the southern 
part of the Roman province of Galatia, at Derbe, Lystra, Iconimn, and 
Fiudian Antiocb, the founding of them belongs to the tirst missionary journey 
(Acts, chaps. 13, 14), the second visit to tbem to the second roissionaiy jour- 
ney (Acts 16:1-6), and the writing of the letter to a later time. But, 
since Gal. 4 : 13 implies that Paul had made, when he wrote, two, and only 
two, visits to Galatia, the time of writing was earlier than the journey through 
the region of Galatia recorded in Acts t8; 13. This would assign the letter 
to the latter part of the second missionary journey, or to the interval between 
the second and third journeys (Acts l3; 23 ii). 

The position assigned to it in this book assumes (provisionally) that the 
Galatian churches were those in the southern part of the Roman province of 
Galatia founded by Paul on his first missionary journey, and that the letter 
was written from Antioch in the interval between the second and third 
journeys. 

The argument for refecring the expression " churches of Galatia " in the 
salutation of the letter to the churches in the southern part ol the Roman 
province of that name, namely, those of Derbe, Lystra, Iconium, and Fisiditn 
Antioch, may be summarized as follows : 

I, It is the habit of the apostle Paul to speak of the churches either by 
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the name of the city in which the given church wal located, or id groups 
designated by the name of the Romao province ia which the group was 
located. There is no exception to this rule uolesi the expression " churches 
of Galatia " in Gal. I : l sind in I Coc. 16 : i is an exception. Paul never else- 
where speaks of unofficial districts, such as Phrygia, Lycaonia, Piadia, or 

2. From I Cot. 16: i it appears thai the "churche* of Gnlalia" took part 
in the collection for the poor at Jenualem gathered under Paul's direction. 
From I Cor. 16:3 (cf. also 2 Cor. 8; 16-23) we learn that the churches con- 
tributing were to send delegates with the apostle to cany the gift to Jerusalem, 
apparently one or more to represent each group of churches. Acts 20:4 
(the words " as far as Asia " should in all probability be omitted) enumerates 
those who accompanied Paul on bis journey to Jerusalem. It includes repre- 
sentatives of the churches of southern Galatia, but none from northern 
Galatia. Therefore it seems probable that the "churches of Galatia" in 
I Coi. 16: 1 are those of Derbe, I.ystra, Iconium, and Pisidian Antioch. 

3. Neither the letters of Panl nor the book of Acts afford any clear 
evidence that Paul ever was in northern Galatia. No passage of the New 
Testament mentions any city of this district. The passage chiefly relied upon 
to prove a journey of the apostle into northern Galatia is Acts 16: 6, "and 
they went through the Phrygian and Galatian region, (having been) forbidden 
of the Holy Spirit to speak the word in Ams." It is indeed improbable that 
the participle ta\M8tina, having bten forbidden, denotes an action subsequent 
to that of the verb Si^AAiv, •went through, and hence improbable that the 
expression " Phrygian and Galatian region " refers to a country already passed 
through before the travellers were forbidden to speak the word in Asia. But 
it is entirely possible that the " Phrygian and Galatian region " here referred 
to is the border land of Phrygia and Galatia, that which lay between the 
point at which they received the intimation of the Spirit that they were not 
at this time to preach in Asia (perhaps that point was Iconium, Pisidian Anti- 
och, or some place over the border of Asia), aod the point at which the road 
to Bithynia and the road to Troas separate, probably Nakoleia (see Gifford 
in Expositor, July, 1894). Their journey may even have carried them into 
northern Galatia; but there is no evidence that they planted churches in that 
district. The obvious meaning of vss. 6-8 is that at some point from which 
one road ran westward through the province of Asia (toward Ephesus), and 
another northward through the border iand of Phrygia and Galatia (toward 
the province of Eithynia), Paul and his companions, being forbidden by the 
Spirit to preach in Asia, turned northward; when they reached the point on 
this road toward Bithynia at which a road toward the west led to Mysia, and 
so were "over against Mysia," being forbidden to continue northward into 
Bithynia, they turned westward, passed by Mysia, and came down to Troas. 

Acts iS : 23, while explicable on the North-Galatian theory, is also easily 
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underatood consistently with ihe South-Galatian view. In the expresMon 
"the Galatian country and Phrygia " (notice that it is not identical with 
the phrase in l6:6)Ga1atia is described without indicating whether the 
journey was across the aoulhern or the northern part, and the name Phtygia 
probably denotes the western portion of the pcoviace of Asia, adjoining Che 
province of Galatja. 

4. If, in accordance with Paul's invariable use of geographical names, the 
phrase " the churches of Galatia " in Gal. I : 2 signifies the churches of the 
province of Galatia, it must include those of Derbe, Lystra, Iconium, and 
Antioch, since the article before the word " churches " implies that he U 
^tddressing not a part but the whole of the churches of Galatia. But it U 
evident from t1' ■ letter (see e.g. 3M-5; 4:11-20) that the churches ad- 
dressed constituted one group planted at about the same time. Now the 
churches of southern Galclia Conned of themselves ooe Such group, having been 
planted on Paul's first missionary journey. But they could not be included in 
one group with the churches of northern Galatia, if such there were; for these 
last, if they existed at all, were founded on the second missionary journey. 
The churches of northern Galatia were not then included among those addressed 
(if the term Galatia denotes the province) ; and indeed since Che letter ad- 
dresses all the Galatian churches, it follows that there were no North-Galatian 
churches, and hence, of course, that Paul's letter was not addressed to them. 

While these arguments are not conclusive for the South- Galatian view, 
inasmuch as it is not certain that Paul's usage with regard to geographical 
terms is uniform, yet they seem sufficient to create a balance of probability in 

There is a similar impossibility of attaining cerldnty as to the exact time 
and place at which the letter was written. Upon the basis of the view that 
the churches addressed were those of Derbe, Lystra, Iconium, and Pisldian 
Antioch, the following reasons slightly favor Antioch in Syria as the place of 
writing, and the interval between the second and third missionary journeys 
as the time rather than the latter portion of the second missionary journey 
(rf. p. 2.3) , 

1. Information concerning the state of things in southwestern Asia 
Minor would mncb more easily reach the apostle at Antioch than in Mace- 
donia or Achaia. 

2. The affinity of Galatians with the letters of the third missionary 
journey. First and Second Corinthians and Romans, and the almost entire 
absence of parallels between Galatians and the Thessalonian letters, dispose 
one to think that the Galatian letter is more likely to have been written after 
the Thessalonian letters than before them, and to place it as near to the letters 
of the third missionary journey as other conditions will permit. 

3. The prominence of the incident at Antioch (z ; 1 1-21) would be easily 
explained if the apostle wrote from Antioch, as also the fact that though 







writing to several churches, one of which was at Pisidim Aniioch, he nevet- 
thetess speaks of Antioch in Syria simply >s Antioch. 

To the possible objection that Paul would hardly have written to the Gala- 
tiuis from Syrian Autioch between his sci^ond and third missionary journeys, 
since he must have been on the point of going to GaUtia himself, it is suffi- 
cient to answer that we have no means of knowing how long he was still Eo 
tarry at Antioch when he wrote, and that bis conduct in relation to the church 
St Corinth (see especially l Cor. 1 : 23; 2: i) shows that he had a preference 
for settling such tronbtes as that which existed in Galalii by correspondence 
and messenger rather than by a personal visit. 

The position assigned to the letter in this bouk is, therefore, a probable 
one, but by no means certainly the true one. It should perhaps be carried back 
into §46; on the North-Galatian theory it must be carried forward to §50, or 
JSi. « 5sa-

Two passages from Second Corinthians, 12: 14 and 13: t, imply that when 
Paul wrote this letter he had already been in Corinth twice. The first visit 
was of course that on occasion of which he planted the church (l Cor. 2; 1 ff; 
3:6; .\cta l8t 1-17). The second visit was probably made from Ephesus 
before the writing of First Corinthians. When Paul wrote First Corinthians, 
being then at Ephesus (i Cor. i5r 8), he intended to visit Corinth after going

to Mscedtmia (i Cor. t6 ; ;). Second Corinthians thows that he tiad at one 
time planned to visit Corinth first ou the way to Macedonia, and then again 
on the return from Macedonia, but had abandoned this plan because of the 
strained relations between hiniself and the Corinthians (a Cor. l : IJ — a: i). 
Since the strained relations already existed to some extent when he mote 
Fint Corinthians, and especially since in that letter he already ai 
intention to go to Macedonia first (l Cor. 16: 5), it seems improbable that he 
made a visit to Corinth between the two extant letters to the Corinthians. It 
follows then that the second of the two visits implied in 3 Cor. li: 14; 13: I, 
must have been made before the writing of our First Coriotliiant.' In that 
case Ephesus was in all piobabiUty the place from which this journey to 
Corinth was made. 

From I Cor. 5 ; 9 it is plain that previous to the writing of our First Coiin- 
tbians Paul bad already written a letter to the Corinthians. This also was in 
all probability written from Ephesus, since at no other place after his first visit 
to Corinth and before the writing of oar First Corinthians was Paul where 
communication between him and the Corinthians would be so easy or probable. 

From I Cor. 7 : 1 it appears that the Corinthians had also written a letter 
to Paul. This letter apparently was recently received, since it was in part to 
answer it that First Corinthians was written. It then doubtless followed 
Paul's letter to them referred to in I Cor. 5 : 9, 

From I Cor. I ; 1 1 and 16 : 17 it is further evident that Paul had recently 
received a visit from three members of the church at Corinth, they perhaps 
bringing the letter from the church; and also verbal information concerning 
the parties in the church from members of the household of Chloe, perhaps 
Ephesians who had been in Corinth. 

It is evident from these facts that alt this communication which preceded 
our First Corinthians required some time after Paul had come to Ephesus. 
From I Car. i6: 8 also it appears that when Paul wrote he was already plan- 
ning to leave Ephesus and to go to Macedoiua and Achaia. His language 
suggests that the feast of Pentecost, though not immediately at hand, was 
not very far distant, hence that he probably wrote in 
spring. According to Acts 20 : I the tetter must have been w 
riot of Demetrius. For, though his departure is not expressly said to have 
been immediately al^er the riot, this passage scarcely leaves room for the 
writing of the letter, with its expression of intention to tarry at Ephesus till 
Pentecost, after the affair of Demetrius. From all the evidence we may infer 
that Paut wrote one so-called First Corinthians in the late winter or spring of 




the last of the three years (Acts 20 : 31 1 cf. 19 : 8, to) thkt be spent in Eph- 
csus. This would be the winter or spring of 57 a.d.

The SiTFFEEiNGa of Paul in Ephesus. §50. 

The two passages, I Cor, 15:33 and 2 Cot, i:8-iq, are cited in connec- 
tion with the riot of Demetrius, as furnishing further infonnation concerning 
Paul's experience in Ephesus, without intending to imply that the events re- 
ferred to hy the apostle are the same as those recorded in Acts. This can, 
indeed, hardly be the case, since the passage in Acts says nothing of Paul's 
life heing in jeopardy, while both the passages from the letters evidently refer 
to an experience involving such diagei. First Corinthians, moreover, was 
doubtless written before the riot of Demetrius (see latter part of note 8). 
Whether 1 Cor. 1$ : 32 refers to the same event as zCor. 1 : 8-IO, and whether 
the language of the former passage is literal or figurative, are questions con- 
cerning which there has been difference of opinion, but which it does not 
belong to this note to discuss. 

The experiences of 2 Cor. 1 1 : 23-28 may belong in some part also to the 
period of the ministry in Ephesus, during which Paul doubtless made more 
than one journey away from the city. It is a significant fact — showing both 
how far the book of Acts is from being a complete narrative of even the mis- 
sionary labors of Paul, and bow far we are from being able to construct a fall 
and connected narrative of his life — that very few of these labors and perils 
are recorded in the Acts, and that most of them we cannot at all locate in his 
life beyond the fact that they must have preceded the writing of this letter. 



First Cobintkians 
§5"- 

Several facts tend to show that Second Corinthians was written not long 
after First Corinthians; (i) When Paul wrote Second Corinthians, he was 
carrying out the plan of travel which he announced in First Corinttiians 
(t Cor. 16:5-9; 2 Cor. 2:12; 7:5). (2) Timothy is with him, according to the 



plan indicated in First Corintbianl (l Cor. i6: lo, ll; I Cor. I : l), (3) The 
tame questions in pait are at issue as in the former letter. Both letters imply 
the existence of parties in the church, and a denial of the authority of the 
apostle on the part of some (l Cor. 1 1 lO — 4; il; chap. 9; 2 Cor., chaps. 
10^13). (4) There seems, at lirst sight, a deRnite reference to the case of 
the incestuous person (l Cor., chap. 5; 2 Cor. 2 : 5-11; 7: 13), and an equally 
clear reference to First Corinthians as recently written (i Cor. 1:3, 4). 
Concerning these references to tbe first letter, see twlow. 

But there are also several facts which seem to show that a change of titua- 
tion had taken place in the interval: (l) Timothy has relumed, and Htn* 
has been sent to Corinth. For Titus Paul has been most anxiously waiting, 
and his suspense has only just been relieved by Titus' arrival in Macedonia. 
The most natural explanation of this is, that the mission of Timothy bad 
failed, and that the church had refused to yield to the apostle's commandi 
and exhortations. (2) The Cephas and ApoUos parties appear to have en- 
tirely disappeared; at least, tbey are ignored. Tbe two parlies now are: fint, 
the majority, who at length have renewed their loyalty to the apostle (2 Cor. 
7: 7-16); and second, the opponents of the apostle, who are very bitter in 
theiroppositionto him (zCor,, chap. 10; 11:12-23; 12: ll-lS). (3) Among 
the opponents of the apostle is one who has made himself so conspicuous that 
the apostle has demanded that he be disciplined by the churcb. This reqaett 
has at length been acceded to, and indeed with so much zeal and severity that 
the apostle now turns and intercedes for the offender (2 Cor. 2: 5-1 1; 7: lip 
12). These passages have, indeed, been supposed to refer to tbe incestaous 
person spoken of in I Cor., chap. 5. But they do not at all appropriately de- 
scribe him. It is evident that the person referred to in Second Corinthians 
bad wronged Paul himself. It is extremely improbable that the apostle would 
spealc of the sin of tbe incestuous person as so distinctly an oflence against 
himself as he does in 2 Cor. 2:5-11; 7: 11, 12. It may indeed be the same 
person; but, if so, be appears in the second letter in an entirely new charac- 
ter, showing that there has been some intervening history. (4) The refer- 
ences in Second Corinthians to a preceding letter, the answer lo which Titus 
was to bring, do not seem perfectly to lit our First Corinthians. They imply 
an even severer and sadder letter than that was (2 Cor. 2:4; 7 : 8), and a 
letter more distinctly in defence of the apostle himself and his authority (z Cor. 
2:9; 7 ; '2)' It isj indeed, not impossible that all these references arc to the 
extant first letter, but it is not probable. 

The history of the interval between First Corinthians and Second Corin- 
thians seems then to have been somewhat as follows: The letter which we 
know as First Corinthians was delivered in Corinth, but did not accomplish the 
result which was intended. The church was disobedient to the. apostle, either 
in tbe matter of Che parties or of the incestuous person. In the discusMon of 
the matter the Cephas party and the Apolloa parly disappeared by absorption 
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into the other two, leaving only the party of Paul's ftiendt and tbat of his 
opponents, wlio claimed foi themselvei the name of ChtiaL Among tbc 
oppoDcnti of tbc tposlle one man had made himself conspicuous by his open 
defiance and ininll of the apostle. If Timothy reached Coiinth, his efforts 
to bring aboat a better state of affairs were unsuccessful. Nem of all this 
was carried lo Paul, most probably by Timothy himself. On receipt of 
this tad news Paul wrote another letter (now tost) more severe than First 
Corinthians, and laying upon the church strict commands respecting their 
dealing with the man who had been so offensive in his opposition to him. 
With this letter, or after it, Paul sent Titos to attempt substantially the task 
which Timothy had been unable to perform. Paul expected Titus to join him 
at Troas, whither Paul was to go from Ephesus, Titus from Girinth. But 
Titus did not come when Paul expected bim, and Paul went on to Macedonia, 
hoping to meet him there, Disappointed again, he was in great distress of 
mind, fearing the worst respecting the outcome at Corinth. For a lime he 
regretted having written the letter sent by Titus. But at length Titus came, 
bringing news that the majority of the church had returned to their love and 
allegiance to Paul, and bad disciplined the man who had conspicuously 
wronged bim, but that the party which was opposed to Paul and arrogated to 
itself the name of Christ, was more bitter than ever; and even the apostle's 
friends were displeased that be had not visited them as he had promised to do 
before he wrote First Corinthians. It was on the receipt of this news from 
Titus that Paul wrote Second Coriolhians. 

Thus if the interpretation of the allusions to Paul's relations with the 
Corinthians here suggested is correct, Paul wrote at least four letters to the 
Corinthians. The first was that referred to in I Cor. 5:9; the second vra* 
our First Corinthians ; the third was the one sent by the hand of Titus ; the 
fourth was our Second Corinthians. 

Those who think the references in Second Corinthians to the offender can 
be understood of the person mentioned in i Cor., chap. 5, and that the letter 
referred to in 2 Cor. z : 3, 4 is oiu First Corinthians, reconstruct the history of 
the interval between First and Second Corinthians somewhat as follows: 
Timothy for tome reason did not go to Corinth — it was indeed uncertain 
whether he would do so when he set out from Paul (1 Cor. 16: ro). Paul, 
learning this, sent Titus lo ascertain what the result of his first letter was, 
Titus failed to join Paul at Troas, as Paul had hoped he would, and the apostle 
went on to Macedonia. There also he was disappointed in not finding Titus, 
and fearing that things had gone wrong at Corinth, regretted having written 
First Corinthians. At length, however, Tilul came, bringing news that the 
majority of the church had returned to their loyalty to Paul, and had 
disciplined the incestuous member as Paul bad bidden them. But the 
opponents of Paul were more sharply opposed to him than ever. The Cephas 
party and the ApoUos patty had disappeared, and the party that arrogated to 
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itielf the name of Christ embraced the enemies of FauL It was this situation 
that called forth Second Corinthians, which i9, on this view, the third letter 
that we know of as written by Paul to the Corinthians.

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The Date of thb Letter to the Romans. SS*- 

From Rom. i : 9-13 it appears that this letter was written before the 
apostle's Roman imprisonment; and indeed since there is no intimation that 
he is in prison, but rather the implication that he is free, we rnay also say that 
it preceded the Ca:sarean imprisonment and the arrest in Jerusalem (Acts 
21: 33). On the other band, the passage also implies that the apostle had 
long been engaged in apostoHc work and points to a comparatively late period 
in his missionary journeys. A comparison with Acts 19: 21 suggests, indeed, 
the latter part of the third missionary journey as the lime of writing. 

A definite date can be assigned, however, only on the basis of Rom. 15 : 
25, 26. This shows us the apostle on the point of starting for Jerusalem to ^^^ 
bear a contribatioD to the poor among the saints of that city from the Gentile ^^H 
Christians of Macedonia and Achaia. Now 1 Cor. 16: 1-5 and 2 Coi. g: 1-5; ^^^| 
13: 1 (cf. 1 : 16), show this contribution still in process of collection, and the ^^^H 
apostle on his way to Corinth, planning after his visit there to go to Jerusalem. ^^^ 
Romans seems, in view of these passages, manifestly to be a little later than the 
Corinthian letters, and in all probability to have been written from Corinth, 
toward the close of the third missionary journey. Thisdate and place is further 
confirmed by Rom, 16; 1, in which Paul commends Phosbe, the servant of the 
church at Cenchreae, one of the ports of Corinth. In this location of the letter 
there is general agreement. The position assigned to it on our page is intended 
toioggest that it falUwitbin the three months in Greece mentioned in Acts 20: 3. ^^^ 
I To this conclusion Utile or no objection can be offered if what we know ■• ^^^H 
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the Epistle to the Romans is a genuine writing of the apostle Paul, and con- 
stituted one letter. To the genuineness uf the lettet lis a whole little serious 
objection bai ever been urged. But there is some evidence to suggest that 
the lut two chapters have had a peculiar history, and on the basis of this evi- 
dence various theories have been put forward. If chaps. 15 and 16 are either 
not from Paul, or though from him not an integral part of this letter, wc can 
of course base on them no argument concerning the date of the letter; and 
can only fall back on the less definite evidence of i : 9-13. Both the gen- 
nineness of chap. 15 and its place in this letter are now, however, geDeraU)' 
maintained, the discussion being chiefly conlined to the question whether 
16:25-37 is genuine, and whether a part or the whole of this chapter is not 
■ portion of another letter of the apostle, addressed either to Ephesus, or to 
Rome after Paul had been there. If chap. 16 was wiitteo at this time, 
whether to Rome or to Ephesus, the passages cited from it at (he bottom of 
page 90 show the apostle's situation and companions at this time. If it was 
vritten at a later time, then these pertain to that later time.

Thb Epistles op the Imprisonment. §68. 

That Paul was at least once a prisoner at Rome is testified by tradition, by 
the book of Acts, and by his own letter to the Philippians (1 : 7, 13; 4 : 22), 
the genuineness of which is now scarcely questioned by any one. The same 
evidence from Philippians which establishes the fact of the imprisonment 
proves also that the letter was written in the time of it. 

The argument for the genuineness of Philemon, Colosaians, and Ephesians 
cannot be presented in these notes. But accepting them as genuine, it is 
clear that ibey were also written from prison (Philem. 1, 10, 23; Col. 4 ; 10, 
18; Eph. 3: I ; 4: I J 6: 20). It is evident, moreover, that the three were 
written at about the same time. Thus, besides the fact that all three were 



written when Paul was a prisoner, there were with Paul when he wrote 
Colossians, Timothy (l : l), Epaphras (l ; 7; 4 : 12), Aristarchua and Mark 
(4: 10), Luke and Demas (4: 14); and all these were with him when he 
wrote the letter to Philemon (vs. I, 23, 24). Onesimus moreovec accom- 
panied both letters (Cal. 4:9; Philem. 11, iz). Such a collocation of 
coincidences can only be explained on the supposition that the letters were 
sent together. That Epbesians was written also at this time appears from its 
similarity in contents to Colossians, and from the fact that Tychicus was the 
bearer of both letters, and in both is commended in almost identical words 
(Col. 4:7,8; Eph.6:zi, aa). Whether, however, the imprisonment in 
the course of which these three letlers were written is the same as that 
from which Philippians was written, and if so, whether Fhilippians pre- 
ceded or followed the other three, are questions which cannot be decisively 
settled. The position assigned to the letlers in the body of this work assumes 
that all the letters were written from Rome, and that Philippians preceded 
the other three. The strongest reason for this arrangement — and its incon- 
clusiveness shows how impossible it is to maintain either view very positively — 
is that the epistle to the Philippians shows some resemblance in the lines of 
thought to the epistles written on the third missionary journey (see Phil. 
3: 2-11), while Colossians and Ephesians seem to proceed from a situation 
the elements of which are in a large part new. The Pharisaic legalists who 
are so prominent in the letter to the Galatiaus and Romans no longer 
appear in the letters to the Coloaaians and Ephesians, but instead we find the 
apostle opposing a new type of error which combines some elements of Juda- 
istic legalism with others of a more speculative and philosophical character. 
It seems somewhat more probable that PhiUppians, which by its reference to 
the early Judaiiing heresy, connects itself with the letters of the preceding 
group, should precede Colossians and Ephesians, which show the first traces 
of the later type of heresy, than that the reverse should be the case. 

The references to the work aheady accomplished in Rome when Fhtlip- 
piana was written (Phil. I ; 12 ff.), and to the communication which had 
passed between Phihppi and Rome, show that Philippians could not have 
been written till some months after Paul's arrival in the latter city. Thus it is 
imphed in PhiL 2 : 25 ff. that Epaphroditua had come from Philippi to Rome, 
that news of his illness had been carried back to Philippi, and tbat Epaphro- 
dilus learned in Rome of the anxiety which his sickness had caused in 
Philippi, — all tnis apparently between Paul's arrival in Rome and the writing 
of this letter. Even in view of this, however, there ia time within the two 
years in Rome for the group Chat includes Philemon, Colossians, and Ephesians 
to he written alter Philippians. Paul seems to be expecting to leave Rome 

xm when he writes to Philemon (vs. 22). 
Philippians may then be assigned provisionally to the year 62, and Fhile- 

lon, Colosaans, and Ephesians to 63.

PAtiL's FtWRTH Missionary JotrsNEv and his Second Rouah 
Imprisonment, §§69-71. 

The pailoral epistles. First Timothy, Titus, and Second Timothy, refer to 
varioua missionary labors and journeys of Ibe apostle Paul in A^a, Macedonia, 
Greece, and Crete. For these journeys and labors it is impossible to lind a 
probable place in that portion of the apostle's life which is covered by the book 
of Acts. In the case of First Timothy and Titus, which were written when the 
apostle was still at liberty, the only possible place within this period foe the 
visits to Crete and Macedonia, to which they refer (i Tim. i : 3; Tit. i : 5), is 
the third missionary journey. The recorded journey from Ephesus to Mace- 
donia (Acts zo : t ; iCor. 16:5-9; 2Cor.3:l2i 7 : 5) is, however, excluded 
from account by the fact that Timothy was not on that occasion lefr in Ephesus 
(Acta ig ;22; I Cor. 4: 17; 16 : lO; 2 Cor. 1 : 1), as i Tim. 1 53 requires. 
An unrecorded tour to Macedonia (l Tim. 1 : 3), Corinth (cf. Note 8), and 
Crete (Tit. I : 5), which was intended also to include or to be followed by a 
winter at Nicopolis (Tit. 3 : 12), has been assumed. But such a tour, or its 
alternative, a series of tours, can hardly be introduced into the three years in 
Ephesus consistently with our other information respecting that ministry, and 
in any case fails to provide the situations required by these letters. In each 
of its forms it encounters obstacles, more or less decisive against it. 

StUl more decisive is the evidence of Second Timothy. This letter was 
evidently written when the apostle was in prison and when death was imme- 
diately impending (4:6-8, 16-18), at tbe end therefore of the apostle's first 
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Roman imprisonment, if this was the last, and Tnnie than fDoi yean since he 
was at liberty, the imprisonment at Ceaarea having lasted two yeacs, the 
voyage to Rome some months, and the imprisonment at Rome not less than 
two years. But in this case such references to matters in the East, especially 
in addressing Timothy, who had been his companion in Rome (Phil, i ; i; 
Col. I ; I, etc.), as occur in 2 Tim. 1 : 15-18; 4 : 20, arc quite inconceivable. 
We are forced to conclude that when Second Timothy was written, Paul had 
recently been at liberty, and hence that the brst Roman imprisonment was 
not U% last. 

Further evidence in the same direction is furnished by the style of the 
letters, which resemble one another closely, and differ in many respects ftora 
the other Pauline letters; and by the picture which they give of the state of 
the churches. It is wall nigh impossible to suppose that these letters were 
written about contemporaneously with the Corinthian letters, and before 
Romans, Philippians, Colossiaos, or Ephesians. They seem distinctly lo reflect 
a later period of the apostle's life, and a later stage in the history of apostohc 
Christianity. If, therefore, they are genaine letters of the apostle, they prove 
that he was released from his first Roman imprisonment, engaged in mission- 
ary labor for a time, and was again imprisoned. Second Timothy contains 
the last lines from his pen, written when he clearly saw death to be immedi- 
ately impending. This view of the matter is confirmed by tradition, which, 
though in its early utterances it is VEigue and indefinite, and only in the fourth 
century becomes clear and definite, yet, so far as it goes, bears testimony to the 
release from the first imprisonment. 

The data afforded by these letters do not enable us to construct an exact 
itinerary of the apostle's movements from the tune of his release from 
imprisonment to' his re-arrest and death. The following is perhaps as prob- 
able a construction as can be made on the basis of the fragmentary evidence. 

1. It is possible that he went to Asia and Macedonia tn accordance with 
his expressed intention (Phil. 2:24; Philem. 22). 

2. He perhaps went to Spain. This had been at one time his intention 
(Rom. 15 : 24, sS), and Clement of Rome, who wrote near the end of the first 
century, speaks of him as having come to the extremity of the West. (Clem. 
Rom. I Cor. 5). 

3. He returned to the East and visited Ephcsus, where he left Timothy in 
charge (i Tim. i : 3). 

4. He went into Macedonia; thence, or soon after leaving there, he wrote 
to Timothy (l Tim. 1 : 3). 

5. He went froro Macedonia to Miletus, slopping at Troas on the Way 
(a Tim. 4: 13). At Miletus he left Trophimus (2 Tim. 4:2a). 

6. From Miletus he went to Crete, where be left Titus (Tit. 1 : 5). 

7. From Crete he went to Corinth, where he left Eristns (a Tim. 4 : 20), 
End whence he probshl; wrote to Titos, 



8. From Corinth he probably went to Nieopolis (Tit 3 : 11), and it w«5 
qnite possibly here that he was arrested and sent to Rome. 

g. Id Rome he wrote Second Timothy, mi here he was put to aeath. 

Little confidence can be fell that thia represents eiactly the actual journey* 
of the apostle. It can only serve to show the regions in which they were 
made, their approximate extent, and a possible order of them.

NOTE 14. 
The LrraaATUiis op the Period of the Jewish War. §§72-76. 

There is no portion of the New Testament literature which it is so difficult 
to locate with exactness and certainty as that which we have assigned to this 
period. The evidence is of varying strength in the ditfetent cases, but in no 
Instance quite conclusive. 

It is generally recognized that First Peter shows Ike influence of Romans 
and Ephesians, If this is the case, and if Ephesians belongs to the first 
Roman imprisonment. First Peter can scarcely have been written till 
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aftn 6l A.D., and piobabty not till several fears after. For if it was 
written in Babylon on the Euphrates (see l Pet, 5 : 13), time must be allowed 
for the Ephesian letter to be carried so far east And if Babylon is an 
allegorical name for Rome, we teach the same conclusion b; another path; 
since in view of the silence of Paul's letters written from Rome, it is on the 
whole probable that Peter did not come to Rome till after Paul's death. On 
the other band, it is commonl/ supposed, though upon the basis of an incon- 
clusive tradition, that Peter died at Rome under Nero. If these probabilities 
were certainties, they would reduce the period in which the letter must have 
been written to somewhat narrow limits, placing it not earlier than about 6j, 
and not later than 6S. There remains open, however, the possibility, on the 
one side, that Ephesians may be earlier than 62, and, on the other, that Pctei 
may have survived Nero. 

The problem respecting Jude and Second Peter is complicated by Iheir 
manifest resemblance lo one another, implying that one is dependent on the 
other, and by the uncertainty which has always been felt concerning the 
genuineness of Second Peter. If Second Peter ia genuine, it must of course 
fall between First Peter and the death of the apostle, or, according to the view 
of the date of First Peter suggested above, and the common view of the date 
of Peter's death, not earlier than about 65 or 66 and not later than 68. If, 
OS seems probable, Second Peter 19 dependent on Jude rather than the reverse, 
Jude must precede Second Peter, yet by no long time, since both seem 
addressed to neatly the same situation. But it is evident that probability and 
conjecture enter so largely into this argument that we have at most no mure 
than a working hypothesis, to be verified or corrected by decisive evidence, 
if such is at any lime discovered, li Second Peter is not genuine, or if Jude is 
dependent on Second Peter, 01 if Peter survived Neto by some yeats, considera- 
ble change might be made in the dates assigned above. It is quite possible that 
all of these letters were written after the fall of Jerusalem rather than before.

Weizsackeh, Das Apostolische Zeitalter, 2d ed., p, 475, rejects 
all three, assigning First Peter to the reign of Trajan; see also HoLTZMANN, 
Einleilung, pp. 320, 325, 3Z9, JClICher, Einleitung, p. 135, places it about 
100 A.D, Gloag, Introduction to the Catholic Epistles, treats the questions 
connected with these epistles very fully. Me regards all as genuine. Ram- 
say. Church in the Roman Empire, chap, xiii., rejecting the common view 
that Peter died under Nero, regards First Peter as a genuine writing of tba 
apostle, written about 75-So A,D, 
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The evidence that the Epistle to the Hebrews belongs to this period, 
though not decisive, is mace tangible Chan in the case of the letters diacussed 
above. It is evidently addressed to Jewish Christians who, in accepting Christ, 
had not abandoned Judaism, but who, for some reason, sre now in danger of 
forsaking Christ, aod of either returning to Judaism or of drifting awaj into 
unbelief and irreligion (chap. 3; 4 : 14; 6:4-8; 10; 23; aole especially 3 ; 12). 
The writer assumes that the old dispensation was of divine authority for iti 
own lime, but maintains that it was imperfect and temporary, and must give 
place to the perfect and permanent, which has come in Jesus Christ. Such an 
argument is well adapted to save from apostasy those to whose faith the down- 
fall of the Jewish state and temple would be a great shock, because they bad 
□ot learned to separate between the Judaism of the temple and the Christianity 
of Christ. That it was in fact written when this event was seen to be impend- 
ing is rendered probable by the manner in which the temple and its worship 
are spoken of. On the one hand, though much is said of the worship and 
sacrifices of the temple, there is an entire absence of any intimation that these 
have ceased; but this could scarcely have been the case if the temple had 
already (alien. This event, if already past, would inevitably, it would seem, 
have affected the form of the argument, making it quite diSerent from what 
we in fact find it to be. On the other hand, it seems highly improbable that 
the attempt would have been made to persuade Jewish Christians that the 
temple and its worship bad ceased to have any significance for them, until 
the downfall of Jerusalem was seen to be impending. Even Paul was con- 
tent, less than a decade before the outbreak of the Jewish war, while strenu- 
ously opposing the imposition of Jewish ordinances upon the Gentiles, to 
advise Jewish Christians to remain Jews ( t Qai. 7 : 1 S-24) . It is improbable 
that any one else would have been more forward than he in this direction, 
until the change in the situation compelled the aasiunption of a new position, 
in order to avert a new danger. 

The date thus suggested, about 66 A.11., is somewhat confirmed on the one 
side by the use of the present tense in speaking of the temple worship (Heh. 
8:4; 9 ; 6-10; 10 : 1, I ) ; 13 : 10), and, on the other, by language which sug- 
gests an approaching crisis (10 ; 25). Yet these weigh but little; the nature of 
the argument, and its appropriateness to this situation, together vrith the 
absence of any clear indication of a later date, must constitute the chief evi- 
dence, and these point to a time near the outbreak of the Jewish war as the 
most probable date of the hook.

Einl«itang in iis Neue Testament, pp. :a4-io6, thinks the reign of Domitian, 
about S5 A,l>,, a more probable date than one before 70 A.D. 

The problem of the date of the book of Revelation is one of great 
difficulty. Ancient tradition, though not quite unanimously, assigns it to the 
reign of Domltian (Sl-g6), and there are some portions of the book, 
especially the epistles to the seven churches, that might well have been written 
toward the end of the first century. Yet other parts of the book seem to 
bear dear testimony to an earlier date. Thus chap. 11: 1, 2 seems to 
I iinply that the temple was still standing. In 17: 10 reference is made 
I to seven kings, of whom " the five are fallen, the one is, and the other is 
not yet come, and when he cometh he must continue a little while." This 
passage is most naturally understood to refer to the emperors of Rome, of 
whom, reckoned from Augustas as the 6rst, Nero was the fifth. The beast 
that was and is not and is about to come out of the abyss, and to go into 
perdition, is said to be one of the seven, and himself also an eighth. This 
enigmatical language seeins to find its most probable eiplanation in the 
assumption that by a change of figure the emperor previously referred to al 
the head of the beast is here identified with the beast, and that the enigma is 
based upon the report, current soon after Nero's death, that he would return. 
This report the apocalyptist employs to convey to his readers symbolically the 
key to bis prediction, though not necessarily accepting it himself in a literal sense. 
If this identification is correct, the date of the book is quite definitely fixed, 
being placed in the reign of Nero's successor, yet before the destruction of 
Jerusalem; hence between June, 68, and August, 70, A.D. It may still be 
a question whether the writer refers to Galba, who reigned from June, 68, to 
January, 69, as Nero's successor, or ignores the three short reigns of Galba, 
Otho, and Vitellius, whose combined reigns lasted but about eighteen months, 
and counts Vespasian (69-79) " ^^ sixth. Titus (79-81) would, in that 
case, be the seventh, and Domitian (Sl-96) the eighth, the Nero ledivivus. 
In the former case the date indicated would be 6S, in the latter 69 or 70 AJ). 

Some writers have taken the variant indications of time as an argument to 
prove either that the book is made up of visions composed at different times, 
or that it is of composite authorship. To this latter view at least is to be 
opposed the evidence of unity, regarded by most students as beiog, precisely 
in the case of this book, singularly strong. If, in view of the absence of de- 
cisive evidence, either that any portions are of late date, or that the book is of 
composite authorship, we date the book by the clearest evidence, we shall 
assign it to the period between the death of Nero in June, 6S, and the downfall 
of the temple in the latter part of the summer of 70 A.u. Pending further 
bvestigation and the presentation of more definite evidence, this date may be 
provisionally accepted.

There is much reason to believe Ihal the Gospel of Mark was written not 
far from this period (6&-70 A.D.), and that the Gospel of Matthew also was 
published either just before the destruction of Jerusalem, or not long after 
t. The discussion of the evidence does no^ however, fall nitbin tbe 



icope of these notes. 
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The closing period of the Apostolic Age, from the destruction of Jeruial 
bf the Romans till the death of the apostle John, is a period of great obscuriQ^ 
a the history of the church, and of scanty literature, if we may judge froni 
that which has come down to us. 

The only booita of the New Testament that can with confidence t 
referred to this period proceed from two authors, 1 

of Luke, the Gospel and the Acts, were probably written in the first part of'M 
this period. The Gospel of John and his three short epistles probably belong,-J 
o the latter portion of tt But the evidence for the exact determination of the ' 
dales of these several books is wholly lacking. 

To this period also belongs the earliest Christian literature not included in 
the New Testament canon. The Epistle of Clement of Rome to the 
Corinthians is generally acknowledged to have been written about 96-9S a.d. 
The Epistle of Barnabas and the Teaching of the Twelve Apostles are also 
held by some to have been written before 100 A.D. This is the period, there- 
fore, of transition from the literature which in due time became Canonical 
to that which is commonly known as Patristic. 
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
